To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen  : 
The  Ccoton  Aqueduct  Department  respectfully 

REPRESENTS : 

That  since  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  forbidding  the 
Heads  of  Department  of  the  City  Government  to  open  any 
bids  received  for  public  work,  except  "  in  the  presence  of 
at  least  two  of  the  members  of  the  respective  Standing 
Committees  of  the  Boards  of  Aldermen  and  Assistants, 
upon  the  general  subjects  to  which  such  estimates  relate,'* 
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this  Department  has,  on  three  several  occasions,  called  such 
Committees  to  meet,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance.  In  every  case  it  became  ne- 
cessary to  adjourn,  for  the  want  of  the  required  number  of 
members  of  the  Common  Council ;  in  the  first  (wo  cases 
the  bids  were  opened  at  the  adjourned  meeting,  but  in  the 
third  case,  at  which  bids  for  constructing  a  sewer  in  Nassau 
street,  in  Henry  street,  and  in  Vandewater  street,  were  to 
have  been  opened  on  Monday  last,  at  three  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  the  required  number  of  members  of  the  Com- 
mittees on  Sewers  of  the  two  Boards  did  not  attend,  and 
an  adjournment  till  the  next  day,  (Tuesday)  at  half-past 
three  o'clock,  p.  m.,  took  place — at  which  adjourned  period, 
due  notice  of  which  was  given,  the  Committees  again 
failed  to  attend.  Alderman  Barr  of  tlie  Sixth  Ward  only 
being  present. 

The  contingency,  provided  for  in  the  ordinance,  having 
thus  happened  within  the  first  twelve  days  after  its  adop- 
tion, the  undersigned,  as  required,  **  reports  the  fact  to  the 
Common  Council  for  directions,"  and,  in  the  mean  time, 
^^such  estimates  shall  remain  unopened  until  the  Common 
Council  shall  designate  the  manner  in  which  the  same 
shall  be  opened." 

This  Department  greatly  regrets  that  any  case  should 
have  arisen,  exhibiting  such  a  dereliction  of  duty,  want  of 
honesty,  or  suspicion  of  corruption,  in  any,  or  all  the  De- 
partments of  the  City  Government,  as  to  require  the  adop- 
tion of  such  an  ordinance  to  protect  the  public  interests; 
because  its  provisions  evidently  tend  to  embarrass  and  de- 
lay the  prompt  execution  of  the  public  business,  the  blame 
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for  which  fallfl,  not  upon  the  Common  Cotincil,  but  upon 
the  Department  charged  with  the  work. 

Because^  it  operates  agaiost  the  bidders  by  placing 
upon  them  risks  they  never  intended  to  assume,  and  will 
enable  them  to  avoid  all  liability  under  such  bids,  if  they 
choose  to  avail  themselves  of  the  power.  To  illustrate 
this,  it  is  only  necessary  to  say,  that  the  bids  which  should 
have  been  opened  on  Monday  last,  were  predicated  upon 
the  then  price  of  materials  to  be  used  in  the  construction 
of  the  proposed  works ; — these  bids  cannot  now  be  opened, 
and  the  contract  awarded,  till  the  July  session  of  the  Com- 
mon Council,  a  period  of  a  fortnight  at  least, — and  if,  in 
the  mean  time,  any  advance  in  the  price  of  these  materials, 
or  of  any  of  them,  should  happen,  the  bidder  would  have 
not  only  an  equitable  but  a  legal  ground  for  the  avoidance 
of  his  bid,  which  a  Court  would  inevitably  recognize,  and 
enforce. 

Because,  also,  it  imposes  new  and  burthensome  duties 
upon  the  members  of  the  Common  Council,  whose  time 
must  be  already  so  filled  up  by  attendance  upon  their 
monthly  sessions — their  various  Committee  meetings — as 
Judges  of  the  Criminal  and  Civil  Courts,  and  more 
than  all,  by  the  numerous  applications  from,  and  almost 
hourly  interviews  with  their  immediate  constituents,  that  it 
is  not  possible  for  them  always  to  attend  the  opening  of 
these  bids  at  the  place  and  hour  advertised  for  such  open- 
ing, especially  as  they  have  no  part  in  fixing  such  time, 
and  may  have  previous  and  paramount  engagements. 

The  officers  of  this  Department  will  always  give  to  the 
Common   Council    its  cordial  support  in    every    measure 
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designed  to  protect  the  interests  of  tax-payers  by  detecting 
official  delinquencies,  to  promote  the  public  good,  and  ad- 
vance the  general  prosperity  ;  but  it  has  not  yet  seen  the 
necessity  for  the  stringent  measures  adopted  in  the  ordi- 
nance under  consideration,  and  hopes  that  it  may  be  imme- 
diately repealed,  or  most  essentially  modified. 

As  the  Board  of  Aldermen  cannot  alone  apply  the  remedy 
now  necessary,  or  pass  any  resolution  allowing  these  bids 
to  be  opened,  this  communication  is  made  at  the  earliest 
day,  for  the  purpose  of  being  laid  upon  the  table,  to  be 
called  up,  and  acted  upon  at  the  commencement  of  the 
July  session  of  the  Common  Council.

The  Committee  on  Assessments,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  annexed  petition  of  Charles  Beardsley  and  others,  ask- 
ing that  the  assessment  for  regulating  and  resetting  curb 
and  gutter  stones  in  Thirty-seventh  street,  from  Broadway 
to  Sixth  avenue,  may  be  corrected,  respectfully 
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REPORT : 

That  they  have  examined  tlie  subject,  and  find  the  facts 
in  the  case  to  be  as  follows  : 

Petitioners  in  June,  1850,  received  a  permit  from  the 
Street  Commissioner  to  regulate  and  grade  said  Thirty- 
seventh  street,  between  Broadway  and  Sixth  avenue.  In 
the  month  of  September  following  they  finished  the  same, 
as  is  shown  by  the  certificate  of  the  City  Surveyor  having 
charge  of  the  work,  and  which  is  hereto  annexed. 

In  the  month  of  July,  1850,  the  Common  Council 
passed  an  ordinance  directing  that  Sixth  avenue,  Broad- 
way, and  the  streets  between  Thirty-fourth  and  Forty- 
second  streets,  be  regulated  to  an  amended  grade :  Thirty- 
seventh  street  was  included.  The  Surveyor  having  charge 
of  this  work,  admits  ihat  he  returned  the  quantity  of  filling, 
as  done  by  the  contractor  on  said  Thirty-seventh  street, 
without  reference  to  that  which  had  been  done  by  ihe 
petitioners.  This,  to  say  the  least,  and  use  the  mildest 
term  possible,  is  an  error  of  the  Surveyor.  To  correct  the 
same,  your  Committee  would  recommend  that  the  amount 
of  work  done  by  petitioners  be  withheld  from  the  contrac- 
tor, and  that  the  like  sum  should  be  allowed  to  the  peti- 
tioners, from  the  several  amounts  assessed  upon  their  pro- 
perty, for  regulating  Thirty-seventh  street,  between  Sixth 
avenue  and  Broadway.  They  therefore  submit  for  adop- 
tion the  following  resolutions :

Resolvedj  That  the  assessments  upon  the  property  for 
regulating  Thirty-seventh  street,  between   Sixth  avenue 
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Lot,  at  designated  on  said  assessment,  by  map  number, 
jIW,  and  assessed  thirty-two  dollars  and  eighty-fi?e  cents, 
to  be  reduced  to  thirteen  dollars  and  five  cents. 

Lot,  as  designated  on  said  assessment,  by  map  number, 
TIrss,  and  assessed  seventy-one  dollars  and  ten  cents,  to 
be  lednced  to  thirty-one  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

Lot,  as  designated  on  said  assesnnents  by  map  number, 
JRoe,  and  assessed  seventy-one  dollars  and  ten  cents^  to  be 
reduced  to  thirteen  dollars  and  five  cents. 

Lot,  as  designated  on  said  assessment,  by  map  number, 
Sixj  and  assessed  thirty-two  dollars  and  eighty-five  cents, 
to  be  reduced  to  the  sum  of  thirteen  dollars  and  five  cents. 

Lot,  as  designated  on  said  assessment,  by  map  number, 
Seven,  and  assessed  seventy-five  dollars  and  twenty  cents, 
to  be  reduced  to  the  sum  of  thirty-three  dollars  and  twenty- 
three  cents. 

Resolvedj  That  the  Street  Commissioner  be,  and  he  is 
hereby  directed  to  withhold  from  the  amount  of  moneys  to 
be  paid  to  Peter  B.  McGlynn,  contractor,  for  work  on  con- 
tract for  regulating   Thirty-seventh  street,  between   the 
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Sixth  avenue  and  Broadway,  and  resetting  curb  and  gutter 
stones  therein,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-four 
dollars  and  fourteen  cents,  being  the  amount  reduced  by 
the  foregoing  resolution.

The  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Croton 
Aqueduct  Department,  on  the  petition  of  residents  on 
the  Eighth  avenue,  to  have  Croton  water  pipes  laid 
in  the  Eighth  avenue,  from  Fifty-fourth  street  and  Broad- 
way, was  laid  on  the  table,  and  ordered  to  be  printed.

The  Committee  on  the  Croton  Aqueduct,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  annexed  petition  to  have  water  pipes  laid  in 
Eighth  avenue,  from  Fifty-fourth  street  to  its  intersection 
with  Broadway,  and  thence  through  Broadway  to  Seven- 
tieth or  Seventy-first  street,  and  also  through  Fifty-fourth 
street,  from  Eighth  avenue  to  Broadway, 

REPORT : 

That  your  Committee  have,  on  various  occasions  heretofore, 
on  a  reference  of  similar  petitions,  stated  their  views  of  the 
general  principles  which  ought  to   govern   the   Common 
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Council  in  the  extension  of  the  water  district.  Among 
these  will  be  found  an  opinion  that  the  revenue  to  be  de- 
rived from  such  extension  should,  in  all  cases,  be  taken  into 
consideration,  and  the  pipes  first  placed  in  districts  showing 
the  largest  population  ;  those  in  which  the  rates  to  be  col- 
lected would  equal,  or  nearly  equal,  a  reasonable  interest 
on  the  cost  of  laying  the  pipes. 

The  line  of  pipes  asked  for,  will  not  produce  such  return, 
nor  would  it  pay  two  per  cent,  upon  the  cost. 

The  short  line  in  Fifty-fourth  street,  between  the  Eighth 
avenue  and  Broadway,  in  which,  as  your  Committee  are 
informed,  a  number  of  buildings  will  be  erected  during  the 
season,  may,  before  winter,  exhibit  a  better  claim,  and  being 
a  short  line,  will  receive  the  attention  of  the  department, 
and  be  supplied  with  distributing  pipes  out  of  the  general 
appropriation  for  the  current  year3  if  such  pipes  can  be  put 
down  consistently  with  other,  and  previous  work,  which  the 
Common  Council  has  directed  to  be  done. 

Your  Committee  are  informed  by  the  ofiicers  of  the  de- 
partment, and  believe  it  to  be  true,  that  in  very  many  in- 
stances, in  fact,  in  nearly  every  case,  iix  which  water  pipes 
have  been  laid  in  the  suburban  districts,  petitions  immedi- 
ately  follow  for  the  erection  of  free  hydrants.  These, 
though  always  objectionable  as  sources  of  waste,  and  more 
or  less  expensive  in  repairs,  might  nevertheless  be  tolerated, 
if  only  used  for  legitimate  purposes,  to  wit :  the  supply  of 
domestic  wants — but  they  are  not  so  used — some  of  them 
being  applied  principally,  if  not  solely,  as  your  Committee 
are  advised,  with  the  object  of  procuring  the  means  of 
watering  the  neighboring  vegetable  gardens^  rows  of  carts 
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being  often  aeen  slanding  at  these  hyJranO,  waiting  their 
liirns  lo  fill  hogsheads  and  barrels  with  water  lo  be  applied 
(«  ihat  purpose. 

If  tbe  supply  were  f(|iial  lo  all  demands  thai  could  be 
made  upon  il,  your  Coinmiltce  would  not  wnste  their  own 
time,  and  thai  or  llie  Common  Council,  by  cnllino;  ullen- 
lion  lo  it ;  but  willi  [lie  facts  hereinafter  disclosed,  it  will 
be  seen  how  important  the  economical,  nud  even  sparing, 
use  of  Croton  water  has  become. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  present  Croton  Aqueduct 
Department,  o  period  of  less  than  three  year^,  more  than 
ihiriy-Cve  miles  of  streets  and  avenues  have  been  laid  with 
disiri billing  water  pipes,  and  upwards  of  ten  thousand  ad- 
ditional laps  inserted, — many  of  tliem  at  hotels,  manufac- 
tories, and  other  establishments  consuming  vast  quantities 
of  water. 

Bathing-houses  have  been  multiplied  ;  one  of  these,  upon 
which  a  meter  has  been  placed,  using  an  average  of  tliirty- 
seren  thousand  gallons  of  water  per  day,  and  yet  complain- 
ing of  a  deficient  supply,  and  asking  for  another  lap  lo  ba 
ituerted.  During  ihe  same  period  the  tonnage  of  ocean 
and  river  steamers  has  been  doubled,  and  our  merchant 
marine  greatly  increased.  To  serve  these,  lines  of  water 
pipe  have  been  run  down  numerous  piers,  and  the  contro_ 
of  ihem  necessarily  left  with  the  various  irresponsible  pcr- 
•OD)  Gonnecied  with  such  steamers  eniplo3'cd  upon  ferries 
aod  other  inland  pursuiis.  The  most  reckless  and  unjus- 
tifiable waste  follows.  In  tbe  Fire  Departmenl,  also,  your 
Committee  are  informed,  great  waste  of  water  is  common, 
by  affixing  a  hose  to  a  fire  hydrant  near  the  company's

bouse,  and  playing  up  and  down  the  street  ad  Ubitum^  all 
remonstrances  from  officers  of  the  Croton  Department  being 
not  only  disregarded,  but  treated  with  derision,  contempt, 
and  often  with  abuse. 

• 

Thousands  of  street  washers  are  daily  in  use  to  no  bene- 
ficial purpose,  and  greatly  to  the  discomfort  and  annoy- 
ance of  all  passers  by.  Upwards  of  forty  persons  hold 
licenses  to  sprinkle  streets,  and  are  daily  deluging  them 
with  the  most  unpardonable  extravagance. 

To  meet  these  various  extraordinary  demands,  and  your 
Committee  have  enumerated  but  a  part  of  them,  as  well  as 
those  of  a  domestic  and  indispensable  character,  thirty  mil- 
lions of  gallons  of  water  are  daily  delivered  in  the  city — a 
quantity  beyond  that  served  to  any  city  of  equal  population 
in  the  world. 

In  the  city  of  Philadelphia  are  laid  down  one  hundred 
and  thirteen  miles  of  street  mains,  from  which  a  popula- 
tion, half  as  great  as  that  of  this  city,  within  the  water  dis- 
iricty  is  served ;  and  yet  the  greatest  quantity  of  water 
ever  consumed  there,  in  one  day,  was  less  than  nine  mil- 
lions of  gallons,  while  the  daily  average  for  the  year  1851 
was  only  five  millions  six  hundred  and  eighty  thousand 
gallons. 

Your  Committee  have  no  data  from  which  to  ascertain 
with  certainly  the  average  daily  delivery  to  each  person 
within  the  water  district  of  Philadelphia  ;  but  assuming,  as 
before,  the  number  to  be  half  as  great  as  here,  it  would 
amount,  in  1851,  to  about  twenty-five  gallons.  In  Boston, 
with  a  population  of  140,000,  the  daily  consumption  in 
the  same  year  was,  to  each  individual,  sixty -six  and  a  half 
gallons  ;  in  this  city  ninety  gallons  I 
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These  compnralive  statemenls  show — and  show  truly, 
bow  much  better  is  ihe  orgaoiznlion  and  mnnagement  of 
ihe  supply  of  water  in  Philadelphia  than  in  Boston  or  New 
York, — in  the  two  latter  cities  tlie  supply  lo  each  person  is 
annually  on  the  increase,  to  be  accounted  for,  satisfactorily^ 
only  on  the  supposition  of  annually  increased  waste,  the 
extension  of  manufactories,  and  other  Inrg'e  sources  of  con- 
sumption, being  about  in  the  ratio  of  added  population. 

The  reason  is  obvious  enough.  New  York  and  Boston 
are  supplied  through  aqueducts  having  a  gentle  declivily 
along  which  water  will  run  naturally,  by  force  of  gravita- 
tion, and  nil  the  earlier  investigations  and  reports  have  rep- 
resented the  Crolon  river,  and  Cochiluate  lake,  each  to  be 
capable  of  furnishing  a  supply  greatly  beyond  any  probable 
demand  ;  it  i^  therefore  thought  lo  be  only  necessary  to 
raise  the  effluent  gales  at  the  sources  of  supply,  and  pour 
into  the  respective  cities  any  increased  quantities  which  the 
wasteful  extravagance  of  consumers  may  require.  Not  so 
in  Philadelphia  ;  the  water  is  there  raised  from  the  Schuyl- 
kill river  by  the  employment  of  ponderous  and  expensive 
niDchioery  ;  to  add  to  (his  is  a  work  of  time  as  well  as  of 
eipense,  to  avoid  which,  tax-payers  have  come  habitually 
lo  practice  economy  in  the  use  of  water. 

The  minimum  flow  of  the  Croton  river,  during  seasons  of 
drought,  has  been  ascertained,  by  repeated  guages,  lo  be  less 
tlian  twenty-seven  millions  of  gallons  in  twenty-four 
hours.  Snch  drought  now  prevails,  and  may  very  proba- 
bly continue  for  two  months  to  couie.  All  the  flow  of  the 
river  is  now  broiight  lo  the  city,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  a 
daily  qnaniity  is  drawn  from  the  receiving  reservoir  at 
£ighly-sixth  street,  till  the  whole  surface  of   thirty-four 
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acres  is,  at  this  early  period  of  the  season,  down  more  than 
four  feet  below  top  water  line,  while  the  distributing  reser- 
voir is  not  full  by  ten  feet.  The  facts  are  viewed  by  the 
officers  of  the  Croton  Department  with  deep  and  undis- 
guised anxiety,  a  feeling  in  which  your  Committee  fully 
participate. 

Even  if  drought  did  not  prevail,  and  the  flow  in  the 
Croton  river  was  up  to  one  hundred  millions  of  gallons  per 
diem,  as  it  sometimes  is,  it  would  not  essentially  alter  our 
present  position,  as  the  quantity  of  water  which  can  be  de- 
livered  upon  this  island  is  limited  to  the  capacity  of  two 
pipes,  of  three  feet  diameter  each,  through  which  it  passes 
over  the  High  Bridge. 

These  must  be  taken  up  and  larger  pipes  substituted, 
and  additional  lines,  at  the  inverted  syphon,  crossing  Man- 
hattan Valley,  put  down,  before  the  department  can  deliver 
in  the  city  any  more  water  than  is  now  daily  fumfshed  to 
it.  The  Croton  Board  has  been  anxious  to  postpone  these 
burthensome  expenditures  to  the  latest  possible  period,  and 
had  hoped,  in  the  mean  time,  to  keep  up  a  most  liberal  sup- 
ply for  nil  legitimate  purposes,  by  abating  the  almost  uni- 
versal waste  ;  but  their  utmost  exertions  in  this  direction 
have  signally  failed.  Much  of  this  waste,  probably  the 
greater  portion  of  it,  is  concealed  alike  from  them  and  the 
public,  in  the  interior  of  stores  and  dwellings,  where  thou- 
sands of  openings  are  left  running  day  and  night,  through- 
out the  year,  passing  off  through  sewers  into  the  rivers. 
From  data  in  possession  of  the  department,  it  is  absolutely 
certain  that  more  than  half  the  daily  delivery  of  water  in 
the  city  is  wasted,  and  not  a  dollar  received  into  the  City 
Treasury  as  an  equivalent. 
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Your  Committee  are  convinced  that  our  citizens  gener- 
ally have  no  just  appreciation  of  the  value  of  a  supply  of 
pure  and  wholesome  water.  A  few  of  the  older  families, 
those  who  were  house-keepers,  five-and-twenty  years  ago, 
and  remember  the  stinted  quantity  of  two  or  three  buckets 
of"  Knnpp's  Spring  Water,''  (and  poor  enough  it  was)  daily 
left  at  their  house,  at  a  charge  of  two  cents  a  bucket,  may 
gratefully  recognize  it ;  but  the  masses  do  not,  and  not  one 
of  the  ten  thousand  persons,  who  daily  flood  the  streets, 
many  of  them  twice  a  day,  with  hose  attached  to  street 
washers,  ever  reflect  that  the  supply  has  its  limits,  that 
every  hundred  gallons,  so  thrown  upon  the  streets,  costs  the 
city  three-fourths  of  a  cent,  and  the  grent  aggregate  of 
waste,  throughout  the  city,  half  a  million  of  dollars  per  an- 
num ! 

These  are  alarming  facts;  and,  as  numerous  petitions  for 
the  extension  of  the  water  district  are  presented  to  the 
Common  Conncil  at  each  of  its  monthly  sittings,  your  Com- 
mittee has  deemed  it  a  duty  to  place  them  before  this 
Board,  that  its  action  may  be  controlled  by  them. 

There  are  yet  some  miles  of  street  mains  to  be  laid  by 
the  department,  for  which  appropriations  have  been  made, 
and  which  the  parties  interested  have  a  just  right  to  expect 
will  be  put  down  during  the  season,  and  under  all  the  cir- 
cumstances detailed  in  this  report,  your  Committee  would 
consider  it  imprudent  to  add  to  this  by  ordering  any  new 
work. 

Similar  petitions,  hereafter  received,  they  would  recom- 
mend be  referred  directly  to  the  Croton  Board,  where  tiiey 
would  be  placed  on  file,  and  enable  thai  Board,  in  making 
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up  its  working*  plans  hereafter,  to  give  to  each  a  proper 
consideration,  and  in  a  further  distribution  of  water  to  con- 
fer its  benefits  according  to  population.  If  given  to  your 
Committee  their  report  would  be  essentially  a  copy  of  this, 
involving  the  labor  of  drawing  it  up  without  any  corres- 
ponding benefit. 

Your  Committee  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further 
consideration  of  the  petition  annexed,  suggesting,  at  the 
same  time,  that  it  may  very  soon  become  necessary  to  pass 
an  ordinance  stopping  the  supply  of  Croton  water  to  all 
steam  vessels,  except  for  culinary  and  drinking  purposes ; 
interdicting  the  use  of  street  washers  for  the  next  two  or 
three  months;  compelling  street  sprinklers  to  procure 
their  water  from  the  rivers,  and  closing  all  public  and  pri- 
vate fountains  for  a  Iike*period  of  two  or  three  months,  and 
abolishing  entirely  all  jets  and  basins  in  bar-rooms,  groce- 
ries, confectionaries,  bakeries,  &c.  With  these  retrench- 
ments the  reservoirs  would  soon  be  filled,  and  a  proper 
head  of  water,  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  maintained.

Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  with  the  requisitions  of 
the  law,  I  have  submitted  a  statement  to  the  Comptroller, 
for  an  additional  appropriation,  to  enable  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Streets  to  carry  through  the  legitimate  duties  of  his 
bureau,  for  the  residue  of  the  year. 

• 

Below  I  have  appended  a  statement  of  the  work  done, 
in  each  and  every  ward  of  the  city,  from  the  1st  of  January 
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to  the  31st  of  July  last  past.  The  aggregate  of  manure, 
dirt  and  rubbish,  collected  and  removed  in  the  period 
above  referred  to,  is  four  hundred  and  seventy-six  thousand 
and  three  hundred  and  fifty  loads  (476,350,)  a  greater 
amount  of  labor,  by  twenty  odd  thousand  loads,  than  has 
ever  been  performed  upon  the  streets  for  an  entire  year, 
since  the  establishment  of  the  city  government.

The  discrepancy  between  the  amount  of  manure,  dirt 
and  rubbish,  conlrasted  with  previous  years,  is  accounted 
for  by  the  unprecedented  amount  of  sewering,  laying  Cro- 
ton  and  gas  pipes,  rail-tracks,  patching  and  paving  streets, 
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in  conjunction  with  the  incessant  and  extraordinary  im« 
provements  made  by  our  citizens  this  year,  on  their  prop- 
erty, with  the  constant  violation  of  city  ordinances  by 
builders  and  contractors,  who  leave  behind  them  large 
quantities  of  dirt  and  rubbish,  which  this  Department  is 
compelled  to  remove.  There  is  not  only  a  great  expense 
attached  to  this  for  individual  benefit,  but  the  city  loses  the 
sale  of  manure,  by  the  admixture  of  sand,  rendering  it 
worthless  to  the  farmer;  and  we  are  compelled  to  pay  for 
taking  away  that  that  we  otherwise  would  get  paid  for. 
Section  2d,  of  an  ordinance  passed  in  1849,  reads  thua — - 
"All  pavemenis  hereafter  to  be  laid,  in  any  of  the  streets 
or  lanes  of  this  city,  by  the  Superintendent  of  Pavements^ 
or  contractors  for  the  construction  of  sewers,  or  for  the  lay- 
ing of  any  water,  gas,  or  other  pipes,  shall,  after  the  pave- 
ment is  laid  and  driven  down,  have  covered  over  them  one 
inch  in  thickness  of  pure  sand,  and  no  more.^^  Instead  of 
"  OTie  inch  of  pure  sand,  and  no  morc^^^  it  is  almost  in\'aria- 
bly  the  case  that  three  inches  of  fine  stuH'  is  spread  upon 
the  strceis,  which  tlie  never  ceasing  whcel/niir  of  vehicles 
of  our  restless  city,  drag  for  l)locl{s,  and  soori  converts  this 
dirt  into  powder,  which  the  first  gust  of  wind  hlows  into 
the  faces  of  our  citizens,  or  into  (fuMr  b.oiises,  rendering 
the  complaints  to  this  Department,  of  a  nmnerons  and 
most  vexations  character  ;  vexations,  h.caiise  ii  is  not  in 
my  power  to  render  any  jedrcss  for  th(*  giievanct^s  thus 
justly  complained  of.  Instances  are  also  numerous  of  the 
streets  being  broken  up  and  rendered  in) passable  for  the 
pedestrifiU  or  vehicles,  without  any  authority  bui  the  will 
of  the  parties  committing  the  act. 

If  this  course  of  conduct  is  going  to  be  followed  up,  by 
those  citizens  who  are  builders  and  contractors,  and  it  is  to 
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be  permitted  by  the  authorities,  taxation  roust  necessarily 
increase,  from  which  no  corresponding  benefit  can  possibly 
arise.  There  is  no  city  in  the  Union,  where  such  an  as* 
sumption  as  breaking  up  and  encumbering  streets  and  side- 
walks at  will,  for  individual  benefit,  would  be  tolerated  for 
a  day,  to  the  sacrifice  of  public  convenience  and  mutua^ 
right.  Ordinances  of  the  city,  when  passed,  are  supposed 
to  be  for  the  protection  of  all — equally  binding  upon  the 
citizen,  and  which  every  municipal  officer,  by  his  oath,  is 
bound  to  see  executed.  There  should  be  a  unity  of  action 
with  the  Heads  of  Departments,  including  the  Mayor,  or 
our  ordinances,  as  a  general  thing,  will  amount  to  nothing, 
and  stand  as  a  dead  letter  for  any  safe  or  practical  pur- 
poses. 

I  append  hereunto  an  ordinance,  which  has  never  been 
put  into  operation,  that  became  a  law  August  9th,  1849, 
section  first  of  which  the  police  are  looked  to  to  see  enforced, 
'and,  though  daily  violated  in  the  most  flagrant  manner, 
but  four  arrests  have  been  made  this  year,  to  my  knowl- 
edge. The  third  section  is  of  vital  importance  to  this  De- 
partment, in  its  expenditures ;  but  it  has  proved  a  com- 
parative failure,  for,  previous  to  the  15th  of  July,  accord- 
ing to  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  he  had  given  no  cer- 
tificate. 

AN  ORDINANCE. 

The  MayoTy  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  city  of  JVeto 
York  J  in  Common  Council  convened^  do  ordain  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  All  carts  and  other  vehicles  used  by  any  person 
or  persons  to  carry  or  transport  any  swill  or  garbage,  shall 
have  water-tight  boxes  or  other  vessels,  so  as  to  prevent  the 
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coDtents  from  leaking,  spilling  or  scattering  on  the  streets, 
nnder  the  penalty  of  one  dollar  for  each  and  every  offence, 
on  conviction  thereof,  before  any  magistrate  of  the  city, 

§  2.  All  pavements,  hereafter  to  be  laid,  in  any  of  the 
streets  or  lanes  of  this  city,  by  the  Superintendents  of  Pave- 
ments, or  contractors  for  the  construction  of  sewers,  or  for 
the  laying  of  any  water,  gas,  or  other  pipes,  shall,  after  the 
pavement  is  laid  and  driven  down,  have  covered  over  them 
one  inch  in  thickness  of  pure  sand,  and  no  more. 

§  3.  Any  and  all  persons,  other  than  the  Superintendent 
of  Pavements,  who  may  hereafter  pave,  or  cause  to  be 
paved,  any  street,  lane,  or  other  thoroughfare,  or  portion 
thereof  in  this  city,  shall  have  the  sand,  dirt  and  rubbish 
cleaned  off  said  street,  lane,  or  thoroughfare,  or  any  part 
thereof,  within  twelve  days  after  any  such  pavement  shall 
be  completed,  except  such  pavements  as  shall  be  laid  over 
pipes,  which  shall  be  cleared  off  within  six  days  after  the 
same  shall  be  laid  ;  this  section  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
apply  to  the  removal  of  all  sand,  dirt  or  rubbish  collected 
in  any  part  of  any  and  all  streets,  lanes  and  thoroughfares 
covered  by  any  pavement  so  done  or  laid,  or  excavation 
that  may  have  been  made,  or  other  work  done  in  pursu- 
ance thereof;  and  no  contract  for  paving,  in  pursuance  of 
this  section,  shall  be  accepted  as  completed,  unless  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Streets  shall  certify  that  this  section  has 
been  fully  complied  with. 

§  4.  Any  person  or  persons,  exceptmg  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Pavements,  neglecting  or  refusing  to  remove  the 
dirt,  sand  or  rubbish,  mentioned  in  section  3  of  this  ordi- 
nance, within  the  time  specified  therein,  shall  forfeit  and 
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pay  the  sura  of  iweDiy-five  dollars  for  each  offence ;  and 
in  addition  thereto,  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  removed  at  the  expense  of  the  party 
so  neglecting  or  refusing,  who  shall  be  liable  to  repay  and 
refund  the  same,  and  which  shall  be  collected  and  paid 
into  the  city  treasury. 

§  5.  Any  contractors,  or  other  person  or  persons,  causing 
any  cart  to  be  loaded  and  heaped  up  with  manure,  sand, 
earth,  mud,  clay  or  rubbish,  so  that  the  contents,  or  any 
part  thereof,  shall  be  scattered  in  any  street,  avenue,  lane, 
pier  or  bulkhead  in  this  city,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum 
of  five  dollars  for  each  offence. 

§  6.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  either  of  the  gas  companies 
of  this  city,  to  break  up  any  of  the  pavements  of  this  city, 
without  the  permission  of  the  Commissioner  of  Repairs  and 
Supplies,  and  the  Commissioner  of  Streets  and  Lamps ;  ani 
such  consent  shall  not  be  given  until  the  party  applying 
therefor  shall  enter  into  a  stipulation,  satisfactory  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Repairs  and  Supplies,  to  repair  and  re- 
place the  said  pavement  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Repairs  and  Supplies,  at  his  and  their  own  ex- 
pense, by  a  day  to  be  named  in  such  permit ;  and  if  any 
person  or  persons  shall  neglect  and  refuse  to  repair  and  re- 
place the  same,  in  accordance  with  such  stipulation  and 
permit,  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  offence  the  sum 
of 'fifty  dollars;  and  in  addition  thereto, shall  be  liable  to 
pay  the  expense  of  repairing  and  replacing  such  pavement, 
and  which  shall  be  done  by  and  under  the  direction  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Repairs  and  Supplies. 

§  7.  All  ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances,  inconsistent 
with  this  ordinance,  are  hereby  repealed  • 
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Adopted  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen^  July  27,  1849. 
Adopted  by  the  Board  of  Assistants,  July  30,  1849; 
Approved  by  the  Mayor,  August  9,  1849.

AN  ORDINANCE 

IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  LAW,  ENTI- 
TLED "  An  act  TO  PREVENT  THE  THROWING  OF  OFFAL 
AND  OTHER  FILTHY  SUBSTANCES  IN  THE  STREETS  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  NEW  YORK,"  PASSED  BY  THE  LEGISLATURE  ON 
THE  2d  OF   APRIL,  1849. 

The  Mayor ^  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  city  of  JWto 
York^  in  Common  Council  convened^  do  ordain  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  No  person  or  persons  shall  throw,  cast,  or  lay 
any  ashes,  offal,  vegetables,  garbage,  dross,  cmders,  shells, 
straw,  shavings,  dirt,  filth,  or  rubbish  of  any  kind  what- 
ever, in  any  street,  lane,  alley,  or  public  place  in  the  city 
of  New  York. 

^  2.  The  violations  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  pre- 
ceding section,  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a 
misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punishable  by  fine  of  not  less 
than  one  dollar,  or  more  than  ten  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  City  Prison,  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  one  or 
more  than  five  days. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets, 
the  Street  Inspectors  and  Policemen  of  the  said  city,  to 
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enforce  the  observance  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  punish* 
ment  of  any  party  or  parties  who  may  violate  the  same. 

Adopted  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  April  23,  1849. 
Adopted  by  the  Board  of  Assistants,  April  30,  1849. 
Approved  by  the  Mayor,  May  2,  1849.

I  have  made  a  statement  to  his  Honor  the  Recorder,  as 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Annual  Taxation,  in  which 
I  have  specified  some  of  the  causes  of  the  increase  of  ex- 
penditures of  the   Bureau  of  Cleaning  Streets,  also,   of 
Lamps  an^Gas,  which  will  no  doubt,  be  submitted  to  you 
as  Supervisors,  in  his  Honor's  report  upon  the  subject.     It 
is,  however,  but  proper  to  state,  thatin   removing  encum- 
brances from  docks,  streets,  &c.,  nearly  two  thousand  dol- 
lars has  been  expended,  which  has  to  be  taken  from   the 
appropriation  of  Cleaning  Streets.     This   matter,  to  my 
mind,  should   be  distinct,  and  not  have  it  as  now,  sum- 
med up  in  the  aggregate.     To  carry  out  the  ordinances 
relative  to  encumbrances  energetically,  would  require  the 
sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  a  corporation  yard  of  ten 
acres  of  ground,  but  after  that  there  would  be  none  of 
these  complaints  now  so  justly  made«    This  matter  requires 
to  be  remedied. 

Your  Honorable  Body,  in  leasing  the  dock  at  the  foot  of 
Roosevelt  street  for  ferry  purposes,  now  used  by  this  de- 
partment as  a  dumping  board,  makes  it  incumbent  on  me 
to  ask  to  have  a  ddck  secured  for  such  use  at  your  earliest 
convenience,  that  it  may  be  put  in  proper  condition.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

TO   AUTHORIZE   THE   ISSUE    OF   ASSESSMENT    BONDS  IN  ANTI- 
CIPATION   OF   THE    COLLECTION    OF   ASSESSMENTS. 

The  Mayor ^  Aldermen^  and  CommonaUy  of  the  city  of  JSTew 

Yorky  in  Common  Council  convened^  do  ordain  as  foUoios: 

« 

Sect.  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Comptroller,  when- 
ever any  amount  shall  be  due  upon  a  contract,  the  expense 
whereof  is  to  be  reimbursed  by  an  assessment,  and  all  the 
provisioDs  of  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  authorize  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  city  of  New 
York,  to  issue  assessment  bonds,''  passed  April  16,  1852, 
have  been  complied  with,  to  borrow  from  time  to  time 
such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary  to  make  the  payments 
due  upon  any  such  contract,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
said  act,  upon  the  credit  of  the  Corporation,  in  anticipation 
of  the  collection  of  said  assessments,  not  exceeding  in  the 
whole  the  amounts  to  be  paid  by  such  contracts  as  may  be 
deposited  with  him,  and  such  sums  shall  only  be  borrowed 
as  the  same  may  be  required,  to  make  such  payments. 

§  2.  Every  loan  to  be  effected  or  authorized  by  the  last 
section  shall  be  secured  by  the  bonds  of  the  Corporation, 
payable  in  not  exceeding  one  year,  in  such  sums  as  the 
Comptroller  may  deem  proper,  which  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Comptroller,  countersigned  by  the  Mayor,  and  sealed 
with  the  Common  seal  of  said  city,  provided,  however, 
that  no  loan  shall  be  made,  for  the  payment  of  any  con- 
tract, until  the  assessment  for  the  same  has  been  confirmed 
by  the  Common  Council. 
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AN  ORDINANCE 

TO  AUTHORIZE   THE   ISSUE  OF  BONDS  UPON  CONTRACTS  PAYA- 
BLE BT   ASSESSMENTS. 

The  Mayor  J  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  in  the  city  of  J^ew 
Yorkyin  Common  Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows: 
§  1.  Whenever  any  contract  shall  be  made  by  any  of 
the  Departments  of  the  Corporation,  the  amount  whereof 
is  to  be  afterward  collected  by  assessments  from  the  pro- 
perty  benefited  by  the  work  to  be  done  under  said  con- 
tract, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Head  of  Departments 
making  such  contracts,  forthwith  to  file  a  true  copy  thereof 
with  the  Comptroller. 

^  2.  Whenever  any  potyment  shall  become  due  upon 
any  such  contract,  according  to  the  provisions  thereof,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Head  of  Departments  having  such 
work  in  charge,  to  furnish  to  the  person,  entitled  to  such 
payments,  a  certificate  in  writing,  specifying  the  contract 
upon  which  such  payment  is  due,  and  the  amount  due 
upon  such  contract. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Coniptiollcr,  on  pro- 
duction of  such  certificate,  to  pay  the  amount  thereof,  and 
indorse  such  payment  upon  such  copy  contract ;  but  no 
payment  shall  be  made  upon  such  contract,  beyond  the 
amount  thereof;  and  the  final  payment  thereon  shall  not 
be  made,  until  the  Head  of  Departments  having  sucli  work 
in  charge  shall  furnish  the  Comptroller,  who  shall  file  the 
same  in  his  office,  a  certificate  that  the  work  mentioned  in 
such  contract  Las  been  completed,  according  to  the  terms 
of  said  contract,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Head  of  De- 
partment giving  such  certificate.  The  final  payment  upon 
any  such  contracts  shall  be  at  least  fifteen  per  cent,  on  the 
amount  thereof,  and  the   certificate  of  such  final  payment 
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shall  not  be  given  until  the  assessment  for  said  work  shall 
be  confirmed  by  the  Common  Council. 

§  4.  For  the  purpose  of  making  such  payments,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  Comptroller  to  borrow,  from  time  (o  time, 
such  sums  as  may  be  necessary,  in  pursuance  of  the  Act  of 
the  Legislature,  of  April  16th,  1852,  upon  bonds  to  be 
known  as  Assessment  Bonds,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  ex- 
ceeding six  per  cent,  per  annum;  and  for  the  payment 
of  said  bonds,  the  moneys  to  be  collected  from  such  assess- 
ments are  hereby  specifically  pledged. 

§  5.  The  Comptroller  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  bonds 
so  issued,  specifying  the  particular  work,  on  account  of 
which  the  same  may  be  issued  ;  and  all  moneys  collected 
on  account  of  any  work,  for  the  payment  of  wliich  said 
bonds  were  issued,  shall  be  faithfully  applied  to  the  re- 
demption of  said  bonds. 

§  6.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  contained  shall  authorize 
the  payment  upon  any  contract,  which,  by  its  terms,  does 
not  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  work,  to  be  done  under 
it,  in  cash,  as  the  work  progresses,  or  upon  its  completion.

mains  yearly,  are  now  vigorously  prosecuting  the  work, 
which  will  enable  us  to  have  gas  burning  in  every  ward  and 
district  ia  the  city,  below  Fourteenth  street,  by  the  early 
part  of  December  next. 

The  New  York  Gas  Company  are  rapidly  filling  up  ihetr 
diatrict,  which,  I  have  no  doubt,  will  be  finished  by  the  last 
of  November.  There  has  been  taken  up,  and  removed  to 
the  opper  districts,  five  hundred  oil  posts,  which,  together 
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with  the  new  ones,  will  make  630  oil  lamp  posts  removed 
and  put  up  since  the  season  permitted  us  to  commence  the 
work.  We  have  now  oil  lamp  posts  put  up  to  within  a 
short  distance  of  Kingsbridge.  In  a  few  days  we  will  be 
ready  to  light  the  whole  line,  along  the  Blooraingdale  road, 
which,  when  completed,  will  make  thirteen  and  three 
quarter  continuous  miles  of  gas  and  oil  lamps  to  light  on 
that  line,  running  from  the  Battery  to  Kingsbridge.  The 
Fifteenth  Ward  is  now  solid  with  gas;  and  the  Ninth  Ward 
will  be  completed  and  lighted  with  gas  in  a  very  few  days. 
The  First,  Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Wards  also  will  be 
finished  and  lighted  immediately.  We  have  endeavored 
to  light  the  darkest  places  first,  such  as  Catharine  lane. 
Theatre  alley,  and  lanes  and  alleys  of  their  description. 
The  altering  of  grades  of  streets,  in  different  parts  of  the 
city,  radius  of  curbs,  digging  cellars,  sewering,  &c.,  &c., 
has  caused  a  great  deal  of  labor  to  this  bureau,  and  conse- 
quent ex|)ense,  causing  us  to  remove  and  replace  both  gas 
and  oil  posts — expenses  not  anticipated  in  t^ie  appropria- 
tion. 

There  has  been  put  up  four  hundred  and  fifty  additional 
gas  posts,  and  the  work  is  now  progressing  as  rapidly  as 
circumstances  will  permit.  The  probable  increase  of  gas 
this  year  will  be  fifteen  thousand  dollars ;  oil,  from  five  to 
seven  thousand  dollars. 

I  have  zealously  sought  to  comply  with  the  wishes  of 
your  Honorable  Body,  in  carrying  out  the  resolutions 
passed  at  your  sittings,  to  complete  the  nnlighted  portions 
of  our  city.  You  must  be  aware,  that  if  yon  appropriate 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  carve  out  work  to  be 
done,  amounting,  if  executed,  to  douile  that  sum^  the  ap- 
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proprialioo  mtist  necessarily  Tall  abort  timt  araoimt.  There  { 
are  nonr  a  very  large  amount  of  resoluiions  in  existence, 
wme  of  ihein  of  two  yeats  standing,  thai  have  not  yet 
been  acted  on,  which,  when  acted  on,  will  cost  a  large  sum 
of  money  lo  the  city.  1  ihereTore  earnesily  ask  your  Body 
to  pass  no  more  resolutions  uf  iliis  character,  until  we  have 
lime  to  pause,  and  deliberaie  upun  the  cost,  and  the  benefit 
the  majority  will  derive  when  the  duty  is  iierformed.  The 
resoluiioDs  of  your  Honorable  Body,  and  those  of  your 
predecessors — which  are  equally  binding  on  this  dejiart- 
mfnt — authorizing  two  gas  posis  lo  be  placed  in  front  of 
Almost  every  church  in  the  city,  has  been  expensive  in 
point  of  labor,  and  has  added  materially  lo  the  increased 
■moont  of  gas,  na  before  expressed.  While  I  am  desirous 
«f  giving  every  reasonable  sntisfuclion  to  your  Body,  and 
our  citizens  generally,  I  hold  it  equally  my  duty  to  call 
your  Qlieation  to  fads  as  ihey  arc.  Many  expenses  have 
been  brought  un  this  Bureau,  by  circumstances  over 
wbicli  we  had  uo  control,  and  may  not  occur  for  years 
■gain;  as  for  instance — the  great  length  and  severity  of 
ihe  last  winter,  put  out  of  condition  thousands  of  lamps; 
besides,  llie  sireets  were  impassable,  from  tlic  great  amount 
of  snow  and  ice,  that  the  firemen  were  touipelled  to  "  lake 
the  walk,"  in  many  cases  breaking  down  lamp  posts,  de- 
tlroying  lamps,  &.c,,  &c.  The  gas  pipes,  in  nearly  all  the 
markets  were  loo  small,  causing  much  dissatisfaction  among 
those  doing  business  there,  and  was  the  subject  of  much 
complaint  among  the  butchers.  They  have  all  been  alter- 
«d,  and  new  lauips  placed  wherever  required,  and,  I  be. 
lieve,  now  give  comparative  satisfaction.  I  hereunto  ap- 
p«-Oil  a  siaiisiical  slaiemeni  of  work  porformed,  amount  ex- 
peuded,  and  the  financial  resources  of  the  Bureau.

Gentlemen: — I  transmit  herewith  the  semi-annual 
report  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  up  to  the  30Lh  of  June  last. 

AMBROSE  C.  KINGSLAND,  Mayor. 
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Hon  •  A.  C.  Kingsland,  Mayor  : 

Sir  : — The  reports  hereunto  annexed,  exhibit  the 
condition  and  the  operation  of  the  Police  Department,  from 
January  Ist  to  July  1st,  1852.  From  the  statement  of 
arrests,  it  will  be  seen  that  during  the  time  mentioned, 
there  were  sixteen  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty  per^ 
sons  taken  into  custody,  for  felonies  and  miscellaneous 
misdemeanors.  Of  this  number  two  thousand  six  hundred 
and  ninety-four,  were  offences  of  a  violent  nature  against 
the  person,  viz :  Assault,  with  intent  to  kill,  eighty-seven;  % 
assault  and  battery,  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  eight; 
assaulting  policemen,  eighty-nine;  attempt  at  rape,  seven; 
fighting  in  the  streets,  two  hundred  and  thirty-six;  murder, 
thirteen  ;  rape,  eleven  ;  robbery,  in  the  first  degree,  forty- 
three.  For  the  same  offences,  during  the  previous  six 
months,  there  were  three  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
two  persons  arrested,  showing  a  decrease  of  four  hundred 
and  sixty-eight. 

There  were  eight  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  per- 
sons arrested  for  disorderly  conduct ;  while  there  were  nine 
thousand  four  hundred  and  ten  persons  arrested  for  the 
same  offences,  during  the  previous  six  months.  The  whole 
number  of  arrests  during  the  six  months  ending  with  the 
31st  of  December,  1851,  was  eighteen  thousand  four  hun- 
dred and  fifty-three,  being  two  thousand  and  thirty-three 
more  than  were  arrested  during  the  period  embraced  in  the 
preseot  report.  There  were  two  thousand  one  hundred 
and  forty-six  offences  reported  as  having  been  committed 
against  property,  of  which  number  one   thousand   three 
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hundred  and  eleven,  (more  than  one-half,)  were  petit 
larcenies.  Wilh  the  report^  your  Honor  will  find  annexed, 
copies  of  three  reports,  made  on  former  occasions,  relative 
to  the  necessity  of  establishing:  a  river  police,  and  lighting 
the  several  piers  of  the  city  at  night  with  gas.  These  re- 
ports embrace  a  number  of  facts  of  the  greatest  import  to. 
the  future  welfare  of  this  city,  and  point,  with  unerring 
certainty,  to  the  importance  of  immediately  adopting  some 
plan  more  eiTectually  to  protect  the  lives  and  property  of 
citizens  along^  the  piers  and  slips  of  the  city,  from  the  dep- 
redations of  river  thieves. 

The  daring  manner  in  which  some  of  these  depredators 
commit  their  thefts,  almost  exceed  belief;  and  but  for  the 
unquestionable  authority  upon  \vhich  the  facts  are  attested, 
they  might  well  be  rejected  as  the  fabled  inventions  of 
fevered  brains.  Cattle  butchered  and  dressed  on  farms 
adjoining  the  city,  and  brought  to  this  market  for  sale. 
Whole  droves  of  sheep  carried  away  in  a  night  from  the 
immediate  neighborhood  of  the  farm-house,  without  alarm- 
ing the  owner ;  ships  boarded  and  robbed  of  valuable 
cables,  rigging,  &c.,  while  the  officers  are  sitting  in  their 
cabins  ;  the  cabins  of  vessels  entered  at  night,  and  the 
pockets  of  the  sleepers  rifled  of  their  contents,  and  other  val- 
uables carried  away  without  disturbing  the  officers;  and 
other  like  offences,  are  of  such  frequent  occurrence,  as  not 
even  to  excite  surprise  when  related.  Many  new  facts, 
that  have  since  transpired,  might  be  related  in  this  report, 
showing  the  impossibility,  with  the  means  now  at  the  dis- 
posal of  this  department,  of  affording  the  protection  that 
the  increased  and  constantly  increasing  wants  of  our  sea- 
board demands,  but  two  or  three  instances,  of  recent  occur- 
rence, will  suffice. 
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A  few  weeks  since  a  respectable  citizen  left  bis  place  of 
business  to  attend  to  his  usual  avocations.  The  night  set 
in,  and  with  it  came  a  storm  of  unwonted  violence  ;  as  the 
hours  passed  away  during  the  night,  the  family  of  the 
gentleman  became  alarmed  on  account  of  his  not  returning 
home.  The  night  passed  away,  and  he  did  not  return,  and 
on  the  following  day  search  was  made  for  him,  but  in  vain, 
and  it  was  thought  he  had  been  waylaid  and  robbed,  as  be 
was  known  to  have  had  a  considerable  amount  of  money 
his  possession.  No  trace  of  him  could  be  found,  until  the 
following  day,  when  his  body  was  found  floating  in  the 
river,  without  a  mark  of  violence  upon  it,  and  his  money 
itill  remained  in  his  pocket.  The  verdict  of  the  Coroner's 
jury  only  showed  that  he  met  an  untimely  end,  in  the 
same  manner  that  thousands  of  others  had  done  before. 
Far  more  truthful  would  have  been  the  verdict,  had  the 
jury  found  that  the  deceased  came  to  his  death  by  neglect, 
on  the  part  of  the  city  authorities,  to  provide  suitable  lights 
for  the  piers  and  slips  of  the  city. 

Within  a  month  past,  the  brig  Enterprise,  Captain  Drew, 
arrived  in  our  harbor,  and  anchored  off  the  Battery.  The 
officers  and  crew,  by  reason  of  the  severe  toil  of  a  long 
sea  voyage,  were  greatly  fatigued,  so  that  when  they  re- 
tired for  the  night  they  slept  sound,  and  heard  not  the 
river  thief,  when  he  crept  stealthily  on  board  of  their 
vessel,  entered  the  cabin  where  the  captain  and  mates 
reposed  in  apparent  safety,  and  carried  away  goods  and 
money  of  the  value  of  from  three  to  five  hundred  dollars. 
So  adroitly  was  the  robbery  effected,  that  the  captain  of 
the  brig  was  firmly  impressed  with  the  belief  that  extraor- 
dinary means  bad  been  adopted,  and  that  he  had  been 
sabjected  to  the  narcotic  efiects  of  chloroform. 
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On  the  niglit  of  August  24th,  1852,  the  ship  Thomas 
Walton  was  lying  at  tlie  pier  at  the  foot  of  Oliver  street,  in 
tlie  Fourth  Ward,  and  as  an  additional  prevention  against 
Uiefl,  the  captain  employed  a  sliip-keeper,  named  Charles 
Baxter,  whose  duty  it  was  to  watch  the  ship  at  night,  while 
llie  captain  and  crew  slept.  On  the  night  in  qiresiion, 
Robert  Adams,  the  male  of  the  ship,  retired  to  rest  at 
about  twelve  o'clock.  The  doors  of  the  cabin  open  in- 
wardly, and  the  ship-keeper,  after  closing  the  doors,  laid 
himself  down  on  the  deck,  directly  across  the  doors,  so  that  ' 
no  person  could  enter  the  cabin  without  passing  over  his  , 
body.  On  the  same  evening,  in  a  bowling  saloon  in 
Cherry  street,  kept  by  a  German,  might  be  seen  two  men 
busily  engaged  at  rolling  ten  pins.  The  game  ended  ;  a 
iiBsty  glance  at  the  clock  informed  them  that  the  time  to 
put  their  plans  into  execution  was  near  at  hand,  and  they 
immediately  sallied  forth.  The  eye  of  the  faithful  police- 
man on  the  beat,  (Clahaue)  was  upon  them,  and  he 
marked  them  well.  They  immediately  passed  lo  the 
other  side  of  the  street,  and  entered  another  bowling 
saloon,  where  they  met  their  confederates,  and  engaged  in 
earnest  conversation  with  them.  Their  plans  had  been 
previously  arranged,  and  a  short  time  sufficed  to  perfect 
Ihem,  and  they  all  started  out  of  the  saloon  together. 
Three  of  the  desperadoes  passed  down  Roosevelt  street, 
toward  the  East  river,  and  the  other  two  took  an  opposite 
direction,  leaving  Clahane's  beat  to  awaii,  on  the  other  side 
of  ihe  city,  the  result  of  the  operations  of  their  confede- 
lalca.  The  three  desperadoes  hurried  down  to  the  river, 
•tepiicd  into  a  light  sktfT,  and  with  mufHed  oars  rowed  out 
inio  the  river,  and  soon  afterward  two  of  them  might  have 
been  seen  skulking  around  on  ihe  pier,  al  the  foot  of  Oliver 
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street,  watchiDg  the  persons  on  board  of  the  ship  Thomas 
Watson.    They  saw  the  mate  enter  the  cabin,  and  beard 
the  doors  close ;  and  then  they  patiently  tarried  in  their 
lurking  place,  until  they  thought  all  on  board  were  wrapt 
in  sleep  ;  then  noiselessly  and  stealthily  they  crept  up  the 
side  of  the  ship,  and  in  a  moment  afterward  they  stood 
upon  the  deck.    A  ray  of  light  shed  from  the  dark  lantern, 
that  one  of  the  villains  held  in  his  hand,  discovered  to 
them  the  ship-keeper  (Baxter)  lying  directly  across  their 
path  to  the  place  where  they  expected  to  find  their  booty; 
to  awake  him  would  frustrate  all  their  plans,  and  yet  they 
must  pass  over  his  body  to  carry  these  plans  into  execution. 
Immediately  one  of  the   thieves  slipped  off  the    patent 
leather  shoes  from  his  feet,  and,  taking  a  pistol  in  bis  hand 
to  shoot  any  one  who  should  molest  him,  he  leaned  over  the 
body  of  the  unconscious  ship-keeper,  placed    his  hands 
against  the  doors  of  the  cabin,  and  gently  pushing  against 
them  he  had  the  satisfaction  to  see  ihein  open  to  his  touch, 
without  a  creak  or  a  jar;  stealthily  he  descended  the  cabin 
stairs,  while  his  companion,  with  a  bludgeon  in  his  hand, 
remained  sentinel  over  the  sleeping  ship-keeper.     To  se- 
cure the  mate's  watch,  and  rifle  the  pockets  of  their  con- 
tents, required  but  a  moment's  time,  and  then  the  river 
thief  essayed    to  join   his   companion  on  the  deck  of  the 
ship,  but  in  doing  so,  he  unintentionally  touched  the  ship- 
keeper  with  his  foot,  and  awoke  him  from  his  sleep.     Im- 
mediately  Baxter   sprang    upon    his   feet,  and  seized  the 
villain  by  the  neck ;  a  desperate  struggle  ensued  ;  the  thie^ 
endeavoring  to  escape,  and  the  ship-keeper  determined  to 
hold  him  fast.   The  report  of  a  pistol  was  heard — the  ship- 
keeper  relaxed  his  hold,  and  fell  upon  the  deck  of  the  ship, 
crying  "  I'm  shot !  I'm  shot !  "  while  the  two  thieves  fled 
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across  the  deck,  jumped  upon  ihe  dock,  and  raa  along  ihe 
end  of  ihe  pier,  and  across  ihe  deck  of  a  schooner  to  the 
place  where  their  confederate  awaited  ihem  with  the  skiff, 
and  sooQ  they  were  far  away  from  the  scene  of  their  mur- 
derous exploit,  and,  as  they  supposed,  unrecogniiied  and 
unsuspected.  Immediately  on  hearing  the  report  of  the 
pistol,  policeman  Colgan,  who  was  on  that  beat,  hastened 
to  the  spot,  as  did  the  other  policeman  from  the  adjoining 
beats.  Diligent  search  was  made  for  the  murderers,  but 
they  could  not  be  found,  and  the  officers  were  without  the 
necessary  means  to  enable  tliem  to  follow  in  pursuit  of 
ibem.  In  (lie  hasle  with  which  they  tied,  the  shoes  were 
forgotteti,  and  a.  policemen  picked  Ihem  up,  and  carried 
iticin  lo  the  Siaiiun  house,  in  the  Fourth  District,  and  on 
(heir  being  exhibited  to  policeman  Clahane,  he  immediate- 
'Ijr  exclaimed,  "  Those  are  the  shoos  of  Nicholas  Howland, 
lAnd  he  is  the  murderer !"  To  those  unused  to  police  ope- 
laiion!,  this  would  seem  to  be  a  trilling  circumstance,  iipoa 
which  lo  found  so  grave  an  accusation,  but  lo  a  policeman, 
who  is  in  the  habil  of  tracing  out  olTences  and  offenders,  this 
was  a  circmsiunce  of  mighty  Import ;  and  these  officers  were 
U  certain  that  Howland  was  the  man,  as  thougli  they  had 
been  present  and  saw  the  deed  committed,  and  immediately 
Ihey  started  in  pursuit  of  him. 

The  tliree  desperadoes,  when  they  shoved  off  from  ibe 
•chooner,  in  their  skiff,  rowed  hastily  up  the  rirer  until 
they  got  a  sufficient  distance  from  the  scene  of  their 
murderous  operation,  to  feel  that  they  were  secure  from 
pursuit  or  detection,  and  then  they  cast  around  for  another 
"job."  They  continued  their  course  up  the  East  river, 
nniil    they  arrived  al  the  slip,  between   Gouverueur  and 
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Jackson  street,  when  they  espied  the  brig  Islam,  lying  at 
the  bulkhead,  and  they  determined  to  try  their  luck  again. 
Silently  the  skiff  glided  through  the  water,  until  she  was 
close  alongside  of  the  brig,  and  the  two  river  pirates  crept 
up  the  side  of  the  vessel  until  they  reached  the  deck,  with- 
out creating  the  least  alarm.  The  night  was  very  dark, 
and  it  was,  necessary  to  proceed  with  great  caution,  lest  by 
any  mishap  they  should  awake  the  captain  or  crew.  The 
leader  of  the  thieves  cautiously  and  slowly  proceeded  to 
the  cabin  door,  and  then  descended  to  the  cabin,  and  find- 
ing that  all  slept  soundly,  he  lighted  a  match,  and  applied 
it  to  a  lamp  which  he  found  on  the  table,  and  then  com- 
menced searching  for  plunder.  A  box  of  segars  was  placed 
on  the  floor  preparatory  to  carrying  it  away — a  noise  in 
one  of  the  berths,  like  that  of  a  person  a^vaking  from  sleep, 
alarm  the  thief — the  light  was  instantly  extinguished,  and 
the  daring  river  thief  made  his  way  in  haste  to  the  deck. 
A  dog,  on  an  adjoining  vessel,  commenced  barking,  which 
alarmed  the  ship-keeper.  The  skiff  had  shoved  off  a  short 
distance  from  the  brig,  so  that  the  thieves  could  not  get  into 
it,  and  hearing  some  person  coming  from  thecabin^  hastily 
ran  into  the  house  on  the  deck,  crept  into  a  berth,  and  pre- 
tended to  be  sound  asleep.  At  this  moment,  Mr.  William 
Wood,  the  second  mate,  came  upon  the  deck,  and  having 
trod  upon  the  box  of  segars  on  the  cabin  floor,  his  suspi- 
cions were  excited,  and  he  went  to  the  side  of  the  brig, 
when  he  discovered  the  confederate  in  the  skiff,  who,  after 
asking  some  questions,  requested  the  mate  to  awaken  his 
comrades,  whom  he  pretended  had  fallen  asleep  on  the 
deck  of  the  vessel .  Mr.  Wood  was  not  satisfied  that  all 
was  right,  and  sent  for  policemen,  two  of  whom  came  im- 
mediately on  board  of  the  vessel,  and  dragged  the  thieves 
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from  llie  bertlis,  where  ihey  pretended  to  be  steeping.     On 
searching  the  berth,  they  found  the  mnle's  lump,  which 
■  the  thief  in  his  haste  had  carried  with  him  from  the  cabin, 
tod  deposited  in  the  berth  where  he  lay.     There,  (oo,  was 
Ibiinil   the   identical  pislol  with    which    the  villain    had 
^faot  the  unforiuDate  Baxter.     Atlhistimeihese  policemen 
Iknew  nothing  of  the  occurrence  that  had  taken  place  on 
wnrd  of  the  brig  Thomas  Watson.     The  confederate  who 
d  charge  of  the  skilf,  finding  that  his  partners  were  cap- 
lured,  rowed  oITashort  distance,  and  when  directed  to  come 
iclc,  he  paid  no  heed  to  the  summons,  nod  thereupon  the 
tiip'keepcr  on  ijoard  of  one  of  the  U.  S.  steamboats  fired 
^pon  him,  which  caused  litm  lo  ply  his  oars   with   more 
■(Tigor,  and  soon  he  was  hid  from  their  sight  by  the  impen- 
etrable darkness. 

The  captured  river  pirates  were  conveyed  to  the  Seventh

who  jumped  from  tlie  deck  of  the  Thomas  Watson. 

Policeman  Wogan  then   stated  in  pursuit  of  the  confed- 
eiate,  who  escaped  in  the  boat)  and  after  the  moai  diligeot 
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inquiry,  he  succeeded  in  tracing  him  along  the  East  river, 
as  far  as  BlackwelPs  Island^  and  there  he  learned  from  one 
of  the  keepers,  that  William  Johnson,  a  notorious  river 
thief,  had  been  lurking  around  the  island  in  a  boat,  and 
when  spoken  to  by  the  keeper,  he  told  him  that  two  of  his 
partners  had  been  ^'  pulled,"  and  that  he  did  not  want  to 
go  down  to  the  city. 

Policeman  Wogan  then  traced  the  boat  to  Kip's  Bay, 
where  Johnson  had  made  it  fast,  and  then  proceeded  on 
foot  to  the  city.  The  officer  concluded  that  Johnson  would 
seek  for  safety  among  his  comrades,  so  he  hastened  to  No. 
11  Carlisle  street,  where  he  boarded,  and  ascertained  that  he 
was  not  there,  anJ  had  not  slept  there  during  the  previous 
night.  He  then  determined  to  watch  for  him,  and  it  was 
not  long  before  he  was  seen  entering  the  house,  and  soon 
that  indefatigable  officer  had  him  safe  in  custody,  when  his 
agitated  frame  and  his  reckless  manner  and  language,  told 
too  truly  that  he  well  knew  why  the  officer  of  the  law  had 
laid  violent  hands  upon  him.  To  resist,  he  knew  was  en- 
tirely useless,  so  he  submitted  with  a  dogged  indifTerence, 
and  was  conveyed  to  the  prison  and  consigned  to  a  cell; 
during  the  same  morning  John  Monahan  alias  ^^  Stuttering 
John,"  James  Sullivan,  alias  "  Yank,"  John  Morrison, 
alias  "  Frenchy,"  John  McLaughlin,  alias  '•  Shinny,"  and 
John  McCanley,  all  confederates  in  crime  with  the  noto- 
rious Howland,  Saul  and  Johnson,  were  arrested  by  the 
police  and  committed  to  prison  as  witnesses,  together  with 
the  women  v^ho  kept  the  house,  in  Washington  street, 
where  they  resorted  to  council  together.  After  a  patient 
investigation  of  the  case  by  the  Coroner,  before  whom  was 
laid  a  convincing  chain  of  circumstances,  against  the  pris- 
oners, the  jury  returned  a  verdict  inculpating  each  of  the 
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prisoners  in  the  commission  of  the  larceny  and  the  deaxh  of 
Charles  Baxter.  Thus  was  effected  the  most  bold  and  dar- 
ing robbery  that  has  occurred  upon  our  waters  iu  many 
years,  resulting  in  the  death  of  an  estimable  citizen,  and 
thus  were  the  murderers  ferreted  out  by  the  industry  and 
intelligence  of  the  policemen,  without  the  assistance  of  any 
of  their  confederates,  and  without  obtaining  the  slightest 
hint,  clue,  or  information  from  their  rival  thieves.  It  was 
a  fortuDate  circumstance  that  those  faithful  policemen  in 
the  Fourth  district  had  so  strictly  complied  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  department, 
by  taking  particular  notice  of  every  suspicious  person  seen 
upon  their  beats,  so  that  they  were  enabled  at  once  to  point 
to  the  murderer  of  Baxter,  with  such  promptitude  and  cer- 
tainty. Had  there  been  a  River  Police  in  operation,  these 
thieves  would  not  have  been  likely  to  have  attempted  so 
hazardous  an  undertaking,  surrounded  as  they  would  have 
been  with  so  many  additional  difliculiies,  and  if  they  had 
undertaken  it,  they  would  not  have  been  likely  to  have  es- 
caped from  the  officers,  to  renew  their  operations  at  a  more 
distant  point. 

The  necessity  of  lighting  the  piers  and  slips,  is  made 
more  fully  manifest;  for,  had  the  piers  been  more  properly 
lighted,  the  persons  who  saw  the  thieves,  as  they  fled  from 
the  vessel,  would  have  been  able  to  identify  them  beyond 
a  doubt. 

Many  other  instances,  of  a  similar  character,  might  be 
related  ;  but  it  is  not  necessury,  as  your  Honor's  experience 
in  the  Police  Department,  and,  as  the  chief  executive  officer 
of  the  City  Government,  during  the  past  two  years,  must  be 
amply  sufficient  to  impress  you   with  the   justice  of   the 
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demands  of  the  mercantile  community  for  greater  protection 
to  their  properly. 

To  effect  any  permanent  good,  this  Department  must 
be  placed  in  a  position  to  enable  its  members  to  act  offen- 
sively against  such  depredators.  They  must  be  sustained 
in  the'  exercise  of  all  rightful  authority  in  pursuing  and 
ferreting  out  these  thieves,  and  they  must  be  provided 
with  the  means  of  following  them,  when  engaged  in  car- 
rying off  their  booty,  or  in  attempting  to  elude  or  escape 
from  the  officers  of  the  law,  by  means  of  the  superior  facil- 
ities  they  enjoy  upon  our  waters. 

Experience  has  fully  demonstrated  that  the  means  at 
present  adopted  by  this  Department,  and  by  the  merchants 
themselves,  in  the  employment  of  private  watchmen,  to 
prevent  other  descriptions  of  theft,  or  to  bring  the  depre- 
dators to  justice,  after  they  have  effected  their  thefts,  are 
entirely  inadequate,  and,  if  the  city  authorities  do  not  pro- 
vide the  requisite  means  of  protection,  this  description  of 
offenders  will  continue  to  practice  their  nefarious  business 
with  impunity,  and  with  even  increased  success  and  bold- 
ness, until  the  evil  shall  become  so  wide-spread  over  the 
community,  that  even  to  check  it  will  be  a  matter  of 
serious  moment,[and  may  lead  to  the  infliction  of  summary 
punishment,  on  the  part  of  the  victims  of  their  attrocities. 

Since  the  time  of  writing  the  former  report  on  this  sub- 
ject, river  thieving  has  been  constantly  on  the  increase, 
and  may  be  fairly  estimated  to  be  full  twenty  per  cent, 
greater  than  it  was  at  the  time  referred  to.

Communicaiions  have  been  made  to  the  Head  of  this 
Bureau,  by  the  Captains  of  the  Second,  Third  aud  Fourth 
Districts,  in  which  they  concur  in  stating  that  the  river 
thieving  is  daily  increasing  in  extent  and  amount,  even  to 
the  carrying  away  of  a  cart  load  of  property  at  a  time, 
and  they  earnestly  ask  for  the  adoption  of  means  to  pre- 
vent these  depredations,  and  to  arrest  the  thieves. 

Merchants  and  ship,  owners  are  constantly  pouring  in 
their  complaints,  as  though  the  members  of  this  Depart- 
ment had  already  the  power  to  protect  their  property, 
while -every  effort  that  they  may  make  for  that  purpose, 
is  derided  and  laughed  at  by  these  land  and  water  thieves. 

The  means  to  be  adopted  to  prevent  these  offences,  and 
to  arrest  these  offenders,  have  been  fully  stated  in  oneof 
the  reports  before  alluded  to,  namely,  the  establishment  of 
a  River  Police,  which,  in  connection  with  the  lighting  of 
the  piers  and  sh'ps,  and  adjacent  streets  with  gas,  it  is 
bought  will  prove  an  effectual  means  to  protect  the  prop- 
erty afloat  in  our  harbors,  and  to  save  the  lives  of  seamen, 
emigrants  and  others,  who  have  occasion  to  traverse  the 
piers  at  night. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

In  connection  wiih  this  report,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  di- 
rect ihe  attention  of  your  Honor  to  a  serious  and  increasing 
evil,  now  prevalent  along  the  docks  of  the  city  and  in  the 
waters  of  the  harbor  adjacent  thereto ;  an  evil  which  has 
long  been  a  subject  of  solicitude  with  the  department,  but 
which,  with  the  present  means  and  distribution  of  material, 
I  have  not  the  power  to  abate,  or  even  remedy,  practically. 

I  allude  to  the  large  and  augmenting  aggregate  of  de- 
predation by  the  river  thieves  who  infest  the  slips  and 
harbor,  and  who,  by  means  of  the  boats  with  which  they 
are  provided,  are  enabled,  almost  invariably,  to  escape  de- 
tection and  arrest. 

A  few  statistics,  relative  to  the  importance  of  the  great 
interests  so  much  exposed  to  furtive  operations  and  facts, 
elucidating  the  method  by  which  the  mercantile  commu- 
nity is  plundered,  daily  and  nightly,  and  almost  with  im- 
punity— will  doubtless  be  sufficiei^t  to  convince  your  Honor 
of  the  necessity  of  some  more  effectual  system  whereby 
these  demoralizing  and  injurious  practices  may  be  sup- 
pressed. 

The  merchant  marine  tonnage  of  the  port  of  New  York, 
is  now  far  above  that  of  any  other  port  on  the  western  con- 
tinent ;  and  if  the  present  annual  increase  shall  continue 
in  the  same  ratio,  for,  comparatively,  only  a  few  years 
longer,  no  seaport  in  the  world  will  be  able  to  boast  a  ship- 
ping list  so  numerous,  or  ocean  and  river-going  craft  so 
capacious  and  extensive.     Our  city  is  peculiarly  situated 
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for  such  a  result,  having  on  unobstructed  water  front,  em- 
bracing two  sides  of  the  long  peninsula  within  corporate 
limits,  with  facilities  for  forming  (he  iliirtl,  so  soon  as  ilie 
necessities  of  business  require  it. 

During  the  year  1849,  the  arrivals  at  the  port  of  New 
York,  from  beyond  sea,  were  three  thousand  two  iiunJred 
end  forty-sevpn  (:i,247;)  consisting  of  steamers,  s/iips,  barges, 
bri^s,  und  other  large  craft;  besides  live  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  seventy-three  (5,773)  arrivals  in  the  coastwise 
trade/  This  shows  a  total  of  nine  thousand  and  ten  (9,010,) 
■nd  does  not  include  the  vast  number  of  schooners,  sloops, 
fcc.,  engaged  in  the  river  trade.  Doubtless  the  grand  total 
of  arrivals  would  reacli  Itivlve  thousand  (12,000)  annually, 
or  one  thousand  vessels  per  monlli  ! 

Dtiring  the  first  five  months  of  the  present  year,  the  im- 
ports of  New  York  v/cre  Jifly-one  millions  nine  hundrtd  and 
tixly-tix  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy-two  dollars 
(§51,966,272);  while  the  exports  for  the  same  period 
amounted  lo  eiglueen  millions  nine  hundred  and  ninety- 
ex  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-nine  dollars  ($18,- 
996,829.)  And  allowing  (he  imports  and  rxporis  to  be  in 
ihe  same  ratio,  during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  the  in- 
comine;  mercliandize  would  amount  to  nearly  one  hundred 
ind  iwenly-five  millions  of  dollars  ($125,000,000;)  while 
the  exports  would  show  an  aggregate  of  forty-five  millions 
and  a  half  of  dollars  ($45,500,000)  for  liic  twelve  montlis. 
Here  is  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  seventy  millions  of  dol- 
lars, or  over  fourteen  millions yer  month  afloat  in  our  waters, 
besides  the  immense  value  of  perishable  and  movable  pro- 
petty  belonging  to  the  ordinary  shipping  and  steam  marine 
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— such  as  cordage,  chains,  bolts,  blocks,  canvas,  anchors, 
&c.,  liable  to  pillage,  day  and  night,  and  as  yet,  suffered 
*thus  to  continue  without  any  protection  whatever. 

This  estimate  does  not,  however,  include  the  immense 
amount  of  produce  brought  to  our  wharves  by  the  river 
craft  on  both  sides  of  the  town,  or  the  great  and  almost  in- 
calculable quantities  of  goods  transmitted  by  steamers  and 
sailing  craft  for  interior  consumption,  which  would  unqaes- 
tionably  swell  the  aggregate  of  merchandize  exposed  to 
these  pilfering  operations  along  our  docks  to  the  sum  of 
between  three  and  four  hundred  millions  of  dollars  per  year  j 
showing  that  at  least  one  million  of  dollars  worth  of  goods 
are  in  transitu  constantly  around  and  upon  the  piers  and 
slips  within  corporate  limits,  exclusive,  of  course,  of  the 
value  of  the  innumerable  vessels,  with  their  appurtenances, 
which  float  upon  our  waters. 

The  authorities  of  the  city  would  be  most  assuredly  false 
to  their  trust,  and  wanting  in  their  care  of  the  large  com- 
mercial interests  of  this  metropolis,  if  some  reasonable  effort 
be  not  attempted  to  afford  an  adequate  protection  to  the 
vast  property  thus  exposed.  The  plan  which  I  respectfully 
take  the  liberty  to  submit  to  your  Honor  has  been  for  some 
years,  now  past,  under  advisement  in  this  bureau,  and  is 
only  called  forth  at  the  present  time  through  the  increasing 
frequency  of  complaints  from  the  mercantile  community, 
whose  merchandize,  I  am  compelled  to  say,  has  not,  thus 
far,  received  the  careful  supervision,  while  aboard  ship  or 
on  our  piers,  which  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  this 
branch  of  our  property  demands. 
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These  river  thieves  pursue  iheir  nefarious  operations  with 
the  moet  systematic  perseverancE!,  and  mauifest  a  shrewd- 
ness and  adroitness  which  con  only  be  attained  hy  loag 
I  pfactice,  and  the  impunity  they  have  for  years  enjoyed. 

From  the  best  informalion  I  have  been  able  to  obtain,  I 
Djn  led  lo  tlie  belief  that  no  less  than  Ihree  hundred  thieves, 
men  and  boys,  are  engaged  in  tliese  pilfering  forays  upon 
ptoperly  along  the  docks ;  and,  in  tiie  promotion  of  their 
villainous  calling,  Qolbing  comes  amiss,  from  a  ship's  an- 
chor (o  a  case  of  silk  goods — a  mainsail,  or  a  bale  of  raw 
cotloR.  In  tlicir  boals,  under  the  cover  of  night,  they 
prowl  aroimd  the  wharves  and  vessels  in  the  stream,  and. 
dE^xteronsly  snatcli  »p  every  piece  of  loose  property  left  for 
&  moment  unguarded.  In  conjunction  with  ilie  common 
dock  thieves,  they  plan  and  execute  audacious  robberies, 
even  in  broad  day,  and  that  ship-keeper  must  be  a  sharp 
one,  indeed,  who  is  not  very  often  entrapped  by  the  cun- 
ning of  their  confederates  lo  some  remissness  of  duty  suffi- 
cient for  their  imlawful  purpose. 

All  along  the  line  of  South  street,  on  the  East  river,  and 
West  street,  on  the  North  river,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  those 
streets  rearward  toward  the  town,  are  numbers  of  appa- 
rently decent  people  engaged  in  the  small  grocery  business, 
or  keeping  lower  grade  boarding-houses  or  junk-shops,  who 
each  own  one  or  more  boats,  and  from  these  sources  the 
river  thieves  procure  the  skiffs,  yawls,  or  scows  with  whicli 
tbey  scull  silently  around  the  city  during  the  hours  of  dark-' 
ness  and  repose.  When  loo  deeply  laden  witli  plimder  to 
escape,  or  when  pursued  too  closely  by  the  police,  they 
hesitate  not  lo  leave  their  boat-load  of  booty,  and  make 
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tb«ir  escape  in  a  light  tender,  which  they  hare  near  at 
band  in  case  of  such  mishap,  knowing  full  well  that  si* 
iliUltaneonsiy  with  the  public  notice  of  the  capture  will  ap- 
pear  the  junk-shopman's  advertisement  of  his  loss  of  a 
boat,  the  identical  stolen  property  in  which  he  is,  through 
their  information^  enabled  to  describe  and  swear  to  as  his 
own,  even  before  he  has  seen  the  articles ;  and  that  boat 
and  contents  will  be  given  up  to  the  respectable  confederate 
A  a  restoration  to  the  lawful  owner !  Such  cases  do  fre- 
quehtly  occur,  and  the  officers  of  the  law  are  forced  to  de^ 
liver  property — certainly  stolen,  but,  through  the  escape  of 
the  thieves  themselves,  impossible  to  be  traced  to  the  spot 
of  depredation — up  to  the  owners  of  these  boats,  whose 
lying  affidavit  cannot  be  proved  a  perjury. 

They  not  only  steal  from  piers  and  vessels,  but  they  even 
rob  the  stores  along  South  and  West  streets,  their  plan  be- 
ing to  watch  the  policemen  on  patrol,  and  after  he  has 
passed  the  block,  the  stolen  goods  are,  in  the  darkness  hur- 
ried down  to  the  wharf  and  dropped  into  the  boat,  conve- 
niently in  waiting,  which  instantly  pulls  off  into  the 
stream  and  baffles  pursuit  or  detection,  since  no  one  can 
know  at  what  point  along  our  water-front  a  landing  may 
be  effected,  or  whether,  in  fact,  the  rascals  may  not  ren- 
dezvous for  the  occasion  at  Hoboken,  Jersey  City,  Brook- 
lyn or  Williamsburgh  !  I  have  conclusive  evidence  that 
some  of  these  thieving  boats  come  from  a  considerable  dis- 
tance, and  that  not  unfrequently  a  good  sized  smack  is  ly- 
ing off  in  the  harbor,  which  acts  as  a  receiving  vessel  for  the 
night,  shifting  her  anchorage  with  the  early  dawn,  so  as 
to  evade  recognition  and  capture. 
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The  class  of  vessels  thai  suffer  most  from  these  depreda- 
tions of  river  thieves,  are  those  that  belong  to  foreign  ports, 
and  that  but  seldom  visit  our  harbor.  These  vessels  are 
boarded  at  liight  by  one  of  the  gang,  who  noiselessly  casts 
into  the  water  small  anchors,  heavy  bound  blocks,  small 
chain  cables,  hawsers,  logwood,  pig-iron,  and  any  other 
articles  that  will  sink,  and  after  the  vessel  has  left  the  port 
the  articles  are  raised  again  by  means  of  grappling  iro^s, 
and  sold  with  the  most  perfect  impunity.  Boats  engaged 
in  bringing  produce  to  market,  to  a  large  extent,  suffer 
from  the  depredations  of  these  men.  Barrels  of  beef, 
pork  and  cheese,  and  firkins  and  pails  of  butter  are  stolen 
from  canal  and  tow-boats.  Produce  of  all  kinds  is  carried 
off  in  large  quantities,  especially  when  it  is  piled  upon  the 
docks,  and  should  the  policemen  detect  them,  while  at  their 
work,  they  have  only  to  jump  into  their  boat  and  bear 
off  their  ill  gotten  gain,  while  the  policemen  are  utterly 
unable  to  follow  after  them.  In  this  way,  ship-yards  are 
robbed  of  the  tools  used  by  the  workmen,  of  iron  bolts, 
spikes  and  copper ;  and  frequently  these  thieves  land  in 
the  neighborhood  of  new  buildings,  which  they  also  strip 
of  every  thing  movable. 

Instances  have  come  to  my  knowledge,  where  ihey  have 
butchered  swine,  sheep  and  calves,  while  penned  up  on 
the  ends  of  the  dock,  and  carried  them  off  without  being 
detected. 

They  frequently  make  excursions  to  villages  and  towns 
situated  on  the  East  and  North  rivers,  and  rifle  stores  of 
their  contents,  which  they  carry  away  in  their  boats,  so 
that  the  amount  of  property  stolen  by  river  thieves  is  in- 
calculable. 
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The  Captain  of  the  SecoDd  Patrol  district,  in  his  report 
made  to  me,  says  : 

"  The  amount  of  property  stolen  from  the  end  of  the 
piers,  and  from  the  ships  lying  at  our  docks,  is  enormous  ; 
as  near  as  I  can  ascertain,  there  has  been  between  seven- 
teen to  eighteen  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property  stolen 
within  the  last  three  months.  The  thieves  manage  it  so 
adroitly,  that  even  those  on  board  of  the  vessels  cannot 
detect  them.  They  muffle  their  oars  so  as  to  prevent 
them  from  making  a  noise,  and  in  this  manner  they 
approach  a  vessel  without  fear  of  detection,  and  steal  rope 
and  other  articles  not  too  heavy  to  be  removed  with  facility. 
These  pirates  have  been  known  to  unshackle  the  cables  of 
vessels,  knowing  that  they  were  to  sail  the  next  morning, 
and  could  not  stay  to  drag  for  their  anchors,  and  when  the 
vessel  had  gone  to  sea,  they  would  get  the  anchor  up  and 
sell  it.     I  have  heard  of  several  instances  of  this  kind." 

To  show  with  what  dexterity  and  skill  they  manage 
their  operations,  I  would  state  that,  on  one  occasion,  they 
went  on  board  of  the  ship  Harbinger,  at  night,  and  re- 
moved the  large  bell  and  carried  it  away,  without  making 
the  least  noise  or  alarming  the  persons  on  board,  who  are 
always  readily  awakened  at  the  least  sound  of  the  bell. 

Cases  have  been  known  where  private  watchmen  have 
been  employed  to  watch  liquor  lying  on  the  docks ;  the 
river  thieves  have  gone  underneath  the  bridges  of  the 
clocks  at  low  water,  and,  by  boring  holes  through  casks, 
have  emptied  them  of  their  contents  without  being  de- 
tected. 
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Iq  this  way  they  steal  oil,  molasses  and  other  liquids, 
and  sometimes  coffee,  especially  when  there  are  holes  in 
the  flooring  of  the  bridge. 

A  large  number  of  the  juvenile  thieves  mentioned  in  my 
report  to  your  Honor  on  the  first  day  of  November  last, 
are  in  the  habit  of  assisting  the*river  thieves,  m  a  manner 
that  clearly  indicates  a  perfect  knowledge  of  the  mystery 
of  crime.     Merchandize  having  been  landed  from  a  vessel 
and  piled  upon  the  dock,  is  watched,  and,  at  a  finvorable 
opportunity,  rolled  over  into  the   river,  when   the  river 
thieves  quickly  transfer  the  articles  to  their  boats,  and  the 
spoils  is  divided  between  them.     At  other  times  the  vaga- 
bonds will  contrive  to  get  up^a  sham  fight  on  the  dock  in 
the  neighborhood  of  the  vessel  intended  to  be  robbed,  and 
while  the  attention  of  the  hands'on  board  is  directed  to 
the  fracas,  the  river  thieves  slip  stealthily  on  board  and 
carry  off  many  articles  before  the  people  return  to  their 
work  ;  and  they  operate  in  the  same  manner  to  divert^the 
attention   of  the  men   from  one  side  of  the  dock  to  the 
other,  to  enable  them  to  remove  articles  into  their  boats 
unperceived. 

They  are  also  assisted  by  persons  who  go  around  in 
boats  for  the  ostensible  purpqse  of  buying  old  rope,  and 
others  that  go  on  board  of  vessels  for  the  purpose  of  buying 
slush,  who  convey  information  to  their  confederates  to  en- 
able I  hem  successfully  to  carry  on  their  operations. 

Blame  cannot  be  attached  to  the  police  of  ihe^'several 
river  wards  under  the  present  system,  since  as  it  is  impos- 
sible for  a  single  man,  having  several  blocks  of  stores  to 
watch,  to  take  care  of  the  innumerable  vessels  lying  at  our 
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docks  or  anchored  in  the  stream ;  and  eyen  when  the 
rogues  are  discoTered,  they  seldom  can  be  arrested  for  the 
want  of  the  means  to  follow  after  them. 

That  the  merchants  and  shipping  interests  should  have 
proper  protection,  cannot  be  denied,  and  it  becomes  a  mat* 
ter  of  the  first  importance,  not  only  to  the  commerce  of 
our  city,  but  to  the  best  interests  of  the  commimity  gener* 
ally,  in  preserving  the  morals  of  the' city,  that  some  effec- 
tual remedy  should  be  adopted  without  delay.  This  sub- 
ject is  daily  assuming  a  more  important  aspect,  and  I 
should  be  wanting  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  confided 
to  me,  did  I  not  invite  your  Honor's  attention  to  it ;  espe- 
cially when  it  is  considered,  that  in  addition  to  the  large 
amount  of  property  which  can  be  saved  from  pillage,  a 
large  number  of  persons,  who  now  subsist,  and  even  grow 
rich,  by  purchasing  stolen  merchandise,  will  be  compelled 
to  become  honest,  and  to  follow  more  worthy  and  honora- 
ble pursuits. 

The  Police  Department,  with  its  present  powers  and 
means,  can  guard  the  streets  and  buildings  of  the  city,  but 
it  has  no  facilities  for  supervising  the  waters  of  the  harbor. 
Our  police  jurisdiction  extends  to  low  water  mark,  on  the 
Jersey  and  Long  Island  shores,  and  it  seems  but  reasonable 
that  means  of  conveyance  should  be  furnished,  whereby 
the  members  of  the  department  may  be  enabled  to  reach 
offenders,  as  well  upon  the  water  as  the  land.  This  city 
should  be  provided  with  such  conservative  appliances  ;  for, 
unfortunately,  our  limits  are  now  swarming  with  European 
mgoes,  who  must  be  met  with  weapons  similar  to  those 
•wbiob  operated  so  effectually  in  driving  them  from  the  Old 
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World.  We  cao  watch  our  ferries,  rail-cars  aod  bridges, 
but  we  cannot  watch  some  twenty  miles  of  river  front, 
without  boats  to  follow  and  delect  depredators  who  operate. 

In  this  view  of  this  important  subject,  I  would  respect- 
fully beg  leave  to  direct  your  Honor's  attention,  to  the  or- 
ganization of  a  River  Police^  which  shall  be  furnished  with 
well  built  and  substantial  boaisy  under  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  may  seem  advisable  by  the  Councils  of  the  city. 

It  is  not  intended  that  this  branch  of  the  department 
shall  be  immediately  as  full  and  efficient  as  even  the  great 
interests  to  be  protected,  imperatively  and  instantly  de- 
mand. But  to  test  the  experiment,  three  boats  would  be 
sufficient ;  one  to  take  charge  of  the  first  patrol  district,  and 
the  others  to  take  charge  of  the  patrol  districts  lying  above 
the  first  district,  on  the  North  and  East  rivers. 

The  expense  attending  this  system  would  be  compara- 
tively  trifling,  as  it  would  not  require  any  additional 
policemen.  While  the  protection  it  would  afford  to  our 
merchants,  and  the  amount  of  crime  that  would  thereby 
be  prevented,  would  be  of  incalculable  benefit  to  the  city. 

I  cannot,  therefore,  too  strongly  urge  upon  your  Honor 
the  necessity  of  adopting  immediate  measures  to  prevent 
these  depredations,  and  thus  afford  the  protection  to  our 
commerce  demanded  by  the  exigencies  of  the  case.

In  the  report  made  to  your  Honor  for  the  quarter  ending 
with  the  30ih  of  June,  I  omitted  to  direct  your  special 
attention  to  the  urgent  necessity  of  lighting  the  piers  of 
this  city.  I  consider  this  a  measure  of  the  first  importance, 
to  enable  the  members  of  the  Department  to  discharge 
faithfully  the  trust  confided  to  them,  and  one  demanded 
alike  by  every  consideration  of  humanity,  and  a  just  regard 
for  the  property  of  citizens. 

If  the  piers  were  properly  lighted,  it  would  greatly  facili. 
tate  the  operations  of  policemen  in  detecting  river  thieves* 
and  in  preventing  the  latter  from  depredating  on  the  prop- 
erty necessarily  for  a  short  time  exposed  on  the  piers. 

As  they  are  at  present,  it  is  time  lost  by  a  policeman  to 
patrol  the  piers,  as  he  cannot  detect  or  frustrate  the  opera- 
tions of  these  river  depredators,  who  arc  screened  from  his 
view  by  the  darkness  of  the  night.  In  the  reports  made  to 
me,  it  is  stated  that  thirty-five  persons  were  rescued  from 
drowning — but  these  have  mostly  occurred  during  the  day- 
time ;  whereas,  the  Coroner's  inquest  can  better  tell  how 
many  more  might  have  been  saved,  had  the  piers  of  our 
city  been  properly  lighted. 

They  are  traversed  at  night  by  sailors  and  emigrants; 
also  by  boatmen,  and  by  the  hands  on  board  of  coasters 
and  foreign  vessels,  whose  crews  live  on  board  of  their  re- 
spective vessels. 
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These  penons  are  constantly  exposed  to  accidents,  and 
fieqnently,  in  passing  on  board  of  their  respective  vessels, 
are  precipitated  into  the  river,  many  of  whom  would  un- 
doobtedly  be  saved,  if  the  policemen  were  furnished  with 
the  necessary  lights  to  enable  them  to  see. 

It  is  the  dnty  of  the  city  authorities  to  afford  the  means 
of  safety  to  this  class  of  persons,  as  well  as  to  light  the 
streets  of  the  city  for  the  accommodation  and  protection  of 
other  citizens. 

The  lighting  of  the  piers  would  afford  protection  to 
honest  merchants  in  the  prosecution  of  their  legitimate 
business  by  preventing  a  great  amount  of  smuggling,  and 
thus  protect  the  revenues  of  the  United  States  Gtoyernment. 

The  Captain  of  the  First  Patrol  District,  in  his  report  to 
me,  says : 

"  There  are  thirty-three  piers  in  this  district — eighteen 
on  the  East  river,  and  fifteen  on  the  North  river  ;  each 
pier  has  more  or  less  goods  remaining  on  them  every  night, 
and  it  is  a  matter  of  impossibility  to  protect  this  large 
amount  of  property  with  the  number  of  policemen  assigned 
to  this  district. 

'^  I  would  also  submit  to  you  the  propriety  of  having 
lamps  placed  on  the  piers — say  four  on  each  pier  ;  a  large 
number  of  emigrant  ships  land  at  these  piers  at  all  hours  of 
the  night,  loaded  with  passengersj  many  of  whom  have 
been  drowned ;  whereas,  if  lights  had  been  placed  on  the 
piers,  the  greater  part  of  these  disasters  would  be  avoided. 

4 
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^^  It  would  also  be  a  great  benefit  to  policemen,  in  aiding 
them  to  discharge  the  duties  required  of  them.  Thieves 
would  not  be  so  apt  to  steal,  as  they  could  be  seen  from  all 
parts  of  the  wharves  ;  and  if  they  attempted  to  commit  dep- 
redations, they  would  be  more  likely  to  be  apprehended. 

^^  There  are  also  a  great  many  seamen  that  go  on  board 
of  their  vessels  at  night,  and  many  of  them,  having  dr^nk 
too  freely  while  on  shore,  have  fell  from  the  wharves  and 
have  been  drowned,  owing,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the 
darkness  of  the  piers." 

The  lighting  of  the  streets  in  the  lower  part  of  the  city 
with  gas,  is  exceedingly  necessary  to  enable  the  policemen 
successfully  to  perform  their  duties. 

This  is  particularly  the  cause  in  regard  to  South  street, 
where  large  quantities  of  valuable  goods  are  stored,  and 
where  burglars  have  the  best  opportunity  to  prosecute  their 
nefarious  operations  under  the  cover  of  darkness. 

Whenever  thefts  arc  committed  in  such  street,  the  blame 
attaches  entirely  to  this  Department;  whereas,  if  the  streets 
were  lighted  with  gas,  such  thefts  could  rarely  occur ;  and 
it  is  unjust  to  censure  this  Department  for  thefts,  when  the 
means  of  preventing  or  detecting  such  operations  are  with- 
held from  it.

Iq  a  former  report  I  took  the  liberty  of  calling  the  atten- 
tion of  your  Honor's  predecessor  to  the  necessity  of  estab  • 
lishing  a  river  police,  to  protect  the  large  amount  of 
property  constantly  afloat  in  our  harbor,  and  which  is 
exposed  to  depredation  by  day  and  night,  while  the  police 
force,  with  the  facilities  chey  now  possess,  is  wholly  inade- 
quate to  afford  the  necessai[y  protection.  The  subject  was 
laid  before  the  Common  Council,  but  up  to  the  present 
tim.e  no  action  has  been  had  in  regard  to  it,  and  it  is  to  be 
feared  that  their  attention  has  been  drawn  from  the  subject 
by  the  multiplicity  of  business  that  hiis  pressed  upon  them. 

Since  the  time  of  making  the  report  above  alluded  to, 
depredators  have  carried  on  their  operations  with  increased 
^^gor,  enjoying  the  same  immunity  as  in  former  years. 
Reports  are  daily  made  tc  me  by  merchants  aild  ship- 
owners, of  the  loss  pf  their  property,  while  they  demand 
that  protection  which  they  have  a  right  to  expect,  and 
which  the  department  is  unable  to  extend  to  them  for  the 
want  of  the  necessary  means  to  prevent  depredations  or  to 
detect  the  thieves. 

Property,  temporarily  exposed  on  tlie  docks,  or  afloat  in 
our  harbor,  is  entitled  to  the  same  protection  as  is  aflbrded 
to  property  on  the  land,  both  being  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  corporate  authorities  of  our  city,  and  can  no  more 
with  justice  be  withheld  from  the  one  than  the  other. 

If  the  tradesman,  in  the  pursuit  of  his  avocation,  should 
be  protected  from  the  sneaking  thieves  that  prowl  around 
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by  day,  or  the  daring  burglar,  who  seeks  his  prey  under 
the  cover  of  night,  the  merchants  and  ship-masters,  whose 
property  is  necessarily  much  more  exposed,  have  a  right  to 
demand  an  equal  share  of  protection. 

The  city  of  New  York  is  eminently  a  commercial  city, 
and  its  present  and  future  greatness  is  nearly  allied  to  its 
commercial  prosperity  ;  and  every  measure  tending  to  the 
protection  of  its  commerce,  and  the  safety  of  property 
afloat  on  our  waters,  must  serve  to  increase  that  branch  of 
industrial  pursuit,  and  consequently  augment  the  wealth 
of  the  city.  Considering  the  subject,  therefore  in  a  purely 
selfish  view,  it  calls  for  immediate  attention  ;  but  when  it 
is  considered  as  an  act  of  justice  and  right  which  cannot  be 
disregarded  without  a  manifest  violation  of  the  trust  con- 
fided to  us,  it  increases  in  importance,  and  the  necessity 
for  prompt  action  in  suppressing  these  depredations  is 
brought  more  prominently  to  view. 

It  is  not  necessary  that  I  should,  in  this  report,  relate  to 
your  Honor  the  many  ingenious  methods  adopted  by  this 
class  of  thieves,  to  carry  on  their  depredations  without  fear 
of  detection,  or  the  daring  manner  in  which  they  put  their 
schemes  into  operation,  although  many  new  facts  have 
lately  come  to  my  knowledge. 

In  my  former  report,  the  details  were  made  known  with 
sufficient  distinctness  to  arouse  the  attention  of  every  per- 
son interested  in  the  subject,  and  I  beg  to  refer  your  Honor 
to  that  report  for  a  more  elaborate  statement  of  the  schemes 
and  devices  employed  by  river  thieves,  to  depredate  upon 
the  property  exposed  upon  the  docks  and  in  our  waters. 
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In  a  report  made  subteqaent  to  the  one  before  referred 
to,  the  propriety  of  lighting  the  piers  of  the  city  was  urged 
as  a  measure  demanded  alike  by  a  regard  for  the  lives  of 
those  who  are  compelled  to  travel  them  at  night,  and  as  a 
means  to  prevent  the^commission  of  crime.  As  they  are 
at  present,  it  is  impossible  to  detect  offenders  who  carry  on 
their  depredations  with  impunity,  amid  the  darkness  of 
night,  and  if  by  chance  the  policeman  should  overhear 
them,  bis  efforts  to  arrest  them  are  rendered  entirely 
useless* 

If  there  was  no  property  on  the  piers  or  afloat  in  our 
slips  to  be  guarded  at  night,  yet,  as  a  means  of  protection 
to  the  life  and  limbs  of  the  large  number  of  sailors  and 
other  persons  who  live  on  board  of  the  vessels,  and  who 
are  compelled  to  pass  over  the  piers  at  night,  the  lighting 
of  them  would  be  invaluable,  and  I  am  fully  convinced 
that  a  careful  examination  of  the  subject  would  satisfy  any 
impartial  person  that  great  benefit  would  result  to  the  city 
and  individuals  from  the  measure  proposed.

The  following  report  of  the  Special  Committee,  on  the 
charges  made  by  Mr.  Craven,  against  Alderman  Den- 
man,  in  relation  to  sewer  in  Tenth  avenue,  was  received, 
laid  on  the  table,  and  ordered  to  be  printed,  together 
with  the  teslimony.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  annexed  com- 
munication of  Alderman  Denman,  and  the  publication 
therein,  respectfully 

REPORT : 

That  they  have  investigated  the  case,  and  thereupon  find 
the  facts  thereof  to  be  as  set  forth  in  the  annexed  state- 
ment, niaiked  Document  No.  3  ;  except  such  only  as  next 
mentioned,  as  to  which  there  is  a  difference  in  the  teslimony 
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of  the  witnesses,  viz  :  1.  In  the  description  of  the  character 
and  condition  of  the  work ;  as  regards  these,  the  Committee 
consider  (hat  it  is  demonstrated  that  the  work  is  well  done, 
and  of  tiie  best  materials.  2.  In  reference  to  the  reasons 
assigned  by  Mr.  Craven  and  Mr.  Dean  to  Alderman  Den- 
man  for  their  refusal  to  accept  the  work,  the  variance  in 
the  testimony ;  as  to  this,  the  Committee  do  not  deem  ma- 
terial ;  and  3.  In  reference  to  the  allegation  of  Mr.  Craven, 
that  when  the  Committee  on  Sewers  were  investigating  the 
case  of  Mr.  Pollock  and  the  Tenth  avenue  sewer,  and 
during  (he  investigation  he  was  in  his  inner  office,  and  with 
his  door  shut,  and  that  after  the  close  of  the  investigation 
he  came  into  the  outer  office  and  spoke  to  (he  Committee. 

Herein  the  Committee  are  satisfied,  by  proof,  that  Mr. 
Craven  is  mistaken ;  that  he  failed  in  demonstrating  the 

truth  of  his  allegation.  The  probability  is,  that  he  has 
mistaken  the  day  of  his  being  in  his  office  and  addressing 
the  Committee,  as  he  has  staled.  The  Coinmillce  consider 
that  the  contract  was  not  violated  in  spirit,  as  charged  by 
Mr.  Craven  in  his  publication,  by  the  mason-work  being 
done  after  the  1st  of  December.  By  the  express  terms  of 
the  contract,  Mr.  Pollock  was  allowed  until  the  24th  of 
that  month  to  perform  the  work  ;  his  continuance,  there- 
fore, of  the  work  after  that  day,  was  in  accordance  with 
the  contract,  and  if  it  was  wrong  to  proceed  with  h>draQlic 
masonry,  in  making  the  sewer  after  the  1st  of  December, 
that  fault  was  in  the  officers  of  the  Department  in  allowing 
the  contract  to  be  so  made  as  to  give  him  the  right  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  work  after  that  day.  The  delay  in  not  fin- 
ishing the  work  until  January  6th,  thirteen  days  after  the 
24th  of  December,  was  occasioned  by  the  unusual  amount 
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of  blasting  work  required,  and  ihe  cure  and  circumspection 
observed  by  Mr.  Pollock  in  the  work.  It  appears  that  the 
work,  after  December  1st,  was  done  only  on  sunny  days 
and  in  the  sunny  portions  of  those  days,  and  was  conducted 
with  great  care. 

The  delay  of  the  thirteen  days  was  inevitable  from  causes 
beyond  his  control.  If  he  had  the  right  to  proceed  after 
the  commencement  of  winter  at  all,  the  increase  of  that 
much  time  could  not  alter  the  character  of  the  work,  ex- 
cept to  secure  its  being  better  made  by  the  increased  care 
of  proceeding  with  it  thus  cautiously.  In  equity,  the  Com- 
mittee consider  that  this  delay  in  the  completion  of  the 
work,  should  not  prejudice  Mr.  Pollock,  as  to  have  done  it 
more  rapidly  might  have  rendered  the  work  less  sub- 
stantial. 

The  Committee  consider  that  it  is  manifested,  by  the 
proof,  that  the  work  which  the  parties  to  be  assessed  will 
be  called  upon  to  pay,  is  the  work  which  by  the  contract 
they  are  entitled  to,  and  not  otherwise,  as  charged  in  the 
publication — that  it  is  well  done,  of  good  materials,  and  in 
conformity  with  the  contract. 

The  position  is  taken  by  Mr.  Craven,  that  hydraulic 
mason  work  cannot  be  properly  ?Yiade  after  December  1st. 
This  is  denied,  although  it  is  conceded  that  it  is  dangerous 
so  to  do  in  winter  weather,  and  should  not  be  done,  unless 
in  cases  of  emergency,  under  peculiarly  favorable  circum- 
stances, and  then  with  great  care.  If  Mr.  Craven's  posi- 
tion is  correct,  then  has  the  Department,  in  making  this 
contract,  allowing  the  work  to  proceed  to  December  24th, 
(see  Doc.  No.  4)   and  in  granting  permission  in  winter

time,  at  stated  by  Mr.  Craven,  to  finith  other  ■eweff%  eom* 
miued  faults  which  ought  not  to  be  repeated. 

The  Committee  consider  that  Mr.  Craren,  npon  thn 
occasion,  has  utterly  failed  in  establishing  the  charge  made 
in  the  publication  ;  that  the  investigation  of  the  Com- 
mittee was  unjust,  partial  and  in  violation  of  the  rights 
of  (he  assessed.  By  a  reference  to  the  facts,  as  es- 
tablished, it  appears  that  the  contract  was  subststntially 
performed ;  the  work  and  material  good,  and  accomplished, 
though  thirteen  days  after  the  day  designated  for  its  com- 
pletion; yet  in  fact  much  sooner  than  Mr.  Craven  deemed 
right  after  December  1st;  where  then,  was  the  injustice  1 
what  wrong  was  effected  against  the  public  1 

It  can  only  be  in  case  the  theory  of  Mr.  Craven,  that 
hydraulic  masonry  cannot  be  safely  done,  after  December 
Ist,  and  then  the  injustice,  if  any,  proceeds  only  from  the 
fault  of  the  officers  of  the  Department  in  making  such  a 
contract. 

As  to  partialities,  there  appears  to  have  been  none,  ex- 
cept a  partiality  toward  the  public,  in  overlooking,  in  the 
report  of  the  Committee,  the  undoubted  right  of  Mr.  Pol- 
lock to  claim  that  he  had  until  December  24th,  (Document 
4,)  to  complete  the  work ;  had  this  right  by  the  express 
words  of  the  contract ;  also,  in  not  examining  Samuel  R. 
Smith,  as  a  witness  whose  testimony  is  deeply  favorable  to 
Mr.  Pollock. 

As  to  the  alleged  violation  of  the  rights  of  the  assessed, 
none  are  designated,  none  specified,  except  what  are  above 
and   hereinafter  mentioned.    It  is,  therefore,  to  be  consid- 
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ered  that  none  other  are  meant  to  be  included  in  the 
charge. 

The  charge  made  in  the  pubh'cation,  that  the  Committee 
did  not  avail  themselves  of  his  testimony,  is  true,  simply 
because,  after  inquiring  for,  and  looking,  and  sending  for 
him,  being  unable  to  find  him,  they  verily  believed  that 
they  could  not  procure  his  attendance  and  obtain  his  tes- 
timony. 

The  assertion  that  they  confined  themselves  to  testimony 
in  behalf  of  the  contractor,  is  quite  unsupported  by  any 
evidence  ;  but  the  evidence,  on  the  contrary  is,  that  the 
testimony  before  them  was  that  of  witnesses  who  were  in 
the  public  employ  ;  two  of  them  in  the  employ  of  this 
Department,  and  the  other  the  Street  Commissioner.* 

The  charge,  in  the  publication,  that  while  it  was  found 
convenient  to  have  witnesses,  in  behalf  of  the  contractor, 
from  any  part  of  the  city,  those  in  behalf  of  the  people,  in 
the  building  in  which  they  were  sitting,  were  kept,  as  far 
as  one  may  judge  from  acts,  carefully  ignorant  of  the  whole 
proceedings,  from  beginning  to  end,  is  utterly  without 
proof.     But  the  contrary  is  amply  established. 

The  witnesses  examined  were    those  only  above-men- 
tioned ;  they,  in   truth,   were  officers  of  the  people — wit- 
nesses for  the  people,  not  in  behalf  of  the  contractor ;  and 
none  not  present  were  alleged  by  him  to  have  been  then 
in  the  building,  except  himself  and  Mr.  Dean,  and  the 
efforts    made    to    find   them,  and  obtain    their    testimony, 
surely  prove  that,  had  they  been,  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
Committee,  in  the  building,  they  would  have  been  exam- 
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ioed,     Tbe  elwrge  tbat  ibcy  were  kept  careruMf  igooraid 
of  ihfl  proceediogt,  appears  to  be  iillcrly  groundless.         J 

The  proof,  by  all,  ii,  that  the  session  was  an  opeti  oMfl 
nod,  betidei  the  Committee  and  witnesses  who  were  t^-j 
amined,  there  were  then  present  tbe  Inspector  of  Scwera, 
the  Contract  Clerk, and  the  Messenger  oT  ibe  Department, 
Mr.  Vidal,  a  City  .Surveyor,  and  Mr.  Pollock.  The  in- 
quiry  for  Mr.  Craven  and  Mr.  Denn  was  public — the 
effort  to  find  them, open  acts.  No  net  whalrvcr  is  shown, 
dMMMRtratinr  aDydeeieor  effort  to  keep  any  one  ignurnol 
of  the  prooeediagt.  It  i«  plain  there  were  no  sitch  ads— 
that  ifae  proceedingfl  of  the  Commiiiee  were  in  enlire  good 
faitb,  and  with  a  uocere  dnire  to  do  their  (hiiy  properly. 

The  assertion,  in  the  publication,  that  the  proceedin^i 
of  the  Common  Coancil  if  tin  exlraordinnry  nssiini|ition  of 
power,  that  the  rights  of  the  parties  nre  oiiirngci],  and  thai 
(hey  wilt  £nd  increased  obstacles  in  the  way  of  justice,  are 
evidently  made  under  wrong.viewa  and  feelings,  and  wilh- 
OEit  due  care  and  reflection. 

By  a  reference  to  tbe  laws  organizing  (he  depRrtmeiil 
and  the  laws  relaiivc  to  the  city  government,  it  will  ht 
found  that  (he  Common  Council  have,  in  their  proceed* 
ings,  assumed  no  powers,  bat  only  exercised  that  Initia- 
tive authority  given  to  them — that  there  are  do  rights  of 
any  pariy  outraged,  nor  ony  obstacle  thrown  in  the  way 
of  justice  by  their  action.  It  is  irtie  that  an  act  of  legisla- 
tive power,  in  effect  correcting  or  supervising  errors,  will 
most  generally  dissatisfy  (hose  whose  proceedings  are  ihni 
reached ;  but  this  power  must,  and  does,  abide  with  tbe 
legislative  branch  of  government,  and  it  is  necessary  and 
wise  to  exercise  it  in  cases  like  these.

The  assertion  in  regard  to  the  Mayor's  veto  is  found,  on 
examination,  to  be  the  construction  of  Mr.  Craven,  and 
Dot  in  terms  the  objection  expressed  by  the  Mayor.  His 
assertion  that,  by  law,  sewers  are  placed  under  his  sole 
and  exclusive  charge,  from  their  commencement  until 
their  completion,  is  plainly  erroneous.  Under  his  special 
charge  they  may  be,  but  the  Board  has  a  controlling  super- 
vision over  them,  and  above  him  ;  and  inferior  officers  liave 
more  or  less  charge  of  them  below  him.  The  Committee 
do  not  find  any  law  vesting  him  with  the  sole  and  exclusive 
charge  • 

Though  Mr.  Craven  denies  that  he  does,  by  the  publica- 
tion, convey  any  charge  of  corruption,  and  avers  that  he 
did  not  thereby  intend  so  to  do ;  yet,  for  the  purpose  of 
placing  Mr.  Denman  in  an  unfavorable  light,  and  that  he 
was  not  impartial  in  this  matter — and  for  the  purpose  of 
showing  that  he  acted  illegally  and  in  violation  of  the  law, 
Mr.  Craven  introduced  an  assignment,  made  to  him  by 
Charles  H.  Wheeler,  by  way  of  security,  for  the  payment 
of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and  interest  of  the 
contract  for  the  building  of  another  sewer.  This  sewer,  it 
appears,  was  partly  built  after  December  1st,  and  so  much 
as  was  built  afier  that  day,  was  taken  up  and  rebuilt  by 
order  of  the  officers  of  the  Department,  and  the  work  there- 
upon has  been  accepted,  and  the  money,  amounting  to  forty- 
nine  hundred  dollars,  or  thereabouts,  made  payable.  It  is 
established  by  the  date  of  the  assignment,  and  by  proof, 
that  Mr.  Denman  took  the  assignment  before  he  became  a 
mcml)er  of  the  Common  Council ;  and  it  is  further  proven, 
that  the  sum  for  which  it  was  taken  for  security,  was,  in 
fact,  loaned  to  another  person,  to  whom,  for  the  loan,  Mr.

Deoman,  in  behalf  of  Mr.  Wheeler,  applied,  and  who  re- 
quested Mr.  Deaman  to  take  the  aMigomeni  in  hit  (Mr. 
Denman'i)  name,  and  become  responsible  for  the  return  of 
the  money. 

I 

The  transaction  had  no  connection  with  the  Pollock 
contract ;  yet  it  was  contended  by  Mr.  Cra?en,  that  the 
principle  involved  was  the  same  in  both  cases ;  that  if  Mr. 
Pollock  was  paid  for  the  sewer  built  by  him,  though  a  part 
was  built  after  the  first  of  December — that  then  Mr.  Whee- 
let  would  have  the  right  to  claim  payment  of  one  hundred 
and  twenty  dollars,  the  cost  of  rebuilding  that  part  of  the 
sewer  rebuilt  by  him  by  order  of  the  Department.  The 
Committee  do  not  consider  that  such  a  sequence  can  joslly 
follow,  or  that  the  cases  are  parallel.  The  law  forbidding 
members  to  become  interested  in  contracts  did  not,  as  the 
Comniiliee  consider,  contemplate  a  case  like  that  of  Mr. 
Denman's,  but  a  case  of  interest  for  profit,  a  sharing  in  the 
advantages  of  the  contract,  an  interest  acquired  after  the 
individual  became  a  member. 

In  this  case  Mr.  Denmun  took  the  assignment  before  he 
became  a  member ;  did  so  in  good  faith,  bnd  in  no  event 
could  his  security  be  affected  by  the  payment  or  non-pay- 
ment of  the  claim  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  by 
Wheeler,  even  if  he  had  any. 

The  Committee  further  consider  that  the  fact  of  the  ex- 
istence of  the  two  contracts  simultaneously,  the  difficulty 
of  accomplishing  the  work  in  a  proper  manner,  and  skil- 
fully, within  the  time  required,  and  the  injuries  to  the  pub* 
lie,  as  well  as  to  Mr.  Pollock,  that  would  flow  from  the 
delay  of  completing  the  sewer  until  spring  ;  (facts  charged 
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by  Mr.  Denman  as  omissions,  material  in  the  publication,) 
are  fully  established. 

The  assertion  of  Mr.  Denman,  that  it  is  usual  to  grant 
permission  to  do  sewer  work,  after  December  1st,  unless  in 
case  of  intense  cold  weather,  is  not  established,  so  far  as  it 
refers  to  such  usage,  since  the  organization  of  the  Croton 
Aqueduct  Department,  although  the  three  instances  above- 
mentioned,  of  permission  being  granted  by  Mr.  Craven  to 
do  mason  work  in  the  winter,  are  proved  by  his  testimony. 
Previous  to  the  organization  of  the  Department,  it  was 
more  usual  to  build  sewers  in  winter  time,  and  several  im- 
portant ones  were  built. 

The  assertion  of  Mr.  Denman,  that  no  explanation  was 
given,  for  the  refusal  of  the  Department  to  grant  the  appli- 
cation of  Mr.  Pollock,  is  incorrect,  inasmuch  as  the  reason 
given  was,  that  the  building  of  the  sewer,  after  December 
Ist,  was  deemed  by  them  improper,  and  without  permis- 
sion of  the  Department,  a  violation  of  the  contract. 

The  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  the  Croton  Aque- 
duct Board  are  in  error  in  prescribing  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  to  the  lime  of  the  performance  of  the  contracts, 
without  the  sanction  of  the  Common  Council,  (see  laws  of 
1849 ;)  and  in  making  the  contract  with  clauses  therein, 
which  are  inconsistent  with  each  other;  that  they  are  in 
error  also,  in  granting  permission  in  some  cases,  and  rc^ 
fusing  it  in  others,  to  do  mason  work  on  the  sewers  in  win- 
ter time,  without  substantial  cause  for  such  diversity,  of  ac- 
tion. 

That  the  Common  Council,  in  passing  the  ordinance  for 
the  relief  applied  for  by  Mr.  Pollock,  did  not  commit  an 
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act  of  illegal  interference  with  ezecutiFe  datiea,  that  the 
act  was  neither  arbitrary  nor  oppressive,  and  that  it  fomis 
a  correct  precedent ;  that  it  is  one  of  true  equity,  and  that 
the  motives  assigned  by  Mr.  Craven  for  the  publication,  the 
Comnoittee  do  not  consider  sufficient  to  justify  that  act. 

Some  stress  is  laid  upon  the  omission  to  send  a  special 
notice  of  the  meeting  to  Mr.  Craven  and  Mr.  Dean,  and 
the  short  time  employed  in  the  investigation ;  as  to  the 
notice,  it  would  have  been  prudent  to  have  sent  it  specially, 
as  now  suggested,  and  it  would,  perhaps,  have  been  well  to 
have  adjourned  the  meeting  (o  another  day,  for  the  exami- 
nation of  these  two  gentlemen. 

But,  it  is  in  proof,  from  Mr.  Craven  himself,  that  the  day 
of  the  week,  and  hour  of  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Sew- 
ers, was  known  to  the  Department,  and  he  himself  knew 
it,  it  is  not  usual,  in  such  cases,  to  give  such  special  notice; 
and  again,  Mr.  Denman  had  seen  both  those  gentlemen 
before  the  meeting,  and  learnt  from  them  what  their  rea- 
sons were  for  their  refusal. 

As  regards  the  time  taken  in  the  investigation,  it  does 
not  appear  that  any  material  fact  was  omitted,  unless  it  be 
the  oversight  in  not  examining  the  Inspector  of  Sewers, 
then  present,  and  noticing  the  privilege  contained  in  the 
contract,  to  have  until  the  24th  of  December  to  complete 
the  work. 

It  is  very  true,  however,  that  sufficient  maturity  of  re- 
flection, and  care  of  examination,  is  not  always  observed 
in  these  references.  But  when  is  considered  the  extent  of 
the  duties  of  the  members  of  the  Common  Council,  and 
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the  large  number  of  the  various  references  at  all  times  to 
be  attended  to,  it  will  be  perceived,  that  as  much  time  as 
can  very  well  be  applied  by  the  members  is  given  to  them. 

In  this  case,  of  the  Tenih  avenue  sewer,  and  the  appli- 
cation of  Mr.  Pollock,  now  that  the  matter  has  been  fully 
investigated,  and  all  the  facts  of  the  case  presented,  (his 
Committee  are  satisfied,  that  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Sewers,  in  its  result,  is  right,  although  all  the  material 
reasons  for  its  conclusions,  are  not  expressed  in  it,  and  that 
upon  all  the  facts  of  the  case  it  is  just.

In  the  THew  York  Tribune  of  the  3d  inslant,  was  pub* 
lished,  under  the  signature  of  A.  W.  Craven,  Chief  En- 
gineer, and  one  of  the  Board  of  Management  of  the  Cro- 
ton  Aqueduct  Department,  the  article  which  I  now  offer 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Board.  Published,  as  the 
article  has  been,  under  the  authority  of  one  of  the  officers 
of  the  city,  whose  official  station  implies  credence  to  his 
declarations,  I,  as  one  of  the  members  of  this  Board,  and, 
more  particularly,  as  one  of  the  members  of  the  Committee 
of  this  Board,  to  whom  the  matter  therein  referred  to  was 
given  in  charge,  deem  it  my  duty  to  ask  the  attention  of 
this  body  to  the  subject. 

Had  the  ofTiccr  who  has  made  this  publication,  confined 
his  communication  to  those  to  whom  complaints  of  this 
description  should  properly  be  made — nay,  even  without 
the  extraordinary  fact  of  the  article  in  question  being  so 
made  ;  but  addressed,  as  it  is,  to  the  parties  to.be  assessed, 
with  all  its  inflammatory  passages,  tending,  as  they  do,  to 
the  embarrassment  and  interruption  of  the  necessary  pro- 
ceedings of  the  business  of  the  city,  had  its  contents  been 
true,  candid  and  fair,  however  unjust  might  have  been  its 
imputations,  as  to  the  motives  of  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee, and  of  the  Common  Council,  I  might  have  been 
reconciled  to  let  it  pass  without  notice. 

But  containing,  as  I  aver  this  article  does,  material  and 
gross  untruths;  essential  omissions,  and  unjust  construe- 
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open   [iroceedings,  which  were  had  in  good  faith — 
UHiiainiDg  sweeping,  unbecoming  and  caliininious  charges, 
Ipon  men  whose  rectitude  of  inteulion,  if  nol  their  olBcial 
lAiion,  should  protect  litem  againat  such  wicked  assauha  ; 
lod,  cBpecially,  conscious  as   I  am,  and,  hs  I  beheve,  ihe 
|ither  members  were,  of  only  a  sincere  sense  of  duly  im- 
dling  them,  lo  what  ihey  have  done,  I  will  not  consent 
let  myself  and  others  be  thus  falsely  charged,  and  re- 
nin silent. 

The  facta  of  the  case,  in  reahty  are  these  : — In  the  anm- 
er  of  1S5I,  James  Pollock  made  two  aever^tl  contracts ; 
|me  with  the  Croton  Water  Department,  for  the  construc- 
Uin  of  a  sewer,  from  Forty-second  to  Forty-sixth  street, 
in  the  Tenth  avenue,  (the  entire  cutting,  or  excavation  for 
|ibich  had  lo  be  through  solid  rock  ;)  subject  to  the  rules 
fDd  rpgulaiions  of  that  Department ;  and  the  other,  with 
Ibe  Street  Departjuent,  to  grade  the  avenue  within  the 
■sme  slrecls  or  limits  as  Ihe  sewer  was  to  be  made ;  which 
grading  required  also  the  cutting  through  solid  rock.  By 
'i^e  necessity  of  cutting  through  the  rock,  the  work  of  the 
%ewer,  as  well  as  of  the  grading,  inevitably  rendered  the 
iperformance  of  the  contract  slow,  and  more  so  than  corn- 
lion. 

The  Croton  Aqueduct  Board  had  prescribed  a  regulation, 
m  its  own  authority,  without  the  sanction  of  the  Common 
Council,  forbidding  the  prosecution  of  sewer-work,  after 
ibe  first  of  December,  unless  by  special  permission  of  the 
Department  The  intent  of  the  regulation  was  lo  prevent 
sewers  from  being  built  when  the  weather  was  loo  severely 
cold  lo  enable  them  to  be  constructed  safely,  and  with  suf-

ficieot  •ttMigtb  i  but  it  was  nnderatood,  and  the  iindcr- 
■tandiay  WM  prtu;iicccl  upon,  tlml,  unless  the  wcarher  was 
too  levere,  or  fooic  special  difficulty  presented  itself,  Uw 
permtntoD  wonld  be  grantpil.  ^jM 

Hr.  Pollock  jpTDcccdcd  with  the  work,  so  ilint  on  Decern- 
tor  iM,  all  of  it  wns  cotuiilcied,  cxrr^pt  only  nboiit  two 
hmdred  fwt  of  the  hrick  wurk,  tlie  trench  for  that  being 
all  CDt  and  ready  for  its  ri.-ceplion,  *^ 

Ho  then  applies]  to  the   Dci>nrlmcnl   for   the  iisnni  pei^| 
BiiMioa  to  proeoed,  nnd    although    olhrr   conlrnclors  flj^| 
M«(r-wark  vera  iillowi-d  snich  pe  niis^tion,  hi>,  from  sorillHJ 
oaew  y«t  to  be  Of  pluined,  wns  refused.     Hp  thns   hnd  bC'     ' 
fora  Itire  the  «eriainiy  of  great  loss,  driny,  nnd  expense, 
not  only  nHder  tlie  sewor  contract,  btit  nndcr  the  contract 
to  grade  the  avenue,  in  case   the  work    w:\i   slopjipd,  nnd 
the  city  too,  and   ihe  public,  the  cerlninly  of  great  injury 
by  the  fact  of  the  nvonue,  in  that  part,  being  rendered  im- 
paisuble  during  the  winter,  and  until  spring.    No  eom^ 
plaint  wns  expressed  to  him,  no  cause  for  this  eztraordi- 
'  nary  refusal, 

Mr.  Pollock,  under  the  circumstances,  deemed  himaeU 
justified  in  proceeding  with  the  sewer-work  without  the 
permission,  and  be  completed  it ;  he  did  so,  well  and  auffi- 
ciently,  not  only  without  prejudice,  but  with  benefit  to  tbe 
public.  Tbe  Street  Commissiooer,  and  both  the  surveyor 
and  inspector,  engaged  in  the  work  by  tbe  Croton  Water 
Department,  in  their  examination,  all  have  slated  tbat  tbe 
work  could  not  have  been  better  done  than  it  waa,  at  any 
season  of  the  year ;  and  if  it  bad  not  then  been  done,  thu 
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avenue  could  not  have  been  iMed  during  the  winter,  and 
the  Street  Commissioiier  added,  that  the  conapletioo  of  the 
sewer  was  absolutely  necessary  to  the  complete  regulation 
of  the  avenue. 

The  above  is  a  statement  of  all  the  violation  of  the  con- 
tract by  Mr.  Pollock,  of  all  the  grounds  for  the  charge 
made  by  Mr.  Craven,  that  a  large  portion  of  the  sewer 
was  built  in  direct  violation  of  the  spirit  and  letter  of  the 
contract.  Who  then  are  guilty  really,  of  a  violation  of  the 
gpirii  of  the  contract — of  the  regulation  binding  it?  the 
Department,  who  refused  permission,  or  Mr.  Pollock,  who 
performed  the  work  1  Who,  truly,  were  most  faithful  to 
the  public  interest  ?  he  who  saved  the  public  from  loss,  or 
they,  who,  without  good  cause,  withheld  the  permission 
which  was  desired  1  It  is  true,  he  violated  directly  the 
ktitr  of  the  ordinance  governing  the  contract,  in  the  point 
ID  question,  but  he  did  not  violate  it  in  spirit. 

On  the  completion  of  the  sewer-vvork  Mr.  Pollock  ap- 
plied to  the  Croton  Water  Board,  to  accept  the  work.  They 
refused  to  do  so,  not  because  it  was  not  sufficiently  well 
done,  but  only  because  it  was  proceeded  with  after  the  1st 
of  December,  without  their  permission. 

Being  thus  without  remedy  otherwise,  he  applied  to  the 
Common  Council  for  relief.  The  application  to  this  Board 
being  first  made,  and  on  its  reference  to  the  Committee, 
they,  in  good  faith,  proceeded  to  the  examination  of  the 
case. 

After  previous  notice  of  the  meeting,  they  met  at  the 
office  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  at  the  place  designated  by 
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by  liim  in  ihe  pnblicntion,  as  (he  appropriate  and  niim! 
place  of  the  meetings  of  such  commillees,  and  al  a  nsiial 
hour  of  business,  viz  :  two  o'ctock  in  tlie  afternoon,  on  a 
tliiy  designnlrf],  wiili  the  positive  expectation  of  meciing 
the  olBcers  of  the  tiepartmeni.  They  had  no  wiioessrs 
from  various  parts  of  Ihe  ciiy,  ond  relied,  and  meant  to  rely 
pr'ncipnlly  on  the  statements  of  the  officers  employed  in, 
or  conversant  of  the  work  and  the  facts  of  the  case,  for  ex- 
pltination. 

On  assembling,  intpiiry  and  search  were  innde  for  ihe 
president  and  head  engineer  of  the  Board,  iind  ihc  cooi- 
Hiiltee  look  (lie  [rouble  loobtain  iheir  ailendance  ;  btii,  n|wn 
inqniry,  the  committee  were  informed  liiat  they  were  not, 
cither  of  them,  in  the  bnildin^. 

The  surveyor  and  inspector,  wlio,  by  the  Crolon  Water 
Department,  were  employed  to  the  work,  and  also  the 
Street  Commissioner,  attended,  and  were  severally  exam, 
ined,  and  gave  the  information  above-staled.  They  were 
all  the  witoeases  who  were  examined.  The  facts  from 
them,  and  the  papers  connected  with  the  aflair,  which  the 
committee  obtained,  I  then  deemed,  and  yet  deem,  suffi- 
cient to  justify  the  report  thereupon  made. 

The  committee  did  not  report  favorably,  and  this  Board, 
and  subsequently  the  Board  of  Assistants,  adopted  the  reso- 
lution recommended. 

It  is  true  Ihe  Mayor  vetoed  the  resolution  on  the  ground, 
among  other  objections,  of  its  being  an  illegal  interference 
with  executive  duties;  and,  it  is  also  true,  that,  Dotwilh-  - 
standing  the  veto,  both  Boards  of  the  Coromoa   CouDcil 
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re  since  agnio  passed  the  resoIulioD,  It  is  true,  also, 
,t  after  careful  coasideration,  and  a  serious  sense,  that  it 
a  n'gliteons  and  legal  act,  I  voted  for  its  repassage. 

.  What  thea  is  true  in  the  article,  put  forth  with  such 
Brave  asservatlon,  such  flourishes  of  his  declarations,  offi- 
itnlly  and  personally,  of  liis  sense  of  responsibility,  his  de- 
ire  lo  perform  Ills  full  duty,  and  to  protect  the  rights,  and 
preserve  the  integrity  of  ihe  Department,  with  such  sweep- 
ng  denunciations,  such  bold  and  slanderous  declarations  j 
why,  simply,  that  the  contract  was  made,  and  the  regula- 
tion applicable  to  it,  was  violated  in  Ihe  kller  only  ;  that 
lie  assessors  will  be  called  upon  to  pay  ibc  price  stipulated. 
Vhat  the  Croton  Water  Board  refused  lo  accept  the  work, 
Vhicli  is  necessary  before  the  assessment  can  be  appor- 
lioDed.  That  application  was  made  to  the  Common  Coun- 
and  the  resolution  was  passed,  vetoed  and  rc-passed,  as 
>ve-meniioned.  That  the  Committee  on  Sewers  meet 
Iway^  in  his  office,  for  the  reason  he  has  stated,  and  an  ad- 
dilional  fact,  he  adds,  which  no  doubt  is  true,  viz  ;  that  the 
^turnofthe  work  has  since  been  made  to  the  assessors' 
iflAice,  with  the  resolution  annexed.  But  the  assertion,  that 
Ibe  sewer  was  built  in  direct  violation  of  the  spirit  of  the 
ioittract,  is  unlrue  ;  the  assertion  that  the  work,  for  which 
Ae  assessed  will  be  called  upon  to  pay,  is  not  the  work 
which,  by  the  same  contract  they  are  entitled  to  receive,  is 
mtrue;  the  assertion  that  the  investigation  of  the  couimittee 
Tiu  tinjiisl,  partial  and  utterly  in  violation  of  the  rights  of 
the  owners  of  property  of  the  assessed,  is  grossly  unlrue. 
The  assertion  that  the  committee  did  not  avail  themselve, 
le  tesiimony  of  the  engineer,  without  staling  that  he 
□ol  there  to  be  examined,  and  the  manner  in  which 
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this  assertion  is  made,  conveys  a  gross  ontrath.  The  asser- 
tion that  they  confined  themselves  to  the  siatetnentt  inlro^ 
duced  in  behalf  of  the  coDtraclor,  is  equally  nntroe.  The 
assertion,  that  while  it  was  found  convenient  to  have  wit- 
nesses from  any  part  of  the  city,  those  in  behalf  of  the  peo- 
ple in  the  building,  were  kept  ignorant  of  the  proceeding, 
is  wholly  untrue,  and  manifests  a  feeling  utterly  unworthy 
of  a  man  claiming  to  be  respected. 

The  omission  to  state,  in  the  article,  the  fact  of  its  being 
usual  to  grant  the  permission  to  do  sewer  work  after  the 
1st  of  December,  unless  in  the  cases  I  have  mentioned — the 
omission  to  state  the  existence  of  the  two  contracts,  of  the 
one  to  grade,  as  well  as  the  one  to  erect  the  sewer — to  state 
the  difficulty  of  the  work,  the  necessity  of  completing  it — 
the  injury  and  loss  to  Mr.  Pollock,  and  to  the  public,  from 
the  delay  consequent  to  such  refusal  to  grant  the  permis- 
sion— the  absence  of  explanation  for  such  refusal,  operate, 
and  seem  so  meant,  to  convey  impressions  grossly  false. 
Where  is  the  fairness,  candor,  or  veracity  of  an  officer,  who 
can,  in  his  statements,  suppress  facts  so  material  as  are  these. 
That  the  work  was  well  done  too,  why  was  this  fact  omit- 
ted? 

An  additional  voucher  to  this  fact,  is  the  circumstance, 
that,  before  the  Mayor's  veto  was  to  be  considered,  the 
sewer  was  opened,  and  carefully  examined  by  Messrs. 
James  Hancott  and  Joseph  Tucker,  they  inspected  the 
work  critically,  and  they  found,  and  certified  the  work  to 
be  well  done,  and  their  certificate  remains  on  the  files  of 
this  Board.     Why  did  he  not  slate  this  fact? 

Again,  it  may  be  well  here  to  mention,  that  after  the 
passage  of  the  report,!  had  a  conversation,  personally,  with 
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Mr.  Craven,  in  which  I  asked  him  what  he  wished  Mr. 
Pollock  to  do  in  the  easel  He  answered,  that  he  would 
have  him  to  take  the  sewer  up,  and  rebuild  it.  I  asked 
him,  if  he  so  would  require  on  account  of  the  inferiority  of 
the  work.  He  replied,  he  would  do  so,  because  the  con- 
tractor had  disobeyed  his  orders  in  proceeding  with  the 
work,  but  did  not  intimate  that  the  work  was  inferior. 

As  to  the  positions  taken,  that  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Croton  Water  Department  are  binding  ;  that  a  vio- 
lation of  them,  in  the  letter  and  spirit,  warrants  the  non- 
acceptance  of  the  wore  ;  that  the  resolution  in  question  is, 
as  has  been  asserted  by  the  Mayor,  nn  illegal  interference 
with  executive  duties.  I  am  not  a  lawyer,  or  a  causist,  and 
perhaps,  may  not  be  as  familiar  with,  or  as  skillful  in  deal- 
ing with  them,  as  one  legally  accomplished.  But,  it  seems 
to  me,  that  it  was  meant,  by  the  amended  Charter  of  the 
City,  to  give  to  the  Common  Council  the  legislative  con- 
trol over  the  departments,  and  that  by  any  law  or  ordi- 
nance, they,  in  their  legislative  capacity,  and  in  no  other, 
may  confer  legal  authority  and  impose  duties  to  perform, 
without  committing  the  act  of  illegal  interference  with 
executive  duties ;  and  that  all  the  departments,  and  their 
rules  and  regulations,  even  when  valid,  are  subject  to  the 
control  of  the  legislative  power,  whose  laws  confer  the  au- 
thority and  impose  the  duties  for  the  Executive  Depart- 
ment to  perform  ;  and  I  doubt  whether  rules  and  regula- 
tions, unless  sanctioned  by  the  Common  Council,  or  pre- 
scribed by  them,  can  be  binding. 

In  this  case,  considering  the  resolution  as  a  legislative 
act,  not  illegally  an  interference  with  the  executive  powers 
of  the  Department ;  that  it  was  a  righteous  act ;  that  the 
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department  had  acted  wrongfully ;  had  violated  the  spirit, 
though  not  the  letter,  of  its  own  regulation,  in  refusing  the 
permission  desired,  and  in  not  accepting  the  work,  for  the 
reason  that  it  had  refused  the  permission,  had  expoaed  the 
city,  as  well  as  the  contractor,  unnecessarily,  to  danger  of 
loss  and  inconvenience.  I  have  advocated  and  voted 
therefor,  and  yet  approve  the  resolution. 

Yet,  unwilling  as  I  am  to  permit  any  officer  of  the  city 
government  to  make  publication,  so  inflammatory,  untme 
and  unbecoming  as  the  one  in  question,  tending,  as  it  does, 
to  bring  the  city  authorities  and  its  members  into  diigraoe, 
I  deem  my  duty  to  ask  that  the  subject  may  be  submitled 
to  a  committee,  for  consideration  and  examination.  If  the 
charges  included  in  the  article  can  be  proved,  let  the  indi* 
viduals  guilty  of  such  conduct  be  punished ;  if  the  chaig as 
are  untrue,  then  I  do  trust  that  the  officer  who  has  hazarded 
this  act  may  meet  with  bis  reward.

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FACTS. 

On  the  8th  day  of  October,  1850,  an  ordinance  of  the 
Common  Council,  for  grading  the  Tenth  avenue,  from 
Forty-second  to  Forty -sixth  street,  was  passed. 

On  the  1st  day  of  December,  in  that  year  before  the  con- 
tract for  grading  was  made,  an  ordinance  of  the  Common 
Council  to  build  a  sewer  in  the  Tenth  avenue,  between  the 
same  limits,  wAs  passed. 

The  latter  ordinance  was  prepared  by  and  adopted  on  the 
suggestion  of  the  Street  Commissioner. 

The  contract  for  grading  was  delayed  in  order  to  give 
way  to  the  latter.  The  distance  between  the  two  points, 
(from  Forly-second  to  Forty-sixth  street,)  is  between  one 
thousand  and  thirty  and  one  thousand  and  fifty  feet.  The 
surface  then  above  the  present  regulated  grading,  princi- 
pally rock,  and  the  rock  required  blasting  to  the  depth  of 
two  feet  below  the  latter  grading,  making  a  blasting,  to- 
gether, of  five  feet  below  the  then  surface. 

The  bottom  of  the  sewer  was  thirteen  feet  eight  inches 
below  the  present  regulated  grading,  nearly  all  rock^  which 
had  to  be  blasted;  the  cut  for  the  sewer  had,  therefore,  to 
be  blasted  sixteen  feet  eight  inches  down  from  the  then 
line  of  grading,  or  the  former  surface. 

The  contract  for  building  the  sewer  was  made  with  the 
Aqueduct  Department  on  August  6,  1851.  The  contract 
for  grading  was  made  on  August  26,  1851,  with  the  Street 
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Comminioner.  Both  contracU  were  made  with  JaiMi 
Pollock.  By  the  contract,  the  work  of  boildiog  the  aewer 
was  to  be  tmder  the  iDspectioa  of  perK>D8  to  be  appoinlad 
by  the  Croton  Aqueduct  Department ;  the  work  in  inaaowy 
to  cease  on  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year,  and  not 
to  be  resumed  until  such  time  in  the  months  of  Bfarch  -m 
April  following  as  should  be  designated  by  the  CroCon 
Aqueduct  Department,  in  case  of  the  work  not  being  com- 
pleted  on  the  1st  of  December  ensuing  the  dale  thereof,  Ike 
trenches  should  be  refilled  and  repaved  ;  and  all  maierial% 
surplus  earth,  sand,  rock  and  rubbish  removed  from  iIm 
street  within  five  days  thereafter ;  also,  that  where  roek 
blasting  and  excavating  could  be  pursued  to  advantage 
during  the  winter  months,  permission  to  do  the  same  to  te 
first  obtained  from  the  Department . 

By  an  after  clause  in  the  same  contract,  the  work  was  to 
be  commenced  on  the  6th  of  August,  and  completed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  specifications,  on  or  before  24tb  Decem- 
ber, 1851. 

By  the  contract  for  the  grading,  the  time  allowed  to 
complete  the  work  was  five  months,  that  is  to  say,  until 
26ih  February,  1852.  The  avenue  was  to  be  brought  to 
the  grade  line,  the  rock  excavated  two  feet  below  it  ;  the 
avenue  to  be  Macadamized  twenty  feet  wide  in  the  centre; 
the  work  to  be  done  being  four  thousand  nine  hundred 
cubic  yards  of  rock  excavation ;  one  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred cubic  yards  of  earth,  ditto ;  one  thousand  five  hun- 
dred cubic  yards  of  earth  to  be  furnished ;  nine  sets  of 
circular  corners;  five  thousand  five  hundred  feet  curb  and 
gutter ;  seven  hundred  and  seventy  cubic  yards  Macadam- 
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iziog ;  six  86(8  corners ;  to  reset  one  hundred  and  twenty 
feet  curb  and  gutter  ;  to  reset  iGive  thousand  five  hundred 
square  feet  of  flagging ;  the  work  and  materials  to  be  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Surveyor  and  Superintendent  of 
the  Street  Commissioner's  Department ;  the  contractor  was 
required  to  conform  to  the  very  letter  of  the  specifications. 

Edwin  Smith  was  appointed  the  Surveyor,  and  John 
O'Connor  was  appointed  the  Inspector,  by  the  Croton 
Aqueduct  Department,  and  by  the  Street  Commissioner's 
Department,  respectively  as  to  each  contract.  Printed 
directions  were  given  by  the  Aqueduct  Department  to 
the  surveyor  and  to  the  inspector,  instructing  them  in 
sod  defining  their  duties  respectively.  Those  to  the  sur- 
veyor requiring  him  to  make  the  survey  map  and  specifi- 
cation for  the  work,  and  to  give  the  requisite  lines  and 
guide  stakes  for  the  contractor,  and  stating  that  the  general 
supervision  of  the  work  would  be  retained  by  the  Depart- 
ment. Those  to  the  inspector  being  accompanied  with  a 
copy  of  the  specification,  requiring  of  him  his  whole  lime 
to  the  sewer,  and  his  various  duties  described  quite  mi- 
nutely. 

The  Croton  Aqueduct  Board,  at  the  time  of,  and  previous 
to  these  transactions,  was,  by  the  laws  of  the  slate,  in- 
vested, among  other  powers,  with  that  of  the  construction, 
cleansing,  and  repairing  of  all  the  sewers  and  under- 
ground drains,  but  subject  to  the  orders  and  direclions  of 
the  Common  Council,  as  to  the  times  and  places  of  build- 
ing new  sewers  ;  and  this  was  recognized  and  acted  upon 
by  the  Common  Council.  The  regulation  under  which 
the  clause  in   the   agreement  as  to  the  time  of  the  year 
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whcu  ibe  work  should  cease  nnd  bo  rcsamed,  Wna  n 
never  rt'ccivod  the  aonclion  of  ihc  Common  Council. 

Air.  O'Connor  was  appointed  on  August  11,  1851  ;  the 
work  was  conimenceil  on  the  6lh  ;  owing  to  the  grtRl 
amount  of  blasting  the  work  was  retarded  ;  on  December 
Ist,  all  of  it,  except  that  for  two  hundred  and  sixty  feet,  it 
was,  on  nn  average,  blasted  only  about  eight  feel  deep,  and 
ibe  brick  work  for  llmt  portion  was  not  begun. 

About  ten  days  previous  to  December  lai,  Mr.  Craven 
sent  a  wrilten  noiicc  to  Mr.  Pollock,  requiring  him  (o  stop 
work  on  that  day,  and  repeated  this  notice  two  or  three 
limes  before  that  day ;  the  notice  sinling  that  Ihc  cinusc 
prohibiting  work  after  tliat  day,  would  be  rigedly  enforced ; 
about  December  9lh,  Mr.  Craven  visited  [he  work,  and  left 
a  like  notice,  verbally,  by  message,  with  one  of  the  men. 

Mr,  Pollock,  a^er  the  aotice,  and  before  and  after  Dm* 
cember  Isl,  caused  application  to  be  made  to  Mr.  Cravfa. 
aod  Mr.  Dean,  for  permission  to  finish  the  sewer  after  ibati 
day;  the  application  was  refused.  The  reason  asngaadi 
for  such  refusal  was,  that  it  was  contrary  to  the  coairact;  ' 
was  contrary  to  all  common  sense  ;  lo  lei  a  sewer  go  eo  al 
that  season  of  the  year  would  lead  to  difGcolties  vitb  olber' 
contractors.  <  •' 

It  was  then  known  to  the  officers,  that  Mr.  Pollock  ]t^^ 
also  the  contract  for  grading,  and  that  the  grading  Doill^i 
not  be  done  until  the  sewer  was  finished.  At  that  time,  i^, 
the  several  avenues  leading  out  of  the  city,  the  Fourth  antf; 
Eleventh,  were,  as  they  are  now,  used  for  railroads  exclu- 
sively }  the  Second,  beyond  Tweniy>eighih  street,  and  the 
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Seventh,  beyond  Forty- second  street  were  impassable ;  the 
Sixth,  beyond  Fifty-seventh  street,  impassable  ;  the  Third, 
almost  impassable ;  the  Fifth,  in  bad  condition,  though 
passable ;  the  Ninth,  in  very  bad  condition ;  the  Eighth 
obstructed  at  Fifty-fourlh  street,  and  the  Tenth  obstructed 
from  Forty-second  to  Forty-sixth  street,  by  the  work  in 
question . 

Those  of  the  avenues  not  used  as  railroads,  as  far  as 
opened,  and  Lexington  avenue  also,  were,  as  was  then  ex- 
pected, additionally  broken  up  by  improvements  in  the 
ipring,  except  the  portion  of  the  Tenth  to  which  the  con- 
tract in  question  applies,  this  was  made  passable. 

It  was  important  to  the  public  that  the  Tenth  avenue, 
above  Forty-second  street,  should  be  in  traveling  condition 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  winter  and  in  the  spring,  on  ac- 
count of  the  bad  condition  of  most  of  the  avenues  opened 
and  in  use  above  Forty-second  street,  and  the  necessity  of 
public  travel.  The  latter  is  a  broad  street,  one  hundred  feet 
wide,  running  across  the  island;  and  above  it  the  Tenth  is 
the  only  avenue,  in  good  condition,  leading  out  of  the  city. 

The  construction  put  by  Mr.  Craven,  upon  the  contract 
for  the  sewer,  that  the  mason  work  could  not  be  done  after 
December  1st,  if  acceded  to,  would  have  caused  a  violation 
of  the  contract  for  grading.     The  delay  would   have  de- 
layed the  performance  of  the  latter  until  March  or  April, 
arid  material  injury  and  inconvenience  to  the  public  in  so 
long  keeping  the  avenue  impassable,  and  preventing  public 
travel   al)ove  Forty-second   street,  would   have   resulted ; 
heavy  loss  would  also  have  followed  to  Mr.  Pollock. 

4 
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Notwithstanding  the  clause  in  the  contract,  declaring 
ihatall  mnson  work  should  cease,  on  December  Ist;  yet 
the  after  provision  thereiui  in  explicit  langnag<R,  allowed 
Mr.  Pollock  to  complete  the  work.  The  above-mentioned 
difficulties  were  known  to  the  officers  of  the  Aqueduct  De- 
partment. 

Permission,  during  that  winter,  to  work  on  sewers  after 
December  Ist,  was  given  by  Mr.  Craven  in  the  following 
cases,  viz.,  to  William  A.  Cummingi  contractor,  in  the  casa 
of  the  sewer  in  Grand,  Hester,  and  Chrystie  streeu ;  to 
Daniel  McGwin,  contractor,  in  the  case  of  the  sewer  in 
Stanton,  Pitt,  and  Suffolk  streets ;  and  to  Hugh  McCabe, 
in  the  cose  of  the  sewer  in  Broome,  Crosby,  and  £lm,  to 
Spring  street ;  the  work,  in  these  cases,  was  done  in  the 

winter,  after  that  day,  and  accepted. 

I* 

In  the  case  of  the  sewer  in  Slanton,  Pitt  and  Suffolk 
streets,  two  basins  and  two  culverts  only  were  finished  ;  in 
the  first  case  of  the  sewer  in  Grand,  Hester  and  Chrystie 
streets  only  about  sixty  or  seventy  feel,  and  in  the  case  of 
the  sewer  in  Stanton  and  in  Broome  streets,  about  a  day's 
work  each  were  done  after  that  day.  The  contractor 
agreed  to  work  only  on  such  days  and  at  such  hours  as  the 
engineer  specified. 

These  several  sewers  are  in  the  most  popular  parts  of  the 
city.  The  inhabitants  of  the  neighborhood  applied  to  the 
engineer,  and  said  that  they  would  rather  pay  for  the  work, 
and  have  it  then  done,  than  wail  until  spring.  In  view  of 
the  groat  inconvenience  to  the  neighborhood,  and  of  the 
sewers  being  so  near  to  the  office  that  one  of  the  immedi* 
ale  officers  could  exercise  great  supervision  over  them,  per- 
mission was  given. 
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The  engineer  offered  permission  to  Mr.  Pollock  to  blast 
out  the  rock  during  the  winter,  and  he  gave  the  h'ke  per- 
mission in  several  other  cases.  Mr.  Pollock  having  failed 
in  obtaining  the  desired  permission,  determined  to  take  his 
own  course,  and  proceed  with  the  work  on  and  after  De- 
cember. He  did  so  only  on  fair  days,  and  in  the  sunny 
portion  of  those  days.  No  brick  was  put  in  that  was  dis- 
covered to  be  touched  with  the  frost.  The  work  was  done 
carefully,  by  skillful  men,  was  covered  over  without  delay, 
as  it  progressed,  was  done  under  the  immediate  supervision 
of  the  Inspector,  (Mr.  O'Connor.) 

The  work  was  completed  on  January  6th,  thirteen  days 
after  the  time  allowed  by  the  contract.  It  could  have  been 
done  within  the  time,  but  not  with  the  care  that  was  ob- 
served and  was  deemed  necessary,  the  weather  was  such  as 
rendered  it  dangerous  to  perform  the  work  otherwise  than 
in  the  manner  and  with  the  care  above-mentioned,  the  de- 
lay of  the  thirteen  days  was  occasioned. 

Mr.  O'Connor  made  a  return  of  the  work  to  the   engi- 
neer.    On  the  completion  of  the  work,  Mr.  Pollock  ap- 
plied to  Mr.  Craven  to  accept  the  work  ;  he    refused  to  do 
80  because  the  two  hundred  and  sixty  feet  was  built  after 
the  1st  of  December;  considering  that  it  was  not  good  hy- 
draulic masonry,  and  alleging  that  the  contract  was  violated 
by  doing  the  work  after  that  day.     Mr.  Craven,  on  the 
application  of  Mr.  Pollock,  agreed  to  examine  the  work, 
for  this  purpose  a  part  of  the  sewer  was  uncovered,  and 
two  holes  made  in  it,  one  in  liie  part  which  was  built  be- 
fore the  1st  of  December,  and  the  oilier  in  the  part  which 
was  built  afterward.     This  was  in  the  month  of  March. 
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Tlie  sewcr  rcmaiDed  lliirs  iiocDvcred,  and  the  holes  opened, 
the  work  ihua  niucli  exposed  to  the  weniher,  allernaiely 
freezing  nnd  thawing  for  from  fourteen  lo  sixteen  days,  ibc 
water  pouring  in  so  that  it  had  lo  be  bailed  oiil,  Mr.  Crarco 
being  nnable  lo  visit  it  iiniil  some  lime  in  the  month  of 
April.  He  then, in  company  with  ihe  Inspcciorof  Sewer? 
(Samuel  R.  Smith,)  visil,  and  einmincd  the  work  at  the 
hole  in  the  part  put  up  after  December  1st.  Tiie  work 
was  afterward,  as  hereinafter  meotioQed,  esatniDcd  by 
James  Harriott  and  Joseph  Tucker,  both  experienced 
masons,  of  known  eminence  in  their  profe 
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The  several  descriptions  given  by  Mr.  Craven,  and 
several  other  persons  next  mentioned,  who  were  examined 
ort  oaih,  of  llio  character  and  condition  of  iho  work,  ate 
severally  ns  follows:  Mr.  Craven  says,  there  wob  not  o 
joint  set  in  ilin  piirt  of  llie  work  which  he  examined,  that 
on  knocking  out  the  key-stone  of  the  arch,  and  Bepamtinf 
the  bricks  next  to  it,  they  came  apart  with  perfect  ease,  the 
mortar  falling  from  the  sides  as  they  were  laken  up;  he 
did  not  examine  any  more. 

Mr.  Samuel  R.  Smith,  the  Inspector  of  Sewers,  say>: 
he  took  two  or  three  bricks  out  of  the  top  of  the  sewer 
with  a  crowbar  ;  that  after  he  got  the  key  [bricks  oat  he 
bad  to  separate  the  other  bricks  with  a  crowbar  !  the  brick 
let  go  off  the  mortar  clean,  not  a  great  deal  adhered  ,  it 
was  uery  little ;  the  mortar  was  considerably  hard ;  the 
mortar  did  not  adhere  to  the  brick ;  that,  at  cerlaio  season 
when  brick  and  mortar  are  put  together,  the  mortar  will 
set,  but  will  not  adhere  lo  the  brick  ;  that  the  appearance 
of  the  work  was  very  good;  the  quality  of  the  mortar 
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g^ood ;  not  so  hard  as  it  should  have  been  at  the  time,  but 
fair  mortar ;  that  the  brick  was  good  ;  that  the  cement  was 
not  80  hard  as  it  should  have  been. 

Mr.  O'Connor  says  :  the  work  was  good  ;  in  his  opinion 
first  rate  ;  the  material  was  as  good  as  he  ever  saw ;  as 
good  as  the  specification  called  for;  the  brick,  mortar  and 
sand  ;  that  the  operatives  were  the  best  he  ever  saw  on  a 
similar  occasion  ;  that  as  to  the  workmanship  it  is  rare  to 
find  it  as  good .  * 

Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  surveyor,  says,  he  thought  the 
work,  as  to  material  and  workmanship,  good. 

Mr.  Harriot  says,  that  he  and  Mr.  Tucker  examined 
the  work  in  April ;  that  they  examined  the  brick  and  mor- 
tar ;  that  they  got  a  m;in  with  a  crow-bar  to  take  out  some 
of  the  bricks ;  that  the  work  appeared  to  be  well  put  to- 
gether ;  the  mortar  appeared  to  be  set  and  adhered  to  the 
bricks  ;  that  the  man  took  the  crow-bar  to  get  the  bricks 
out,  and  he  broke  the  brick  before  the  cement  would  let 
go;  that  the  work  was  well  and  skillfully  done,  and  with 
good  materials ;  that  if  the  mortar  was  soft,  the  brick 
could  be  got  out  with  a  trowel  ;  that  the  cement  was  set 
bard.  Mr.  Tucker  confirmed  the  statement  of  Mr.  Har- 
riot, and 

Mr.  Pollock  says  that  the  workmanship  and  materials 
were  of  good  quality,  and  the  sewer,  as  to  these,  was  built 
in  conformity  with  the  contract ;  that  he  did  not  allow  the 
men  to  work  but  when  the  work  could  be  well  done  ; 
that  the  cement  and  the  mortar  was  well  set.  Mr.  Pollock 
finding  that  the  Engineer  would  not  accept  the  work,  on 
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tbe  4lli  of  Fi-lininry  last,  a|ijjlic(],  by  petition  presented  to 
tllc  Bonn]  of  AlJermpn,  lo  the  Common  Council  for  relief; 
the  pi-'iiiion  ill  thnt  Boiird  was  reieiTcd  to  the  Commitl^v 
on  Sewers,  consisting  of  Aldermen  Barr,  Dcninan  and  / 
vonl.  Thi!  Coitimitlcc  on  Scwcts  iisuiilly  met  at  the  I 
gineer's  office,  on  every  TuogJny,  at  ii  o'clock,  p.  m.  Thu 
is  well  known  la  the  officers  of  the  Aqueduct  Depnrtir 
Previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Cotnniiltcr,  Mr.  DeninsD 
saw  Mr.  Denn  nnd  Mr.  Craven,  and  asked  them  why  I 
work  Ivas  not  accepted.  Mr.  Deninnn  testified,  on  oiil 
that  tlicy  scvefnlly  assigned  as  a  reason,  that  Mr.  PolIooK-^l 
had  disobeyed  the  orders  of  the  Department.  Mr.  Dean 
says,  on  oath,  thai  ho  assigned  as  o  reason  that  the  sewer 
was  built  cuntinry  (o  the  conlraci,  or  in  viol.ilioD  uf  it,  but 
denies  that  he  said  it  was  for  disobedience  of  orders ;  the 
reason  given  was,  it  was  a  violation  of  couiract,  aod  n 
disobedience  of  orders,  is  the  same  thing.  In  this  cn»e  it 
was  that  as  well  as  a  disregard  of  the  special  notice  to  slop 
work.  Mr.  Craven  denies,  on  oath,  that  he  assigned  as  a 
reason  that  Lis  orders  had  been  disobeyed. 

The  Committee  had  a  meeting  at  the  Engineer's  office 
on  February  13lh,  at  the  usual  hour,  Messrs.  Barr  aod 
Denman  only  being  present.  Mr.  Dodge,  the  Contract 
Clerk  in  the  oflice,  as  usual,  attended,  took  minutes  of  the 
testimony,  received  instrnctions  as  to  drawing  the  report, 
and  prepared  it  accordingly.  At  the  meeting,  the  only 
witnesses  esnmined  were  the  Inspector,  (Mr.  O^Coonor,) 
the  Snrveyor,  (Mr.  £.  Smith,)  both  ofBcers  of  the  Aqueduct 
Department,  under  the  contract  for  building  the  sewer,  aod 
the  Street  Commissioner.  The  meeting^  was  an  open  one, 
and  besides  those  who  were  examined,  there  were  present 
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S.  R.  Smith ;  the  Inspector  of  Sewers,  Mr.  Vidal,  a  City 
Surveyor,  who,  as  surveyor,  is  often  employed  by  the  De- 
partment ;  Mr.  Dodge,  the  Contract  Clerk  of  the  Depart- 
ment; the  messenger,  and  Mr.  Pollock.  The  Bureau  of  ihe 
Engineer  consists  of  the  outer  office,  where  the  clerks  are, 
and  to  which  persons  on  business  resort,  and  an  inner  office, 
divided  from  the  other  by  a  partition,  a  door  opening  direct 
from  the  outer  office  to  it.  Nearly  opposite  to  the  door  is 
the  desk  at  which  Mr.  Craven  usually  sits,  and  on  one  side 
of  the  inner  office  is  a  closet,  in  which  are  the  reading 
books  of  Mr.  Craven.  The  outer  office  is  the  usual  place 
of  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Sewers.  The  door 
of  the  inner  office  was  partly  open  during  the  meeting. 

On  the  assembling  of  the  Committee,  Mr.  Denman  in- 
quired for  Mr.  Dean  and   Mr.  Craven,  and  was  informed 
that  neither  of  them  were  in  the  building.   The  messenger 
was  then  sent  to  look  for  Mr.  Craven,  and  returned,  as  he 
said,  unabje    to   find    him.     The   question    whether  they 
should   proceed   without  Mr.  Dean  and   Mr.  Craven  was 
then  considered,  and  the  Committee,  deeming  that  from 
the  other   witnesses   all    necessary   information    could  be 
obtained,  determined  to  proceed  ;  and  they  thereupon  ex- 
amined the  witnesses  above-mentioned.     After  the  exam- 
ination they,  the  Committee,  came  to  the  decision  which 
they  adopted,  and  directed   the  Contract  Clerk  to  prepare 
their  report,  which  he  accordingly  did.     The  examination 
occupied  about  three-quarters  of  an  hour.     Neither  Mr. 
Craven  nor  Mr.  Dean  was  specially  notified  to  attend  the 
meeting.     The  general  knowledge  which  they  had  of  the 
usual    place,  usual   day  of  the  week,  and   usual  hour  of 
meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Sewersu  was  deemed  enough 


to  lender  tnch  special  notice  iinncccasary.  Mr.  Craven 
letlified  that  he  hntl  no  knowledge  or  infonnatioQ,  directly 
or  iodireetly,  thai  llio  Conimiliec  were  silling  on.tlie  sub- 
JMti  that,  at  a  general  rule,  lie  tried  to  be  in  hit  inner 
office  at  thetimt;  the  Commiticc  on  Sewers  met;  that  when 
he  first  entered  lh«  office  he  made  it  a  puinl  lo  be  there  at 
the  regular  time  of  meeting;  bin  6nding  thai  in  lltree 
CBiBf  out  of  fouf  he  might  wail  n  whole  nfienioon  without 
■eeioganyof  ikcm,  lie  got  a  little  motccarclivis;  tlmtnccord- 
iof  to  hli  ioformnlion  he  wiis  silting  in  his  inner  oJTice,  with 
the  door  ihtil,  at  thi^  time  ihia  invesiigaiion  was  going  on  ; 
that  he  came  otii  of  the  oflice  while  the  ComniiiiDe  were 
■itting,  whether  this  question  was  under  consideration  he 
caoaot  sa; ;  anil  the  Committee  asked  him  a  question 
about  the  basin  in  some  other  place,  whether  he  thought 
it  neceanry. 

That  he  then  inquired  of  the  Cnmmiltee  whL'ther  they 
had  anything  further  to  ask  ;  that'if  they  had  any  question 
to  ask,  he  was  perfectly  willing  to  remain  ;  that  they  .air- 
swered,  "  no,  sir,  we  don't  want  to  ask  you  any  more  qnet- 
tions  this  afternoon."  The  Contract  Clerk,  Mr.  Dodgej 
Bays  he  recoUecis  that  Mr.  Craven  came  into  the  room 
where  the  Committee  was  after  the  investigation,  and  be- 
fore  the  Committee  adjourned  ;  that  he  came  from  the 
inner  office;  that  the  conversation  had  no  reference  to  the 
Tenth  avenue  sewer. 

Mr,  O'Conner  says  he  was  under  the  impression  that 
Mr.  Craven  was  present  before  or  afVer  the  invesiigalioiii 
but  not  at  the  investigation. 

In  opposition,  Mr,  Denman,  Mr.  Barr,  £.  Smith,  S.  R. 
Smith,  Mr.  Pollock,  and  Mr.  Vidat,  say  that  Mr.  Craven 
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was  not  at  the  meeting,  and  Mr.  Pollock  testifies  that  Mr. 
Vidal  looked  into  the  inner  office  at  the  door,  for- Mr. 
Craven,  and  said, on  so  doing,  that  Mr.  Craven  was  not 
there;  herein  Mr.  Pollock  is  in  part  confirmed  by  Mr. 
Vidal.  Previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  Mr. 
Denman  saw  both  Mr.  Dean  and  Mr.  Craven,  and  asked 
them  why  the  work  was  not  accepted ;  Mr.  Denman  tes- 
tified that  they  both  assigned  as  a  reason,  that  Mr.  Pollock 
bad  disobeyed  the  orders  of  the  Department ;  and  on  a 
subsequent  occasion,  when  again  asked  by  Mr.  Denman, 
Mr.  Craven  again  assigned  the  same  reason.  This  is 
denied  by  Mr.  Craven,  and  Mr.  Dean  denied  that  he  said 
80,  unless  coupled  with  the  remark  that  the  Department 
had  been  driven  to  the  necessity  of  adopting  stringent  rules 
governing  the  work,  and  felt  the  necessity  of  carrying  them 
out. 

The  report  prepared  by  Mr.  Dodge,  the  Contract  Clerk, 
was  signed  by  the  Committee,  and  presented  to  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  on  February  13ih  instant  ;  it  in  effect  states 
that  by  the  terms  of  the  contract,  Mr.  Pollock  was  required 
to  suspend  the  mason  work  on  December  1st,  and  not  re- 
sume it  again   until  March  or   April,  as  the   Department 
should  designate ;  that  he   was  the  contractor  for  grading 
the  avenue  on  the  line  of  the  sewer,  and  required  to  com- 
plete that  contract  in  a    given    period  of  time ;  that  delay 
in  building  the  sewer  would  affect   tlie    observance  of  the 
contract  for  grading  ;  that,  failing  to  obtain  permission  to 
proceed   w^ith  the    mason  work,  after   December  1st,  he 
selected  such  days  as  were  favorable  for  mason  work,  pro- 
gressed with  and   finished  the  sewer ;  that  the  proper  care 
was  taken,  and  except  doing  the  work  within  the  prohibit- 
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ed  period)  he  bad  complied  with  the  siipuIalioDS  of  the 
contract ;  it  recommendi  that  the  prayer  of  the  petition  be 
granted,  and  the  Department  be  instructed  accordingly. 

The  recommendation  was  unanimously  adopted,  and 
was  passed  also  by  the  Board  of  Assistants,  and  was  sett 
to  the  Mayor  for  concurrence.  On  the  8th  of  March  last, 
the  Mayor  returned  the  report  and  resolution  with  objec- 
tions, because,  in  his  judgment,  the  work  was  properly  re- 
fused ;  that  the  Common  Council  had  not  power  to  control 
their  judgment,  or  compel  the  Aqueduct  to  accept  the 
work ;  that  the  construction  of  sewers  was  placed  under 
their  sole  supervision,^nd  that  any  interference  would  be 
arbitrary  and  oppressive,  and  would  form  a  precedent. 
On  April  19,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  passed  the  resolution, 
notwithstanding  the  veto,  directing  the  Croton  Aqueduct 
to  receive  the  work,  and  to  return  the  assessment  list  to 
the  assessors,  and  it  was  thereupon  afterward  passed  by 
the  Board  of  Assistants.  After  the  passage,  the  Depart- 
ment annexed  a  copy  of  the  resolution  to  the  assessment 
list  and  sent  them  to  the  assessors.  No  complaint  against 
the  Committee  or  its  report,  and  no  remonstrance  against 
the  passage  of  the  resolution  has  been  made  to  the  Cro- 
ton Aqueduct  Board,  or  any  of  its  officers,  to  the  Common 
Council.  It  is  alleged  by  Mr.  Craven,  that  it  is  imprac- 
ticable to  build  good  hydraulic  masonry  in  winter 
weather. 

This  is  denied.  It  is  admitted  that  it  is  dangerous  to  do 
so  in  such  weather  ;  that  frost  will  injure  green  hydraulic 
masonry,  and  that  it  should  not  be  built  in  winter  time, 
except  in  cases  of  emergency,  and  then  with  great  care. 
But,  it  is  alleged,  that  with  great  care,  and  under  favorable

J.  W.  Lz-Kts,  examined  for  (U/ence — I  Bin,  sinco  183S, 
engaged  as  Civil  Engineer  nnU  Architect;  I  liavc  lind 
coMiderabte  experience  in  hydrntilic  mnsonry  ;  il  i;  ea- 
tirely  inadinissable  ;  no  sensible  man  woiilil  think  of  iloiflg 
such  a  thing,  if  he  Intends  to  do  liis  work  well  (to  do  such 
work  in  frosty  weather) ;  the  best  season  of  the  yenr  to  lay 
stich  work,  ihnt  I  have  known,  is  the  first  of  November,  to 
make  good  work.  !  have  noticed  the  constrirction  of  sew- 
ers in  ihis  city  ;  sewers  hein^  ronslriicied  of  hrick,  it  is  of 
the  first'! mportance  that  the  cement  should  be  of  the  best 
quality,  and  used  by  experienced  workmen-  Cement  cao- 
not  be  used  in  frosty  weather  without  impairing  the  solid- 
ity  of  the  work.  I  never  had  any  thing  to  do  with  building 
a  sewer  myself,  but  1  have  been,  engaged  upon  works 
which  are  analogous.  The  pressure  of  the  fluid,  which 
sewers  contain,  requires  great  strength  ;  when  ihey  are 
full  the  form  of  the  sewer  is  maintained  by  the  pressure  of 
the  earth.  The  effect  of  the  uniformity  of  a  &ewer,  is, 
that  if  the  cement  came  out,  the  form  would  be  disturbed 
by  the  pressure  of  the  fluid  il  contained  ;  if  the  bed  of  the 
sewer  is  disturbed,  and  the  masonry  broken  up,  the  jugged 
surfaces  form  receptacles  for  the  accumulation  of  filth  ;  the 
filth  may  gradually  accumulate  to  prevent  the  flow  of  the 
fluid.  ' 
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Statement^  by  Mr.  Craven — A  sewer,  by  W.  A.  Cum- 
ming,  ID  Forty-ninth  street — I  omitted  to  mention  at  the 
last  meeting — was  one  of  the  sewers  that  went  on  last  win- 
ter; on  Ist  of  December. 

William  G.  Rowland — I  was  inspector  on  the  sewer  in 
Thirty-seventh  street,  between  Sixth  and  Seventh  avenues ; 
some  of  the  work  was  built  after  the  1st  of  December — one 
hundred  and  forty  feet ;  (I  noted  that  when  I  made  my  re- 
turn.) It  was  ordered  to  be  taken  up  and  rebuilt ;  when 
we  got  the  crown  brick  out  of  the  sewer  the  sewer  fell 
down.  I  had  nothing  to  do  with  mixing  the  mortar.  I 
could  pull  all  the  bricks  apart  with  my  fingers.  The  forty 
feet  left  was  not  as  bad  as  the  rest.  I  don't  think  the  other 
part  of  the  sewer  would  have  fallen  down  if  I  had  taken 
the  crown  brick  out.  It  was  put  up  about  the  24th  of  De- 
cember, and  taken  down  in  spring.  When  I  got  to  the 
end  of  the  forty  feet  I  found  no  difficulty  in  getting  the 
brick  out;  where  the  toothing  was,  was  good  work. 

Smith — I  am  employed  in  repairing  and  cleaning  sew- 
ers ;  I  examined  the  sewer  in  the  Tenth  avenue ;  I  found 
a  hole   in  the  top  of  the  sewer;  I  don't  know  who  made 
it;  I  suppose  the  hole  was  made,  I  thought,  by  Mr.  Pollock, 
because   I  saw   some  of  his   laboring  men  were  standing 
there ;  I   saw   Mr.  John   Pollock    there ;  I    lifted  two  or 
three  bricks  out  of  the  top  ;  I  done  it  with  a  crow-bar ;  I 
had  to  separate  them  all  with  a  crow-bar;  the  brick  let  go 
of  the  mortar  clean  ;  there  was  no  adhesion  of  the  mortar 
to  the  bricks  ;  there  was  so  little  mortar  that  it  would  not 
have  to  be  cleaned  off  if  the  bricks  were  wanted  for  use 
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again  ;  the  mortar  was  considerably  bard ;  it  did  not  adhere 
to  the  brick  ;  if  the  brick  be  dry  the  mortar  will  not  ad- 
here ;  I  have  been  Inspector  General  three  years  this  fall ; 
for  two  ypars  the  clause  to  prevent  the  building  of  sewers, 
without  permission,  has  been  in  existence ;  I  never  heard 
of  its  being  introduced  previous  to  that ;  there  might  have 
been  fifty  miles  of  sewers  built  before  that  time ;  I  mean 
that  it  was  customary  to  build  sewers  in  winter  as  well  as 
in  summer.  The  sewer  in  Tenth  street,  two  thousand  one 
hundred  and  sixty-six  feet  long,  was  all  built  in  winter. 
I. suppose  the  hole  in  the  Tenth  avenue  sewer  had  been 
open  some  days,  from  the  appearance  of  the  ground ;  I  think 
it  was  in  the  month  of  April  I  made  the  examination ;  I 
could  not  state  as  to  the  weather ;  we  found  a  good  deal 
of  mud  going  up  there  ;  I  could  not  say  how  long  it  (the 
sewer)  was  done,  but,  in  my  judgment,  not  over  three 
months  ;  the  appearance  of  the  work  was  very  good ;  I 
think  it  was  rock  excavation;  the  crown  of  the  sewer  was 
a  little  over  ray  head  from  the  surface  of  the  street;  I 
think  it  was  not  as  cold  in  the  depth  of  the  trench  as  on 
the  surface  of  the  earth  ;  it  is  the  custom,  in  the  winter 
season,  to  cover  the  ground  over  the.sewer  with  earth  as 
soon  as  the  work  is  done ;  I  don't  know  that  it  was  done  in 
this  case ;  all  that  part  of  the  work  covered  would  not  be 
injured  by  the  frost ;  I  think  there  was  not  much  passing 
on  that  avenue  at  that  time ;  I  do  not  know  what  the 
condition  of  the  avenue  was  previous  to  the  work;  I  did  not 
know  (hat  there  was  a  contract  outstanding  at  that  time 
for  grading  the  Tenth  avenue;  I  thought  the  mortar  was 
good  ;  not  so  hard  as  it  should  have  been  in  the  time,  but 
fair  mortar  ;  the  bricks  were  good  ;  the  form  of  the  sewer 
I  don't  know ;  I  did  not  go   into   the  sewer ;  I  mean  by

fair  mortar,  not  the  best  nor  the  worst ;  the  cemcDt  might 
not  have  been  good  ;  the  cement  was  not  as  hard  as  it 
should  have  been. 

The  majority  of  the  old  sewers,  that  have  or  do  fail 
for  want  of  good  mortar,  (sewers  fail  seldom  in  the  bot- 
tom, mostly  in  the  top,)  the  sewer  in  Delancey  street, 
near  Sheriff  street,  is  in  a  very  dangerous  condition  ;  the 
Eighth  street  sewer  failed  for  want  of  good  moriar;  De- 
lancey street  from  the  same  cause ;  there  are  sewers  built 
with  lime,  are  as  hard  as  cement  mortar. 

A  sewer  in  Thirty-seventh  street  failed,  between  Madison 
and  Fifth  avenue.  Tne  contractor  came  to  the  office  for 
me  to  examine  the  sewer ;  when  I  got  there  I  found  the 
crown  in  the  bottom^  (it  had  fallen  down,)  I  believe  the 
cause  was  for  want  of  a  proper  amount  of  cement.  I 
don't  think  there  is  any  difference,  whether  the  work  is 
made  by  lime  or  cement  mortar,  if  it  is  good ;  I  don't 
think  there  was  any  danger  of  its  falling,  from  what  I  saw 
of  it. 

The  sewer  in  Thirty-seventh  street  was  built  in  the  fall 
of  the  year;  the  work,  improperly  done,  was  not  accepted 
by  Mr.  Craven, 

N.  Dean: — I  was  never  summoned  before  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Tenth  avenue  sewer ;  I  was  consulted  since, 
officially;  sometime  before  the  Committee  met,  on  the 
the  subject.  Alderman  Denman,  being  in  my  office,  asked 
what  was  the  difficulty  in  regard  to  it ;  to  which  I  replied, 
in  substance,  that  it  was  built  contrary  to  a  specific  clause 
in  the  contract,  and  could  not  be  accepted.     Up  to  that 
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time,  and  even  subsequently)  I  was  not  aware  thai  Mr. 
James  Pollock  was  the  contractor ;  I  did  not  know,  at  the 
time  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  held;  the  first 
notice  I  had,  was  reading  the  proceedings  of  the  Common 
Council,  (the  building  open  at  the  bottom.)  This  error 
has  caused  the  rebuilding  of  the  sewer  in  Oliver  street — 
in  my  enumeration  of  sewers  rebuilt — in  Seventh  street, 
from  Avenue  B  to  C,  it  is  entirely  deficient  in  capacity. 
The  sewer  in  Twelfth  street,  from  Second  to  Fourth  ave- 
nue, must  also  be  rebuilt  for  deficiency  in'^size  ;  other 
very  grave  errors,  among  which,  a  deficiency  of  man 
holes  through  which  to  cleanse  the  sewers,  has  al- 
ready cost  the  treasury  some  thousands  of  dollars; 
the  expenditure  this  year  is  two  thousand  dollars ; 
the  effect  of  interference  with  executive  duty — Early  in 
the  spring  of  1851,  the  Department  contracted  with  a  Mr. 
Brady,  he  being  the  lowest  bidder — in  whom,  at  the  time, 
the  Department  had  not  the  slightest  confidence — to  build 
a  sewer  in  Eighth  street,  which  sewer,  by  the  terms  of  his 
contract,  was  to  have  been  finished  early  in  August  follow- 
ing. Most  of  the  time,  between  awarding  the  contract 
and  when  the  sewer  was  to  be  completed,  was  devoted, 
by  the  Department,  to  a  vain  endeavor  to  get  the  con- 
tractor to  execute  his  bonds.  Seeing  that  there  was  no 
possibility  of  his  getting  through  the  work  in  any  reason- 
able time,  and  it  being  a  case  of  all  others,  it  was  most  de- 
sirable to  have  done,  I  addressed  a  communication  to  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  September  1,  1851,  asking  them  to  em- 
power  tlie  Department  to  take  the  work  out  of  his  hands, 
and  relet  the  contract.  To  this  communication,  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  responded  by  extending  the  contractor's  time 
to  ilie  1st  day  of  the  following  November ;  and  here  was 
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established  the  precedent  by  which  contractors  could  avoid 
their  liability,  by  an  appeal,  over  the  heads  of  the  Depart- 
ment, to  the  Common  Council.  That  sewer  is  not  yet 
complete ;  the  Island  of  New  York,  west  of  Eighth  avenue, 
and  oorth  of  Twenty-eighth  street,  is  not  supplied  with 
Croton  water ;  to  remedy  that  difficulty,  the  Department 
contracted  for  a  line  of  twenty  inch  water  pipes,  to  lay 
from  the  Distributing  Reservoir  through  Thirty-eighth  street 
to  the  Eighth  avenue ;  these  pipes  were  laid  in  1851,  have 
been  proved  and  paid  for,  at  an  expense  of  nearly  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  and  are  yet  unused,  and  cannot  be  put 
down  until  the  sewer  is  built.  The  district  of  the  city 
referred  to  is  without  any  adequate  supply  of  water,  which 
exposes  them  to  the  dangers  of  a  fire. 

Similar  cases  of  extension  of  time  by  the  Common  Coun- 
cil, have  taken  place,  andj  I  beheve,  to  the  injury 
of  the  public  interest.  I  was  never  asked  for  exten- 
tension  of  lime  ;  in  one  case  the  contractor  called  on  me, 
and  asked  me  if  I  would  oppose  his  application  for  exten- 
sion of  time;  I  told  him  I  would  not;  it  was  sewer  in 
Thirty-first  street. 

By  Mr.  Craven — The  difference  on  the  contract  by  J. 
Smith,  was  sixteen  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents  lower  than 
John  Casey's;  by  the  extension  of  lime,  it  made  the  con 
tract  twenty-three  dollars  and  thirty-five  cents  more  than 
Casey's  bid. 

Mr.  Dean — I  have  no  doubt  that  the  power  of  the  De- 
partment to  enforce  the  contracts  has  been  very  much 
crippled  by  the  interference  of  the  Common  Council ;  but 
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by  an  ordinance  passed  by  the  Common  Council,  and  ap- 
proved 20th  March,  1852,  a  power  is  granted  to  tbe  De-      |  ^ 
parlmenCa  of  the  ciiy  government,  which  it  is  hoped  here- 
after may  enable  them  to  protect  the  public  iotereit. 

Adjourned  to  Thursday  24th,  4  o'clock. 

Mr.  Smith  gave  his  certificate  of  the  sewer  in  Thirty- 
first  street,  on  the  30th  July.

Committee  on  charges  of  Mr.  Cratkit — Present:  Alder — 
men  Tiemanm  and  Sturtevant. 

N.  Dean,  examined. — We  have  made  satisfactory  pr 
gress  in  counteracting  the  difficuliies  we  had  with  the  De 
partinent.     1  think  the  Inspectors  on  Sewers  are  of  no  u 


whatever.     The  appoinhnents  are  made  with  reference  t 
their  political  services,  wiihont  reference  to  their  fitness 
tailors  and  shoemakers.     This  was  amended  by   the 
partmcnt,  and  those  appointtncnfs  conferred  upon  practi 
masons;  nor,  so  far  as  I  know  or  believe,  were  a  man 
politics  inquired  inio  hy  the  Deportment — never  by  m 
The  effect  of  the  action  of  the  Common  Council  in  inte 
fering  with  the  contractors  is  bad — they  are  no  longer 
fied  with  the  decisions.    Mr.  Craven  has   participated  m^ 
bringing    about   these  results  in   the  arrangement  of  orvr 
sewerf.      Every  thing  relating  to  the  construction  of  sewe  rs    | 
has  been  placed,  by  the  Board,  in  the  hands  of  the  Chic?^ 
Engineer,  and  Mr.  Henderson,   Chief  of  tiic    Bureau   ^^ 
Sewers  draining;  every  question  arising,  requiring  careful 
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consideration,  has  been  used  for  the  action  of  the  Board. 
Mr.  De  Forest  has  settled  all  the  matters  in  connection 
with  water  rents — licensing  of  plumbers,  &c.  I  attend  to 
the  finances  and  correspondence,  and  all  the  details  of  lay- 
ing water  pipes. 

Cross-examined, — There  is  not  a  regular  day  and  hour 
for  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Sewers  within  my  knowl- 
edge.    They  meet  in  the  Bureau   of  Sewers  and   Drains, 
occupied  by  Mr.  Craven,  Chief  Engineer — the  outer  office 
by  the  contract  clerk  of  Sewers  and  Drains,  in  which  I  un- 
derstand the  Committee  meet.     I  have  never  attended  the 
meetings  of  the  Committee  on  Sewers.   I  have  occasionally 
been  in,  but  on  other  matters  or  business.  This  is  not  to  be 
considered  a  breach  of  comity  on  the  part  of  the  Committee 
that  I  am  not  invited,  as  it  is  generally  known  that  I  de- 
cline all  interference  with  city  legislation.     I  am  in  the 
office  from  eight  in  the  morning  until  four  in  the  afternoon, 
with  the  exception  of  from  half  past  one  until  two  o'clock, 
when  I  go  to  get  something  to  eat.     I  have  no  knowledge 
€f  the  Tenth  avenue  sewer,  of  my  own.  I  have  no  knowl- 
edge of  the  stale  of  the  avenues  last  year  in  regfard  to  their 
being  passable.     I  believe  the  Third  avenue  was  in  a  very 
bad  state — Sixth  avenue  in  the  course  of  being  graded — the 
Seventh  was  passable  to  the  intersection  of  Broadway — the 
upper  part  of  the  Ninth  avenue,  also  blocked  up.     I  never 
knew  who  was  the  contractor  or  surveyor  on  the  Twentieth 
ilreet  sewer,  between  Fifth  and  Sixth  avenues.     It  was 
built  by  the  Sewer  Department,  before  our  lime — before 
the  Croton    Department   was  established.     The  sewer  in 
Second  avenue,  between  Twenty-third  and  Twenty-fourth 
Hreets,  I  know  only  by  hearsay  who  the  contractor  was — 
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the  records  of  our  office  do  not  furnish  the  facts.  All  the 
original  contracts  remain  in  the  Street  Commissioner's  office, 
except  the  maps  and  diagrams,  of  which  we  have  procured 
and  preserved  all  we  could  find.  I  never  heard  who  was 
the  surveyor  on  that  work.  I  think,  in  the  lower  end  of 
Murray  street,  the  city  paid  the  damages.  1  cannot  say 
fl'om  my  own  knowledge  that  any  damages  were  received 
from  the  city  in  consequence  of  (he  flow  of  the  tide  into 
the  sewers. 

By  Mr.  Smith. — I  know  officially,  by  examination,  that 
the  sewer  in  Oliver  street,  cost  about  one  thousand  dollars 
to  rebuild.  The  Chief  Engineer  prescribes  the  capacity  of 
the  sewers.  It  has  been  done  by  him  since  the  establish- 
ment of  our  Department.  The  city  surveyors,  I  suppose, 
prescribed  the  capacity  of  sewers  previous  to  the  establish- 
ment of  our  Department.  The  sewers  deficient  were  built 
previous  to  the  establishment  of  our  Department.  I  think 
some  of  the  sewers,  built  since  the  establishment  of  our  De- 
partment, have  proved  to  be  deficient.  The  Street  Com- 
missioner heretofore  prescribed  the  number  of  man-holes 
in  the  sewers ;  the  Chief  Engineer  has  charge  now  of  this 
business.  I  never  heard  any  complaint  as  to  the  deficiency 
in  the  number  of  man-holes.  They  ought  to  be  about  one 
hundred  feet  apart.  The  sewer  between  Second  and  Fourth 
avenues  was  deficient  in  size.  I  know  it  from  Mr.  Smith. 
A  very  grave  error  was  committed  in  the  commence- 
ment, and  continued,  in  making  the  connection  of  sewers  at 
right  angles,  or  nearly  so — that  I  pronounce  an  error.  I 
know  that  this  sewer  was  built  at  right  angles.  By  the 
same  kind  of  information,  and  from  Mr.  Flender,  the  sew- 
er in  Thirty-eighth  street  and  Thirty-sixth  street,  applied 
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Mr.  Dear,  dirtct — There  it  a  clause  in  ilie  contrnct 
\vhrcli  inak<?a  it  le^al  far  iia  lo  npply  fa  the  Common  Coun- 
cil ;  I  rlioiight  fiomo  of  llie  sowers  worild  prove  lo  lie  too 
small,  bcctmso  of  crrotifoiis  legislation,  by  extpndirig  ihe 
draioagr  bntin  nflcr  t)ie  sewer  hai  bfcn  consiriicied.  I 
will  give  one  inslfince  lo  illiistrale  many ;  In  1S49,  the  Do- 
partmenl  built  anewer  in  Fourteenth  streer,  from  the  North 
riTPr  10  the  Sixth  aveniie,  and  calculated  its  size  to  carry 
0(7  nil  the  wnter  that  could  tlow  into  il  from  ihfiL  hatin  ; 
the  basin  wonltl  extend  about  half  the  block  between  Four- 
lepnth  nnd  Fifteenth  street.  The  Common  Council  have 
since  directed  the  consirnction  of  n  sewer  in  Fifieenlh 
flrect,  bringing  that  sewer  down  the  Ninth  avenue  lo  the 
Fonrti*enih  street  wswer ;  doubling  the  drainage  basin  nt 
Fourteenth  street.  The  Fourteenth  street  sewer  was  bnill 
to  receive  all  the  water  from  a  certain  area.  There  was 
nothing  sent  to  the  Common  Conne.il  to  show  the  impro- 
priety of  building  Ihe  sewer  as  il  was  built.  I  have  rep- 
resented to  the  Boards,  in  my  annunl  reports,  that  they  are 
erroneous  in  building  sewers,  in  not  connecting  them  ;  if  a 
sewer  be  ordered  to  be  built  in  Twenty-first  street,  from 
the  bulkhead  at  the  North  river  lo  the  Kighib  avenue, 
they  would  slop  the  sewer  seventy-five  feet  short  of  the 
Eighth  avenue,  running  il  far  enough  to  catch  (ho  tail 
Ints  on  the  Eighth  avenue,  but  wonid  not  run  it  ap 
to  connect  with  the  sewer  in  Twenly-firsI  street  abore. 
The  result  is,  that  a  high  westerly  wind,  blowing  imo  Uw 
month  of  this  sewer,  and  having  no  vent  by  man-hole»— 
or,  in  any  way,  overcomes  the  resistance  by  the  trnpi  sf 
waler-closels,  and  pours  the  fetid  air  into  dwelling*.  I 
have  only  enutiieraied  the  sewers  since  the  Ist  of  July, 
within  my  recollection.   I  believe  Mr.  Pollock  to  be  a  man 
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of  wealth ;  employs  a  large  number  of  inen«  I  do  not 
know  that  any  applicalion  was  made  by  my  Depariment, 
or  by  any  officer  of  it,  againsl  the  application  of  Mr.  Pol- 
lock, in  regard  to  the  Tenth  avenue  sewer.  I  read  the 
publication,  made  by  Mr.  Craven,  in  Cieavelnnd,  Ohio.  I 
bad  knowledge  of  the  intended  publication  before  il  was 
published.  The  draft  of  that  publication  was  submitted  to 
me  before  I  left  the  city,  and  my  opinion  asked  as  to  the 
propriety  of  its  publication.  I  replied  that,  personally,  I 
would  not  publish  it,  that  no  good  could  come  of  it.  Mr. 
Craven  replied  that  his  professional  reputation  was  impli- 
cated, and  he  felt  in  honor  bound  to  do  it.  I  left  the  city 
the  next  morning;  I  never  knew  or  could  discover  any  act 
of  the  Common  Council  or  any  member  of  it,  that  was 
corrupt. 

Assignment  of  contracts,  Thirty-seventh  street  sewer, 
from  Charles  A.  Wheeler  to  A.  A.  Denman,  Twenty-first 
street,  November,  1851. 

A.  F.  Dodge  examined — I  am  sewer  and  contract  clerk 
in  the  Croton  Department,  and  acting  clerk  to  Cominitiee 
on  Sewers;  both  Boards;  my  office  is  in  the  place  where 
the  Committee  on  Se\*ers  meet.  Aldermen  Barr  and 
Denman  were  present  during  the  meeting  on  ilic  Tenth 
avenue  sewer ;  I  don't  recollect  the  date  ;  they  met  about 
two  o'clock;  they  were  occupied  ahont  half  an  hour;  Mr. 
Pollock  was  present,  and  O'Conner,  the  Inspector,  were  the 
only  persons  present  at  the  time  of  the  coiinnencement  of 
the  investigation  ;  Edwin  Smith,  the  Surveyor,  came  in  ; 
he  was  sent  for ;  the  Street  Commissioner  was  sent  for ;  the 
testimony  of  Mr.  O'Connor  was  taken  ;  queslions  were 
asked  Mr.  Pollock  and  Mr  E.  Smith;  none  of  the  mem- 
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bers  of  the  Department  were  present  at  that  time  ;. there 
was  no  request  made  by  the  members  of  the  Department 
to  be  present ;  the  Cqmmittee  did  not  request  any  of  the 
members  of  the  Department  to  attend  ;  there  was  not  any 
effort  made  to  procure  tlie  attendance  of  any  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Deportment,  to  my  recollection.  Mr.  CraTen 
came  into  the  room  after  the  investigation  was  over;  be 
I'-.ame  from  his  office  ;  his  office  has  no  connection  with  the 
stair-case,  except  through  the  outer  office ;  I  have  no  dis- 
tinct recollection  of  the  conversation  tliat  passed  at  the 
time  he  came  in  ;  it  had  no  relation  to  the  Tenth  avenue 
sewer ;  some  words  passed,  but  I  have  no  recollection  as 
to  the  character ;  the  members  oi  the  Committee  proposed 
to  send  for  Mr.  Smith.  Mr.  Smith  came  in  in  a  few 
minutes  after  he  was  sent  for. 

Cross-examined. — E.  Smith  is  not  an  officer  of  the  Cro- 
lon  Aqueduct  Dcparlnieni  ;  he  is  a  ciiy  surveyor ;  he  is 
employed  hy  the  Aqueduct  Department ;  he  was  employed, 
at  the  lime  of  the  meeting,  on  the  Tenih  avenue  sewer; 
he  prepares  plans  and  profiles  of  the  work,  and  furnishes 
the  grade  to  the  inspectors  ;  after  the  completion  of  the 
work,  he  prepares  an  assessment  list,  which  embraces  the 
work  done,  and  the  names  of  the  parties  liable  to  assess- 
ment, with  the  names  of  the  parties.  Mr.  Smith  was  em- 
ployed on  the  Tenth  avenue  sewer  by  the  Department. 
Mr.  O'Connor  was  temporarily  appointed  as  inspector  of 
the  Tenth  avenue  sewer;  a|)poinied  by  the  Department; 
he  was  to  see  that  the  contractor  complied  with  the  specifi- 
cation of  the  work  ;  I  don't  recollect  what  month  it  was  the 
meeting  of  the  Commiitee  was  held  ;  I  think  it  was  in  th»- 
monili  of  February  ;  I  am  sure  it  was  in  the  winter  season 
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K'Vtks  not  more  liiaa  a  week  beTore  ihe  report  waa  pre- 
tttiied  thai  ihe  Commitlee  met ;  I  think  it  whs  on  ihe  13[b 
'  February ;  I  tliink  it  was  the  early  pnrt  of  Febrnary  the 
meeting  was  held  ;  I  do  not  recollect  when  ihe  subjecl  of 
the  Delancey  street  basin  was  acled  upon  ;  the  Conimillee 
ikook  up  the  subject  of  oihcr  sewers  on  liie  day  they  met 
1  the  Tenth  avenue  suwer ;  I  keep  a  book  in  which  I  enter 
le  names  of  all  sewers  which  are  rented,  and  the  time  the 
iFeriiseinenl  runs  out.  I  keep  no  journal  of  the  proceed- 
«  of  ilie  Committee-,  where  the  Committee  direct  a  leport 
Bbe  made,  I  minute  it  on  the  back  of  [he  pa[)er  to  be  re- 
mied  00.  The  Commiuee  examined  Mr.  Smith  and  Mr. 
O'Connor  in  regard  to  the  Tenth  avenue  sewer.  The 
Street  Commissioner  was  sent  for,  but  did  not  come  till  the 
Committee  got  ihrongh  with  the  subject  of  the  Tenth  ave- 
pue,  but  he  was  asked  some  questions  relative  to  ihe  matter; 
{was  present  during  all  the  examination  j  I  think  the  Street 
Commissioner  was  sent  for  lo  get  some  information  in  rela- 
tion to  the  grading  of  the  Tenth  avenue.  Tlie  Committee 
i  other  sewer  business  before  them  ;  they  did  not  ask  the 
Street  Commissioner  about  the  other  sewers ;  they  asked 
llini  about  the  grading  of  the  Tenth  avenue,  Mr.  Pollock 
•ring  a  contract  wiih  the  Street  Department  in  that  part 
f  the  avenue  where  the  sewer  was  to  be  made. 

Mr.  O'CoCJNoR  lesliCed,  ihat  a  selection  of  good  days 
ros  made,  favorable  to  the  laying  of  masonry,  on  Tenth 
Jiveoue  sewer.     I  think  be  said   that  he  thought  llic  work 
Mts  good  ;  said  mithing  different  from  that. 

*lr.  Smith,  testified  lo  the  same  purpose  as  Mr.  O'Con- 
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Mr.  Pollock  wai  asked  Gome  qiipstions:  I  hava  no  S'lS- 
lincl  rccollrction  whnl  lie  staled  ;  ibe  principal  points 
were  embodied  in  llie  report  made  by  ihe  Commiitee. 
The  report  wn«  drnwn  by  me  ;  it  fully  sel  forth  the 
points  dT  lextiinony  taken.  I  believe  that  it  was 
01^  that  day  ihnt  .\fr.  Craven  cnme  from  (he  inner 
office  into  the  office  where  the  Commiitee  were ;  I 
don't  think  it  was  anoiher  doy  ;  I  have  a  disiinct  recol- 
lection of  a  qiicsiion  being  put  to  Mr.  Crnvco,  nlioiit 
a  basin  at  corner  of  Delnncey  and  Chrysiie  streets  ;  I  have 
no  recollection  ibal  any  of  ilio  Commiitee  sen)  for  Mr. 
Craven  ;  I  have  no  recollection  of  any  of  the  ComniiHee 
sending  for  Mr.  Dean  at  that  time;  all  that  I  know  about 
the  Tenih  avenue  sewer  is  from  conversation  ;  I  was  on 
the  ground  onf.e  with  Mr.  Craven  ;  ihe  mason  work  was 
in  progress ;  it  was  after  (he  Ist  of  December ;  I  am  not 
a  judge  of  ihal  kind  of  work  ;  I  sit  qs  Clerk,  by  coiiriesy, 
with  llie  Commillce  ;  I  draw  llie  reports  according  to  the 
direction  of  the  Commiitee  ;  sometimes  ihoy  eitpress  what 
they  want  in  the  report,  al  other  times  they  leave  it  to  my 
judgment.  It  was  a  cold,  blustering  day,  when  we  visited 
the  work  ;  Mr.  Craven  asked  the  workmnn  why  he  did 
not  wet  the  brick  ;  he  replied,  that  the  wjiler  would  freeze; 
there  were  two  sewer  times  extended — Smith,  Thirty-first 
street,  extended  twenty  days ;  Second  avenue,  near  Twen- 
ty-fourth street,  time  extended  twenty  days;  Patrick 
Riley,  contractor. — I  would  be  likely  to  know  if  any  other 
sewer  had  the  time  extended.  The  report  on  Tenth 
avenue  sewer — I  have  no  distinct  recollection  of  its  being 
presented  to  Mr.  Craven  before  it  was  sent  in;  there  was- 
some  conversation  between  us  about  the  report ;  not  before: 
it  was  presented  to  the  Board  ;  I  have  no  distinct  recolleC' 
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tion  what  the  conversalion  was ;  I  presume  I  showed  him 
ibe  report  after  it  was  printed,  when  the  conversation 
occurred  ;  I  don't  remember  whether  the  report  had  passed 
both  or  one  Board  of  the  Common  Council.

Present — Aldermen  Tiemann,  Boyce  and  Brisley. 

Charles  H.  Wheeler,  sworn — I  was  the  contractor  on 
Thirty-seventh  street,  from  Seventh  to  Eighth  avenue;  the 
work  was  commenced  on  the  2d  October,  1851 ;  it  was 
completed  on  the  18th  of  May,  1852 ;  about  sixty  feet 
was  rejected  by  the  Inspector ;  was  taken  up  and  relaid, 
because  it  was  built  after  the  1st  of  December  ;  the  portion 
taken  up  was  completed  about  the  22d  of  May,  between 
the  18th  and  22d  of  May  ;  I  look  the  sewer  up,  I  think, 
about  the  27th  and  2Sth  of  January  ;  put  in  about  eighteen 
feet  of  sewer  ;  about  20th  of  February,  laid  about  twenty- 
five  feet;  laid  some  after  that;  about  the  1st  of  March, 
laid  twenty-five  feet  more  ;  the  expense  of  rebuilding  that 
work  was  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars;  I  have 
had  no  conversation  with  the  officers  of  the  Croton  Depart- 
ment about  getting  back  the  money  for  that ;  I  was  asked 
if  I  would  put  in  a  claim  ;  I  said  it  was  a  matter  I  did  not 
think  much  of;  I  said  that  I  ought  to  be  uaid  for  extra 
work  on  Tenth  avenue  sewer ;  I  had  such  conversation 
with  Mr.  Flender ;  the  conversation  between  me  and  Mr. 
Craven,  was  :  I  went  into  the  office  one  day  ;  Mr.  Craven, 
Mr.  Dodge  and   Mr.  Flender  were  in  conversation ;  Mr. 
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Craven  nid,  ^^  Yea  have  a  claim  on  yonr  tower  ;'*  I  m- 
plied  that  I  came  on  purpose  to  see  about  it.  I  had  re* 
ferred  to  the  takinpf  up  of  the  sewer. 

Cross-examined—I  cannot  say  correctly  whether  thai 
was  all  the  sewer  built  in  the  winter ;  not  being  there 
royeelfi  I  have  always  understood  that  was  all  put  in  to 
the  17th  of  March — built  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet 
after  that  time ;  know  of  nothing  more  being  built  before 
the  17th  of  March ;  I  have  not  put  in  any  claim  for  extra 
work ;  the  condition  of  the  part  of  the  sewer  taken  upi 
was :  there  was  a  drain  cut  from  a  house  which  led  into 

r 

the  sewer,  and  which  turned,  the  water  flowed  in  upon  the 
green  work  of  the  sewer,  (on  the  back  side)  which  caosed 
a  settlement  of  about  six  inches  of  sewer  for  about  ten  feet ; 
the  rest  of  the  work  was  good  ;  (the  person  had  no  permit 
to  make  a  drain  ;)  it  was  done  while  work  was  suspended ; 
that  was  the  only  part  of  the  sewer  not  in  good  condition. 
Mr.  Smith,  the  Inspector-General,  pronounced  the  work 
good  ;  Mr.  Shute  also  pronounced  the  work  good  ;  he  was 
inspector  of  the  sewer  ;  he  was  appointed  by  the  Croton 
Aqueduct  Department. 

Examined — I  am  not  able  to  say  what  kind  of  drain, 
but  I  think  it  was  a  brick  drain  that  was  built  to  the  sewer. 
I  saw  the  portion  next  the  stoop :  I  also  had  the  ground 
dug  up  next  the  sewer  ;  I  have  no  knowledge  except  from 
the  statements  of  the  above-named  persons.  I  was  there 
in  the  afternoon,  when  he  dug  the  work  up — about  half  an 
hour;  they  had  most  of  the  trunk  of  the  sewer  taken  up ; 
it  was  taken  up  when  I  went  there ;  Mr.  Pomeroy  had 
charge  of  taking  up  this  part  of  the  work ;  he  is  a  partner 
of  mine  ;  I  meant  to  make  a  claim  in  case  the  sewer  was 
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ttriii  throusi),  as  was  intended  ;  I  thought  if  others  had

JoLiuB  W.  AoAMS,  examined  : — I  am  engineer,  eugaged 

renty  years  on  public  works  in  New  England  and  this 

;  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with   hydraulic  masonry; 

»  engaged  on  the  Dry  Dock  at  Brooklyn  ;  I  have  never 
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seen  hydraulic  masonry  laid  in  winter ;  the  lateil  I  havo 
ever  known  such  work  to  go  on,  was  on  the  10th  of  No- 
vember— a  peculiar  case,  involving  some  millions  of  profit 
to  the  Erie  Railroadi  so  as  to  enable  the  road  to  be  open  at 
the  fall  instead  of  the  spring  ;  the  parapet  walls  were  laid 
at  that  time,  (would  not  have  laid  it  if  it  caused  injury  to 

• 

any  part  of  the  work  ;)  I  had  charge  of  forty  miles  of  the 
Erie  Railroad  at  that  time ;  I  am  editor  of  the  Mechanics' 
Magazine ;  I  am  a  pupil  of  Major  Whistler ;  I  was  with 
him  on  the  Paterson  road  ;  been  on  public  works  since ; 
the  work  on  the  Erie  road,  spoken  of,  has  stood  well  since; 
the  work  was  done  in  the  middle  of  the  day  $  the  work 
is  in  Susquehanna  county,  Pennsylvania;  I  was  never  en- 
gaged in  building  sewers  in  cities;  have  elsewhere,  none 
so  far  below  ground  as  ten  or  fifteen  feet ;  have  built  them 
as  deep  to  the  bottom  of  the  sewers  ;  the  atmosphere  is 
very  little  different  in  the  bottom  of  the  sewer  from  the 
surface;  it  is  warmer  in  the  streets  of  the  city;  do  not  be- 
lieve a  sewer  can  be  built  ten  feet  below  ground  in  winter, 
without  being  injured  ;  I  should  prohibit  the  building  of 
sewers  in  the  winter  season. 

John  P.  Flender  examined — I  am  Water  Purveyor ;  I 
belong  to  tlie  Croton  Aqueduct  Department;  I  am  con- 
sulted in  regard  to  the  sewers  ;  I  was  never  consulted  in 
relation  to  the  Tenth  Avenue  Sewer. 

Cross-examined — I  am  not  consulted  in  reference  to  the 
construction  of  sewers  ;  I  was  brought  up  as  blacksmith 
and  wheelwright — that  is  my  profession;  I  have  been  con- 
nected with  the  building  of  sewers  for  three  years  ;  I  do 
not  know  whether  there  were   any  drains  made   to  the 
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Tenth  Avenue  Sewer  from  the  houses  ;  I  did  not  visit  the 
fewer  but  three  times. 

Examined — Members  of  the  Sewer  Committee  have 
asked  me  questions  about  sewers  ;  I  have  been  sent  (by 
last  year's  Committee,)  to  examine  where  sewers  have 
been  applied  for. 

(Instructions  to  surveyors  and  inspectors  read  by  Mr. 
Craven,  and  in  evidence.) 

Examined — Mr.  Craven— ihese  instructions  never  re- 
ceived the  sanction  of  the  Common  Council. 

Mr.  Craven's  case  here  closed. 

John  O'Connor  examined — I  am  forty-one  years  of  age  ; 
am  a  practical  mason  twenty-seven  years  past ;  I  have 
been  employed  on  similar  work  (to  sewers,)  but  not  in  this 
city ;  I  am  perfectly  acquainted  with  sewer-work ;  I  was 
inspector  on  the  Tenth  avenue  sewer,  all  through  the 
work  ;  the  Croton  Aqueduct  Board  appointed  me  as  in- 
spector;  Mr.  Craven  signed  it;  I  inspected  the  work  ;  I 
was  at  the  work  during  the  whole  lime,  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  days,  when  I  was  confined  by  rheumatism ;  the 
trench  had  to  be  blasted  out  of  rocks  ;  I  was  appointed  on 
the  11th  August,  1851 ;  the  sewer  was  commenced  previous 
to  that  time ;  there  was  some  mason  work  done ;  about 
ten  hundred  and  fifty  or  thirty  feet  is  the  length  of  s'^wer ; 
the  first  part  of  the  trench  there  was  no  blasting  ;  there 
was  more  than  three-quarters  blasted  ;  the  avenue  was  not 
graded  at  that  time  ;  the  rock  had  to  be  blasted  to  grade 
the  avenue ;  the  blasting  of  the  rock  delayed  the  work  of 
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the  fewer ;  there  was  about  two  hundred  and  aiziy  feet  ef 
the  sewer  to  be  finished  at  the  first  of  December ;  I  meas 
the  brick  work  to  be  done ;  the  engineer  entreated  me  to 
remain  while  the  blasting  was  to  be  done ;  I  canH  tell 
when  the  two  hundred  and  sixty  feet  was  finished  ;  think 
it  was  some  time  in  January ;  I  saw  all  the  work  up  to  iH 
completion  ;  the  work  was  good — in  my  opinion,  fint  rate; 
the  materials  were  as  good  as  I  ever  saw  used  on  limikr 
work — as  good  as  the  specification  called  for ;  the  work- 
men were  the  best  I  ever  saw  on  similar  work  ;  a  very  ran 
Ahing  to  find  them  so  good  ;  I  did  not  give  Mr.  Pollock  a 
certificate  ;  I  gave  what  was  satisfactory  to  the  Chief  Es- 
gineer,  but  not  sworn'to. 

Mr.  Craven  declines  to  produce  the  paper  given  by  Mr. 
O'Connor. 

O'Connor — Tlie  Eighth  avenue  was  passable  as  far  as 
Forty-fourth  or  Forty-fifth  street  at  that  time  ;  the  I*fintb 
avenue  was  impassable  from  Thirty-eighth  to  Forty-sec- 
ond  street;  the  place  was  not  graded,  although  there  was 
a  contract  for  so  doing  ;  there  was  a  passage  from  Forty- 
second  street  to  Tenth  avenue;  I  can't  say  how  far;  I 
know  of  drains  being  made  from  dwellings  to  Tenth  ave- 
nue sewer ;  previous  to  the  drains  being  made,  I  objected 
to  their  doing  so  ;  James  Scapell  and  James  Welch  pro- 
duced their  permits  ;  I  don't  know  when  the  drains  were 
built ;  they  were  fifty  feet  from  the  north-west  corner  of 
Forty-second  street  and  Tenth  avenue  ;  that  was  a  part  of 
the  sewer  built  previous  to  the  1st  December;  there  was 
another  connection  made  at  that  time  with  Forty-second 
street  sewer ;  there  was  a  part  of  the  sewer  opened  for 
the  purpose  of  being  inspected  by  Mr.  Craven;  the  hole 
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remained  open  from  lea  to  fourteen  days  ;  I  was  inspector 
of  (iie  grading,  and  came  down  and  reported  the  hole  as 
dangerous,  but  could  not  see  Mr.  Craven  to  examine  it ; 
during  ihc  time  the  liole  was  open  it  was  freezing  and 
ihawing  at  times ;  a  ^reat  deal  of  the  water  ran  inio  the 
liole,  and  I  had  it  bailed  out  on  several  occasions  ;  I  be- 
lieve that  keeping  open  the  hole  was  injurious  to  the  ce- 
ment in  the  sewer ;  I  can't  say  why  Mr,  Craven  did  not 
come  lo  examine  the  suwer;  I  was  at  the  meeting  of  the 
CommiUee  on  Sewers,  at  the  office  of  the  engineer ;  I  was 
examined  before  the  Commiltee  on  Tenth  Avenue  Sewer;* 
I  Slated,  before  the  Committee,  the  same  as  I  answered 
here  (lo  the  best  of  my  knowledge;)  I  thought  Alderman 
Denman  was  ralher  exact  at  that  lime  ;  he  was  more  exact 
than  Alderman  Barr ;  Edwin  Smith  was  examined  on  that 
occasion;  I  think  the  Street  Commissioner  was  there ;  I 
saw  Mr.  Craven  (here  ;  Mr.  James  Pollock  did  not  know 
Mr,  Craven,  and  I  pointed  him  oiii  to  him;  cannot  lell 
whether  il  was  before  or  after  the  investigation. 

Edwik  Smith,  examined. — 1  am  City  Surveyor  and 
Civil  Engineer;  have  been  engaged  in  the  business  in  this 
city,  since  1831;  I  am  well  acqiiainied  wiih  bulldog 
sewers  in  the  sireeis,  have  had  a  great  deal  of  experience 
m  that  kind  of  work;  am  pariiciilaily  well  acquaioted 
with  hydraulic  masonry;  have  known  sewers  to  b|hbiiilt 
in  the  winter  lime,  and  well  built ;  tlie  scw^nj^li^evelt 
Biiei-t,  from  ihe  bulkhead  to  Chatham  street,  through 
Ctiaihaai  and  Pearl  to  Elm  street,  one  of  the  largest  sewep 
imhocity,  it  was  built  in  1816  and  1847;  it  is  still  in 
good  order,  as  far  as  I  know  ;  portions  of  it  were  built  all 
ibrough  the'winler;  it  was  commenced  in  September;  with 
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proper  care  there  is  do  danger  io  building  sewers  io  wis* 
ter  ;  I  was  surveyor  on  the  Tenth  avenue  sewer  ;  the  paii 
by  James  Pollock  extended  from  Forty-second  street  to  the 
southerly  line  of  Forty-sixth  street ;  I  surveyed  and  gave 
the  grade  of  that  sewer  ;  I  saw  the  work  occasionally;  k 
was  built  in  conformity  with  the  survey  ;  I  noticed  tkf 
character  of  the  work  as  it  progressed ;  I  thought  the 
work  and  materials  were  very  good  ;  the  trench  was  thir- 
teen feet  eight  inches  from  the  surface  of  the  street  to 
the  under  side  of  the  sewer ;  about  the  1st  of  December, 
there  was  about  two  hundred  feet  to  be  built ;  the  trench 
was  about  half  excavated,  for  the  balance  of  the  work; 
the  excavation  on  the  block  to  be  6nis>hedy  would  be  about 
sixteen  feet ;  the  atmosphere  at  the  bottom  of  the  trench 
would  not  be  as  cold  as  on  the  surface,  I  think.  I  waf 
not  there  during  the  month  of  December ;  I  am  well  ac- 
quainted with  that  locality  ;  I  think  that  the  brick  could 
be  dipped  in  water  at  the  bottom  of  the  trench,  and  laid 
without  freezing ;  I  did  not  see  the  sewer  after  it  was 
completed  ;  I  Wtt  appointed  surveyor  by  Nicholas  Dean; 
there  was  a  contract  existing  between  the  Street  Commis- 
sioner and  Pollock  for  grading  that  part  of  the  avenue; 
that  contract  could  not  have  been  performed  until  the 
sewer  was  built  and  finished  ;  the  average  amount  of  rock 
to  be  blasted,  to  bring  the  avenue  to  grade,  was  about  three 
feet;Xhe  avenue  would  not  have  been  passable  that  win- 
ter if  %e  fewer  had  not  been  completed  ;  the  Third  ave- 
nue was  almost  impassable  ;  the  Fourth,  above  Thirty- 
eighth  street,  is  no  avenue — occupied  by  the  railroad  ;  the 
Fifth  avenue  was  in  bad  condition,  although  passable; 
the  Sixth  was  in  rather  good  order  as  far  as  Fifty-seventh 
street,  where  it  terminates ;  the  Seventh  avenue  was  in 
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pwd  order,  as  far  as  il  is  opened;  Broadway,  above  Forty- 
i  Weond  street,  was  impassnble  ;  ihe  Eiglilii  avenue  was  ob- 
1  Mructed,  I  ihink,  liy  building  a  sewer  near  Tliirly-eighth 
I  Mreel ;  the  Ninth  avciiiie  was  in  a  very  bad  condition,  on 
t*ecoiint    of  sewer  building   tliere;  the  Second  uvenue,  as 
f  as  Twenty-eighth  street,  was  passable;  the   rest  is  noL 
1  road    yet ;  I   thought   il  was   very  important  that  the 
ffenth    avenue  should  be   in  a   passable   condition  ;    the 
|K<nth  avenue  now  is  the  only  decent  outlet  from  the  city  ; 
Kse  avenues  were  broken  up  in  the  spring  by  additional 
nprovemcnts   commenced ;    the   Third  avenue    is    now 
tang  paved,  from   Thirty-cigbih    to   Forly-eighlh  street, 
tod  there  is   a  sewer  building  in  il ;  the  Fifth    avenue  is 
DOW  being  paved;  the  Sixlh  avenue,  the  railroad,  just  com- 
pleted ;  Broadway  and  Seventh  avenue,  paving ;    Eighth 
Qveuue  is  obstructed  by  the  railroad  ;  the  Niulli  avenue  is 
bein^  paved  ;    I  believe  there  is  a  sewer  building  in  the 
upper  end   of  il ;  the  Tenlli  avenue,  below  Forty-second 
■Ireet,  is  in  bad  order ;  the  Eleventh  avenue  is  occupied 
by  the  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company;'  I  did  meet  the 
Committee  on    Sewers    in   reference   to    Tenlh    avenue 
sewer  :   I  ibink  it  was  in  the  month  of  March  ;    Aldermen 
Barr  and  Denman  were  present,  (of  the  Committee;)    Mr. 
Pollock,  the  conirnctor,  was  (here  ;  Mr.  Dodge,  the  clerk  ; 
O'Connor,  the  Inspector  was  there ;  I  think  Mr.  S.  Smith 
was  ihere;  the  Street  Commissioner  and  I  went  up  stairs 
together ;  I  was  esnmined  by  the  Committee^  in  reference 
to  the  sewer ;  it  was  between   two  and  three  o'clock  ;  the 
•totemeni  I  gave  them  was,  that  I  was  surveyor,  and  done 
my   duty  as  surveyor;  thai  I  gave    them  the   necessary 
Hakes,  from  lime  to  lime;  measured  ilie  rock,  and  made  all 
iiBceasary  preparations  for  the  completion  of  the  work;  I 
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was  as^ed  if  I  knew  mach' about  the  fewer;  the.  Depart- 
ment  had  taken  from  the  surveyor  all  supervisioo  of  the

Craven  was  inquired 
for  by  one  of  the  members  of  the  Committee,  and  a  mes- 
senger sent  to  look  for  him,  who  returned  and  said  he 
could  not  be  found ;  I  don't  know  whether  Mr.  Dean  was 
sent  for  or  not ;  there  was  nothing  done,  during  that  time, 
regarding  Delancey  street  basin ;  so  far  as  I  know,  the 
examination  was  conducted  with  apparent  desire  to  get  at 
the  truth;  I  think  Alderman  Denman  sent  for  Mr. 
Craven .

cement  or  work,  lo  knock  off  the  cement  wtihotit  injuriflg 
of  the   brick  ;  it  is  very  difficult  to  get  ilie  best 
ydraulic  masonry  ;  a  sewer  built  from  the  Dia- 
lervoir  to  North  river ;  I  look  up  nine  luindred 
feel  of  it ;  Thompson    *rice  was  ihe  contractor ; 
it  is  fi  ill  inaltcr  to  gel  ihe  best  of  cemtni,  nnd  to  get 

to  mix  il  properly;  soute  contractors  pay  a  great 
attention,  and  some  none,  to  ibis  work  ;  the  contractors  thai 
worked  under  me  paid  a  great  deal  of  attention  to  their 
Work ;  I  have  never  examined  the  Roosevelt  slreei  sewer 
since  it  was  built ;  I  hare  seen  a  portion  of  the  masonry 
of  that  sewer  laken  Dpurt,  at  the  inlerseciion  of  Chatham 
■Ireet ;  the  portion  taken  up  was  laid  during  the  wiDter ; 
the  portion  laid  in  winter  wai  about  one  hundred  feet,  ia 
Roosevelt  street,  contiDued  through  Cbntham  into  Peul 
street;  the  object  was,  that  the  street  should  be  cleaned  ap'i 
and  at  the  intersection  of  Chatham  and  Roosevelt  atreelt, 
the  sewer  was  very  deep ;  and  at  the  corner  of  Rooaevalt 
and  Chatham  sireeis  was  a  heavy  building,  and  we  wailed 
to  take  advantage  of  the  frozen  ground,  (the  reason  for 
building  in  winter ;)  the  lower  half  was  built  in  hydraulie 
cement ;  the  cement  was  mixed  in  the  cut ;  the  top  of  the 
cut  WQs  open  ;  the  most  of  it  was  laid  between  the  boor* 
of  10  and  3  o'clock ;  laid  every  day,  without  regard  to  the 
cold  ;  the  bricks  were  sprinkled  ;  the  bricks  were  dry  and 
handed  down,  dry  as  a  bone  ;  I  don't  think  there  wasnny 
frost  in  the  bricks ;  don't  think  they  were  below  the  freei-

was  laid  in  hydraulic  cement ;  I  saw  the  hydraulib  masonry 
at  one  point ;  the  masonry  was  taken  down  ;  a  poriion  of 
it ;  the  bricks  were  all  out;  those  that  came  out  I  did  not 
see;  I  did  not  pull  any  brick  out  of  its  place;  I  don't 
know  that  the  pricks  were  laid  again ;  I  could  see  by 
what  was  left,  and  by  punching  it  with  my  knife,  that 
the  masonry  was  good ;  can  scratch  hydraulic  masonry  with 
a  penknife  ;  was  in  the  cut  fifteen  or  twenty  minntes  ;  I 
don't  say  that  was  the  best  cement ;  it  was  sufficiently  good 
for  the  purpose ;  the  specification  calls  for  the  best  cement; 
it  was  paid  for  as  the  best ;  with  proper  inspectors  and  good 
cement  the  best  work  could  be  laid  in  the  sewef  ;  I  think 
the  frost  can  be  sufiiciently  excluded  from  the  work  to 
make  it  good  ;  the  workmanship  was  good  ;  I  saw  very 
liltia  of  the  masonry  of  the  Tenth  avenue  sewer  ;  I  know 
how  the  cement  was  set  below  Forty-fifth  street ;  it  set  very 
good  ;  it  was  laid  before  the  first  of  December  ;  not  a  great 
deal  of  difference  between  the  temperature  in  the  botloin  of 
a  sewer  (open  cut)  and  the  surface  of  that  portion  of  Tenth 
avenue  is  somewhat  exposed,  but, not  as  much  as  the  cross 
streets  ;  there  is  o  high  bank  on  the  west  of  Tenth  avenue 
which  shielded  the  sewer  ;  the  bank  is  about  twelve  feet  ; 
continues  about  one  hundred  feet  along  the  avenue  ;  the 
balance  is  auout  five  feet  high  ;  the  coldest  winds  of  win- 
ter would  sweep  with  greater  force  through  the  cross  streets 
than  through  the  avenue  ;  wind  does  not  reduce  the  tem- 
perature of  any  substance  that  cannot  produce  caloric  ;  if  a 
pail  of  water  was  left  in  the  open  cut  all  night  it  would 
freeze  ;  if  the  bricks  were  below  the  freezing  point  the 
frost  could  be  got  out  then  ;  the  brick  laid  in  hydraulic  mor- 
tar requires  to  be  moist  to  absorb  the  cement ;  if  you  leave 
the  brick  in  the  water  long  enough  to  take  all  the  frost  out 
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k  becomes  loo  wet  lo  use  ;  I  don't  believe  that  brick  has 
Ht  enough   in  ir,  unless  it  is  wet :  lo  injure   the  work  ; 
when  brick  are  frosty  it  is  belter  not  to  Iny  [iiern  ;  I  coQsider 
t  proper  iliat  no  brick  should  be  laid  in  frosty  weaiher  in 
Aydrsnlic  cement,  with  some  exccpiions  :  in  ihis  ciiy  there 
B  cases  where  ihat  rule  should  be  departed  fioni  ;  I  was 
ifac  surveyor  on  regidaling  and  gradinfj  Tenih  avenue,  by 
TMr.  Pollock  ;  I  ordered  .Mr.  Pollock,  by  order  of  the  Street 
Commissioner,  lo  proceed  with  ihe  regulation,  notwith- 
standing  the  sewer  ;  I  did   not   order   liim  to  finish  the 
sewer;  by  the  lenns  of  the  contract  he  could  not  grade  the 
avenue  till  the  sewer  was  completed  ;  he  was  to  put  a 
Macadamized  pavement,  twelve  inches  thick  and  twenly 
feet  wide  through  the  centre  of  the  avenue  ;  there  was  a 
pressing  necessity   for  laying  llie  Macadamized  pavement, 
because  almost  all  the  other  avenues  were  almost  impassa- 
ble ;  therefore  there  was  great  travel  on  thai  avenue  ;  al! 
the  Macadamized  pavement  has -been  laid  from  Furty-sec- 
oad  to  Forty-sixih  street ;  the  avenue  below  Forty-second 
street  is  very  bad  ;  it  was  so  last  winter,  nt  Fortieth  street ; 
at  the  north  end  of  the  Macadamizing  the  surface  rises  about 
two  feet;  the  Macadamizing  is  laid  out  as  far  as  Fifiy-lhird 
sireet,  and  graveled  as  far  as  Eighty-sixth  street ;  it  was 
Mocudamized  us  far  as  Fifiy-lliird  street  on  the  old  grade  ; 
M^he  road  lo  Eighty-sixth  street  has  been  in  good  order  all 
^Btointer  ;  (here   was   a    new  grade,  from   Forty-second   to 
^■Ei^hiy'sixth  street,  last  June,  regulated  from  Forty-second 
^bo  Forty-sixth  street ;  ihe  avenue  was  Macadami'zed  as  far 
^■u  from  Forty-second  lo  Fifty-third  street  ;  the  building  of 
the  sewer  was  the  consef|iience  of  tiie  new  grade  ;  the  or- 
dinance for  grading  was  passed  before  ilic  ordinance  for  the 
•ewei  i  itie  ordioaace  was  passed  before  the  new  gtade  was 
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e^blished  ;  the  resolution  waB  printed  and  pasted  Decern* 
ber  3l8l,  1850,  for  the  sewer  ;  the  grade  and  sewer  were 
made  about  the  same  time  ;  the  contract  for  the  grading 
was  held  back  to  enable  the  contractor  to  build  the  sewer 
first ;  the  contract  for  grading  was  made  26ih  August,  1861; 
the  Street  Commissioner  said  he  wan  led  me  to  go  aliead, 
so  as  to  have  the  avenue  ready  for  travel  early  in  the 
spring  ;  I  don't  know  that  any  person  applied  to  Mr. 
Dodge  for  such  directions  ;  noiliing  was  said  in  relation  to 
the  matter  except  generally,  in  conversation  about  theave* 
nues,  this  was  mentioned  ;  the  order  he  gave  me  applied 
especially  to  the  Tenth  avenue  ;  I  do  not  receive  any  com* 
pensation  for  the  work  that  I  survey  before  the  work  is 
done  ;  I  told  Mr.  Craven  that  it  was  very  desirable  that 
the  Tenth  avenue  sewer  should  be  done,  that  the  avenne 
could  be  completed  ;  I  was  surveyor  on  the  sewer  during 
the  winter  ;  I  did  not  attend  to  the  work  during  the  win- 
ter, because  my  work  was  done  with  it;  it  was  the  business 
of  the  inspector  to  see  that  the  sewer  was  carried  down  to 
the  proper  depth  ;  there  was  no  blasting  for  the  cut  after 
the  first  of  December  ;  I  have  marked  out  sixteen  hundred 
feet  at  one  time  ;  I  am  on  the  work,  thai  I  have,  as  a  gen- 
eral ihing,  every  two  or  three  days  ;  I  was  on  the  work  as 
often  as  once  a  week  ;  I  staked  out  the  remaining  portion 
of  the  work  about  the  latter  part  of  November,  eight  or  ten 
days  before  the  first  of  December;  I  then  staked  out  all  the 
work  to  be  done  ;  at   that  time  there  were  about  eight

^Bsve  (he  work  done  as  rupidly  as  1   could  ;    I    received 
orders  from  him  (iLe  Street  Commissioner,)   lo  have  the 
blasting  done  during  the  winter.     The  avenue  was  com- 
menced to  be  Macadamized  about  the  1st  of  April.     They, 
previous  to  that,  had   been    blasting  and  setting  curb  and 
gutter.     The   blasting  and   filling  could  have  been   done 
during  (he  winter ;  if  liie  trench  had  been  ready  lo  receive' 
ibe  wcrk  men  enough  could  have  been  put  on  to  have 
fioifbed  the  two  himilred  feet  in  a  week.     I  don't  know 
bow  long  the  sewer  was  open.     A  wagon  could  pass  ovet 
ibc  trench  after  the  bi  of  January.     I  passed  over  it  my- 
self,    it  did   not  afford  a  good  road.     It  was  good  (ravel- 
ing in  Ihe  early  part  of  April,  the  contract  for  grading  was 
finished  the  laiter  part  of  May.     If  ilie  stone  is  ready,  (wo 
bimdred  feel  of  Macadamizing  could  be  laid  in  Iwo  days. 
Bat  ihe  trench  was  (iJied  up,  and  the  work  was  commenced 
^Hfl  the  17th  of  March,  the  work  could  be  done  in  three  or 
ftur  weeks.     If  ibe  masons  could  commence  on   the  17th 
of  March,  (he  Iwo  hundred   feet  cuuld  be  laid  in  a  week, 
wbiob   would   buve  completed  the  sewer  on  Ihe  24lh  of 
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Mnrch.  If  every  thing:  was  ready  the  Macndamizio^ 
would  have  been  complcled  by  ihe  middle  of  April,  it 
would  Imve  taken  lliirly  or  forty  good  hands  to  have  done 
the  work  in  that  time.  It  is  more  improper  (o  set  curb 
and  gutter  in  winter  than  sewers.  I  doubt  if  the  number 
of  men  could  have  been  procured  c^icept  by  paying  very 
high  for  them.  If  they  could  liave  been  procured,  the 
work  could  have  been  completed,  without  laying  masonry, 
from  1st  December  to  17lh  of  March,  by  extraordinary  ex- 
ertions. Alderman  Denman  sliowed  a  great  desire  to  have 
the  matter  investigated — that  he  was  very  nnsious  to  get 
at  the  facts.  Had  no  conversation  with  Liin  previous  to 
that.  I  did  not  slate,  previous  to  the  examination,  the  facts 
I  stated  before  the  examination.  He  said  he  was  anxious 
to  get  at  the  facts,  and  wanted  me  before  the  Committee.  I 
expressed  no  opinion — I  may  have  made  some  remark  to 
him  nboiit  it.  1  may  have  indicated  tohimtliat  I  ihoiighl 
the  work  ought  to  be  accepted.  I  cannot  say  whether  AK 
derman  Denman  thought  I  was  favorable  to  the  accep< 
tance  of  the  work.  Dutch  John,  from  the  Croton  office,  no- 
tified me  to  attend  the  Committee.  I  think  I  had  a  printed 
notice,  I  am  Dot  sure.  My  impression  is  thai  I  received 
the  printed  notice  the  day  before.  Never  bad  any  com- 
munication with  Messrs.  Pollock  or  Cummings  previous  to 
the  examination  on  the  subject  of  this  sewer.  Very  likely 
I  have  said  to  them  that  I  thought  the  sewer  ought  to  be 
accepted.  Very  likely  one  of  them,  or  both,  knew  that  I 
was  favorable  to  their  interest.  I  don't  know  where  the 
person  went  who  went  to  look  for  Mr.  Craven.  I  don't 
know  whether  he  went  into  the  inner  room  or  not.  I  don't 
know  that  any  person  went  into  the  inner  room  or  not 
Mr.  Dodge,  the  clerk,  told  somebody  to  look  for  Mr.  Cra- 
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[  thought  Alderman  Denman  was  very  anxious  to 
lave  Mr.  Craven  present.  Snid,  a  day  or  two  afterwardj 
e  was  florry  Mr.  Craven  liad  not  been  there.  The  report 
ras  not  determined  upon  before  the  Committee  separated, 
irhile  I  was  there.  I  can't  tell  how  long  after  the  meeting 
f  the  Committee  the  report  was  sent  in. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Craven, — I  do  not  recollect  .Mr.  Cra- 
Kd  asking  me  if  I  wonld  let  the  work  go  on  if  he  was  in 
f  place.  I  never  told  Mr.  Pollock  to  go  on  with  the 
Kwer.  1  think  I  snid  to  Mr.  Craven  that  he  might  not 
fire  Pollock  permission,  but  he  might  go  on.  He  an- 
swered, if  he  let  him  go  on,  he  would  have  to  let  others  go 
on.

Tuesday,  June  29,  1S52. 
Edwik  Smith,  cross-examined. — The  Roosevelt  street 
sewer,  from  the  river  up  to  two  hundred  feet,  was  laid  in 
cement,  the  lower  part,  and  the  upper  part  in  lime,  and  a 
short  way  in  Chalhnm  street.  The  part  ihrougli  Pearl 
ilreet  was  dry  bottom  ;  the  tide  comes  up  as  far  as  Chat- 
ham street .  I  don't  remember  that  any  of  the  bricks  were 
laid  frozen.  If  the  weather  had  been  bad  in  the  month 
March,  it  would  have  been  caose  of  delay  in  building 
le  Tenth  avenue  sewer.  It  should  be  all  good  weather. 
Don't  remember  the  kind  of  weather  during  the  month  of 
March  last.  The  rock  between  Forty-fifth  and  Forty- 
aixih  street,  was  three  and  a  half  feet  above  grade .  There 
was  about  three  thousand  five  hundred  cubic  yards  of  rock 
lo  be  taken  out  in  tlial  block.  There  was  two  feet  below 
ihe  gradei  op  a  space  one  hundred  feet  wide,  two  hundred 
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feetloDg,  it  woiiIJ  bo  very  expeditious  work  to  blast  it  ia  a 
inonlb. 

Jamks  IlAasioT. — I  am  a  rnnson — been  at  llie  bnsinesi 
about  forty  years.  I  am  not  well  aeqtiainicd  with  hydraulic 
masonry — use  it  occattlonnlly.  I  nm  acquainted  with  other 
kinds  of  masonry.  I  looked  At  the  Tenth  avenue  sewer. 
I  saw  llie  lop  of  the  sewer  where  it  was  opea  ia  two  places. 
It  was,  I  think,  in  April.  1  examined  carefully  what  I 
saw  of  the  sower.  Did  not  go  into  the  aewer.  Got  a  inan 
with  a  crow-bar  to  take  out  some  of  the  brick.  Took  out 
some  of  the  mortar.  The  brick  was  good  and  the  mortar 
was  good .  It  looked  as  if  the  work  was  well  put  together 
as  far  as  we  could  see.  The  part  examined  was  one 
place  below,  and  the  other  above  Forty-fifth  street.  The 
holes  were  about  the  length  of  a  block  apart.  The  mortar 
appeared  to  be  set.  It  adhered  to  the  brick.  A  man  toot 
a  crow-bar  lo  take  llic  brick  oul,  and  broke  ihe  brick  be- 
fore the  cement  let  go  of  it.  I  should  not  like  (o  say  that 
there  was  any  difference  between  the  work  at  either  of  the 
parts  opened.  What  I  could  see  of  the  work,  it  was,  ia 
my  judgment,  built  of  good  materials,  and  good  work 
done  on  it.  The  holes  were  about  the  centre  of  the  blocks. 
There  was  not  above  one  or  two  bricks  taken  out  at  each 
place.  They  were  the  top  brick.  They  might  be  consid- 
ered the  key  brick.  By  being  taken  ont  of  the  top,  it  is 
more  difficult  to  get  out  the  first  brick  than  any  other. 
If  Ihe  mortar  had  been  soft  they  could  not  have  been  got 
out  without  spoiling.  We  took  the  mortar  and  tried  it — 
broke  it.  A  piece  of  mortar  separated  from  (he  brick.  I 
broke  it,  and  cut  it  with  a  knife.  I  cannot  say  (hat  it  was 
the  best  hydraulic  masonry.  It  was  set  hard.  (A  apecj- 
mea  of  hydraulic  cement,  laid  seventeen  yean  ago,  was 
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presented — it  could  be  cut  llie  snme  as  the  cement  in  the 
Tenth  avenue  sewer.1  II  is  possible  to  take  out  wilh  a 
erow-btir  a  specimen  without  breaking  a  large  quantity  of 
Uie  work,  if  laid  but  a  few  months.  I  think  the  cement 
Qtt  Tenth  avenue  sewer  being,  llic  same  age  as  the  speci- 
neo,  would  be  quite  as  hard. 

Joseph  Tucker,  examined. — I  am  a  mason  ;  liave  been 
1  the  business  about  forty  years;  I  have  heard  what  Mr. 
tnrriot  staled  in  regard  (o  the  Tenth  avenue  sewer ;  I  was 
1  compauy  with  him  when  the  examination  was  made; 
.examined  in  company  wilh  him  ;  his  statement  is  correct ; 
examined  ilic  top,  and  found  it  in  good  condition ;  the 
rick  was  taken  out  with  a  crow-bar;  the  mortar  appeared 

be  well  set ;  I  ihoiiglit  it  was  from  the  time  it  had  been 
;  the  work  was  well  done  ;  I  concur  with  Mr.  Harriot 

the  opinion  he  has  expressed  about  it. 

Cross-eTomitifd. — The  surrounding  work  was  not  in- 
d  by  taking  out  the  brick. 

Sahuei.  R.  Smith,  recoiled. — I  was  present  at  the  exam- 
■aiion  before  rhc  Commilicc  on  Sewers,  on  the  Tenth 
tKoue  sewer ;  A.  F.  Dodge,  liie  clerk,  was  present ;  the 
RMsenger,  J.  Van  Bent'/;  Mr.  James  Pollock;  the  inspector, 
llr.  O'Connor,  Edwin  Smith  and  the  Street  Commissioner, 
1.  T.  Dodge.  I  think  I  was  there  during  the  whole  of 
be  investigation ;  there  were  several  papers  laid  before 
be  Coinmiiiee,  relating  to  other  sewers;  I  am  of  opinion 
b&t  nothing  was  said  about  the  Delancey  sireel  basins  that 
liy;  Edwin  Smith  was  cxamiued  ;  Mr.  O'Connor  and  the 
llreet  Commissioner  were  questioned  in  relation  to  a  con- 
MU  for  grading  on  the  Tenth  avenue ;  I  have  no  recollec- 
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lion  of  seeing  Mr.  Craven  during  ihe  time  the  CommiUec 
was  in  session  ;  I  do  not  recollect  whellier  Mr.  Craven  was 
sent  for  or  not,  during  ihe  examinniion  ;  I  don't  recollect 
wlirtber  Mr.  Dean  was  sent  for  dining  the  exaniinaiion : 
the  door  opening  from  llie  inner  to  the  outer  ofCce  stood 
open  about  one  third  of  the  way ;  I  don't  l<now  whether 
Mr.  Craven  was  in  the  inner  room  or  not ;  I  don't  recol- 
lect whether  1  heard  any  noise  in  the  inner  room  or  not; 
Mr.  Craven  might  be  in  the  office  a  whole  day  and  the 
people  ouisidc  might  never  hear  him  ;  I  can't  say  whether 
I  would  or  not  recollect  if  he  had  come  into  the  room  at 
the  lime  of  the  examioaiion  ;  hydrnnlic  cement  will  not 
harden  as  much  in  three  months  as  in  ten  or  twelve  years ; 
il  will  become  hard  in  three  months,  but  not  to  its  perfec- 
tioD ;  I  examined  the  place  opened  in  the  sewer ;  whether 
ihe  work  was  done  in  that  place  before  or  aficr  the  1st  of 
DecembiT,  I  don't  know  :  I  have  eKnmiiictI  I  he  work  of 
other  sewers  done  before  the  Ist  of  December  ;  the  work  I 
examined  on  the  Tenth  avenue  sewer  was  equal  to  other 
work  done  before  the  Isl  of  December,  built  the  same 
length  of  time ;  the  work  appeared  to  be  skillfuily  an<l 
well  done  ;  the  brick  appeared  to  be  very  good  ;  I  ihiok 
the  moriar  was  not  as  hard  as  I  supposed  il  would  have 
been  for  the  time  il  bad  been  laid  ;  the  purl  of  the  Tenth 
avenue  sewer,  that  I  examined,  was  equal  (o  the  work  on 
other  sewers,  done  after  ihe  1st  of  December;  one  of  the 
sewers,  I  was  aware,  was  condemned  ;  I  determined,  per- 
mission being  given  me  to  go  in  and  examine,  to  see  if  I 
could  ascertain  from  the  inside  whether  the  work  was  done 
in  winter  or  summer.  I  went  carefully  through  (he  whole 
length  of  the  sewer ;  I  could  not  discern  any  difference 
^ 'ad  passed  some  dislance,  by  ibe  place  where  the 
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work  bad  been  done  in  winter  ;  I  then  came  on  the  work 
done  in  the  spring;  I  asked,  up  the  man-hole,  of  the 
Inspector,  if  I  had  then  arrived  in  that  part  done  in 
winter,  he  informed  me  that  I  had  passed  it  some  way 
back  ;  I  came  out  of  the  sewer,  and  asked  them  to  show 
me  where  it  was;  after  pointing  it  out  to  me,  the  contract- 
oi^p,  or  one  of  them,  being  present,  I  informed  him  that,  had 
there  been  no  question  of  its  being  done  in  winter,  I  could 
not  give  him  a  certificate.  I  gave  as  my  reason  why  I 
could  not,  that  the  sewer  had  settled,  and  the  arch  was 
considerably  cracked ;  it  was  the  sewer  in  Thirty-seventh 
street.  I  visited  the  Tenth  avenue  sewer  in  company 
with  Mr.  Craven;  I  think  it  was  the  last  of  March,  or  in 
April ;  I  am  not  positive  as  to  the  month  ;  I  think  we  had 
no  conversation  at  that  time  on  the  subject;  I  bad  to  go 
to  my  men  ;  I  believe  I  had  some  conversation  once  in  the 
office ;  a  few  words;  all  I  recollect  is,  that  I  said  I  was 
sorry  the  contractors  bad  not  opened  it  in  two  places,  that 
then  we  would  have  had  a  better  chance  to  examine  the 
work  ;  he  replied  that  that  would  make  no  difference, 
without  giving  any  reason  why  it  would  not,  that  I  recol- 
lect ;  I  don't  recollect  any  further  conversation  ;  there  was 
00  other  witnesses  examined  before  the  Committee,  that  I 
recollect. 

Cross -examined — I  was  in  the  office  when  the  examina- 
tion commenced  ;  after  the  Committee  met,  Mr.  Dodge,  as 
is  his  custom,  turned  to  the  desk,  and  took  from  it  the  pa- 
pers for  which  the  Committee  had  met  to  look  at ;  Alder- 
man Denman  spoke  and  said,  **  Mr.  Dodge,  what  is  there 
about  the  Tenth  avenue  sewer?''  without  making  any 
reply,    Mr.  Dodge  presented   him   the  paper;  Alderman

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Barr  remarked  in  tliis  way:  "Yes,  that  man  nni*l  be 
paid."  Alderman  Dcntnnn  made  no  further  remark, 
that  I  recollect,  except  asking  who  tho  surveyor  was, 
and  if  he  could  be  oblained;  the  remark  of  Alderman 
Burr  wos  made  before  the  paper  was  opened;  1  said 
to  Mr.  Craven,  thai  I  made  up  niy  mind,  from  the  way 
Mr.  Burr  spoke,  ihat  the  sewer  would  go  through  ;  Mr. 
Dodge  told  the  Comniillee  who  the  surveyor  was  ;  the  sur- 
veyor and  Street  Commissioner  did  not  come  in  together; 
the  boy,  Van  Bent,  was  sent  after  Mr.  Smith  Urst ;  I  think 
Mr.  Dodge  did  not  come  in  till  after  Mr.  Smith  hod  left; 
I  lliink  nothing  was  asked  of  Mr.  Dodge,  in  relation  to  the 
character  of  the  work;  I  wos  there  the  whole  lime;  I 
don't  know  wheltier  Mr.  Pollock  knew  of  the  exaniiuation 
of  the  sewer ;  I  am  conliclent  there  was  aoihing  said  about 
the  Delancey  street  basin  ;  i  don't  recollect  seeing  Mr. 
Craven  (luring  the  lime  of  llie  sitting  of  the  Coitimiiiee;  I 
cannot  Bay  Mr.  Craven  was  not  in  the  back  room ;  the 
best  hydraulic  cement,  if  properly  huill,  would  beconae 
harder  than  what  I  saw  in  Mr.  Pollock's  sewer,  (Teoth 
avenue,  built  at  the  same  season  ;)  I  felt  the  cement  in  the 
Tliirty- seventh  street  sewer  with  my  fingers;  I  could  n<A 
discern  any  diOerence  in  the  work ;  the  work  was  passably 
well  done ;  not  as  good,  nor  as  smooth  as  some  I  have  seen ; 
but  better  than  some  other ;  this  cement  was  not  the  best 
hydraulic  masonry,  nor  do  I  think  it  is  got  in  sewers. 

(.Mr.  Cratem  states,  that  the  Second  aveni:e  wwer  is 
unequaled  work,  and  will  compare  with  any  hydraulic 
masonry  in  this  city  or  country.) 

Mr.  Smith — I  examined  the  sewer  (or  my  own  graliSca* 
tion  and  benefit ;  Mr.  Craven  has  said,  in  my  bearing,  ibat 
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Ute  Tenth  arenue  sewer  wai  probnbly  as  ^ooil,  or  beller 
than  some  of  the  sewers  ihal  had  beeo  received  by  him 
the  year  previous. 

Question,  ii/  Mr.  Craven — Did  I  nol  say  that  I  daresay 
lliat  Ihe  sewer  was  as  good  as  some  I  had  received  from  ihe 
leport  of  ihe  inspocior,  from  my  inabiliiy  lo  esamine  every 
Mwer  personally  myself;  but  this  one  being  examined 
imevioiisly,  and  finding  It  bad,  I  could  not  receive  it. 

I  Mr.  Smith — At  the  titiie  the  remark  was  made  I  was 
^wn  in  the  hole ;  I  did  not  pay  altenlion  lo  any  thin^ 
pore  ;  the  sewer  is  thirteen  feet  eight  inches  under  ground. 

,  Chas.  W.  Whef.lek,  recalled — In  regard  to  the  lime — 
(finished  the  Tenth  avenue  sewer,  between  Forly-aecond 
md  Forty-sixth  street,  about  the  26ih  or  27ih  of  Novem- 
ber, 1851  ;  I  asked  Mr.  Denman  at  that  lime,  if  he  knew 
(rhere  I  could  gfl  a  loan  on  the  Thirty-seventh  sireel 
lewer;  Mr.  Denman  s[ioke  lo  Mr.  RobinsDn,  of  West- 
chester about  the  loin  ;  Mr.  R.  gave  tiie  money  to  Mr. 
Denman,  and  Mr.  Denman  lent  it  lo  me,  two  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars;  why  the  arrangement  was  made  be- 
tween Mr.  D.  and  myself  was,  ihal  Mr.  R.  did  not  wish 
the  trouble  of  taking  an  assignment  uf  the  work;  las- 
signed  the  work  to  Mr.  Denman  for  the  two  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars ;  the  assignment  has  been  canceled,  as 
far  as  Mr.  Dunman  is  concerned ;  the  work  not  being 
confirmed,  the  papers  remain  in  the  Street  Commissioner's 
office;  the  agreement  lo  cancel  the  assignment  was  made 
lul  the  SSd'or  24lh  of  May  ;  Mr.  Denman  had  no  in- 
:8t,  direct  nor  indirect,  in  that  work,  implied  or  under- 
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stood  ;  I  did  not  pay  Alderman  D«iiman  any  money  for 
procuring  the  loan  ;  no  consideralJon  of  any  kind  wai 
incDlioncd. 

Crois-esamined — 1  did  not  coavefK  willi  Mr.  Robiasoo 
in  regard  to  the  money  ;  Mr.  Deninan  told  ine  wbere  the 
money  come  from ;  I  npplied  to  Mr.  Uennian  fur  tlie 
monijy  ;  I  mcl  Mr.  K.  nnd  Mr.  D.  at  tho  Mechanic's  Ks* 
cimuge;  wc  went  ti[>  Btnirs;  ihcy  lind  a  conversalioD  apart 
from  inc  ;  Mr.  Dcnmnn  lold  Mr.  Robinson  to  give  bim  ih'! 
mout-y,  and  be  would  talvc  the  assignment;  1  thougln  it 
was  a  matter  of  friendabip  on  bis  part ;  have  no  relations 
witb  Mr.  Dfninan,  except  business  rolationi ;  tbc  monuy 
has  been  paid  buck  ;  I  paid  il;  part  when  the  agreement 
was  canceled,  and  part  since  ;  I  was  troubled  with  the 
ahoris,  and  bad  lo  pledge  the  contract  to  get  money  ;  I  paid 
the  money  to  Mr.  Dcnrnun ;  I  paid  five  luindrcd  dollars 
first;  I  gave  him  obligations  for  two  thousand  dollars  more — 
my  notes — they  are  not  paid  yet;  there  was  no  under- 
standing that  the  notes  were  lo  run  till  the  money  vu 
paid  on  the  sewer;  tho  notes  are  dated  in  the  monih  of 
June ;  I  cannot  say  whether  the  notes  were  given  since  the 
examination ;  I  was  to  pay  the  money  on  the  I5th  of 
June ;  I  gave  the  notes  after  the  15th  of  June ;  I  was  dii- 
Bppoinled  in  getting  along  with  my  work,  and  therefore 
could  not  get  money  ;  I  gave  Mr.  Denman  my  note  for 
sixty  days;  I  told  him  lo  let  the  assignment  lay,  as  (he 
work  had  not  been  confirmed ;  if  the  sewer  had  been  con- 
firmed,  the  paper  would  have  been  taken  up;  there  was 
no  agreement  in  writing,  canceling  the  assignment ;  I  told 
Mr.  Denman  I  could  not  pay  him  the  money ;  I  gave  him 
the  note  ;  I  told  him  to  let  things  stand  as  they  were  till  I 
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Isid  him?  th«  papers  remained  in  the  Street  Commission- 
ofTice   owtn^  to  my   neglect ;  -I  could   not   hitve  got 

loney  on  the  assignment  unless  it  was  canceled;  on  the 
1  May  it  was  understood  that  the  assignment  should  be 
MDceled  when  (he  money  was  paid,  on  the  15th  of  Jnne; 
yderman  Dcnmnn  said  that  the  assignment  could  be  can- 
leled   at  any  lime  ;  the  assignment  remains  io  the  Street 

hini  miss  loner's   office   yet ;  I  cannot  get  (he   papers  out 

t  the  ciDce  without  (he  consent  of  Denmaa  ;  I  expected,  on 
ftie   15th  of  July,  to  get  money  enough  by  the  railroad 

p  pay  Dcoman.

Present — Aldermen  Tiemahn,  Cohhell,  and  Boyce. 

James  Pollock,  sworn. — I  was  (he  contractor  on  Tenth 
»enue  sewer,  from  Forty-second  to  Forty-sixth  street ;  it  was 
tmmcnccd  in  August,  and  I  think  it  was  worked  some  (wo 
'  three  days  in  the  nion(h  of  January;  about  two  huo- 
■ed  feet  of  the  sewer  was  done  after  the  first  of  December ; 
le  average  depth  of  the  sewer,  from  the  present  grade  of 
le  street,  was  about  thirteen  feet;  I  think  it  was  about 
xieen  feet  deep  from  the  old  grade ;  It  was  generally 
blasted  out  of  the  trench ;  the  work  and  materials 
Vere  of  good  quality  and  condition  ;  it  was  built  (I  think) 
'an  conformity  with  the  contract;  the  reason  the  work  was 
Bfit  finislied  before  the  lirsi  of  December  was,  that  there 
iras  su  much  rock  ;  the  portion  of  the  sewer  built  after  the 
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firsi  December,  was  as  well  buiti,  and  of  as  good  mtiterials  at 
the  preceding  poriion  ;  I  was  under  contract  with  the  Street 
Commissioner,  lo  grade  the  avenue  from  Forty-second 
lo  Forty-sixth  street;  I  was  not  urged  by  the  Street  Coni- 
niissioner  to  fioish  the  grading  during  tbe  winter;  Mr. 
Stnitli  gpoke  to  me  abont  the  necessity  of  liavjng  it  fintshr  d, 
•  so  ns  to  liave  good  Irnveling  on  the  road,  (Edwin  Smiih  ;) 
he  was  surveyor  of  the  grading ;  he  was  surveyor  of  the 
sewer ;  I  knew  something  abont  tlic  condition  of  the  Eighth 
and  Ninth  avenues,  as  to  the  others  I  did  not  know;  I 
called  to  Sfc  Mr.  Cmvcn  two  or  three  times,  at  his  office, 
and  could  not  6ud  him  in  ;  1  had  no  interview  with  Mr. 
Craven  until  hu  refused  lo  accept  the  sewer  ;  I  told  Mr. 
Craven  tliat  the  work  was  well  done,  and  that  if  I  could 
satisfy  him  that  tho  work  was  well  done,  wonld  he 
accept  the  sewer ;  he  said  he  would  go  and  took  at  il,  but 
he  knpw  how  it  would  be  ;  a  pari  of  tlie  sewer  was  opea- 
ed,  between  Forty-fifth  and  Forty>Bixlb  streets;  no  other 
portion  at  that  time  ;  it  remained  open  about  iwo  weeks; 
the  weather  was  bad,  and  Mr.  Craven  was  not  well  at  the 
time,  and  I  think  it  was  about  two  weeks  before  Mr. 
C.  came  out ;  I  do  not  know  whether  any  injury  was 
effecled  by  the  frost  on  the  sewer;  it  was  bad  weather 
in  the  month  of  March — frosty  weather  a  good  deal ;  the 
weather  not  very  favorable  in  April ;  there  was  a  good 
deal  of  rainy  weather;  I  was  present  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Committee  at  the  Engineer's  office;  Edwin  Smith 
was  examined ;  the  Inspector  was  examined .  After  coming 
out  of  the  office,  I  met  the  Street  Commissioner,  and  after- 
ward ascertained  that  he  had  been  examined  ;  I  don't  know 
that  any  of  the  Committee  sent  for  Mr.  Craven;  I  asked 
Alderman  Denman  if  Mr.  Craven  was  there ;  he  said,  no  j 
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could  nol  find  him,  nnd  wished  he  could  get  him ;  I 
•as  under  the  impression,  at  the  time,  ihnl  Mr.  Denman 
vent  to  Mr.  Dean's  office  (o  find  him,  I  think  the  door  of 
he  inner  room  was  partly  open. 

Crosi- examined, — I  went  into  the  first  room  ;  none  of  the 
Sorrmilleecame;  I  met  Alderman  Denmnti  nt  the  door; 
I  turned  back  and  went  into  the  front  office,  (the  water 
See;)  he  went  inio  a  room  behind  tlie  general  office; 
J'linderslood  from  Alderman  Denman,  that  tiie  Commitlee 
Irere  to  investigate  ihe  Tenth  avenue  sewer  on  that  day  ; 
k  might  hare  been  the  day  before  they  met ;  Mr.  Den- 
■UD  told  me  that  Mr.  Craven  could  not  be  fonnd  before 
Ate  Committee  went  into  session  ;  my  attention  was  called 
>to  the  door  of  Mr.  Craven;  in  conversation  wtili  Mr. 
Vidal,  I  asked  him  if  Mr.  Craven  was  there;  he  looked 
iuo  the  room,  and  said  not ;  I  heard,  from  Mr.  John  Pol- 
lock, that  Samuel  R.  Smith  examined  the  sewer  with  Mr. 
praren;  don't  recollect  that  I  mentioned  it  to  Alderman 
benman  ;  had  no  conversation  with  Alderman  Barr ;  I  waa 
Bot  presL'Dt  the  whole  litne  of  the  examination  ;  at  my 
list  interview  with  Mr.  Craven,  he  gave  mc  his  reasons, 
IfeDerally,  for  not  accepting  it;  again  he  told  mc  thai 
^ere  was  no  use  of  going  to  sec  the  sewer  as  he  knew 
Pow  lie  would  find  it;  that  he  miglii  as. well  look  in 
ibe  dictionary,  to  see  how  glass  was  spelled  ;  I  was  on  the 
arork  about  twice  a-day,  and  remained  about  half  an  hour 
""  D  hour ;  I  was  very  anxious  to  have  the  sewer  IJnislied, 
.Ud  the  avenue  graded  ;  we  commenced  gradiiig  the  ave- 
Due  when  we  commenced  building  the  sewer;  I  think 
the  work,  (grading)  was  finished  in  May ;  in  the  month  of 
February,  there  was  traveling  on  the  avenue ;    I  com- 
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menced  excavatiDgf,  for  the  grading,  in  the  month  of  De- 
cember ;  excavated  in  the  month  of  September ;  there  were 
samples  of  cement  taken  out  of  the  sewer,  by  Messrs* 
Tucker  and  Harriot,  (specimen  of  cement  here  shown,)  the 
work  done  in  December,  was  done  on  fair  days ;  did  not 
allow  the  work  to  be  done  except  when  the  sun  was  up ; 
as  good  work  can  be  done  in  winter  as  in  summer,  if  the 
right  kind  of  weather  is  taken  for  it ;  it  could  be  done  in  a 
week,  if  the  weather  was  favorable,  (the  work  in  Decem- 
ber ;)  I  have  built  a  sewer  about  two  miles  long,  on  Twen* 
ty-third  street,  Sixth  and  Eighth  avenues ;  the  atmosphere 
was  not  as  cold  at  the  bottom  of  the  cut  as  on  the  surface 
of  the  ground ;  it  very  seldom  froze  at  the  bottom  ;  the 
bottom  of  the  cut  was  sixteen  feet  below  the  surface,  and 
was  protected  on  the  west  side  by  a  high  bank  ;  I  did  not 
discover  that  any  of  the  brick  put  in  that  sewer  had  frost 
in  them ;  the  mortar  cement  is  well  set ;  I  have  exam- 
ined it. 

John  T.  Dodge  sworn — I  was  present  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Committee  on  Sewers,  in  relation  to  the  Tenth  avenue 
sewer ;  I  was  there  at  the  close  of  the  exaininatiou  ;  don't 
remember  seeing  Mr.  Craven  there  ;  don't  remember  any 
thing  being  done  relative  to  the  Delancey  street  basins; 
I  was  not  present  at  the  time  Mr.  Edwin  Smith  gave  his 
testimony  ;  there  was  a  contract  with  Mr.  Pollock  at  that 
time  for  grading  the  Tenth  avenue,  between  Forty  second 
and  Forty-sixth  streets  ;  I  do  not  recollect^ the  condition  of 
the  avenues  at  that  time;  a  portion  of  the  Ninih  avenue 
was  under  contract;  the  avenues  were  generally  in  pro- 
gress of  sewering,  and  other  work,  grading,  &c. 

Cross-examined — I  do  not  recollect  giving  any  orders  that 
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Crolon  Aqueduct,  aboiil  15th  November  or  October  ;  the 
liinnel  of  ihc  Crolon  Aqueduct  work  is  very  hoi;  com- 
menced .igain  in  April. 

Examined — I  Ijave  uever  apprehended  any  danger  from 
buililing  a  sewer  in  winter,  in  a  good  day,  and  cover  il  up 
before  aighl.

Aldermtin  Bj^rb,  sworn — I  was  one  of  ihe  Commillee 
Sewers,  and  invcsilgaicd  the  subject  of  the  Trnih  avcn' 
sewer;  waspreseiil  at  the  meeling  ;  the  iiieeling 
the  usual  hour  of  meeting  ;  in  the  room  where  ih«  meet- 
ings are  usually  held,  several  persons  were  exomiaed— 
inspectors  and  contractors.  I  think  Edmund  Smith  wai 
examined,  and  Mr.  O'Connor,  the  Inspector ;  the  Street 
Commissioner;  don'l  recollect  seeing  Mr.  Craven  at  that 
meeting.  I  recollect,  at  one  of  the  meetings,  Mr.  Denmaa

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Pollock  said  he  had  not  leeo  Mr.  CraFen,  nor  did  not 
know  him.  The  statement  made  by  Mr.  Pollock  was  cor- 
rect, with  the  exception  thai  I  can't  recollect  going  totbe 
door  of  Mr.  Craven's  office.  The  door  stood  open  aboot 
eighteen  inches.  My  intention  was  to  introduce  the  par- 
ties. If  Mr.  Pollock  states  distinctly  that  I  went  to  the 
door,  I  must  have  done  so ;  can't  recollect  that  I  did. 

Crass-examined. — If  I  went  to  the  door,  I  went  no  fur- 
ther than  that.  There  is  an  inner  room  in  Craven's  oflke 
with  book-case  and  library.  It  is  the  custom  of  BCr.  Cn* 
veo  to  go  in  there  and  refer  to  books.  If  I  went  to  the 
door  of  the  office,  I  could  not  see  into  the  inner  room.  I 
could  see  the  door  of  it ;  I  did  not  go  into  the  inner  room* 
I  did  not  look  into  the  inner  room.  Was  in  the  room  whea 
Edward  Smith  was  examined.  Took  about  five  minates 
to  examine  him.  Did  not  hear  what  he  said  distinctly.  I 
am  a  city  surveyor.  I  have  been  appointed  by  the  Crotoa 
Aqueduct  Department  to  survey  sewers.  I  take  the  super- 
vision of  the  sewer  myself.  The  work  is  under  the  gen- 
eral superintendence  of  the  Department,  myself  and  the 
inspector.  I  receive  my  orders  from  the  Department.  The 
contracts  of  the  Croton  Aqueduct  Department  and  the 
Street  Commissioner's  Department  to  be  admitted  as  evi- 
dence. 

N.  Dean,  recalled. — I  told  Mr.  Denman  that  I  woald 
not  receive  the  Tenth  avenue  sewer,  because  it  was  built 
contrary  to  the  contract,  or  in  violation  of  it.  I  may  have 
added  in  my  remarks  that  the  Department  had  been  driven 
from  necessity  to  adopt  stringent  rules  for  the  government 
of  iheir  work,  and  felt  the  necessity  of  carrying  them  out.

Craven  bad  come  in  during  the  investigation,  he  could 
have  heard  all ;  have  no  recollection  of  being  asked  to 
aeud  for  Mr.  Craven. 

Horatio  Allen,  sworn. — I  am  a  civil  engineer;  have 
been  so  twenty-five  or  twenty-six  years ;  have  been  con- 
sokiog  engineer  on  the  Erie  Railroad  and  other  public 
works ;  was  principal  Assistant  Engineer  on  the  Croton 
Aqueduct;  have  heard  of  hydraulic  masonry  being  laid 
in  winter ;  it  should  not  be  laid  in  winter ;  the  latest  time 
to  cease  laying  cement  on  the  Croton  Aqueduct  was  15th 
of  October.  No  engineer,  who  had  regard  for  his  profes- 
sion, would  allow  any  work  to  be  done  after  the  1st  of 
December. 

J.  P.  Flender,  recalled^ — I  was  on  the  sewer  at  the 
commencement,  and  found  Mr.  O'Connor  there ;  never 
found  him  there  again ;  was  there  twice  in  a  month 
before  the  sewer  was  stopped  ;  I  reported  the  absence 
and  also  that  he  allowed  the  trench  to  be  filled  in  with 
rock,  contrary  to  the  specification  ;  Mr.  Craven  and  myself 
went  in  a  wagon  to  the  sewer ;  the  Inspector  was  not 
there;  showed  Mr.  Craven  where  the  rock  had  been 
thrown  in  the  cut ;  I  called  the  attention  of  Mr.  Pollock's, 
foreman;  he  said  Mr.  Pollock  and  Mr.  Cummings  were 
about ;  he  was  spoken  to  about  putting  the  rock  in  ;  he 
said  there  was  no  earth,  and  was  going  to  put  the  rock  in 
by  order  of  Mr.  Pollock  ;  Mr.  Craven  then  said,  "  I  will 
dismiss  the  Inspector  for  allowing  it  to  be  done,  and  not 
being  on  the  work.''  I  then  told  Mr.  Craven  that  I  would 
talk  to  him,  and  ,he  might  do  better;  we  remained  on  the 

12 
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work  about  half  an  hour;  I  gave  as  a  reason,  that  the 
work  would  soon  cease,  (December  Ist)  and  when  it  com- 
menced, we  could  put  on  another  man ;  Mr.  Craven  re- 
fused to  put  the  Inspector  to  work  again,  on  the  ground  of 
neglect  of  duty. 

By  Mr.  C&aven — Samuel  R.  Smith  told  me  that  he 
thought  I  came  into  the  office  before  the  Committee  ad* 
jpurned.  Edwin  Smith  told  me  that  he  would  not  allow 
the  work  to  go  on,  after  the  1st  of  December,  if  he  Wat  la 
my  place ;  in  regard  to  the  reasons  given  to  Mr.  Denman 
for  not  accepting  the  sewer,  I  state  most  emphatically  and 
distinctly  that  I  never  gave,  in  that  case  or  any  other,  as  a 
reason  for  not  accepting  work,  that  my  orders  had  been 
disobeyed.  Never  made  use  of  nny  such  expression  to  any 
contractor;  I  have  invariably  given  the  contractors  the 
reasons. 

Adjourned  till  Tuesday,  11  o'clock.

O'Connor  recalled. — In  regard  to  Mr.  Craven  being 
present  at  the  investigation  of  the  sewer,  I  meant  Mr. 
Smith,  the  Inspector.  Am  not  certain  whether  Mr.  Cra- 
ven was  present  or  not ;  by  the  thirteen  days  in  the  certi- 
ficate, I  mean  different  days  (that  the  work  was  done.) 

Cross-examined. — I  have  conversed  with  Mr.  Pollock ; 
he  called  my  attention  in  regard  to  Mr.  Smith,  ihat  it  was 
Mr.  Smith  who  was  present  at  the  investigation  ;  Mr.  Pol* 
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lock  did  not  ask  me  to  point  out  Mr.  Smith  ;  am  not  posi- 
tive that  he  said  he  did  not  know  Mr.  Smith.  I  asked 
Mr.  Pollock  if  he  knew  that  gentleman,  (Smith)  he  re- 
plied that  he  was  rather  high  to  go  through  sewers.  In 
my  former  statement  that  I  pointed  out  Mr.  Pollock,  I 
made  a  mistake;  I  can't  say  whether  Mr.  Craven  was 
present  but  am  under  the  impression  he  was.

debate,  through  the  press,  bat  been  maialj,  Moducted  bf 
two  able  advocates  of  its  opposite  sides,  which  has  been 
closely  watched  and  followed  by  your  Committee,  in  conii^ 
mon  with  many  of  their  fellow-citiasens  interested  in  the 
question,  with  a  view  to  ascertain  the  merits  and  deueriti 
of  the  project  referred  to.  They  have  also  held  ten  publis 
sittings,  devoted  to  the  purpose  of  aflbrding  to  all  parties^ 
either  in  person  or  by  counsel,  the  amplest  opportunity  of 
being  heard  on  the  subject,  to  the  end  that  all  the  aigi^ 
ments  that  such  an  agitation  would  be  likely  to  elicit,  on 
both  sides,  might  be  considered ;  of  these  sittings^  one  aai 
a  half  were  occupied  by  the  supporters  of  the  applications 
the  rest  of  the  time  was  nsed  by  its  opponents.  AU  pslf 
settling  themselves  were  folly  heard. 

The  result,  upon  the  minds  of  the  Committee,  has  been 
a  decided  cooviciion  in  favor  of  the  projected  improvement 
in  the  system  of  passenger  travel  on  our  great  central 
thoroughfare.  They  are  satisfied  that  a  railroad  is  indis- 
pensable, alike  for  the  relief  of  Broadway  ;  for  the  con- 
veyance of  tlie  vast,  and  fast  increasing  passenger  travel, 
and  for  the  accommodation  of  the  other  classes  of  vehicleS| 
which  resort,  or  which  want  to  resort,  to  that  noble  street, 
justly  the  pride  and  delight  of  our  city. 

Indeed,  it  may  fairly  be  said  that  before  this  protracted 
discussion  reached  its  close,  all  the  principal  parties  to  it, 
which  have  appeared  before  the  Committee,  the  represent- 
atives of  the  omnibus  interest,  as  well  as  those  of  the 
Broadway  property  interest,  have  at  last  met  on  the  same 
ground  with  the  applicants,  in  bearing  a  substantial  testi* 
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mooy  io  &vor  of  a  railway  in  Broadway,  by  themselves 
becoming  applicants  for  that  which  they,  at  the  outset,  so 
vehemently  resisted.  It  is  true,  that  in  the  case  of  those 
appearing  as  representatives  of  property  owners,  these 
offers  were  still  accompanied  with  expressions  insisting 
upon  the  opinion  that  the  railroad  was  going  to  be  very 
piejudicial  to  the  value  of  property  on  Broadway  ;  and  the 
privilege  of  being  the  parties  to  lay  it  was  asked  as  a 
means  |of  obtaining  indemnification  through  the  profits 
which  they  calculated  to  realize  from  the  railroad.  But 
such  lingering,  nominal  adhesion,  to  an  opinion  and  com- 
mittal so  strongly  put  forth  at  the  outset,  as  to  make  it 
not  easy  to  abandon  them  afterward,  does  not  seem  entitled 
to  mnch  weight  against  the  practical  proof  of  real  change 
of  mind  on  the  merits  of  the  project  in  itself,  which  is  clearly 
afforded  by  such  offers  to  undertake  it  themselves — pre- 
suming, as  the  Committee,  of  course,  feel  bound  here  to 
do,  those  offers  to  have  been  sincere,  and  not  a  mere  indi- 
rect mode  of  killing  the  project  with  hostile  kindness. 
Such  remuneration,  and  indeed  any  degree  of  safety  in  an 
undertaking  requiring  so  large  an  outlay  of  capital,  could 
only  arise  from  a  successful  working  of  the  road  ;  from  its 
yielding  satisfaction  to  the  public,  so  as  to  be  safe  against 
its  being,  at  a  later  day,  abated  as  a  nuisance,  or  removed 
by  order  of  the  Common  Council ;  and  from  its  commo- 
dious conveyance  of  a  larger  amount  of  travel  than  is 
moved  on  Broadway  in  the  present  mode.  If  these  effects 
^auld  result  from  the  change,  there  could  be  no  injury  to 
the  business  and  property  on  Broadway  ;  on  the  contrary, 
improvement  must  be  its  effect.  The  offer  to  build  the 
proposed  road,  plainly  therefore  refutes  the  chief  objection 
advanced  by  the  same  parties  against  the  project. 
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ThM  Tirtnal  eoocarrence  floftlly  rweked  by«M  AfrfMm 
ties  to  a  prolncted  coDtroTeny  of  diia  deteripUoVy  •»  Av<# 
ragardt  the  baiit  or  •abjecUroailer  of  the  eoaCTOTOHfif 
woold  ieem  to  yield  MifBcient  toftimony  in  fitvor  of  ihfr 
project  of  a  Broadway  Railroad  in  itielfi  to  spare  tlie  Cmni^ 
viittce  any  need  of  reporting  the  reatont  which  have  f9^ 
daced  that  came  reiult  on  their  mindc,  which  thoce  raaatfH 
woold  ceero  to  have  produced  on  the  minds  of  these  wh|j 
were  its  very  opponenu  at  the  outset  of  the  discussiiintf 
8och  concurrence  necessarily  goes  far  to  cancel  the  wf^glft 
and  influence  of  all  the  anterior  opposition  to  the  railraai 
improvenienty  both  from  the  same  parties,  from  those  lepMi 
sented  by  them,  and  those  whose  signatures  to  remonstrs^r 
cos  may  have  been  procured  by  them,  in  support  of  thsU 
own  former  prejudices  and  objections.  Indeed,  it  may  lle< 
said  to  convert  all  such  virtually  abandoned  opposition  ittM 
so  much  the  stronger  testimony  to  the  convenience  and  con- 
clusive merits  of  the  opposite  side  of  the  question.  Still, 
the  Committee  believe  that  it  will  be  most  satisfactory  u> 
the  Board  and  the  public  for  them  to  mention  some  of  the 
reasons  in  favor  of  the  project,  and  answers  by  which  the 
objections  heretofore  made  against  it  have  been  met  and 
removed. 

The  late  experience  of  the  City  Avenue  Railroads  has 
established  one  important  point  in  the  question,  namely: 
that  a  very  large  number  of  passengers  may  be  conveyed 
in  a  single  car,  without  producing  the  effect  of  so  retarding 
the  movement,  from  the  frequency  of  the  way  stoppages, 
as  to  create  inconvenient  delay,  in  getting  from  one  end  of 
the  route  to  the  other.  On  the  Eighth  avenue  route,  from 
Chambers  street,  to  Fifty-second  street,  a  distance  of  four 
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miles,  the  regular  time  allowed  for,  and  well  kept  by  the 
carS}  is  thirty-five  minutes ;  on  Sundays,  when  ihe  num- 
ber of  passengers  conveyed  one  way  rises  sometimes  over 
a  hundred,  the  time  made  rises  to  about  forty  minutes. 

The  New  York  Express,  of  the  5th  instant,  bears  the 
following  testimony  on  this  subject : 

^*  Eighth  Avenue  Railroad. — The  success  which  has  at- 
tended this  enterprise,  has  been  almost  without  a  parallel. 
The  cars  are  crowded  every  day,  and  all  day,  and  run  with 
snch  punctuality  and  speed  as  enhances  their  convenience 
much,  and  makes  them  really  a  public  accommodation. 
They  make  the  trip  from  Fifty-first  street  to  Chambers 
street,  in  thirty  minutes,  less  in  most  cases,  than  half  the 
time  the  omnibuses  take  to  go  over  the  same  ground." 

This  is  much  better  than  that  of  any  omnibus  route.  In 
winter,  too,  we  know  that  very  great  numbers  are  moved 
on  mammoth  sleighs,  with  a  progress,  (in  spite  of  the  fre- 
quency of  stoppages  to  take  up  or  discharge  passengers,) 
certainly  not  inferior  to  omnibus  rates  of  travel.  One  of 
these  sleighs  is  stated  to  have,  on  one  occasion,  carried 
two  hundred  ctnd  eighty  passengers.  This  difference  pro- 
ceeds from  the  double  cause,  first,  the  loss  of  time  occasion- 
ed in  omnibuses  by  payment  of  fare  to  the  driver  on  get- 
ting out ;  secondly,  the  advantage  afforded  by  the  cars,  in 
enabling  most  persons,  all  but  the  aged,  the  invalid,  or 
females,  to  get  on  or  off  without  the  necessity  of  entirely 
Slopping  the  headway ;  this  being  always^a  matter  of  choice 
to  the  passenger,  who  can  have  the  car  stopped  entirely  if 
pleases,  but  who  very  commonly  prefers  not  to  do  so. 
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It  is  well  known  that  a  pair  of  horses  can  move  a  graal* 
ly  multiplied  number  of  passengers  on  iron  rails,  in  com- 
parison with  what  they  can  do  on  even  the  smoothest 
pavement.  Scientific  authorities  state  the  proportions  at 
eight  to  one.  Five  to  one,  is  the  proportion  approximate- 
ly stated,  in  reference  to  the  Russ  pavement,  by  a  highly 
respectable  authority,  extensively  experienced  in  city  en- 
gineering, as  founded  on  observation  of  rail  and  pavement 
traction;  and  this  opinion  must  fairly  commend  itself  to 
the  common  understanding  of  all  who  would  compare  the 
number  of  passengers  conveyed  in  omnibuses,  (whether  in 
our  city  or  in  the  European  capitals,  whose  principal  streets 
are  for  the  most  part  paved  throughout  with  smooth  granite 
blocks)  with  the  numbers,  which  are  moved  with  ease  on 
the  city  railroads. 

These  two  considerations,  namely,  the  feasibility  of  mov- 
ing at  least  five  or  six  times  as  many  passengers  with  the  sin- 
gle pair  of  horses,  and  the  feasibility  of  doing  so  in  a  single 
vehicle  with  dispatch,  at  least  equal  to,  and  indeed  better 
than  that  practiced  by  omnibuses,  point  directly  to  a  rail- 
road as  the  proper  remedy  for  that  obstructed  condition  of 
Broadway,  which  has  now  readied  an  excess  recognized 
by  all  as  a  slate  of  thin<T[s  imperatively  demanding  relief 
and  reform.  In  number,  the  omnibuses  on  Broadway  have 
been  ascertained  by  observation,  (attested  by  respectable 
affidavits)  to  constitute  two  fifths  of  all  the  vehicles,  (hand 
carts  inclusive)  moving  on  the  street.  Tlicir  great  size  and 
weight  must  therefore  certainly  make  chargeable  to  them 
full  three-fifths  of  the  occupation  of  the  carriage-way. 
The  average  number  per  hour  passing  the  Museum,  has 
been  duly  proved  to  the  Committee  to  be  about  four  hun- 
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dred  and  eighty  or  four  hundred  and  ninety  of  these  very 
large,  wide  and  heavy  vehicles.  The  passenger  travel 
being  now  so  great,  and  increasing  so  fast,  while  the  width 
of  the  street  is  fixed,  the  inference  is  obvious  and  inevitable 
that  if.  in  lieu  of  these  merely  twelve  passenger  vehicles, 
we  should  adopt  nx/y-passenger  vehicles,  that  is  to  say, 
rail-cars,  (the  latter  no  wider  than  the  former,)  a  vast  relief 
must  be  at  once  afforded ;  then  one-fifth  the  number  of 
vehicles  on  Broadway  become  adequate  to  move  the  same 
amonnt  of  passenger  travel,  and  the  relief  to  the  over- 
loaded carriage-way  is  both  manifest  and  immense. 

Broadway  is  now  too  narrow  to  bear  any  longer  the 
omnibus  mode  of  moving  its  passenger  travel.  The  growth 
of  the  city,  of  the  population,  and  of  the  travel,  has  mani- 
festly brought  with  it  the  necessity  of  a  more  economical 
application  of  the  available  room  and  power ;  and  if  five 
or  six  times  the  number  of  passengers  now  carried  can  be 
moved  by  the  same  pair  of  horses,  and  in  a  vehicle  of  no 
greater  width,  it  is  a  plain  matter  of  the  simplest  common 
sense,  if  not  of  absolute  necessity,  to  w^elcome  gladly  the 
mechanical  improvement  which  makes  it  practicable. 

This  large  disproportion  in  the  capacity  of  omnibuses  and 
rail-cars,  in  reference  to  the  number  of  passengers  each  can 
convey,  points  also,  plainly,  to  the  ability  of  the  latter  to 
move  a  much  larger  number ^  that  is  to  say,  to  yield  a  much 
larger  amount  of  accommodation  to  the  public  than  can  be 
done  by  the  former,  while  at  the  same  time  very  great  re- 
lief could  still  be  obtained  in  reference  to  the  number  of 
vehicles  employed.  Overcrowded  with  omnibuses,  as 
Broadway  is,  the  means  of  conveyance  are  still  quite  in- 
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sufficieDt,  at  the  hours  of  the  heavy  travel,  as  well  as  la 
stormy  weather  ;  at  which  periods  it  is  only  at  the  early 
part,  or  else  at  the  latter  part,  of  the  omnibus  routes,  that 
seats  can  be  had  in  those  vehicles  at  all.  There  exists, 
therefore,  urgent  need,  1st.  Of  relief  to  the  carriage-ioayf 
by  reducing  the  number  of  passenger- vehicles  ;  and  2d,  of 
increased  accommodiUion  to  the  travel^  by  furnishing  the 
means  of  moving  a  larger  number  of  passengers  in  the  said 
reduced  number  of  vehicles.  This  conclusion  seems  to  be 
beyond  all  possible  question,  and  it  is  but  another  mode  of 
saying  that  Broadway  must  be  relieved,  and  the  travel  mud 
be  accommodafed,  with  a  railroad  system  substituted  for 
the  omnibus  system. 

An  objection  would  here  naturally  suggest  itself  to  many 
minds,  at  a  first  glance  at  the  subject,  which  did  at  first 
present  itself  to  those  of  the  Committee,  with  great  appa- 
rent force,  and  which,  at  the  earlier  stages  of  tiie  discussion, 
was  strongly  urged,  though  it  seems  to  have  been  tacitly 
abandoned  at  its  later  stages,  namely,  a  doubt  whether  the 
passenger  travel  on  Broadway  could  be  conveyed  on  a  sin- 
gle line  of  movement,  each  way,  (as  on  a  double  railroad 
track,)  without  requiring  so  many  vehicles,  following  one 
after  the  other,  as  to  make  a  continuous  wall  of  them,  dif- 
ficult and  hazardous  to  cross.  An  examination  into  the 
facts  of  the  travel  on  Broadway,  will  remove  every  such 
apprehension  or  doubt.  The  facts  on  this  subject  have 
been  laid  before  the  Committee,  with  such  evidence  in  sup- 
port of  the  observations  made,  and  such  proof  derived  from 
internal  evidence,  and  from  the  correspondence  of  the 
numbers  stated  with  the  known  numbers  of  omnibuses, 
that  we  feel  entitled  to  refer  to  them  with  confidence. 
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Canal  street  is  a  point  which  may  fairly  be  taken,  as 
the  one  at  which  the  number  of  passengers  of  the  Broad- 
way travel,  either  way,  is  at  ils  maximum,  at  the  respective 
hours  of  the  heavy  movement,  up  or  down.  At  that 
point,  the  omnibuses,  at  those  respective  periods,  have  not 
yet  begun  to  discharge  more  passengers  ihan  they  pick  up, 
10  that  they  are  about  at  their  fullest  there;  an  opinion, 
which  common  sense  observation  would  of  itself  arrive  at) 
and  to  which  the  numerical  observations  made,  and  well 
attested,  have  been  found  to  correspond.  About  two  thou- 
sand passengers,  at  the  heaviest  hour  of  the  travel,  is  found 
to  be  the  number  passing  that  point,  in  one  direction;  or  to 
be  more  precise,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fourteen 
ifamm,  at  the  heaviest  morning  hour,  and  two  thousand  and 
fifty  ifp,  at  the  heaviest  evening  hour.  At  the  same  hours, 
respectively,  the  travel  in  the  opposite  direction  is  very 
•mall,  being  in  the  former  case,  four  hundred  and  eighteen 
upj  and  in  the  latter  case,  six  hundred  and  sixty-five  down. 
Assuming  sixty-passenger  cars,  the'numbcr  of  cars  sufficient 
for  these  numbers  of  passengers,  in  order  to  be  equal  to  the 
omnibus  service,  would  be  as  follows:  For  the  heaviest 
morning  hour,  thirty-two  down,  and  seven  up;  total, 
thirty-nine;  and  for  the  heaviest  evening  hour,  thirty-four 
np,  and  eleven  down  ;  total,  forty-five.  Sixty  cars  may 
be  placed  on  a  track  per  hour,  at  the  rate  of  movement 
found  satisfactory  on  the  existing  city  avenue  roads,  say 
ten  minutes  to  the  mile,  and  each  car  will  have  a  space  of 
a  tenth  of  a  mile  of  its  track,  free  from  the  pressure  of 
either  its  successor  or  its  predecessor.  Even  double  that 
degree  of  proximity  could  probably  be  allowed,  with  care 
and  good  management,  and  with  a  certain  method  in  the 
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stoppages,  (as  for  iostance,  at  a  fixed  point  in  each  block,)  so 
as  to  admit  even  double  that  number  of  cars,  for  the  single 
hour  or  two  to  which  the  heavy  travel  is  limited  ;  but  if  it 
is  token  at  only  sixty  cars  per  hour,  with  a  tenth  of  a  mile 
space  on  (he  track  to  each,  (the  cars  being  constructed  to 
seat  sixty  passengers,)  then,  instead  of  the  present  number, 
of  about  two  thousand  at  the  heaviest  hour,  the  number 
moved  would  be  about  thirty-six  hundred.  And  indeed, 
with  the  usual  accommodation  of  willing  standing  passen- 
gers on  the /i/a(/brm#,  (without  being  allowed  still  to  an- 
noy the  seated  passengers,)  the  number  which  could  thus 
be  moved  per  hour,  either  way,  would  not  be  less  than  for- 
ty-five hundred.  It  is  thus  plain,  (hat  more  than  dovblt  the 
present  omnibus  accommodation  to  the  passenger  travel, 
could  readily  be  afforded  by  properly  constructed  carS| 
without  giving  them  a  greater  frequency  of  succession  on 
the  sin<^le  track,  cither  way,  than  wliat  would  allow  to 
each  car  a  clear  space  of  a  tenih  of  a  mile,  of  which  its 
own  length,  horses  and  all,  would  occupy  about  thirty- 
seven  or  iliirty-cight  feet.  If  the  travel  should  ever  come 
to  need  it,  even  twice  that  niiinher,  or  more  than  quadru- 
ple the  present  travel,  up  and  down  Broadway,  could  be  thuf 
accoiniuodated,  without  multiplying  the  cars  to  an  imprac- 
ticable frequency  of  succession.  But  before  that  time  other 
routes  will  probably  be  opened. 

A  provision  should  be  made  for  keeping  a  certain  pro- 
portion of  the  cars  on  such  a  road  at  some  depot  at  or 
near  the  lower  end  of  the  route.  In  this  mode,  not  only 
would  there  be  provision  for  increase  of  accommodation,  in 
case  of  storms  arising  in  the  course  of  the  day,  but  also  the 
present  necessity  would  be  saved,  requiring  the  prompt  re- 
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turn  of  the  whole  force  of  vehicles  which  brings  down  the 
heavy  morningf  travel,  even  thoug^h  there  is  then  but  little 
return  travel  to  justify  crowding  the  streets  with  so  large  a 
proportion  of  empty  vehicles.  Not  more  than  half  the 
number  of  cars  would  thus  move  in  one  direction,  while 
the  full  force  required  for  the  heavy  bulk  of  the  travel 
would  be  going  in  the  other  direction  ;  so  that  the  number 
of  cars  devoted  to  the  latter  purpose  could  be  increased 
more  and  more,  according  to  the  public  demand  for  accom- 
modation, at  the  same  time  that  the  total  number  in  mo- 
tion would  be  kept  down  with  moderate  limits.  As  has 
been  already  shown,  ninety  vehicles  per  hour,  for  the  hea- 
ficBt  hour  of  the  travel — sixty  one  way,  and  thirty  the 
other — would  accommodate  more  than  double  the  number  of 
passengers  now  conveyed;  while,  on  the  one  track,  each 
vehicle  would  have  a  space  to  itself  of  one-tenth  of  a  mile, 
and  on  the  other  track  one-fifth  of  a  mile. 

The  difficulty  imagined  by  some,  in  regard  to  the  too 
closely  continuous  succession  of  cars,  thus  disappears  en- 
tirely on  an  examination  of  the  facts  of  the  case.  It  is 
clear  that,  so  far  as  regards  these  vehicles,  viewed  in  com- 
parison with  the  omnibuses  proposed  to  be  superseded  by 
them,  the  street  would  be  cleared  and  relieved  to  a  degree 
of  which  it  is  difficult  to  realize  a  full  conception ;  and  this, 
at  the  same  time,  with  a  vast  increase,  more  than  doubling 
the  amount  of  accommodations  alTordcd  to  the  public. 

These  essential  points  are,  therefore,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Committee,  conclusively  established,  viz  : 

That  a  railroad  will  move  a  much  larger  number  of  pas- 
lengers,  and  with  a  much  smaller  number  of  vehicles ; — 
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these  being  precisely  the  two  imperative  wants  and  de- 
mands of  the  public,  both  in  reference  to  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  travel  and  to  the  relief  of  the  street. 

And  that  it  will  [afTcct  these  now  indispensable  improve- 
ments, without  falling  into  the  evil  of  too  close  a  continuity 
of  cars  succeeding  each  other  on  a  track. 

The  following  advantages  incident  to  the  proposed 
change  of  system  for  the  passenger  travel  of  Broadway,  are 
such  as  to  suggest  themselves  obviously  to  the  attention  of 
every  one  who  approaches  the  consideration  of  the  8ubjecl| 
and  the  Committee  do  not  feci  called  upon  to  prove  or  to 
dwell  upon  them. 

Cars  arc  far  superior  in  the  ease  and  comfort  of  the  mo- 
tion. They  will  permit  reading  or  conversation.  A  seat 
in  a  car,  (assuming  them  to  be  properly  constructed,  so  as 
to  secure  proptT  accommodation  to  iho  seated  passengers, 
and  at  the  moderate  speed  of  city  travel)  is  repose^  as  well 
as  convenience  ;  while,  in  an  omnibus,  it  \s  fatigue  in  itself 
which,  on  a  long  route,  is  annoying  to  all,  and  ofien  hard 
to  be  borne  I)y  the  wealc,  the  exhausted,  or  the  invalid. 
This  consideration  is  one  of  no  small  account,  when  it  ap- 
plies to  forty  or  lifty  thousand  people  a  day,  of  all  ages^ 
sexes  and  conditions  of  health. 

The  saving  of  ten,  or  even  live  minutes  on  a  four  mile 
route,  when  it  is  multiplied  by  the  vast  number  of  persons 
exD/riencing  its  benefit,  including  the  bulk  of  the  active 
b  iness  community  of  this  great  emporium  and  metropolis, 
is  a  point,  also,  of  no  trifling  importance. 

The  presence  of  rails  along  the  middle  of  the  street,  and 
the  regular  movement  of  the  passenger  travel  along  those

lines  of  motion  alone,  will  render  practicable  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  rule,  (now  merely  nominal)  which  requires  all 
vehicles  to  keep  to  the  right.  On  each  side  of  the  street 
the  miscellaneous  vehicles  would  thus  move  only  in  the 
same  direction  with  the  cars  on  that  side.  It  would  soon 
be  as  unheard  of  a  thing  for  any  vehicle  to  move  on  the 
wrong  side,  or  against  current,  as  it  now  is  for  them  to  drive 
upon  the  side-walk.  It  would  be  the  interest  of  the  rail- 
road establishment  to  be  attentive  to  the  enforcement  of 
this  salutary  ordinance,  and  indeed  it  would  not  be  lung 
necessary  to  give  any  particular  attention  to  its  enforce- 
ment; no  one  would  think  of  disturbing  the  order  and 
comfort  of  the  street,  by  attempting  to  move  against  a  reg- 
ular and  steady  stream,  instead  of  falling  in,  for  his  own 
convenience  as  well  as  according  to  law,  on  his  own  proper 
and  visibly  defined  side.  There  would  thus  be  no  meeting 
of  vehicles  from  opposite  directions,  with  the  mere  excep- 
tion of  when  one  should  cross  the  street  to  draw  up  on  the 
opposite  side.  It  is  evident  that  a  much  larger  number  of 
vehicles  could  thus  move  with  ease  and  security  within  a 
given  width  of  carriage-way,  than  where  the  same  system 
of  harmonious  and  regular  order  should  not  prevail.  The 
Committee  are  satisfied  that  there  is  no  exaggeration  in  the 
opinion  which  has  been  expressed,  that  this  improvement 
in  the  general  travel  of  Broadway  would  make  the  street 
comfortably  available  to  the  use  of  full  three  times  the 
number  of  miscellaneous  vehicles  that  now  venture  upon 
it;  especially  when  it  is  remembered  that,  as  has  been  seen 
above,  full  three-fifths  of  the  carriage-way  is  now  really  oc- 
cupied by  the  omnibuses,  for  which  it  is  assumed  that 
(through  some  proper  and  equitable  arrangement)  the  pro- 
posed reduced  number  of  cars  would  be  substituted.     If, 
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then,  by  wise  and  economical  improvement,  Broadway  can 
be  made  adequate  to  move  a  doubled  passenger  travel ,  and 
a  trebled  movement  of  miscellaneous  vehicles,  and  to  do  so 
with  great  enhancement  of  comfort  and  security  to  both, 
such  improvement  would  be  practically  equivalent  to  a 
corresponding  widening  of  the  street  itself. 

Another  important  advantage  (in  reference  to  the  safety 
of  crossing  pedestrians,  as  well  as  of  vehicles,  whether  in 
motion  or  drawn  up  at  the  curb-stone,)  would  be  derived 
from  the  confinement  of  the  whole  passenger  travel  to  the 
fixed  iron  lines  from  which  it  could  not  deviate.  Every- 
body would  then  know  exactly  where  and  how  to  avoid 
all  danger  or  annoyance  from  the  vehicles  conveying  that 
travel.  Under  the  present  system,  safety  from  those  vehi- 
cles is  nowhere  to  be  found,  except  on  the  very  side-walks. 
Often  several  abreast ;  often  racing,  more  or  less  decidedly; 
often  coming  together,  from  the  opposite  directions,  with 
little,  if  any,  regard  to  the  rule  of  all  to  the  right  ;  often 
tacking  about  the  street  in  defiance  of  it,  from  the  eager- 
ness to  secure  passengers  who  might  otherwise  fall  to  the 
lot  of  a  rival ;  the  omnibuses  are,  and  under  their  system, 
must  continue  to  be,  a  constant  source  of  peril  to  both  pe- 
destrians and  vehicles,  everywhere  threatening  with  oppo- 
site and  confusing  dangers,  requiring  a  constant  vigilance 
to  avoid  them,  and  often  impossible  to  be  avoided,  as  is 
attested  by  so  many  serious,  and  sometimes  fatal  acci- 
dents. Under  a  railroad  system,  this  would  be  entirely 
changed.  Every  one  would  always  know  exactly  where 
he  was  secure  from  any  possibility  of  contact  with  a  car; 
the  moment  one  had  passed,  he  would  be  safe  to  cross  its 
track,  its  successor  being  at  least  a  couple  of  blocks,  if  not 
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twiee  that  distance  off;  racing  would  be  out  of  the  ques- 
tion^  and,  for  safety  from  other  vehicles,  he  would  only 
have  to  look  out  in  one  direction,  since  all  in  motion  on 
that  side  would  necessarily  be  going  one  way. 

Another  point  of  some  moment,  is  the  saving  of  the 
pavement  of  Broadway,  which  would  result  from  causing 
all  the  passenger  travel  to  run  on  the  iron  rails,  instead  of 
in  omnibuses  on  the  pavement,  as  at  present.  This  saving 
will  be  not  alone  in  the  cost  of  the  repairs,  but  in  the  relief 
of  the  street  from  the  frequent  closing  up  of  portions  of  it, 
for  the  purpose  of  making  them.  Whatever  parties  should 
lay  the  railroad,  should  be  required  to  keep  it  in  cqnstnnt 
repair,  which  could  then  be  done  by  constant  and  close 
care,  with  night  work,  nnd  early  morning  work,  to  repair 
the  first  appearances  of  yielding.  The  bulk  of  the  wear 
and  tear  of  the  pavement  is  done  by  the  omnibuses,  and 
even  the  earlier  blocks  of  the  Russ  pavement  now  show 
plain  indications  of  yielding  to  the  severe  wear  of  the  in- 
cessant crowds  of  tiiem  over  ail  parts  of  the  surface  of  the 
street. 

The  relief  of  the  street  from  the  noise  of  these  peculiar 
vehicles  would  also  be  an  essential  improvement  to  Broad- 
way, as  well  for  the  comfort  of  the  residents,  by  night  and 
by  day,  as  for  that  of  shoppers  and  other  pedestrians, 
and  of  the  riding  passengers..  And  if,  at  the  same  time, 
the  parties  receiving  the  privilege  are  required  to  sweep  the 
street  at  an  early  hour  every  morning,  a  great  benefit  will 
be  reaped  by  the  whole  pubh'c,  in  exempiion  from  mud, 
and  from  dust,  in  protection  of  fine  goods  from  injury  from 
the  latter  cause,  and  in  cleanness  of  the  pavement  for  cross- 
ing at  any  point. 
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Objection  has  been  made  on  the  score  of  the  narrow- 
ness of  the  street,  on  the  presumption  that  there  would  not 
be  room  for  the  movement  of  other  vehicles,  besides  the 
cars.  But  there  is  no  real  weight  in  this  objection.  If  the 
street  is  loo  narrow  for  the  movement  of  one  car,  that  is  no 
very  good  reason  why  half  a  dozen  omnibuses  should  be 
put  upon  it  to  do  precisely  the  work  that  could  be  done  by 
the  one  car.  And  this  is  the  true  question — which  of  the 
two  will  load  the  limited  width  of  the  street  most,  che  one 
cary  or  the  half  a  dozen  omnibuses?  We  have  already  seen 
that  this  reduction  of  the  number  of  vehicles  and  horses 
devoted  to  the  passenger  travel,  coupled  with  the  simul- 
taneous and  consequent  methodizing  of  the  travel,  on  the 
law  of  keeping  to  the  right,  will  enable  Broadway  to  yield 
comfortable  accommodation  to  at  least  three  times  the  num- 
ber of  miscellaneous  vehicles  that  now,  (at  their  peril|) 
venture  on  it. 

These  vehicles  will  not  only  have  the  portion  of  the 
street  lying  on  each  side  of  the  track  exclusively  to  them- 
selves,  but  will,  of  course,  move  as  freely  on  their  half  of 
the  middle  of  the  street  as  at  present,  whenever  there 
should  chance  to  be  more  than  two  abreast  going  the  same 
way,  or  whenever  one  should  wish  to  pass  ahead  of  other 
vehicles  moving  before  him,  or  when  a  cart  might  stand 
across  the  way. 

On  such  rare  occasions,  though  such  a  cart  would,  for 
the  moment,  annoy  the  travel  a  little,  by  compelling  other 
vehicles  to  go  round  it,  yet  the  inconvenience  would  be 
much  less  when,  in  addition  to  the  cart  so  situated,  there 
should  be  one  car  passitig,  than  when  there  should  be  half 
a  dozen  omnibuses  forcing  their  way  through   the  same 
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space.  No  vehicle  driving  along  Broadway  could  ever 
oome  into  collision  with  a  car,  except  hy  its  own  fuiilt,  be- 
cause it  would  have  no  more  right  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  street,  (except  for  drawing  up  at  the  curb,)  than  it 
would  have  to  intrude  on  the  side-wnlk.  The  car  on  its 
own  side  of  the  street  could  never  annoy  it,  because  both 
would  be  moving  the  same  wny.  Few  drivers,  of  any  kind 
of  vehicle,  would  wantonly  annoy  the  passengers  in  a  car, 
by  blocking  the  way  of  its  passage  by  slow  driving  ahead 
of  it.  The  good  sense  and  good  feeling  of  the  commu- 
nity would  soon  put  down  such  conduct,  and  there  would 
be  DO  need  of  resorting  to  the  unquestionable  authority  of 
the  Common  Council  to  abate  the  public  nuisance  of  such 
a  practice,  by  the  proper  ordinance,  which  the  whole  com- 
niuoity  would  demand  for  such  cases. 

Whenever  a  vehicle  should  find  itself  in  such  a  situation, 
in  reference  to  a  car  coming  after  it  faster  than  its  own 
rate,  the  usual  courtesies  and  decencies  of  the  road  would 
rarely  be  wanting  on  cither  side,  and,  by  cither  the  one 
holding  up  a  little,  or  the  other  turning  off  a  little  further 
to  the  right,  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  the  mutual  ac- 
commodation. 

In  regard  to  the  narrower  portion  of  Broadway,  between 
Fulton  and  Rector  streets,  (between  which  points  it  con 
tracts  considerably  from  its  ordinary  width,)  the  Committee 
have  determined  that  it  would  be  a  very  valuable  improve- 
ment,  in  any  railroad  system  to  be  established,  to  restrict 
the  number  of  cars  which  should  be  allowed  to  go  below 
the  Park,  to  such  number  as  should  be  found  sufficient  for 
the  accommodation  of  so  much  of  the  travel  as  requires  to 
past  below  that  point.     If  from  the  fool  of  the  Park,  con-

necting  lines  of  omnibuses  should  branch  off  to  the  Cort- 
landt  street  ferry,  by  Fulton  or  Vesey  street,  on  the  one 
side,  and  to  the  Peck  slip,  Fulton  and  Wall  street  ferries, 
on  the  other  side,  (these  omnibuses  connecting,  by  trans- 
fer tickets,  with  both  the  Broadway  and  Harlem  railroads, 
or  running  at  very  low  fare)  a  complete  system  of  public 
accommodation  would  be  produced.  These  connecting 
lines  would  run  across  from  river  to  river,  and  connect  the 
corresponding  ferries.  The  communications  with  the  South 
ferry  would  be  maintained  by  the  railroad,  though  only 
a  small  proportion  of  the  cars  would  be  required  for  that 
purpose,  and  for  the  way  accommodation  of  that  line  of 
travel.  Probably  not  more  than  a  car  to  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  would  be  called  for  for  this  purpose,  and,  instead  of 
the  present  crowding  of  that  narrow  part  of  Broadway 
with  empty  omnibuses,  the  greater  part  of  the  cars  would 
stop  at  the  Park,  there  to  be  immediately  switched  over  to 
the  return  track.  Experience  woiihl  determine  the  pro- 
portion that  should  go  on  to  the  South  ferry,  which  could 
be  made  distinguishable  by  color,  or  by  a  suitable  flag;  so 
that  passengers  could  take  one  or  another,  according  to 
their  preference.  A  further  useful  feature,  in  regard  to  the 
omnibuses  connecting  the  ferries  with  each  other,  and  with 
the  two  railroad  lines  at  the  Park,  would  be,  that  they 
should  go  and  return  by  different  streets,  in  consequence  of 
the  narrowness  of  the  streets  along  those  branching  routes. 

Besides  the  great  increase  of  accommodation  thus  to  be 
furnished,  such  an  arrangement  would  afford  an  immense 
relief  to  all  the  lower  part  of  Broadway,  multiply  the  num- 
ber of  other  vehicles  to  which  it  would  be  available, — rem- 
edy its  present  constant  liability  to  crowds  and  jams,  and, 
in  all  points  of  view,  improve  it  for  all  business  purposes. 
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A  similar  policy  of  spreading  laterally  or  cross-wise, 
over  the  eastern  and  western,  middle,  and  upper  regions 
of  the  city,  the  facilities  of  public  conveyances,  directly 
coDDecting  the  two  river-sides  of  the  city  with  each  other, 
and  also  with  all  the  more  central  portions  of  it  lying  on 
the  lines  of  Broadway  and  the  various  other  north  and 
south  lines  of  railroad  movement,  would,  if  carried  out  on 
an  extensive  and  comprehensive  plan,  afford  to  New  York 
a  network  system  of  internal  communication  or  circulation 
unrivalled  in  the  world.  This  could  be  effected  by  with- 
drawing the  omnibuses  from  Broadway,  and  placing  them 
oo  these  transverse  routes,  at  proportionately  reduced  fares 
-^at  such  intervals,  reasonably  close,  as  should  be  found 
expedient.  There  would  then  be  no  part  of  the  city  where 
an  individual  could  not  find,  close  at  hand,  or  within  a 
very  short  walk,  the  means  of  regular  and  prompt  convey- 
ance, for  a  trifling  sum,  either  to  the  central  line,  or,  by 
means  of  the  various  railroad  lines  already  built,  or  which 
will  be  built,  (of  which  the  Broadway  line  is  but  one,)  up  or 
down,  to  the  close  vicinity  of  any  other  part  of  the  city. 

Every  ward,  district  and  block,  would  soon  feel  the  vivi- 
fying influence  of  such  all-pcrvading  facilities  of  circula- 
tion. All  property  now  suffering  from  the  want  of  those 
means  of  cheap  conveyance  possessed  by  more  favored  lo- 
calities, would  soon  experience  its  benefit.  It  would  diffuse 
more  equally,  over  all  parts  of  the  city,  those  advantages 
of  eligibleness  for  residence,  and  consequent  rent  value, 
and  progress  in  improvement,  now  monopolized  by  the 
routes  of  public  conveyance.  The  cross  lines  of  travel 
would  themselves  also  soon  be  laid  down  with  rails,  so 
soon  as  the  amount  of  travel  should  reach  the  point  at 
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which,  (at  now  on  Broadway,  od  a  laiger  «aale,)  il  alioiM 
U^in  Co  oppreti  ibe  alreei  with  the  nnmber  of  omoibniOb 
employed  by  it,  so  as  to  eall  for  the  inirodaetioo  eCfhIb 
rfttliroad  tamomy  in  transpartalion ;  for,  at  hat.  beeft.oM 
marked  in  the  ditcutiioni  before  the  Committee,  a  city  foiW 
road  it  rimply  a  labor-saving  machine,  by  which  a  pair  eft 
horses,  and  vehicle  of  given  width,  can  be  made  to  rtWfUi 
five  or  six  times  as  many  passengers,  and  in  a  moeh  meeic 
comfortable  way  than  can  be  done  without  it,  and  whe»» 
ever  the  travel  to  be  moved  comes  to  crowd  a  street  iaconm 
veniently  with  omnibuses,  it  will  then  pay  and  jnstify  IhsM 
substitution  of  the  rail  conveyance,  which  private  eDte»> 
prise,  wisely  and  fortunately  coincident  with  the  poUis^ 
good,  and  finding  iu  own  interest  in  the  public  accommopt 
dalion,  will  never  be  slow  to  introduce.  I^' 

Taking  this  enlarged  view  of  the  whole  subject; — desir- 
ing to  deal  with  it  as  becomes  the  municipal  legislation  of 
a  rapidly  progressive  city,  already  the  metropolis  of  the 
New  World,  destined,  within  the  lifetime  of  infants  now 
born,  to  become  the  metropolis  of  the  globe  ;  and,  more- 
over, at  the  same  lime  paying  a  due  regard  to  the  meritori- 
ous interests  of  that  large  and  valuable  portion  of  our  citi- 
zens, who  are  already  connected,  through  investment  or 
employment,  with  the  various  Broadway  omnibus  lineiy 
some  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  determined  to  sug- 
gest to  the  applicants  for  the  Broadway  Railroad,  the  pro- 
priety of  some  amicable  and  just  arrangement,  by  which 
the  broad  and  far-reaching  benefits  of  this  general  policy 
should  be  secured  to  the  city,  the  rights  and  inteiesti 
involved  in  the  Broadway  omnibus  concerns  protected  and 
satisfied,  and  Broadway  eflfectually  relieved  from  the  pref- 
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eoce  of  the  oniDibuses  simultaneously  with  the  introduc- 
tioo  of  the  siibslitnted  system  of  cars.  We  have  the  grat* 
ificalion  of  dow  knowing  that  snch  arrangements  have  been 
made  to  the  satisfaction  of  both  sides,  and  to  the  very  great 
advantage  of  the  public  at  large,  in  an  admirable  and  com- 
plete system  for  a  general  circulation  of  the  public  convey- 
ances, such  as  has  been  above  indicated.  The  proprietors 
of  all  the  principal  Broadway  lines  have  accordingly 
agreed  to  unite  with  the  applicants  for  the  railroad,  and  all 
their  omnibuses  will  be  withdrawn  and  transferred  to  cross 
streets,  at  reasonable  intervals,  (subject  to  direction  of  the 
Common  Council,)  to  work  in  correspondence  with  the 
railroad,  with  mutual  transfer  tickets  to  and  fro.  The  ex- 
tension  of  the  same  transfer  system  to  the  other  railroad 
lines  will  undoubtedly  soon  follow,  workingitself  out  natu- 
rally without  need  of  legislative  dictation.  Such  a  result, 
if  consummated  by  the  approval  of  the  Common  Council, 
will  undoubtedly  constitute  such  a  great,  wide-reaching 
and  manifold  benefit  to  the  whole  cify  and  community,  as 
to  make  the  act  by  which  it  shall  be  secured,  (in  the  opin» 
ion  of  this  Committee)  an  act  of  wise  and  enlightened  le- 
gislation, second  only  in  value  to  that  which  bade  the  Cro- 
ton  to  flow  through  every  street  and  alley  of  our  favored 
metropolis. 

A  few  objections  to  a  railroad  in  Broadway  were  ad- 
duced in  the  course  of  the  discussions,  of  a  minor  character, 
which  would  have  in  themselves  but  little  weiglit  in  the 
scale,  against  the  advantages  of  a  reform  which  we  have 
seen  to  have  now  become  indispensable,  for  the  relief  of 
Broadway,  and  the  accommodation  of  the  travel  ;  and  these 
small  difficulties  are  also,  for  the  most  part,  obviated  under 
the  harmonious  and  combined  system  now  contemplated. 
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Od  those  occasions  of  public  processions  or  parade,  for 
which  our  citizens  want  the  accustomed  panoramic  oppor- 
tunity afforded  by  Broadway,  the  cars  would  suspend  nrn* 
ning  during  the  necessary  hours,  and  a  sufficient  namberof 
omnibuses  could  be  withdrawn,  or  thinned  out,  from  the 
cross  lines,  or  could  be  brought  in  from  reserves  in  depot  to 
accommodate  on  the  next  parallel  street,  the  small  amoont 
of  travel  which,  at  those  hours,  and  on  such  occasionsi 
would  want  accommodation,  as  the  omnibuses  now  take 
those  routes  when  shut  off  from  Broadway.  In  the  caseof 
any  interruption  of  running  for  any  particular  short  dis- 
tance from  any  other  cause,  the  same  provision  would  be 
always  available  to  fill  the  gap  of  interruption  on  the  rail- 
road. 

For  the  occasions  of  snow,  the  Railroad  Company  should 
be  required  to  keep  in  readiness  an  ample  provision  of 
sleighs.  Builders'  materials  ought  no  longer  to  be  al- 
lowed to  encumber  the  street,  as  has  hitherto  been  need- 
lessly and  negligently  permitted.  One  or  two  other  trifling 
points  have  been  alluded  to,  which  it  is  not  worth  while  to 
waste  time  upon. 

In  regard  to  the  practical  working  of  a  Broadway  rail- 
road, there  are  several  points  of  detail,  which  ought  to  be 
properly  provided  for,  in  order  to  secure  the  rights  of  the 
public  to  accommodation^  in  the  prosper  sense  of  the  term, 
as  contradistinguished  from  the  treatment  to  which  on 
some  of  the  other  lines  the  passenger  is  now  really  sub- 
jected . 

There  should  be  comfortable  seats  for  a  given  number, 
and  when  the  car  is  full,  notice  of  the  fact  should  be  given 
by  a  flag,  and  the  car  should  not  be  allowed  to  force  any 
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mcNV  into  insuflicieDt  sitting'  room,  nor  to  force  gentlemen 
Id  give  up  their  seats  to  ladies,  it  being  also,  undoubtedly, 
more  agreeable  to  the  latter  to  wait  for  a  succeeding  car, 
than  to  inflict  that  compulsion. 

The  cars  should  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  allow  the  pack- 
ing of  a  standing  crowd  against  the  knees  of  the  seated 
passengers,  nor  the  obstruction  of  the  passage-way  for  in- 
gress and  egress. 

A  car  should  never  be  allowed  to  stop  at  such  a  point  a 
to  block  a  cross  street.  Nor,  except  in  rainy  weather,  or  on 
special  occasions,  for  good  reason,  should  (he  cars  be  allowed 
to  stop  more  frequently  in  a  block  of  ordinary  length,  than 
just  beyond  its  corner  crossing.  The  public  would  then 
always  know  where  to  take  the  car,  and  the  passengers 
would  be  saved  the  annoyance  of  needless  stoppages  at 
distances  of  a  few  feet. 

The  Railroad  Company  should  be  required  to  keep  at 
those  points  (at  least  for  all  the  more  crowded  parts  of 
Broadway^)  subject  to  regulation  by  the  Mayor,  a  respect- 
ful and  respectable  attendant,  distinguishable  by  a  proper 
badge,  whose  duty  it  should  be  to  help  in  and  out  those  to 
whom  such  assistance  should  be  desirable,  such  as  ladies, 
children,  or  the  infirm,  and  in  general  to  watch  over  the 
safety  of  all  passengers  from  all  dangers  of  passing  vehi- 
cles. 

The  rails  laid  down  should  be  such  as  to  avoid  the  fault 
of  those  of  the  Sixth  and  Eigluh  Avenue  Railroads,  which 
have  grooves  so  wide  as  to  admit  wlieels,  which  then  are 
subject  to  annoyance  in  getting  out.  The  applicants  should 
be  required  to  lay  them  carefully  even  with  the  surface  and 
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with  an  inch  groove,  too  narrow  to  give  rise  to  any  airoilar 
trouble.  'Ihis  will  indeed  require  a  larger  force  of  meOi 
and  more  constant  care  along  the  line  of  the  tracks  to  keep 
them  clear,  but  this  is  a  condition  which  can  be  fulfilled^ 
and  sliouid  be  exacted. 

And  finally,  as  a  means  of  securing  tlie  passengers  against 
dust  in  the  cars,  and  against  mud  in  getting  to  and  from 
the>n,  it  would  not  be  unreasonable  to  require  a  Broadway 
Railroad  Company  to  sweep  the  street  at  an  early  hour 
every  morning.  Tlie  present  applicants  having  agreed  todo 
this,  and  also  to  keep  in  repair  all  the  portion  of  the  street 
traveled  by  theui,  the  incidental  benefit  to  the  stores,  resi- 
dents, and  pedestrians  on  the  street,  will  also  be  great.  All 
these  points  have  been  held  in  view  in  the  resolutions 
which  the  Committee  have  decided  to  report  to  the  Board. 

Some  doubts  have  been  expressed  about  the  authority  of 
the  Common  Council  to  confer  the  privilege  of  laying  down 
a  Broadway  Railroad.  The  right  stands  now  fully  estab- 
lished by  the  Suprcuie  Court  of  the  State,  after  full  discus- 
sion, and  is  law  until  it  shall  be  reversed  by  the  Court  of 
Appeals  ;  of  which,  little  likelihood  is  apparent.  It  has  not 
hitherto  been  even  appealed  from.  Permission  to  lay  rails, 
with  license  to  run  cars  upon  them,  confers  no  exclusive 
use  of  that  portion  of  the  street.  A  car  moves  on  its  route 
as  an  omnibus  would  do,  the  difTerence  being  that  there  is 
one  of  the  former  to  half  a  dozen  of  the  latter,  and  that  it 
cannot  run  over  or  foul  of  any  thing  which  does  not  place 
itself  needlessly  in  the  way.  Regulation  of  the  use  and 
travel  of  the  street,  in  such  way  as  shall  be  deemed  most 
conducive  to  the  public  convenience  for  those  purposes,  is 
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an  unquestionable  incident  to  the  Municipal  authority,  as  it 
it  also  covered  by  the  express  terms  of  the  charter.  If  on 
any  particular  street  there  is  a  great  movement  of  carriages, 
cans,  &c.,  up,  and  the  same  down,  and  moreover  a  heavy 
movement  of  passenger  travel,  employing  a  great  number 
of  peculiar  vehicles,  it  is  the  evident  right  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment to  prescribe,  for  the  bettor  accommodation  of  all, 
that  all  the  first-named  shall  move  on  (he  one  side  of  the 
street  alone,  all  (he  second  on  the  other  side,  and  (hat  all 
the  third  shall  confine  itself  (o  the  middle  ;  and-,  (hough  the 
other  two  portions  of  the  general  movement  of  vehicles  on 
the  street  may  also  move  on  that  middle  portion,  yet  that 
they  shall  all  keep  to  the  right,  as  much  as  possible,  and 
shall  not,  by  needless  slow  driving  on  the  middle,  when 
they  have  room  to  (urn  out  of  the  way,  block  the  passage 
of  the  middle  vehicles  devoted  to  the  vast  and   necessary. 

• 

service  of  the  passenger  travel.  Such  distribution  and 
methodizing,  is  clearly  within  that  plain  power  of  regula* 
iion^  which  is  also  a  plain  necessity  in  regard  to  any  great 
central  avenue  like  Broadway,  suffering  both  from  the 
over-crowd,  and  from  the  want  of  precisely  such  regulation. 

The  whole  subject  of  the  powers  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil, is  discussed  in  an  elaborate  opinion  of  the  present  Coun- 
sel to  the  Corporation,  clearly  establishing  the  following 
conclusions : 

^^  First.  That  the  Corporation  possess  full  power  to 
grant  the  privilege  of  establishing  railroads  through  the 
Streets  and  avenues  of  the  city. 

"  Second.  That  the  Corporation  cannot  legally  engage  in 
the  ent  rprsie  of  building  and  conducting  a  railroad,  with* 
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out  au  exprm  gnni  from  the  lc>giaIiAarB  tbcrefbr, 

to  uae  the  public  moneys  for  raeh  purpoeei,  wilhoat  AiitkMi 

legitletive  authoritji  would  be  in  violation  of  law ;  mmi:,\*f 

'*  Third*  That  the  Corporation  cannot  exact  any  boooi 
or  general  compensation  for  the  grant  of  the  privilege  ef 
laying  a  railroad  upon  or  through  the  streets  of  the  citjj^ 
but  a  charge  upon  each  car  for  the  licence  to  run,  may  1m|, 
imposed  under  the  provisions  of  the  acts  of  1813  and  189^|. 
above  cited."  ^ 

The  872d  section  of  the  Act  of  1813,  and  the  Act  efr 
February  2l8t,   1824,  contain  the  only  provisions  of  laif 
which  authorise  the  charge  of  a  license  fee  to  pnblic 
riages  for  hire.     Chancellor  Kent,  in  his  Notes,  held  thosT 
provisions  to  be  equally  applicable  to  omnibuies,  and  theii''^ 
can  be  no  question  but  that  ihey  are  equally  applicable  te* 
can,  which  are  only  an  improved  kind  of  vehicle,  designed 
and  used  for  the  same  purpose,  namely :  the  conveyance  of 
passengers  for  hire,  and  which  are  made  practicable  by  the 
use  of  iron  rails  for  them  (o  move  easily  upon.     Without 
these  provisions  of  law,  (as  is  already  set  forth  in  the  opin- 
ion referred  to,)  there  would  be  no  legal  authority  *'  to  jus- 
tify any  charge  for  the  privilege  of  running  them  upon  and 
through  the  public  streets.''     The  act  of  1824,  increasio; 
the  license  fee  before  permitted  by  law  to  be  charged,  made 
twenty  dollars  its  highest  amount  for  each  vehicle,  and  the 
Counsel  to  the  Corporation  reasonably  remarks,  that  these 
charges  '^  do  not  appear  to  be  granted  as  sources  of  revenue, 
but  simply  as  a  remuneriition  for  the  damage  or  injury  oc- 
casioned by  the  special  use  of  the  street  by  pnblic  vehicles. 
No  charge  is  authorized  in  reference  to  private  carriagei, 
but  the  power  is  limited  to  these  vehicles  that  are  constant- 
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ly  beinff  driven  upon  and  over  the  pavement."  When 
running  upon  iron  rails,  no  injury  at  all  can  be  done  to 
the  pavements. 

Even  if  the  Common  Council  possessed  the  power  to 
exact  or  receive  a  bonus  or  price  for  the  privilege  of  laying 
a  street  railroad,  the  Committee  are  not  of  opinion  that 
Buch  policy  would  be  a  wise  one.  It  would  be  a  mere  in. 
direct  mode  of  taxing  the  travel,  as  is  done,  at  great  and 
just  public  odium,  by  New  Jersey,  without  the  poor  reason 
that  it  is  a  transit  travel  of  the  citizens  of  other  states. 
Thus  to  sell  out  a  right  of  this  nature,  if  it  could  lawfully 
be  done,  would  be  to  give  such  a  right  to  the  purchaser  as 
would  make  him,  for  his  term  of  lease,  more  independent 
of  control  and  regulation,  than  it  would  be  desirable  that 
he  should  be.  A  higher,  as  well  as  wiser  policy,  is  to 
h'cense  him  for  a  reasonable  term,  but  without  contracting 
the  legislative  discretion  of  succeeding  Common  Councils 
to  regulate  his  performance  of  the  service,  if  he  shall  not 
give  entire  satisfaction  ;  to  require  from  him  broad  con- 
ditions of  public  accommodation  and  benefit;  and  to  make 
it  his  constant  interest  to  preserve  the  continued  favor  of 
the  public  by  deserving  it,  and  by  studying  constantly  to 
extend  and  improve  the  public  accommodation  ;  in  parallel 
lines  with  which  he  should  be  required  to  see  and  pursue 
the  interest  of  his  own  enterprise.  Even  if  the  Common 
Council  had  the  power  to  construct  and  work  a  railroad 
Itself,  which  it  has  not,  there  is  no  doubt  that  it  would  be 
far  better  done  by  a  company,  under  such  judicious  stimu- 
lus of  private  interest  made  coincident  with  the  public  ac- 
commodation. This  is  not  one  of  those  cases  which  fall 
within  the  general  objections  to  monopolies.  A  railroad 
system   essentially  requires  unity  of  administraticn ;  nor 
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can  a  single  street  admit  of  two  competing  lines.  The  onlf 
competition  which  the  case  admits  of  is  that  afforded  by  the 
various  lines  of  streets  tending  in  similar  general  directiou ; 
and  ready  facilities  should  be  allowed  for  establishing  such 
competing  lines  whenever  asked  for  by  parties  entitled  to 
confidence  for  the  satisfactory  fulfilment  of  their  proposed 
undertakings.  The  policy  above  indicated  is  the  true  one 
for  such  cases ;  nor  can  there  be  any  reason  to  apprehend 
any  want  of  that  attention  and  vigilance  on  the  part  of  tbe 
public,  which  must  always  keep  a  company  managing  a 
Broadway  Railroad  under  a  constant  tension  of  interest 
prompting  to  constant  care  and  wise  liberality  for  the  pub- 
lic accommodation. 

The  applicants  for  the  privilege  of  creating  and  render- 
ing the  very  great  public  service  which  we  believe  this  to 
be,  and  which  we  think  wc  have  demonstrated  it  to  be,  are 
a  body  of  very  respectable,  substantial  and  practical  citi- 
zens ;  of  peiTeclly  salisfactory  responsibility  for  their  great 
proposed  undertaking,  both  in  point  of  means,  character  and 
intelligence.  'J'heir  proceedings  in  regard  to  it  have  beea 
marked  with  aliigli  propriety,  wliicli  commends  them  favo- 
rably to  consideration,  with  months  of  time,  and  large  ex- 
penditure devoted  to  public  discussion  and  investigation  into 
all  the  merits  ofllie  question  involved.  No  project,  not^ood 
in  itself,  or  other  than  honest  and  honorable  in  its  prosecu- 
tion, could  ever  possibly  survive  such  an  ordeal  as  has  been 
from  the  outset  courted  by  the  applicants  in  this  case.  Tbe 
precedent  will  remain  an  useful  one;  the  more  so  when 
it  siiall  be  seen  that  such  modes  of  prosecuting  such 
undertakings  are  most  successful  in  the  end,  though 
arduous,  and  perhaps  hazardous,  in  the  beginning.     They 
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have  readily  consented  to  enter  into  the  large  and  compre- 
hensive plan  of  general  policy  explained  above,  for  spread- 
ing over  the  whole  extent  of  the  city  those  facilities  of  pub- 
lic conveyance  which  arc  to  carry  improvement  and  pro- 
gress wherever  they  reach  •  This  must  necessarily  involve 
heavy  original  outlay,  superadded  to  the  cost  of  laying  and 
equipping  their  own  proposed  road  ;  and  this  assumed  bur- 
then of  establishing  numerous  cross  routes,  (with  the  omni- 
buses withdrawn  from  the  Broadway  routes)  out  of  the  usual 
directions  of  the  city  travel,  is  a  large  and  problematical 
undertaking.  This  may  be  onerous  upon  the  central  rail- 
road, however  beneficial  for  the  public  accommodation,  to 
the  convenience  and  value  of  extensive  regions  of  city  pro- 
perty, now  obscure  and  languishing,  if  not  retrogressive, 
and  eventually  to  the  city  treasury  ;  which,  (from  all  such 
improvement  of  property,  and  from  all  those  improved  fa- 
cilities of  communication  tending  (o  diminish  the  motives 
which  now  drive  so  many  of  our  business  community  to 
what  may  be  called  foreign  residence,)  will,  in  the  end, 
derive  much  greater  benefit  than  could  now  be  drawn  from 
any  bonus  or  price,  were  such  within  the  scope  of  either 
the  policy  of  the  powers  of  the  Common  Council,  in  the 
exercise  of  its  trust  of  the  public  streets. 

The  petitions  for,  and  remonstrances  against,  the  propos- 
ed railroad,  exhibit  signatures  not  less  than  about  sixty- 
four  thousand  in  number,  being  about  equally  divided  in 
point  of  number.  As  has  been  already  remarked,  the 
weight  of  all  this  opposition  has  been  subsequently  greatly 
lightened,  if  not  wholly  removed,  by  the  fact  of  the  later 
testimony  in  favor  of  a  railroad  on  its  own  merits,  which 
has  been  \irtually  and  practically  rendered  by  its  promi- 
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Bent  opponenta ;  and  moreover,  ioosmuch  M  irerf 
all  theie  names  lo  remooiirancet  ware  prooawi .  kfr;^-|lHI 
parties  iaterested  in  ihe  omnibus  lines,  it  is  fairly  pimaM^ 
ble  that  ihe  bulk  of  them  were  given,  either  under, Ijlif 
presumption  that  the  Broadway  omnibuses  and  the  iaUpi| 
cars  were  both  to  run  on  the  street,  already  so  muoh  offMS^ 
crowded  by  the  former,  or  from  regard  to  the  inlei|M|9  j|f 
the  omnibus  lines ;  and  consequently,  after  an  arrangeapaiil 
and  agreement  satisfactory  lo  the  latter,  and  eflecling^^JHlt 
an  amicable  way,  the  withdrawal  of  the  omnibues,  M|l 
their  transfer  to  the  cross  routes,  as  above  explaine^^all' 
the  weight  of  the  greater  part  of  those  opposition  signaMWii 
is  withdrawn  from  the  case.  Moreover,  if  so  large  a  aoi^ 
ber  of  our  citissens,  as  between  thirty  and  forty  tbonsanA 
have  signed  petitions  in  support  of  the  application,  wil^ 

• 

out  any  certainty  about  the  withdrawal  of  the  oinnibuw% 

how  much  larger  would  probably  have  been  the  number—* 
it  may  reasonably  be  presumed — had  that  necessary  condi- 
tion for  the  convenient  working  of  a  railroad  been  earlier 
secured.  Numerous  changes  of  opinion,  in  favor  of  the 
project,  have  taken  place — former  opponents  having  be- 
come strong  friends.  A  considerable  number  of  property 
owners  on  Broadway  seem  still,  through  their  representa- 
tives, to  maintain  acrrtain  attitude  of  opposition  ;  but  that 
opposition  is  materially  qualified  by  the  subsequent  offers 
of  the  same  parties  to  be  themselves  the  parties  to  build 
the  road.  Some  of  the  most  intelligent  and  wealthy  pro- 
perty owners  on  Broadway  are  decidedly  in  favor  of  it; 
and  the  Committee  believe  that  few  would  now  oppose  it, 
coupled  with  the  condition  of  the  amicable  withdrawal  of 
the  omnibuses,  and  their  transfer  to  cross  connecting  routes. 
Even  before  that  important  object  was  attained,  it  appean 
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that  about  seven  teen  hundred  residents  and  occupants  on 
Broadway  itself,  were  among  the  petitioners  in  favor  of  the 
application. 

Enough  has  already  been  said  above,  to  show  to  the  satis- 
faction of  unprejudiced  minds,  according  to  the  best  judgment 
of  the  Committee,  that  the  intended  substitution,  made  in 
pursuance  of  that  general  law  of  progress  which  every- 
where replaces  stages  with  railroads  on  all  lines  of  large 
and  steady  travel,  will,  and  must  necessarily  bring  with  it 
great  benefit,  instead  of  injury,  to  all  persons  doing  busi- 
nesSy  DS  well  as  those  owning  property  along  its  line  ;  since 
it  will  facilitate  the  conveyance  up  and  down  ;  accommo- 
date much  larger  numbers  of  passengers  ;  attract  greater 
numbers  into  Broadway ;  essentially  relieve  the  carriage- 
way, and  accommodate  many  more  vehicles  of  business  or 
pleasure;  and,  at  the  same  time,  improve  the  comfort  of 
both  residence  and  movement  along  the  street,  in  reference 
to  the  noise,  dust,  mud  and  confusion.  These  improvements 
roust  soon  tell,  sensibly  and  beneficially,  on  the  business 
and  property,  as  has  been  truly  foreseen  by  large  numbers 
of  very  intelligent  citizens  interested  therein.  At  the  same 
time,  they  will  postpone,  if  not  wholly  avert,  the  necessi- 
ty, otherwise  imminent,  of  draining  off  along  other  outlets 
a  large  portion  of  that  movement  of  travel  and  pedestrians 
from  which  the  great  prosperity  and  value  of  Broadway  are 
derived . 

When  the  whole  question  is  reviewed  in  the  light  of  the 
reasons  above  exhibited  in  its  favor;  when  the  necessity 
is  fairly  considered,  which  calls  upon  us  to  improve  all  the 
facilities  of  communication  between  the  lower  business 
parts  of  the  city,  and  the  upper  portions,  in  order  to  coun- 


t«f«ct  U)e  icmpiations  which  atiract  so  mnoy  o( 
aesa  ntfa  lo  ilic  now  more  ticcessible  residences,  whictt  ihey 
Cim  so  (juickly  anJ  [ilfnaiinily  reach  by  so  many  ferric), 
and  wlien  il  is  rt-gnriletl  lu  (inrL  of  a  liroad  nnd  general  [HiU 
icy,  tbe  bencfiut  of  which  are  lo  pervade  Ihe  remoiesl  jiaris 
of  the  diy,  while  Broiidwuy  iiselT  will  rt^iip  the  bcnefils 
which  rniKt  ro!inlt  lo  it*  hiisineM  iitid  proiHTly,  rrom  the 
doubled  number  of  |in«Hfngers,  and  irctiled  number  of  mis- 
cellaneous veliitles,  lo  which  the  railroad  refcrm  of  the 
street  will  foinish  comforiable  accommoda'ion, — there  cnn 
hardly  be  a  doubt  thnt  all  opposition  will  speedily  vanrij 
and  most   of  it  be  converted   indited,  into  coidial  nppn 
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In  nceordarice  with  thti  views  above  expressed,  the  Com* 
miltee  have  delermined  lo  recommend  the  gtanting  of  the 
privilege   asked    for    by   these   applicants,  with  a  view  Id

and  also,  hereafter,  to  continue  (he  same,  from  time  to

and  one  foot  on  each  side,  and  no  motive  power,  except'ng 
horses,  shall  be  used  below  Fifty-ninth  street. 

Second.  The  said  associates  shall  place  new  cars  on  said 
railroad,  with  all  the  modern  improvements,  for  the  con- 
venience and  comfort  of  passengers.  And  they  shall  run 
cars  thereon  every  day,  both  ways,  as  often  as  the  public 
convenience  may  require,  under  such  direction  as  the  Com- 
mon Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe.  Said  cars 
with  the  horses  attached,  not.  to  exceed  forty-five  feet  in 
length. 
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mri.  The  said  avociatet  shall,  in  all  Kipeell^

Fcurth.  At  the  Bowling  Qreen,  the  said  anociatei  wOK^

they  deem  such  di?ision  necessary ;  and  also,  whenever  w 
the  course  of  their  route  the  said  road  shall  pass  a  pawl; 
square,  it  may  be  carried,  with  a  single  track,  round  boll: 
•ides  of  said  square,  instead  of  only  one,  for  the  better  wiOf^ 
commodation  of  the  public  on  both  sides  thereof.

Fifth.  The  said  associates  shall  be  required  to  procon.f 
depot,  at  some  place  near  or  at  the  lower  part  of  said  roii{&  * 
for  the  purpose  of  keeping  withdrawn  from  Broadwig[_. 
such  proportion  of  the  cars  coming  down  in  the  mominf 

as  shall  not  be  required  for  the  accommodation  of  the  re- 
turn travel  until  the  afternoon  ;  and  also,  they  shall  be  re- 
quired to  stop  a  portion  of  the  cars  at  the  Park,  and  to 
send  down  below  that  point  no  greater  proportion  of  the 
whole  number  employed,  than  shall  be  found  by  experience 
to  be  requisite  for  the  accommodation  of  the  travel  below 
that  point,  subject  to  regulation  by  the  Common  Council. 

Sixth.  The  cars  shall  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  make 
provision  intended  for  standing  passengers  to  crowd  upon 
the  seated  passengers  ;  and  also,  when  all  the  seats  are  full 
the  cars  shall  not  be  stopped  to  take  in  more  passengers  to 
be  crowded  into  the  said  seats ;  a  flag  being  displayed  in 
front  of  the  car  to  give  notice  that  all  the  seats  are  full. 

Seventh.  The  said  cars  shall  not  be  allowed  to  stop,  so  as 
to  obstruct  a  crossing,  nor  to  stop  more  frequently  in  a 
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block  (unless  the  same  be  of  extraordiaary  length)  than 
just  beyond  its  first  crossing,  except  in  rainy  weather. 

Eighth.  The  said  associates  shall  keep  an  attendant,  dis- 
tinguishable by  some  conspicuous  mark  or  badge,  at  every 
such  appointed  stopping  place,  in  all  the  parts  of  the  street 
usually  much  crowded  with  vehicles,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be,  with  attention  and  respect,  to  help  in  and  out  of  the 
ears  all  passengers  who  may  desire  such  assistance,  and  in 
general  to  watch  over  the  safety  of  passengers  from  all 
dangers  of  passing  vehicles. 

Jfinth.  The  said  associates  shall  be  required  to  keep,  or 
cause  to  be  kept  in  readiness,  a  number  of  sleighs  adequate 
to  the  public  accommodation,  when  the  travel  of  the  icars 
may  be  obstructed  by  snow . 

Tenth.  The  said  associates  shall  cause  the  said  street 
to  be  well  swept  and  cleaned  every  morning,  and  the 
sweepings  carried  away,  before  eight  o'clock  in  summer, 
and  nine  o'clock  in  winter,  except  Sundays  ;  this  provision 
applying  to  the  whole  of  the  street  south  of  Fourteenth 
street,  above  which  point  the  same  shall  be  done  as  often 
as  twice  a  week  when  the  weather  will  permit. 

Eleventh.  No  higher  rate  of  fare  shall  be  charged  for  the 
conveyance  of  passengers  from  any  one  point  to  any  other 
point  along  said  route,  and  such  combined  system  of  routes 
as  may  hereafter  be  adopted  by  means  of  cars  and  f r.  nsverse 
omnibuses,  than  five  cents  for  each  passenger. 

Twelfth.  In  consideration  of  the  good  and  faithful  per- 
formance  of  all  these  conditions,  stipulations  and  re- 
quirements, and  of  such  other  requirements  as  may  here- 
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after  be  made  by  the  Common  Coancfl,  for  the 
of  the  said  railway,  ai  aforesaid,  the  said  atioeiacet  MMr 
pay,  for  ten  years  from  the  date  of  opening  the  said  lift* 
way,  the  annaal  h'cense  fee  for  each  car,  now  allowed  l||j 
law,  and  shall  have  a  license  accordingly ;  and  after  ifa^ 
period,  shall  pay  such  amount  of  license  fe»,  for  fnitlMI(( 
licenses,  as  the  Corporation,  with  permission  of  the  Logih 
lattire,  shall  then  prescribe ;  or,  in  default  of  conseotpg 
thereto,  shall  surrender  the  road,  with  all  the  equipnmM 
and  appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  to  the  said  Gi»ps>: 
ration,  at  a  fair  and  just  valuation  of  the  same. 


TkirUenth.  Within  a  reasonable  time  after  the 
of  this  resolution,  the  said  associates,  or  a  majority  in  isMfit 
est  thereof,  shall  form  themselves  into  a  joint  stock  asMh 
ciatioo,  which  association  shall  be  vested  with  all  the  rights 

and  privileges  hereby  granted,  and  shall  have  power,  by 
the  votes  of  at  least  a  majority  in  interest  of  the  associates, 
to  frame  and  establish  articles  of  association  and  by-laws, 
providing  for  the  constriictioD,  operation,  and  management 
of  the  said  railway,  the  mode  of  admitting  new  asso* 
ciates,  and  of  traasferring  the  shares  or  interests  of  any  of 
the  associates  to  new  associates  or  assigns,  the  number, 
duties,  mode  of  appointment,  tenure,  and  compensation  of 
officers,  the  manner  of  making  contracts,  amending  the  by- 
laws, and  calling  in  assessments  from  the  associates,  and 
generally  the  means  and  mode  of  establishing  the  railway 
and  carrying  it  on,  and  of  controlling  and  managing  the 
property  and  affairs  of  the  said  association. 

Fourteenth.  The  association  shall  not  be  deemed  dissolved 
by  the  death  or  act  of  any  associate,  but  his  successor  in 
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interest  shall  stand  in  his  place ;  and  the  rights  of  each  as- 
sociate shall  depend  on  his  own  fulfillment  of  the  condi- 
tions imposed  on  him  by  these  restrictions,  or  the  articles  of 
association  and  by-laws  of  the  association  ;  and,  in  case  of 
his  failure  to  fulfill  the  same,  after  twenty  days  notice  in 
writing  to  him  so  to  do,  his  rights  shall  be  forfeited  to, 
and  devolve  upon  the  remaining  associates.  And  said 
associates  may,  at  any  time,  incorporate  themselves  under 
the  general  Railroad  Act,  whenever  two-thirds  in  interest 
of  the  associates  shall  require  it. 

Fifteenth. jJThe  associates,  whose  names  are  set  forth  in 
this  resolution,  shall,  by  writing,  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the

Railroad,  presented  the  followin/;  report  thereon,  which 
was  directed  to  be  printed.

The  Minority  of  the  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  petitions  of  Jacob  Sharp,  William  Menzies  and 
others,  for  the  privilege  of  laying  down  and  working  a 
railroad  in  Broadway,  and  also  numerous  petitions  and  re- 
moDstranccs  in  favor  of  and  against  such  project,  respect- 
fully 

REPORTS 

As  follows  : — In  examining  into  the  propriety  of  a  railroad 
in  such  a  thoroughfare  as  Broadway,  we  are  met,  at  the 
outset,  with  the  great  fact : — That  of  the  many  thousand 
owners  of  real  estate  on  the  line  of  that  avenue,  but  about 
a  solitary  dozen  are  in  favor  of  the  measure,  while  the 
whole  of  the  residue  are  unanimously  opposed  to  it. 
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And  further,  when  we  reflect  that  of  this  vati  number 
of  opponents,  are  men  not  only  of  enlarged  views,  occupy- 
ing the  highest  position  in  our  coniinunity,  it  is  proper  that 
arguments  and  objections,  sanctioned  and  put  forth  by  them^ 
upon  a  project  seriously  affecting  property  to  the  value  of 
millions  of  dollars,  should  be  carefully  examined  and 
weighed  before  any  lof^islaiivc  body  concludes  itself  on  a 
subject  of  such  importance. 

It  seems  to  have  been  conceded,  upon  the  argument  be- 
f(  *c  this  Committee,  that  the  original  plan  or  proposition 
o  the  petitioners  to  lay  three  tracks,  with  cars  of  four  feet 
in  width,  two  stories  in  height,  and  twenty-four  feet  in 
length,  was  entirely  impracticable. 

Resort  is  therefore  had  to  another  expedient.  On  page 
1413  of  the  Majority  Report,  it  appears  that  the  cars  are  to 

he  of  the  width  of  an  oinnil)us,  i.  e.,  seven  feet,  and  if,  as 
staled  by  the  peti!ioi:ers,  there  should  be  a  necessity  for 
haviui^  three  tracks,  lb  us,  at  least,  twenty  one  feet  six  inches 
of  tlie  street  would  be  occupied  1)\^  their  rail-cars,  instead 
of  twelve  feet  six  inches,  as  originally  proposed,  leaving  the 
space  of  nine  feet  on  each  side,  between  the  rail  and  the 
curb,  wherein  all  carriages  and  vehicles,  using  that  part  of 
the  street  below  the  Park,  would  be  obliged  to  confine  their 
travel,  and  the  whole  street  can  be  taken  for  the  railway, 
upon  the  mere  approval  of  the  Street  Commissioner. 

The  mere  statement  of  this  fact  is  suflicient  to  show  why 
the  owners  oppose  ibis  project.  No  argument  can  be  re- 
quired to  convince  any  person  who  has  seen  Broadway  in 
motion^  that  nothing  short  of  a  space  at  least  seventeen  feet 
in  width,  on  each  side  of  the  outer  track,  would  be  required 
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to  allow  two  vehicles  to  pais  while  the  cars  are  in  moiioQ ; 
nothing  less  would  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  wants  of  those 
vehicles  necessarily  obliged  to  use  tiiat  portion  of  the  street 
below  the  Park. 

It  may  be  borne  in  mind  by  those  who  hcive  given  at- 
tention to  the  subject,  and  the  arguments  adduced  in  favor 
of  it  before  the  Committee,  that  the  petitioners,  in  the  out- 
set)  proceeded  with  the  assertion  that  Broadway  was  sixty 
feet  in  width,  and  afforded  plenty  of  room  for  the  laying 
down  of  a  railway. 

A  portion  of  that  Committee  was,  and  certrinly  the  pub- 
lic must  have  been,  astonished,  upon  being  informed  that 
Broadway  only,  in  truth,  averaged  forty-one  feet  in  width ! 
That  the  portion  needing  any  relief  and  which  is  that  part 
sitoated  below  the  Park,  scarcely  averages  thirty-five  feet 
in  width,  while  at  Rector  street  it  is  but  thirty-two  feet 
nine  inches  wide,  as  ascertained  by  actual  measurement ! 

This  important  fact  would,  in  ordinary  cases,  be  suffi- 
cient in  itself  to  create  a  suspicion  in  the  mind  of  any  per- 
son as  to  the  spirit  actuating  the  applicants  for  a  gigantic 
monopoly^  which  thus  early  has  not  only  swallowed  up  all 
the  omnibus  lines  in  this  city,  but  has  likewise  produced 
•uch  an  accelerated  movement,  on  the  part  of  this  Commit- 
tee and  Common  Council,  as  to  cause,  in  the  mrnds  of  the 
community,  a  doubt  of  the  truth  of  the  old  proverb,  "  wise 
bodies  move  slowly," 

But,  it  would  seem  to  be  a  matter  of  no  importance  that 
these  petitioners  have  been  obliged  to  abandon  all  their 
previous  plans,  so  carefully   matured,  for   the  relief  of 
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Broadway.  No  maUer  that  the  main  Act  {and  wktclr  illariN 
have  been  within  their  knowledge,)  ai  to  Broadway  iito 
aferaging  thirty-five  feet  in  width,  from  curb  to  carh|'4ife' 
low  the  Park,  was  carefully  concealed ;  yet,  it  appeait  V 
majority  of  this  Committee  conceive  such  mistake!  or  co»> 
cealmeiits  to  be  perfectly  immaterial,  and  the  partiei'iAili 
made  them,  are  deemed  suflScieolIy  public  spirited  to  V 
entitled  lo  this  immense  monopoly,  amounting,  sobelaw 
ally,  to  a  gift  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  per  anflnd(i  ^ 
from  the  city  treasury  I    And  all  this  too,  while  the  Cbai^' 
mittee  and  the  Common  Council  have  before  them  |M^ 
tions  from  such  responsible  persons   as   Alexander  V* 
Stewart,  Stephen  Storms,  D.  Henry  Haight,  Thomas.  A^;; 
Davies  and  others,  offering  to  give  the  city  a  bonus,  la^gjuH^ 
from  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  two  hundred  ihpflT 
sand  dollars  per  annum,  for  the  privilege  of  laying  tlMi|a> 
rails  and  running  cars  thereon. 

There  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  responsibility  of  these 
gentlemen,  or  of  their  good  faith  in  making  the  applica- 
tion, because  they  frankly  tell  you  that  they  expect  to 
realize  from  this  monopoly,  a  sum  sufRcient  to  indemnify 
th^m  for  the  losses  their  property  on  the  street  will  sustain 
in  the  construction  of  such  a  railway. 

Then,  why  not  give  them  this  privilege  ?  Why  give  ii 
to  those  petitioners  who  possess  no  particular  interest  in 
property  on  the  street?  Why  give  it  to  individuals  who 
have  not  only  shown  themselves  entirely  impracticable, 
but  have  based  their  application  upon  a  false  statement 
as  to  the  width  of  Broadway. 
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It  may  said  iq  answer  to  this,  that  the  law  officer  of  thn 
city  advises  us,  we  ^'  cannot  exact  any  bonus  for  this 
privilege."    (p.  1432.) 

Well,  admitted  that  such  is  the  law,  is  there  any  exac- 
tioo  here  ?  Was  this  argument  ever  heard  at  times  when 
our  ferries  have  been  leased  to  the  highest  bidder  1  or 
when  our  wharves  have  been  similarly  let?  or  when 
many  other  franchises  have  been  disposed  of  in  former 
days? 

Is  it  impossible  that  the  people  of  this  community — the 
tax  payers — will  fail  to  perceive  the  flimsincss  of  tliis  an- 
swer 1  No !  And  if  any  member  of  this  Committee  ex- 
pects a  tax  payer  to  perceive  the  difference  between  letting 
a  ferry  and  letting  the  privilege  to  railway  a  street,  he  will 
be  signally  mistaken. 

There  is  no  difference  between  the  two  cases;  and  it  is 
no  exaction,  when  parties  voluntarily  come  forward  and 
offer  to  g^ive  us  this  large  sum  per  annum. 

But,  admitting,  for  the  sake  of  the  argument,  that  the 
taking  of  this  voluntary  offer  would  be  an  exaction, 
let  us  see  where  we  stand,  and  let  us  see  whether, 
in  giving  this  privilege  to  these  petitioners,  and 
merely  getting  in  return  the  ordinary  license  fee  for 
each  car,  we  are  not  making  gifts  of  the  rights  of  our 
constituents  to  the  tune  of  about  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  thousand  dollars  per  annum ! 

It  was  shown,  upon  the  argument  before  the  Committee, 
that  the  parties,  having  this  monoply,  could  pay|One  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum,  license  fee  for  each  car,  and  then

Now,  the  right  of  the  Commoa  Conncil  to  fix  the  siin 
io  be  paid  for  any  license,  certpinly  witl  sot  be  questioned ;

T(  ia  ilated,  and  contiderably  commented  apoa  hi  ttl 
Uajority  Report,  "  that  theie  ownen  bare  at  laM  mat^ 
the  same  ground  with  the  applicants,  in  bearing  a  alfc* 
stantial  testimony  in  favor  of  a  railway  in  Broadway^by 
themselves  turning  applicants  for  that  which  they,  at  the 
oulset,  so  vehemently  resisted."     (Page  1409.) 

To  show  how  imfnir  and  disingenuous  this  statement  k, 
in  all  iis  parts,  it  ia  only  necessary  to  refer  to  their  nume* 
rous  remoaslranccs  and  petitions  presented  and  on  file  in 
this  Board. 

From  an  examination  of  them,  it  will  distinctly  appear 
that  the  owners  have  juver  "  borne  testimony  in  favor  of  a 
railroad  in  Broadway;"  they,  on  the  contrary,  hare  ob- 
jected, and  still  do  object  to  it ;  but  are  convinoed  that  a 
great  monopoly,  such  as  this  railroad  promises  to  be — 
which  at  iis  birth  lias  sufficient  strength  to  nearly  stifle  all 
opposition  10  it,  even  in  the  Common  Council  chaiaber  I — 
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imut  award,  to  those  engaged  in  it,  large  profits.  There- 
fore, it  if,  the  owners  say,  ^^  if  our  property  must  be  in- 
jured by  a  railroad  running  through  Broadway ;  if  this 
Common  Council  determine  to  place  a  railroad  in  that 
street,  against  our  remonstrances,  then  give  us  the  privilege 
of  realizing,  from  the  profits  which  must  inevitably  result 
from  the  possession  of  such  a  valuable  monopoly — the 
losses  which  we  will,  beyond  a  doubt,  otherwise  sustain,  in 
the  depreciation  of  our  property." 

One  other  point,  and  one  that  seems  to  have  not  received 
the  attention  its  importance  demands  : 

Broadway  has  just  been  laid  with  a  Russ  pavement,  at 
an  expense  of  nearly  half  a  million  of  dollars,  making  the 
street,  in  fact,  a  railway  from  curb  to  curb,  and  which,  for 
beauty  and  durability,  commands  the  admiration  of  all. 
The  tenants  on  the  line  of  the  street  have  not,  even  yet, 
been  relieved  from  the  annoyance  to  their  business,  neces- 
sarily attendant  upon  the  laying  of  this  pavement.  The 
cement  is  yet  wet,  on  which  this  pavement  rests !  The 
bills  of  expense  have  not  yet  been  paid  !  When,  with  a 
shrill  cry  of  ^' improvement^^  and  '^  progressy^^  which  for 
centuries  has  been  the  '^  stalking  horse"  for  all  kinds  of 
monopolies — this  pavement  is  to  be  torn  up  and  destroyed 
for  the  purpose  of  testing  experiments  in  "  rail  traction  /" 

In  conclusion,  and  in  accordance  with  the  views  above 
expressed,  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  is  re- 
commended : 

Resolvedj  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  lay  a  railway  in 
Broadway.

car,  without  paying  any  bonui,  and  that  the  Comptroller

the  remaining  two-thirds  being  paid  by  owners  of  the 
property  fronting  said  improvement. 

'I'he  economy  of  such  a  system,  if  il  can  be  adopted  and 
successfully  executed,  is  most  plainly  shown,  by  the  fact 
that  the  Russ  pavement,  in  the  lateral  streets,  will  then 
cost  the  Corporation  a  little  more  than  double  what  is  now 
paid  for  paving  with  cobble  stones.

That,  upon  examinaiion  of  the  subject,  your  Committee 
find  that  it  will  be  inucli  to  the  interest  of  the  city,  if  the 
system  of  paving  our  streets,  set  forth  by  the  petiiiouen, 
could  be  accomplished. 

The  petitioners  ask  the  Corporation  to  pay  one-third  of 
tlie  present  price  paid  for  the  '*  Russ  pavement,*'  which 
would  be  two  dollars  and  sevcntc^en  cents  per  superficial 
square  yard,  wherever  tbey  can  obtain  the  remaining  two- 
thirds  from  the  owners  of  the  property. 

The  economy  of  tin's  proposition  is  apparent  to  your 
Committee,  as  the  annual  interest  on  a  square  yard  of 
Russ  pavement,  would  then  be  about  twelve  cents,  a  sum 
much  loss  than  thai  vvhicii  is  required  to  keep  our  cobble- 
stone pavement  in   repair,  in  such   streets  where  the  con- 
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atant  repairing  of  the  carriage-way  would  induce  the  own- 
ers of  property  to  incur  the  expense  of  the  Russ  Pavement. 

Desirous  of  giving  every  reasonable  advancement  to  this 
improvement,  especially  where  the  greater  portion  of  the 
expense  is  voluntarily  borne  by  our  citizens,  your  Gommit- 
lee  respectfully  submit  for  adoption  the  accompanying 
ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE 

TO   PROYIDE   FOR   THE    PAYEMENT   OF   CERTAIN   STREETS   IV 

THE    CITY   OF   NEW  YORK. 

The  Mayor  J  Aldermen^  and  Commonalty  of  the  city  of  Jfew 
Yorkj  in  Common  Council  convened^  do  ordain  as  follows: 

§  1.  Whenever  two-thirds  in  interest  of  the  owners  of 
property,  on  any  street  or  avenue  of  the  city  of  New  York  ; 
or  any  portion  of  any  such  street  or  avenue,  to  the  extent 
of  one  block  or  more,  shall  tile  with  the  Commissioner  of 
Repairs  and  Supplies  of  said  cily,  an  application  to  have 
such  street  or  avenue,  or  portion  of  such  street  or  avenue, 
paved  with  the  grooved  '^  Russ  Pavement,"  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  Commissioner  of  Repairs  and  Supplies  to 
give  all  requisite  permission  and  authority  to  Messrs.  Russ 
&  Reid,  to  construct  such  pavement,  to  the  extent  specified 
in  said  application  ;  and  one-third  of  the  expense  of  such 
paving,  to  wit : — The  sum  of  two  dollars  and  seventeen 
cents  per  superficial  square  yard,  shall  be  borne  and  paid 
by  the  iMayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  city  of

§  3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Commissioner  of  Be*  « 
pairs  and  Supplies,  to  pay  the  full  cost  of  the  said  Russ 
pavement,  for  the  intersection  of  any  streets  or  avenueS| 
not  exceeding  the  sum  of  six  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for 
each  superficial  square  yard,  prov  di  d  that  said  pavement 
shall  have  been  laid  on  both  s  des  of  said  intersection. 

§  4.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  give  or  recogniase 
any  right,  claim,  or  demand,  against  the  Mayor,  Aldermen 
and  Commonalty  of  the  city  of  New  York,  by  the  said 
Russ  &  Keid,  for  any  work  done  by  them,  under  this  ordi- 
nance, over  and  above  the  amount  provided  to  be  paid  in 
and  bv  the  first  and  third  sections  of  this  ordinance. 

§  5.  The  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen 
and  Commonnlty  of  the  city  of  New  York,  for  work  done 
under  and  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance,  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year.

Your  CommiUce  deem  it  highly  proper  that  something" 
more  than  a  superficial  notice  of  the  events  of  the  day 
shoald  be  recorded  in  connection  with  their  report  of  the 
obsequies  in  honor  of  the  man  whose  name  stands  first 
among  the  giant  intellects  of  onr  great  statesmen.  Long 
&8  we  had  expected  the  event  of  his  demise,  and  prepared 
as  tho  whole  country  should  have  been  for  its  annonuce- 
ment,  wo  find  ourselves  wholly  unfitted  to  record  the  sad 
intelligence.  A  great  and  good  man  has  fallen.  A  nation 
moorns  at  his  bier,  and  laments  the  loss  of  one  who,  in  its 
greatest  perils,  has  been  its  savior.  One  so  far  above  and 
beyond  '">r<.]iikTry  ri'.'ii:  [^n  juirc  in  public  lifi>;  so  uiL^eitish 
and  disinterested  in  his  private  lite;  so  excellent  a  hnsb&nd; 
BO  good  a  father;  so  faithful  a  friend,  and  so  bold  and  inflez- 
abte  a  patriot,  that  we  feel  entirely  tmable  to  epeak  of 
him  according  to  his  worth. 

Hekrt  Olat  was  a  man  to  mark  the  age  in  whidi  lis 
lived.  His  mind  was  a  fitting  coanterpart  of  the  irhc^" 
casket  in  which  it  was  enshrined.  His  mannera  were  ftS' 
graceful  and  impressive.  Those  who  came  in  contaetirift 
him  felt  the  charm  of  his  influence,  and  this  attschment  dt' 
his  friends  grew  upon  them,  and  no  political  misfortose  to 
him  could  remove  it.  They  were  his  friends  in  prosperi^ 
and  in  the  prospect  of  power,  but  more  his  friends  in  ad- 
versity. Nature  had  formed  him  in  her  finest  mould,  and 
had  stamped  him  with  the  seal  of  her  own  nobility.  The 
heart  of  the  nation  throbs  with  melancholy  Imotiom  at 
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the  departure,  from  the  field  of  his  glories,  of  the  man 
whom  the  whole  world  revered  as  a  patriot  from  his  innate 
love  of  country — as  a  statesman,  from  intuition  and  from 
practice — as  a  philanthropist,  from  a  love  of  benevolence 
and  of  liberty.  The  dignified  graces  of  Mr.  Clay's  char- 
acter can  best  be  appreciated  by  those  who  knew  him  in 
the  private  walks  of  life.  His  impulses  were  generous  and 
disinterested.  He  had  an  utter  scorn  of  all  that  was  sor- 
did, selfish  or  deceitful.  He  who  could  say,  "  I  would  rather 
be  right  than  be  president,"  was  not  likely  to  hold  in  high 
esteem  those  whose  ambition  was  unregulated  by  principle, 
or  whose  moral  sense  was  facile  to  the  moulding  touch  of 
self-interest.  His  eminent  services  in  the  councils  of  the 
nation,  rendered  during  a  series  of  more  than  fifty  years, 
(a  circumstance  with  few  parallels  in  the  annals  of  the 
world,)  will  ever  adorn  the  brightest  pages  of  American 
history.  The  purity  of  his  motives,  his  stern  and  unre- 
lenting intrepidity  for  his  country's  rights  and  her  glory, 
will  forever  exist  with  fervency  and  freshness  in  the  mem- 
ory of  a  grateful  people.  When  foreign  outrage  left  his 
country  no  alternative  but  disgrace,  or  a  resort  to  arms, 
he  was  found  among  the  foremost  to  maintain  the  dignity 
and  honor  of  his  country.  Born  and  cradled  amid  the 
excitement  of  the  Revolution,  the  first  songs  which  the  ears 
of  his  childhood  heard,  were  those  which  the  struggle  for 
freedom  inspired.  The  important  period  through  which 
he  has  lived  in  such  prominence  before  the  world,  will  ever 
render  his  memory  inseparable  from  the  history  of  his 
country.  As  in  future  years  the  actions  of  civil  and  re- 
ligious liberty  in  South  America  shall  glow  with  increas- 
ing brightness,  their  fires  shall  add  new  lustre  to  the  name 
of  him  who  was  the  early  and  ardent  advocate  of  their 
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rigliti.    As  long  as  the  heroism  of  Greeoe  aludl  boodfltel^  < 
Mid  the  garlands  of  her  poets  endore,  so  long  shall  fhi. 
name  of  Hhitbt  Olat  be  cherished  by  everj  heart  till 
beats  in  onison  with  the  pantings  of  liberty. 

His  intellect  wasexpansive  and  comprehensiTe ;  his  elih 
qnence  Yigoroos,  and,  to  an  extraordinary  degree,  fawoiiaV 
ing  and  persoasiYe ;  his  heart  brave  and  honest ;  his  aibSK 
tions  warm  and  pore,  and  his  patriotism  ardent,  devotvl 

and  disinterested.    When  the  fieictions  and  calnmnies  of, 

• 

the  present  day  are  past  by,  succeeding  generations  wSjL^ 
prononnce  a  grateful  enlogy  upon  his  pablic  serrioes,  apt 
rank  him  among  the  most  distingnished  pnblio  beneA^ 
tors.  Posterity  will  then  prononnce,  with  equal  tmihiaiX 
justice,  "during  the  course  of  a  long  and  arduous  paUle. 
life,  he  made  his  country's  interests  the  end  and  aim  of  Ui 
exertions.  He  never  sacrificed  a  principle  to  secure  the 
favor  of  a  party,  or  yielded  an  opioion  from  the  fear  of 
its  unpopularity.  He  sought  first  and  principally  the  ex- 
tension of  republican  freedom,  and  as  the  best  means  of 
securing  it,  labored  with  all  the  energy  of  his  eloquence, 
to  maintain  unimpaired  the  union  of  the  states.  He  incor- 
porated himself  with  no  party  that  regarded  the  general 
government  in  the  light  of  an  unwieldy  and  inert  mass, 
powerless  of  good;  but  supported  the  true  theory  which 
regards  the  union  as  an  active  and  vivifying  principle, 
pervading  all  sections,  cementing  them  together  by  the  ties 
of  mutual  interest  and  convenience,  and  availing  itself  of 
its  great  resources  to  produce  the  most  certain  and  expe- 
ditious communication  between  them." 

Your  Committee,  in  view  of  the  foregoing  suggestions, 
have  compiled,  from  authentic  and  reliable  sources,  a  sun- 
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mory  of  tho  proceedings  bad  at  WasMngton,  from  the  boor 
of  his  death  until  the  arrival  of  the  body  at  Lexington, 
Kentucky,  its  final  resting  place;  estimating  a  full  record 
of  all  the  transactions  as  valuable  reminiscences  for  future 
reference,  and  adopted  as  a  slight  testimony  of  the  appre- 
ciation entertained  for  his  many  virtues,  his  eminent  ser- 
Tices,  and  patriotic  devotion  to  his  country.

Henbt  Clay  died  in  Washington  City,  D.  C,  on  Tues- 
day, June  29th,  1852,  at  seventeen  minutes  past  eleven 
o'clock,  in  the  seventy-sixth  year  of  his  age.  His  death 
was  announced  in  this  city,  by  telegraph,  about  half  past 
eleven  o'clock,  a.  m.  The  sad  news  was  soon  spread  to  all 
parts  of  the  city.  All  the  public  buildings,  places  of 
amusement,  the  shipping  in  the  harbor,  and  every  flag-staflf 
immediately  displayed  the  American  flag  at  half  mast,  and 
a  melancholy  gloom  was  thrown  over  the  whole  city.  The 
courts,  immediately  on  receipt  of  the  sad  intelligence,  de- 
livered eloquent  eulogies,  and  adopted  resolutions  expres- 
sive of  the  deep  sympathy  entertained  for  the  deceased, 
and  all  public  meetings,  as  an  evidence  of  respect  for  his 
memory,  adjourned.  Measures  were  also  immediately  taken 
for  convening  the  Common  Council,  for  the  purpose  of 
adopting  suitable  arrangements  expressive  of  the  high  es- 
teem in  which  the  memory  of  the  distinguished  dead  is  held 
by  the  representatives  of  this  metropolis,  and  of  rendering 
such  public  demonstrations  as  are  usually  called  for,  by  the 
citizens  generally,  upon  similar  occasions. 

On  the  day  of  Mr.  Clay's  death  tho  President  issued 
the  annexed  circular  to  the  several  Heads  of  Departments  :

{he  venerable  Cincinnatus,  retired  from  the  turmoils  of 
public  life,  came  forth  again  at  his  country's  call,  once 
more  buckling  on  the  mighty  armor  of  conciliation,  sac- 
rificing all  factions  of  party,  dispelling  the  aspirations  of 
sectional  dissensions  for  the  preservation  and  perpetuity 
of  onr  glorious  constitution  and  the  Union;  and  thus  we 
find  him  expiring  at  the  capital  of  the  nation,  among  the 
representatives  of  this  wide  extended  republic.       His 
powerful  and  comprehensive  mind,  ardently  enlisted  in 
the  cause  of  his  country,  was  ever  ready  to  assist  in  pro- 
moting its  glory,  usefulness,  and  indissolubility.    He  was 
enraptured  with  profound  respect  and  love  for  the  princi- 
ples of  our  republican  and  moral  institutions,  many  of 
which  acknowledge,  witli  paternal  gratitude,  numberless 
favors  from  his  fostering  care.

Being  probably  the 

youngest  member  of  this  body,  I  cannot  be  supposed  to 

hare  long  mingled  in  public  affairs,  but,with  all  deference, 

KK' trust  that  I  am  tolerably  familiar  with  our  national  bia- 

Hfory.  and  that  I  am  especially  familiar  with  the  lives  of 

K^EFPERSON  and  HAmLTON,  those  great  intellectual  giants 

^Bif  the  Revolution,  who  laid  the  eternal  foundation  of  the 

Hjbro  leading  political  parties  of  our  country.     And  it  has 

l>een  my  happy  fortune  to  be  a  living  witness  of  a  moiety 

of  the  public  career  of  Jackson  and  Calhoun,  (the  warm 

admirers  of  Jefpebson,)  and  of  Clay,  a  devoted  diBciple 
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of  Sairliov.    Now,  alilumgli  tluj  til  wlddy  iliiMiti  j 
those  great  national  questions  that  hare  dlTided  aad  0|i^ 
traoted  the  coimtiy  daring  most  of  tbe  presenft  mntmg^ 
yet  they  all  profoundly  loyed  their  country,  and  strato  ^ 
surpass  each  other  in  their  enthusiastic  efforts  to  perpai%  * 
ate  our  glorious  institutions  to  the  remotest  period. .       \. 

Sir,  witii  what  national  pride  should  we  all  oontenqdMlit 
tiie  youthfid  Jaokbov,  when,  at  the  peril  of  instant  dmikf., 
he  hurled  defiance  at  the  British  officer  who  oonmaiidsa' 
him  to  black  his  boots,  while  in  captiTity.    Again,  bdiol|L 
him,  with  his  knapsack,  in  his  solitary  march  from  Ou^ 
lina  to  Ttanossee,  in  search  of  a  forest  homer-ai  Jtt%^ 
and  Bepresentative, — a  Senator  with  Jbffebsov,  ia  ^: 
listening  to  the  wise  counsels  of  that  illustrious  statenMi^' 
contending  hand  to  hand,  and  foot  to  foot,  with  tfae'Soufti 
Western  Indians, — at  the  battle  of  New  Orleans, — HSb 
twice-elected  president  of  the  freest,  happiest,  and  might- 
iest nation  in  the  whole  journey  of  the  sun, — ^utterly  de- 
stroying a  gigantic  national  moneyed  institution,  because 
he  conceived  it  to  be  a  deadly  foe  to  democratic  liberty; 
a  man  who  loved  and  served  his  country  with  all  the  zeal 
and  fidelity  of  the  immortal  Washington. 

Now  behold  the  timid  and  thoughtful  Calhoun,  while 
a  New  England  student,  as  he  enters  the  legislature  of 
South  Carolina,  a  mere  youth, — in  the  halls  of  Congress, 
and  in  the  front  rank  as  an  orator  and  statesman, — his  en- 
ergy and  patriotism  during  our  country's  second  struggle 
with  Great  Britain, — resisting  the  adoption,  by  Congress, 
of  the  tariff,  abolition,  and  overshadowing  monetary 
schemes  of  northern  and  western  statesmen, — in  his  mem- 
orable collision  with  Jackson,  on  nullification, — ^in  the 
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Senate,  breasting  the  wide-spread  bankruptcy  of  '37,  and 
restoring  order  out  of  chaos, — ^his  great  ability  as  Chief 
of  the  War  and  State  Departments, — ^his  masterly  diplo- 
macy in  the  acquisition  of  Texas, — his  dying  efforts  on  the 
floor  of  the  Senate;  and  in  all  we  behold  the  deep  and 
thrilling  eloquence  of  Demosthenes,  the  wisdom  of  Jef- 
ferson, and  the  patriotism  of  Jackson. 

And  now  behold  Henry  Clay,  in  the  mill  of  Hanorer, 
a  poor  boy, — as  he  scales  the  Alleghanics  in  pursuit  of  a 
new  abode  in  the  wilds  of  Kentucky, — ^in  the  legislature  of 
his  adopted  state, — in  the  lower  House  of  Congress,  on 
the  leading  Committee,  and  Speaker  at  several  consecu- 
tiTe  sessions, — as  the  advocate  of  peace  abroad,  and  of 
peace  at  home,  both  in  the  private  and  public  arena; 
whose  burning  eloquence  in  the  Senate  assembly,  paralyzed 
the  conspirators  against  the  liberties  of  his  country.  Now, 
although  I  opposed,  and  ever  shall,  the  leading  features  of 
his  national  policy,  yet  I  always  admired  his  sterling  pa- 
triotism, his  powerful  eloquence,  and  his  earnest  advoca- 
tion of  what  he  conceived  to  be  essential  to  his  country's 
wel&re. 

Mr.  President,  and  members  of  the  Common  Council  of 
New  York  :  Where  are  the  men  to  fill  the  vacant  seats  of 
these  exalted  statesmen  ?  Alas  I  they  do  not  exist.  But 
men  of  kindred  genius  will  again  arise  among  us,  if  we  are 
true  to  the  God  of  liberty  and  of  nations, — if  we  arc  true 
to  that  beneficent  Being,  who  bore  us  in  triumph  through 
the  bloody  scenes  of  the  Revolution,  and  who  has  so  faith- 
fully guarded  our  liberties  to  this  remote  day.  Jackson, 
CalhouNi  Clay  1  let  the  verdure  of  their  graves  forever 
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UooiDt  and  emit  imdTlng  fngnaoe.  Vorerer  I0I  Itabtir 
Grad  memory  be  green  in  oar  heftrti.  Forever  let  M 
gniUUOj  remember  their  noble  deeds,  and  impart  HMm 
to  our  ebildren,  as  worthy  of  their  lughest  eniQlatiinu  Lst 
those  now  on  the  stage  of  human  action,  closely  imitate 
their  spotless  example  and  their  incredible  saerifiees  ttom 
yonth  to  age.  Let  ns  profoundly  cherish  the  preeioM 
relics  of  political  wisdom  they  have  bequeathed  vb,  and 
adopt  them  as  genial  sunlight  in  our  pilgrimage  throng 
the  dark  and  untrodden  future.

The  resolutions  having  been  read,  Mr.  Babeeb  rose,  and 
made  the  following  remarks : 

Mr.  Pbesident  : — I  feel  embarrassed  in  attempting  to 
add  any  remarks  to  the  resolutions  which  have  been  pre^ 
sented  upon  this  uiournful  occasion,  for  I  feel  my  incompe- 
tency to  the  task. 

We  have  been  convened  this  evening,  on  the  occasion  of 
the  death  of  the  Hon.  Henby  Clay,  who  has  long  been  the 
pride  and  the  glory  of  the  American  republic. 
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Henby  Clay,  the  man  of  the .  nation,  who  for  half  a 
century  has  stood  first  in  tho  front  ranks,  as  an  orator,  a 
statesman  and  a  patriot,  is  now  numbered  with  the  dead. 
That  great  and  heroic  soul,  which  knew  no  impulses  but 
those  of  patriotism  and  pliilanthropy,  has  passed  away 
from  these  mortal  scenes.  The  millions  of  this  wide  ex- 
tended country,  with  the  millions  of  the  friends  of  liberty 
in  other  lands,  will  receive  the  news  of  this  event  with 
emotions  too  deep  for  utterance. 

At  the  mention  of  his  name,  we  are  now  hushed  in 
silence  and  grief.  There  is  now  no  hurrah  for  him  who  so 
often  carried  with  him  the  people  with  an  enthusiasm  so 
unbounded.  lie  has  made  his  last  appeal  to  his  country- 
men, and  that  was  for  tlie  union  of  this  glorious  confed- 
eracy. We  all  know  how  that  appeal  has  been  answered. 
He  is  now  silent,  and  sleeps  the  sleep  of  death,  but  he  has 
left  with  us  the  triumph  of  his  glorious  deeds  to  brighten 
our  path  for  tlie  future. 

It  is  needless,  in  this  place,  to  recount  the  various  acts  of 
a  life  devoted  to  the  service  of  his  country.  They  are  the 
theme  of  youth  and  the  admiration  of  age. 

His  countrymen  had  been  for  some  time  warned  that  a 
mortal  disease  had  attacked  liis  majestic  and  stately  form, 
yet  the  melancholy  tidings  of  liis  deatli,  though  softened 
by  their  expected  coming,  have  sank  deeply  and  perma- 
nently into  every  heart. 

Tho  great  man  of  this  nation  has  been  taken  away,  but 
time,  endless  time,  will  recall  the  glories  of  his  past  life, 
and  many  a  page  of  his  country's  history  will  be  adorned 
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and  illmiiliiatad  with  the  acti<mB»  the  vifdm,  aid 
quenee  of  Hbhbt  OiiAT.  -.i.mi;

^m  As  tiie  body  was  borne  to  the  centre  of  the  chamber, 
Uie  Rev.  Dr.  Butler,  Chaplain  to  the  Senate,  in  full  ca- 
nonicals, read  part  of  the  Episcopal  ritual — "I  am  the 
resurrection  and  tho  life,  saith  the  Lord."  In  coasonaace 
vitb  the  Bolemn  service  over  the  dead  was  the  scene  there 
presented — sombre  and  sad. 

HL  The  President  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Speaker  of 
Hbie  House  of  Representatives,  were  seated  with  the  Presi- 
dent of  tho  Senate.  Tho  body  of  the  Senate,  the  repre- 
sentatives of  state  sovereignties,  were  grouped,  on  the 
two  innermost  semicircular  rows  of  chairs,  around  the 
lifeless  form  of  their  late  colleague.  The  Committee  of 
Arrangements,  and  the  committee  to  convey  the  body  to 
Kentucky,  and  tho  pall-boarers,  with  the  Kentucky  dele- 
gation in  the  House  of  Representatives,  as  chief  moarners, 
and  a  few  personal  devoted  friends,  were  also  in  close 

I  proximity  to  the  inanimate  form  of  the  deceased. 
L'  The  members  of  the  Hoose  of  Representatives  &lled  the 
onter  circles,  except  such  parts  as  were  devoted  to  the 
large  diplomatic  corps,  the  Cabinet  of  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  the  officers  of  the  Army  and  Navy, 
mong  whom  were  Major-General  Scott,  Commander-in- 
luef,  and  Commodore  Morrjs.      With  the  Municipal 
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OonnoilB  of  the  city  of  Wadungtoiii  wore  tha  oflloopk  «f 
neighboring  dties,  and  oihers,  oflBdal  and  naoffieiil.. 


A  fragrant  shield  of  sweetLj-eiilled  ilowen  was  jlkmti 
upon  the  saroophagns,  as  a  memorial  of  aibetiim  fcrifct 
deceased  statesman  vithin.  The  pure  white  and  hrj|^% 
Tsriegated  flowers  contrasted  sadly  with  the  tioh  fsMllif 
drapery  of  black  cloth,  additionally  relieved  by  ill'  dl^hi^ 
ornaments.  The  sarcophagos,  in  which  the  remmintwl^ 
innmed,  resembles  the  outlines  of  the  human  body.  ^TM 
handles,  the  fSMO-plate,  the  plate  for  inscribing  Ifio'tiiiiMI 
tad  other  plates,  are  of  massive  sUver,  beantiAflly  nhMJI^ 
and  chased,  [having  appropriate  emblems,  among  iflM 
appear  wreaths  of  laurel  and  oak,  with  a  ftall-blown  mii^' 
and  sprig  of  oak  with  its  acorns  detached  ftt>iii  ttllf' 
parent  stem,  showing  the  work  of  the  fell  destroyer.  flV

The  utmost  silence  prevailed ;  all  present,  including  the 
crowded  auditory  in  the  galleries  and  lobbies,  were  deeply 
impressed  with  the  solemnity  of  the  occasion.

"  Before  all  hearts  and  minds  in  this  august  assemblage, 
tbe  vivid  image  of  one  man  stands.  To  some  aged  eye, 
he  may  come  forth,  from  the  dim  past,  as  he  appeared  in 
tbe  neighboring  city  of  his  native  state,  a  lithe  and  ardent 
youth,  full  of  promise,  of  ambition,  and  of  hope.  To 
aaother,  he  may  appear  as,  in  a  distant  state,  in  the  courts  of 
justice,  erect,  high  strung,  bold,  wearing  the  fresh  forensic 
laurel  on  his  young  and  open  brow.  Some  may  see  him 
in  the  earlier,  and  some  in  the  later,  stages  of  his  career,  on 
fhifl  conspicuous  theatre  of  his  renown;  and  to  the  former 
lie  will  start  out,  on  the  background  of  the  past,  as  he 
appeared  in  the  neighboring  chamber,  tall,  elate,  impas- 
sioned— with  flashing  eye  and  suasive  gesture,  and  clarion 
voice,  an  already  acknowledged  *  Agamemnon,  King  of 
Men;'  and  to  others,  he  will  again  stand  in  this  chamber 
'the  strong  staff'  of  the  bewildered  and  staggering  state, 
and  '  the  beautiful  rod,'  rich  with  the  blossoms  of  genius, 
and  of  patriotic  love  and  hope,  the  life  of  youth  still  re- 
maining to  give  animation,  grace,  and  exhaustless  vigor, 
to  the  wisdom,  the  experience,  and  the  gravity  of  age.  To 
others  he  may  be  present  as  he  sat  in  the  chamber  of  sick- 
ness, cheerful,  majestic,  gentle — his  mind  clear,  his  heart 
warm,  his  hope  fixed  on  heaven,  peacefully  preparing  for 
his  last  great  change.  To  the  memory  of  the  minister  of 
Ood,  he  appears  as  the  penitent,  humble,  and  peaceful 
Christian,  who  received  him  with  the  aflfection  of  a  father, 
and  joined  with  him,  in  solemn  sacrament  and  prayer,  with 
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thegentleneMofawomaaaiidtiiebiiinlUtjoffteldU.  'Oil 
of  ihe  stroDg  came  forth  Bireet&Mi.'  *How  is  flw  wbtofig 
staff  broken,  and  the  beantiftal  rodi'  But  not  before  tUs 
essembl J  only,  does  the  renerated  image  of  the  d^psflpl 
statesman,  this  day,  distineily  stand.  For  more  1lM«,a 
thoosand  miles— Bast,  West,  North  and  Soufli-4t  ie  iDWiii 
and  remembered,  that  at  this  place  and  hour,  % 
representatiyes  aasemble  to  do  honor  to  lam  vhoee 
now  a  nation's  heritage.  A  nation's  mightj  heart  tiMil 
against  this  capitol,  and  beats  throi^sh  yon.  In, 
dties  banners  droop,  bells  toll,  cannons  booBt 
drapwies  ware.  In  crowded  streets,  and  on 
wharft,  npon  steamboats  and  upon  cars,  in  Adds  iaAfJI. 
work-shops,  in  homes,  in  schools,  millions  of  um 
end  chilcbron,  haTC  their  thoughts  fixed  jspoa  tUs 
and  say  monmfUUy  to  each  other,  *This  is  the  kaiv4l 
which,  at  the  capitol,  the  nation's  representatiyes  an 
burying  Henbt  Glat.'  Burying  Henut  ClatI  Buj 
the  records  of  your  country's  history — bury  the  hearts  of 
living  millions — ^bury  the  mountainB,  the  rivers,  the  laksi^ 
and  the  spreading  lands  from  sea  to  sea,  with  which  his  name 
is  inseparably  associated,  and  even  then  you  would  not  biaj 
Henby  Glat — for  he  lives  in  other  lands,  and  speaks  ai 
other  tongues,  and  to  other  times  than  ours. 

"  A  great  mind,  a  great  heart,  a  great  orator,  a  greek 
career,  have  been  consigned  to  history.  She  will  record 
his  rare  gifts  of  deep  insight,  keen  discrimination,  dear 
statement,  rapid  combination,  plain,  direct  and  convincing 
logic.  She  will  love  to  dwell  on  that  large,  generosiy 
magnanimous,  open,  forgiving  heart.  She  will  linger,  with 
fond  delight,  on  the  recorded  and  traditional  stories^<tf  sa 
eloquence  that  was  so  masterful  and  stirring,  becanss  it 
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▼as  but  himself^  struggling  to  come  forth  on  the  living 
words — ^because,  though  the  words  were  brave  and  strong, 
and  beautiful  and  melodious,  it  was  felt  that,  behind  them 
there  was  a  soul,,  braver,  stronger,  more  beautiful,  and 
more  melodious,  than  language  could  express.  She  will 
point  to  a  career  of  statesmanship  which  has,  to  a  remark- 
able degree,  stamped  itself  on  tlie  public  policy  of  the 
country,  and  reached,  in  beneficent  practical  results,  the 
fields,  the  looms,  the  commercial  marts,  and  the  quiet 
homes  of  all  the  land,  where  his  name  was,  with  the  de- 
parted fathers,  and  is  with  the  living  children,  and  will  be, 
with  successive  generations,  an  honored  household  word. 

"  I  feel,  as  a  man,  the  grandeur  of  this  career.  But  as 
aa  immortal,  with  this  broken  wreck  of  mortality  before 
me,  with  this  scene  as  the  *  end-all '  of  human  glory,  I  feel 
that  no  career  is  truly  great  but  that  of  him  who,  whether 
he  be  illustrious  or  obscure,  lives  to  the  future  in  the  pres 
ent,  and,  linking  himself  to  the  spiritual  world,  draws 
from  God  the  life,  the  rule,  the  motive,  and  the  reward  of 
all  his  labor.  So  would  that  great  spirit  which  has  de- 
parted say  to  us,  could  he  address  us  now.  So  did  he  re- 
alize in  the  calm  and  meditative  close  of  life.  1  feel  that 
I  but  utter  the  lessons  which,  living,  were  his  last  and  best 
convictions,  and  which,  dead,  would  be,  could  he  speak  to 
us,  his  solemn  admonitions,  when  I  say  that  statesmanship 
is  then  only  glorious  when  it  is  Christian:  and  that  man  is 
then  only  safe,  and  true  to  his  duty  and  his  soul,  when  the 
life  which  he  lives  in  the  flesh  is  the  life  of  faith  in  the  Son 
of  God. 

"  Great,  indeed,  is  the  privilege,  and  most  honorable  and 
useful  is  the  career,  of  a  Christian  American  statesman.

ndetned  bj  the  blood  of  Jesus;  sanctified  by  His  spirit, 
loTing  His  lair, he  irill give  himself,  in  private  and  in  pnb- 
lie,  to  the  serrioe  of  his  Savior.  He  will  not  admit  that 
he  ntay  act  onleeslof^  principles  in  public  than  in  private 
life,  and  that  he  moat  be  careful  of  his  moral  influence  in 
Ae  small  sphere  of  home  and  neighborhood,  hnt  seed  tale 
lib  heed  of  it  Vhen  it  stretcheg  over  t-ontinpiit^  und  crEi«si« 
seas.  He  will  know  that  lii-  nmrul  n>iiiiii.-iljili(v  can  not 
be  divided  and  distributed  among  others.  When  he  iJ 
told  that  adherence  to  the  strictest  moral  and  reli^oiB 
principle  is  incompatible  with  a  saccessful  and  emiaent  or 
peer,  he  will  denounce  the  assertion  as  a  libel  on  the  Ten- 
erated  Fathers  of  the  Republic — a  libel  on  the  honored  lir- 
ing  and  the  illustrious  dead — libel  against  a  great  and 
Christian  nation — a  libel  against  G-od  himself,  who  has  de- 
clared and  made  '  godliness  profitable  for  the  life  that  now 
is.'  He  will  strive  to  make  laws  the  transcripts  of  the 
character,  and  institutions  illustrations  of  the  proTidence  of 
God.  He  will  scan  with  admiration  and  awe  the  purposes  of 
God  in  the  future  history  of  the  world,  in  throwing  open 
this  wide  continent,  from  sea  to  sea,  as  the  abode  of  free- 
dom, intelligence,  plenty,  prosperity  and  peace;  and  feel 
that,  in  giving  his  energies  with  a  patriot's  love  to  the 
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wd&re  of  his  country,  he  is  consecrating  himself,  with  a 
Christian's  zeal,  to  the  extension  and  establishment  of  the 
Bedeemer's  kingdom.  Compared  with  a  career  like  this, 
which  is  equally  open  to  those  whose  public  sphere  is  large 
or  small,  how  paltry  are  the  trade  of  patriotism,  the  tricks 
of  statesmanship,  the  rewards  of  successful  baseness !  This 
hour,  this  scene,  the  venerated  dead,  the  country,  the  world, 
the  present,  the  future,  God,  duty,  heaven,  hell,  speak 
tnimpet-tongued  to  all  in  the  service  of  their  country^  to 
beware  how  they  lay  polluted  or  unhallowed  hands 

*  Upon  the  ark 
Of  her  magnificent  and  awful  cause.* 

"  Such  is  the  character  of  that  statesmanship  which  alone 
would  have  met  tlic  full  approval  of  the  venerated  dead. 
For  the  religion  which  always  had  a  place  in  the  convic- 
tions of  his  mind,  had  also,  within  a  recent  period,  entered 
into  his  experience  and  seated  itself  in  his  heart.  Twenty 
years  since,  he  wrote—*  I  am  a  member  of  no  religious 
sect,  and  I  am  not  a  professor  of  religion.  I  regret  that  I 
am  not.  I  wish  that  I  was,  and  trust  that  I  shall  be.  I 
have,  and  always  have  had,  a  profound  regard  for  Chris- 
tianity, the  religion  of  my  fathers,  and  for  its  rites,  its 
usages  and  observances.'  That  feeling  proved  that  the 
seed  sown  by  pious  parents,  was  not  dead,  though  stifled. 
A  few  years  since,  its  dormant  life  was  re-awakened.  He 
was  baptized  in  the  communion  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church;  and  during  his  sojourn  in  this  city,  he  was  in  full 
communion  with  Trinity  Parish. 

"  It  is  since  his  withdrawal  from  the  sittings  of  the  Sen- 
ate, that  I  have  been  made  particularly  acquainted  with 
his  religious  opinions,  character,  and  feelings.  From  the 
commencement  of  his  illness  he  always  expressed  to  me 
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liis  persntdon  that  its  tenninatioii  woqld  be  flNtadi« 
that  period  until  his  death,  it  was  my  priTilege  to  ]iridi)Mr 
qnent  religions  seryices  and  oonyersations  with  him  ia  hii 
room.  He  avowed  to  me  his  faU  faith  in  the  great  lejadjig 
doctrines  of  the  Gospel — the  &11  and  siniiilness  of  maa*  tlMI 
diTinity  of  Chbist,  the  reality  and  necessity  of  the  Aiiom 
ment,  the  need  of  being  bom  again  by  the  Spirit^  and  fuhsit^ 
tion  through  iaith  in  a  crndfied  Bedeemer.  Hia.owjl^ 
personal  hopes  of  salvation  he  ever  and  distinctly  bapeA 
on  the  promises  and  the  grace  of  Christ.  .  Strikingly  p«rr 
ceptible  on  his  naturally  impetuous  and  impatient  ohai^ 
acter,  was  the  influence  of  grace  in  produdng  snbmissioii 
and  a  '  patient  waiting  for  Christ/  and  for  death.  Or 
one  occasion,  he  spoke  to  me  of  the  pious  example  oC 
one  very  near  and  dear  to  him,  as  that  which  led  1^ 
deeply  to  feel  and  earnestly  to  seek  for  himself  the  realitj: 
and  the  blessedness  of  religion.  On  another  occasion,  he 
told  mc  that  ho  had  been  striving  to  form  a  concoption  of 
heaven;  and  he  enlarged  upon  the  mercy  of  that  provision 
by  Avhich  our  Savior  became  a  partaker  of  our  humanity, 
that  our  hearts  and  hopes  might  fix  themselves  on  him. 
On  another  occasion,  Avhen  he  was  supposed  to  be  very 
near  his  end,  I  expressed  to  him  the  hope  that  his  mind 
and  heart  were  at  peace,  and  that  ho  was  able  to  rest  with 
cheerful  confidence  on  the  promises  and  in  the  merits  of 
the  Redeemer.  He  said,  with  much  feeling,  that  he  endea- 
vored to,  and  trusted  that  he  did  repose  his  salvation  upon 
CiiiiiST  ;  that  it  was  too  late  for  him  to  look  at  Christian- 
ity in  the  light  of  speculation;  that  he  had  never  doubted 
of  its  truth;  and  that  he  now  wished  to  throw  himself  upon 
it  as  a  practical  and  blessed  remedy.  Very  soon  after  this, 
I  administered  to  him  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 
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Beiiig  extremely  feeble,  and  desiroas  of  having  his  mind 
undiverted,  no  persons  were  present  but  his  son  and  his 
servant.  It  was  a  scene  long  to  be  remembered.  There,  in 
that  still  chamber,  at  a  week-day  noon,  the  tides  of  life 
flowing  all  around  us,  three  disciples  of  the  Savior — the 
minister  of  God,  the  dying  statesman,  and  his  servant,  a 
partaker  of  the  like  precious  faith — commemorated  their 
Sayiob's  dying  love.  He  joined  in  the  blessed  sacrament 
with  great  feeling  and  solemnity — now  pressing  his  hands 
together,  and  now  spreading  them  forih,  as  the  words  of 
the  service  expressed  the  feelings,  desires,  supplications, 
confessions,  and  thanksgivings  of  his  heart.  His  eyes  were 
dim  with  grateful  tears,  his  heart  was  full  of  peace  and 
love  I  After  this  he  rallied,  and  again  I  was  permitted 
frequently  to  join  with  him  in  religious  services,  conversa- 
tion and  prayer.  He  grew  in  grace  and  in  the  knowledge 
of  our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ.  Among  the  books 
which,  in  connection  with  the  Word  of  God,  he  read  most, 
were  *  Jay's  Morning  and  Evening  Exercises;'  the  'Life 
of  Dr.  Chalmers,'  and  *  The  Christian  Philosopher  Trium- 
phant in  Death.'  His  hope  continued  to  the  end,  to  be, 
though  true  and  real,  tremulous  with  humility  rather  than 
rapturous  with  assurance.  When  he  felt  most  the  weari- 
ness of  his  protracted  sufferings,  it  sufficed  to  suggest  to 
him  that  his  Heavenly  Father  doubtless  knew  that,  after 
a  life  so  long  and  stirring,  and  tempted,  such  a  discipline 
of  chastening  and  suffering  was  needful  to  make  him  more 
meet  for  the  inheritance  of  the  saints;  and  at  once  words 
of  meek  and  patient  acquiescence  escaped  his  lips. 

"Exhausted  nature  at  length  gave  way.     On  the  last 
occasion  when  I  was  permitted  to  offer  a  brief  prayer  at

"Be  it  ours  to  follow  him  in  the  same  hnmble  and  snb- 
mieslTe  faith  to  Heaven.  Could  he  speak  to  oa  the  cona- 
aela  of  his  latest  humao  and  hia  present  heavenly  expe- 
rience, sure  I  am,  that  he  would  not  only  admooish  na  to 
cling  to  the  Savior  in  Bickness  and  in  death  ;  bat  abjure 
DB  not  to  delay  to  act  upon  our  first  convictions,  that  ve 
might  give  our  beat  powera  and  fullest  inSuence  to  God, 
and  go  to  the  grave  vith  a  hope,  unahadovred  by  the  long 
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worldlinesB  of  the  past,  or  by  the  films  of  fear  and  doabt 
resting  over  the  fatnre. 

''  The  strong  staff  is  broken,  and  the  beautifnl  rod  is  de- 
spoiled of  its  grace  and  bloom;  but,  in  the  light  of  the 
eternal  promises,  and  by  the  power  of  Christ's  resurreo- 
tion,  we  joyfully  anticipate  the  prospect  of  seeing  that 
broken  staff  erect,  and  that  beautiful  rod,  clothed  with 
celestial  grace,  and  blossoming  with  undying  life  and  bless- 
edness, in  the  Paradise  of  God." 

The  ritual  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  at  the  burial  of  the 
dead,  closed  the  solemn  service,  and  the  body  was  removed 
to  the  rotunda,  when  the  silver  plate,  covering  the  glass 
over  the  face  of  the  corpse,  was  removed,  the  President 
and  the  Cabinet,  Senators,  Representatives,  diplomatic 
corps,  oflScers  of  the  Army  and  Navy,  clergymen  and  phy- 
sicians, and  all  present,  drew  near,  and,  amid  the  most 
impressive  silence,  took  a  last  view  of  the  features  of  the 
great  and  illustrious  deceased. 

The  funeral  cortege,  with  the  mortal  remains  of  the 
departed  statesman,  left  Washington  by  railroad  soon 
after  the  conclusion  of  the  above  services,  halting  for  the 
night  at 

where  the  whole  people  came  out  to  attest,  by  fit  obser- 
vances, their  affection  and  sorrow.  The  coffin  was  placed 
for  the  night  in  the  Exchange,  upon  a  magnificent  ceno- 
taph, erected  in  the  centre  of  the  rotunda  in  charge  of  the 
Independent  Greys,  as  a  guard  of  honor. 

On  the  following  morning  the  corpse  was  removed  from 
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tho  Exchange  to  the  oen,  attended  by  the  Maymv  CMgr 

Council,  officers  of  the  Army  and  Na^y,  the  IndependHiC 
Greys,  (guard  of  honor,)  civic  associationB  and  the  dtuene 
of  Baltimore,  generally.  The  whole  city  wore  a  mela^ 
choly  aspect;  business  was  generally  suspended;  the  buu^ 
ings  on  the  streets  through  which  the  procession  pess^, 
and  in  other  parts  of  the  city,  were  decorated  wit^  jS^ 
moumfhl  habiliments  of  death.  The  bells  tolled  aadiaii* 
...  g^  w«,  ^  d^  .ta  pM-g.  of  *.  ,r«--S., 

The  body  was  placed  in  a  car  appropriately  dnqiedwM 
bladk  crape,  and  the  cars,  provided  for  the  funeral  nor  fcm 
were  similarly  decorated. 

At  Elkton,  Md.,  the  Maryland  Committee  deUveitd 
their  charge  to  a  Committee,  appointed  by  the  State  0^ 
Delaware.    When  the  cars  reached 

Milraington, 

a  large  civic  and  military  escort  was  in  attendance,  and 
the  remains  and  escort,  consisting  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Washington  Committees,  were  received  by  the  Committee 
of  Arrangements  appointed  by  the  City  Council,  and  es- 
corted to  the  City  Hall,  where  a  guard  of  honor  was  sta- 
tioned, and  the  plate  being  removed  from  the  sarcophagus, 
an  immense  concourse  of  i)eople,  male  and  female,  passed 
through  the  lines  and  took  a  last  look  at  the  features  of 
the  deceased. 

At  every  station  where  the  cars  stopped,  they  were  met 
by  thousands,  who  were  anxious  to  obtain  a  view  of  the 
body.  Houses  were  decked  with  mourning,  bells  tolled, 
and  minute  guns  fired,  as  the  train  passed  along. 
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The  cortege  arrived  at  Philadelphia  at  night,  and  was 
received  at  the  depot  by  the  corporate  authorities,  fire- 
men, military  and  citizens.  The  Washington  Greys  acting 
as  the  guard  of  honor  to  the  corpse.  The  firemen  carried 
lighted  torches,  and  rockets  were  fired,  during  the  passage 
of  the  procession,  from  the  depot  to  the  Hall  of  Indepen- 
dence. The  procession  as  it  moved  tlirough  the  entire 
route  to  the  Hall  of  Independence,  was  grand,  solemn  and 
imposing  beyond  any  thing  of  the  kind  tliat  has  ever  taken 
place  in  that  city.  The  whole  population  appeared  to  be 
gathered  on  the  line  of  march,  and  a  deep,  reverent,  elo- 
quent silence,  like  the  silence  of  death  itself,  pervaded  the 
mighty  multitude;  above  it  all,  rendered  more  audible  and 
impressive  by  the  contrast,  was  heard  the  slow,  measured 
tread  of  the  long  funeral  train,  the  tolling  bells,  the  boom- 
ing minute  gun,  and  the  mournful  roll  of  the  muffled  drum. 

The  city  authorities  had  made  every  preparation  for  the 
reception  of  the  remains.  The  hall  was  heavily  hung  with 
black  cloth,  and  the  square  was  brilliantly  illuminated. 

The  scene  in  the  venerable  hall  was  one  which  pen  could 
not  describe.  The  hour  was  midnight.  The  body  was  sur- 
rendered, in  a  feeling  speech,  by  the  Chief  Marshal,  Major 
Fritz,  into  the  keeping  of  the  city  authorities.  The  chair- 
man of  tlie  Committee  of  Arrangements,  Mr.  Wethebill, 
was  so  overcome  by  his  feelings,  that  he  could  not  reply. 

As  each  one  of  the  spectators,  admitted,  passed  around 
the  bier,  and  took  a  last  look  at  the  coffin,  then  encircled 
in  a  wreath  of  green  and  rare  Sowers;  the  silence  of  death 
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pervaded  the  room.    Tears  were  freely  shed,  and  the 
deepest  sorrow  was  depicted  in  every  countenance. 

At  an  early  hour  on  Saturday  morning,  the  doors  of  the 
hall  were  thrown  open,  and  the  people,  to  the  number  of 
thousands,  of  both  sexes,  and  of  all  ages,  were  admitted  to 
take  a  last  look  of  the  magnificent  coffin.  The  face  of  the 
corpse  was  not  exposed,  as  the  effect  of  the  light  on  it,  in 
Baltimore,  produced  such  a  marked  change,  as  to  show  the 
necessity  of  the  utmost  caution,  in  order  to  preserve  the 
lineaments  of  the  great  man  perfect,  for  the  gratification 
of  his  family  and  nearest  friends,  when  the  body  shall 
reach  its  final  resting-place  in  Kentucky. 

The  corpse  was  placed  in  the  hearse  and  conveyed  to 
the  steamer  Trenton,  followed  by  the  several  committees, 
and  the  marshals  of  the  obsequies.  The  band  played  a 
fiircwcll  dirge,  and  tlic  Washington  Greys  gave  the  parting 
salute.  Th(?  steamer  was  heavily  drai)ed  in  black,  and  her 
bell  tolled  in  mournful  harmony  with  the  dirge-like  toll  of 
the  bells  of  the  city.  At  nine  o'clock  the  boat  moved  off. 
A  large  throng  of  spectators  stood  gazing  sadly  after  her 
until  she  was  lost  to  view  on  the  river.

The  Committee  of  Councils  delivered  the  corpse  into  the 
custody  of  the  officers  and  Committee  of  Congress,  charged 
with  the  duty  of  conveying  it  to  Ashland.  A  large  num- 
ber of  citizens  accompanied  the  remains  to  Tacony;  a  num- 
ber also  came  on  to 

frenton. 

The  remains  reached  Trenton  shortly  after  10  o'clock. 
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Their  arriyal  was  announced  by  the  firing  of  minute  guns 
by  a  company  of  artillery,  and  an  immense  concourse,  which 
Iiad  collected,  uncovered  as  the  train  approached.  The 
church  bells  were  also  tolled,  and  all  the  buildings  in  the 
Tidnity  of  the  depot  were  appropriately  draped. 

There  was  a  very  general  suspension  of  business,  and  over 
the  railroad  an  immense  arch  was  erected,  and  draped  in 
mourning,  with  mottoes  expressive  of  the  general  grief  at 
the  nation's  loss.  The  places  of  business  and  dwellings  in 
the  vicinity  were  also  in  mourning. 

Similar  demonstrations  of  sympathy  and  respect  were 
exhibited  at

and,  indeed,  at  all  places  along  the  route.

The  remains  were  met  by  the  Committee  of  Jersey  City, 
and  a  large  body  of  military,  while  the  firing  of  minute 
guns  and  the  tolling  of  bells  betokened  the  general  sorrow. 
The  stores  and  places  of  business  were  mostly  closed,  and 
all  the  principal  buildings  were  decked  in  mourning.

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**  Second.  We  ask  that  we  may  be  permitted  to  act  as 
mourners  upon  the  occasion  of  the  procession.

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On  Saturday  morning,  the  Committee  assembled,  pre- 
paratory to  proceeding  to  Jersey  City,  where  they  were 
to  receive  the  body.  The  Committee,  accompanied  by  the 
Mayor,  members  of  the  Common  Council,  City  offioer8» 
Clay  Festival  Association,  United  States  Oovernment 
officers,  Company  D,  Washington  Greys,  (guard  of  honor) 
and  a  large  number  of  invited  guests,  proceeded  to  the 
Battery,  and  embarked  on  board  the  steamer  Philadelphia 
for  Jersey  City. 

Upon  the  arrival  of  the  train  bearing  the  funeral  cor- 
tege, the  Hon.  Joseph  R.  Underwood,  was  introduced  to 
Mr.  Maxneus,  Mayor  of  Jersey  City,  who  spoke  in  he- 
half  of  the  Committee,  as  follows:

We  desire  to  unite  with  you  in 
this  solemn,  mournful  procession,  and  render  every  service 
in  our  po^ycr,  belitting  this  melancholy  occasion,  and  to 
invite  you  to  remain  in  our  city  a  sufficient  length  of  time 
to  allow  Us  citizens  an  opportunity  of  paying  their  last 
sad  tribute  of  respect  to  the  illustrious  dead,  whom  in  life 
thev  never  failed  to  honor." 

Senator  Uxdeuwood  responded  in  a  brief  but  chaste 
and  feeling  address,  in  which  he  adverted  to  the  public 
and  private  worth  of  the  deceased  statesman — to  which  a 
tribute  has  l)een  paid  by  the  people  along  the  entire  route 
from  Washington.    He  also  expressed  his  desire  that  the 
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request  for  the  resting  of  the  remains  at  Jersey  City  be 
granted. 

At  the  arrival  of  the  cars,  minute-guns  wore  fired,  and 
the  bells  were  tolled.  The  procession  was  formed  at  the 
depot,  and  marched  to  the  boat.  The  Jersey  City  Conti- 
nentals, as  a  guard  of  honor,  and  the  officers  of  the  Hudson 
Brigade,  accompanied  by  a  band  of  music,  escorted  the 
procession  of  the  various  committees  to  the  boat.  As 
they  moved  through  the  streets,  the  heads  of  the  entire 
mass  of  spectators  were  uncovered,  and  not  a  voice  dis- 
turbed the  effect  of  the  measured  tramp  of  the  feet,  the 
deep,  sad  music  of  the  funeral  march,  or  the  more  distant 
tolling  bells  and  booming  cannon.  Tears  fell  from  many 
eyes.  As  soon  as  all  were  on  board  the  boat  Philadelphia, 
she  moved  off  into  the  stream,  and  on  her  way  to  the 
Battery,  Mayor  Manners  returned  the  remains  to  the 
Senatorial  Committee,  with  some  appropriate  remarks, 
and  introduced  Ambrose  C.  Kingsland,  Mayor  of  New 
York,  to  the  Committee,  who,  in  behalf  of  the  City  of 
New  York  Committee,  received  the  charge.  During  the 
passage  of  the  steamer,  a  very  beautifully  arranged  wreath, 
composed  of  oak  leaves,  was  presented  by  Dr.  Benjamin 
Drake  to  the  Senatorial  Committee,  with  the  following 
address,  viz : 

"  Gentlemen  Senators: — In  behalf  of  the  Clay  Festival 
Association,  I  respectfully  ask  your  permission  to  place 
near  the  body  of  our  illustrious  friend  a  last  but  humble, 
though  fitting  testimonial  of  our  regard  and  affection.  It 
is  a  CIVIC  WREATH,  composed  not  of  the  laurel,  the  trium- 
phant gatherings  of  the  battle  field,  but  of  the  leaves  of 
the  oak.  Such  a  decoration  the  Romans  of  old  were  wont 
to  bestow  upon  their  most  meritorious  citizens.    We  loved 
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i[r.  Clay  in  life,  and  his  memorv  is  near  to  us  in  death. 
Wc  have  further  to  ask  that  a  delegation  from  oar  body, 
may  be  permitted  to  attend  his  honored  remains  to  their 
final  resting  place,  in  Kentucky.'' 

Senator  Uxdeuwood,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Senate,  briefly  assented,  and  stated  in  reference  to  the  emr 
blem  of  the  oak  leaves,  that  it  was  in  keeping  with  all  that 
had  transpired  on  the  route  from  the  Capitol  to  this  city. 

On  the  arrival  of  the  l)oat  at  the  wharf,  the  coffin  was 
placed  in  a  splendidly  decorated  open  hearse,  drawn  by 
eight  gray  horses,  appropriately  caparisoned.  The  pro- 
cession was  formed  in  the  following  order:

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The  procession  moved  up  Broadway  to  Chatham  street, 
up  Chatham  street  to  the  east  gate  of  the  Park,  when  they 
entered  and  rested  in  front  of  the  City  Hall.  The  body 
was  then  taken  from  the  hearse  and  conveyed  to  the  Gov- 
ernor's room,  (which  had  been  appropriately  trimmed  for 
the  occasion,)  followed  by  the  military  and  the  committees. 
It  was  then  placed  upon  a  beautiful  cenotaph;  and  as  soon 
as  the  sentinels  were  stationed  to  guard  the  coffin,  the 
anxious  multitude  were  allowed  to  walk  around  the  bier, 
and  take  a  last  look  of  that  which  contained  but  the  dust  of 
Henrt  Clay. 

As  the  procession  passed  along  to  the  City  Hall,  the 
bells  were  tolled,  minute  guns  were  fired  from  the  Battery, 
the  forts  and  shipping  in  the  harbor.  A  general  feeling 
of  grief  seemed  to  pervade  our  whole  population. 

The  body  remained  in  the  Governor's  room  during  the 
night  and  throughout  the  next  day  (Sunday,  July  4th,  the 
seventy-sixth  anniversary  of  American  Independence.) 
The  inhabitants  of  this  city,  Brooklyn,  Williamsburgh, 
Hoboken,  Statcn  Island  and  other  places  adjacent  to  New 
York,  availed  themselves  of  this  opportunity  of  rendering 
their  mite  to  the  general  sorrow  of  the  nation,  and  testify- 
ing their  love,  admiration  and  respect  of  the  illustrious 
dead,  and  to  take  a  final  look  at  the  coffin  wherein  is  con- 
fined all  that  remains  of  the  once  great  man  of  the  nation  I 
There  he  lay,  on  the  very  spot  where,  a  few  years  ago,  he 
stood  proudly  erect,  afl*able,  and  self-possessed — the  pleased 
and  pleasing  recipient  of  a  people's  homage — admiring 
women  crowding  the  levee,  happy  to  grasp  his  hand,  and 
little  girls  pressing  onward  to  snatch  a  kiss  from  his  ven- 
erable lips.     On  that  very  spot — lifeless  and  wasting — en- 
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cased  in  iron  cerements — there  reposed  all  that  remained 
of  the  great,  illustrious,  and  almost  worshipped,  Henbt 
Clay.  What  an  impressive  contrast  I  The  glorious  an- 
niversary of  our  country's  independence  was  full  of  the 
manifestations  of  public  grief.  The  stars  and  stripes  of 
our  national  banners  were  darkened  with  the  emblems  of 
mourning.  The  flags  at  half  mast,  the  tolling  bells,  the 
minute-gun,  the  muffled  drum,  the  solemn  countenance  and 
the  mournful  tread  of  the  passing  spectator,  told  of  a  na- 
tion's Horrow  for  the  loss  of  one  of  the  most  illustrious  and 
loved  in  its  councils. 

The  facilities  for  admitting  visitors  were  admirably  ar- 
ranged. Upwards  of  one  hundred  thousand  persons  visited 
the  remains  during  the  evening  of  Saturday  and  on  Sunday. 
There  was  a  constant  procession  passing  throughout  the 
day,  and  all  conducted  without  the  slighest  confusion. 
The  coffin  and  floor  around  the  cenotaph,  was  covered  with 
flowers,  which  the  aflcction  of  visitors,  prompted  with  feel- 
ings of  gratitude,  to  place  near  the  body  as  they  passed  by.

LEAVING    THE    CITY    HALL. 

At  two  o'clock,  on  Monday  morning,  the  remains  of 
IIexry  Clay  were  removed  from  the  Governor's  room, 
accompanied  by  the  Committee  of  Arrangements  of  the 
Common  Council,  escorted  by  Company  I),  Washington 
Greys,  as  guard  of  honor,  with  the  Clay  Festival  Associa- 
tion, as  pall  bearers,  to  the  steamboat  Santa  Claus,  (which 
had  been  chartered  to  convey  the  remains  to  Albany,) 
lying  at  the  foot  of  Murray  street. 

The  scene  was  solemn  and  impressive,  as  the  full  moon 
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lent  its  rays  to  lighten  the  pathway  of  the  funeral  proces- 
sion; the  alow  march,  the  tolling  bell,  and  the  mournful 
roll  of  the  muflBed  drum  added  to  the  general  solemnity. 
At  the  moment  when  the  association  and  euard  of  honor 
were  drawn  up  in  line,  to  permit  the  remains  to  pass  to 
ihe  boat,  the  band  suddenly  struck  up  the  air,  "  Should 
old  acquaintance  be  forgot."  The  effect  cannot  be  de- 
scribed— there  was  scarcely  a  dry  eye  in  the  whole  assem- 
blage. The  steamboat  was  decorated  in  a  neat  and  ap- 
propriate manner — the  outside  being  festooned  with  black 
and  white  muslin,  while  the  flags,  which  run  half  mast, 
were  trimmed  with  black.  The  ladies'  cabin  was  hung 
with  crape,  and  in  the  centre  was  arranged  a  cenotaph, 
upon  which  the  coffin  was  placed,  and  then  covered  with 
a  heavy  black  velvet  pall.  A  committee  of  six  of  the  mili- 
tary and  six  of  the  Clay  Festival  Association,  waited  as 
guard  until  the  hour  arrived  for  the  boat  to  start. 

The  coffin,  which  rested  in  the  saloon,  was  covered  with 
a  magnificent  canopy  of  crape,  and  on  the  top  were  strewn 
flowers  of  the  choicest  kind.  Near  the  head  was  a  beau- 
tiful wreath,  made  from  the  "immortille"  (or  life  everlast- 
ing flower)  brought  from  France,  and  presented  by  Mrs. 
Ann  S.  Stephens,  the  poetess,  with  a  request  that  it  might 
be  placed  on  the  tomb  of  Henry  Clay,  in  Kentucky.  It 
is  a  bright  yellow,  while  a  cross  of  a  dark  brown  of  the 
same  flower  is  worked  in  it.  It  was  admired  by  all  as  a  fit 
emblem  to  the  memory  of  Henry  Clay,  who  will  live  for- 
ever in  the  hearts  of  his  countrymen.  The  civic  wreath, 
presented  by  the  Clay  Festival  Association,  and  with  tlie 
same  request,  also  adorned  the  top,  while  the  laurel  wreath 
from  Philadelphia,  and  the  boquets  from  Baltimore  and 
Washington  were  placed  around  it,  and  had  all  maintained 
their  fragrance  and  beauty. 
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DEPARTURE  FROM  NEW  YORK. 

At  11  o'clock,  a  gun  was  fired,  which  was  the  signal  for 
starting — the  bell  commenced  tolling,  and  the  boat  was 
soon  underway.  Tlie  following  is  a  list  of  the  fanend 
cortege :

PASSAGE    rP   THE  PvlVER. 

The  hell  of  the  steamer  was  kept  constantly  tolling,  and 
as  Ave  passed  the  steamboats  u])on  the  river,  bound  for 
New  York,  they  stopped  for  a  few  moments,  lowered  their 
flags  at  half  mast,  minute-^uns  were  exchanged,  and  they 
commenced  tolling  their  bells.     At  all  the  landings  we 
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passed,  similar  demonstrations  were  shown.  As  we  nearcd 
West  Point,  the  booming  cannon  reverberated  from  hill  to 
hill.  Cozzens'  Hotel  immediately  lowered  the  American 
flag,  and  as  we  passed  West  Point  a  body  of  the  cadets  were 
drawn  up  in  line,  and  stood  on  the  embankment,  with  heads 
uncovered.  A  national  salute  was  fired  from  the  boat, 
while  the  band  on  the  boat  played  a  beautiful  dirge. 

At  Newburgh,  where  the  boat  arrived  soon  after  three 
o'clock,  and  where  there  was  a  grand  celebration,  the 
cortege  was  honored  with  a  national  salute  of  thirteen 
guns,  fired  one  each  minute.  The  boat  was  detained  here 
some  twenty  minutes,  during  which  time  the  citizens  were 
allowed  to  pass  on  board  and  view  the  coffin.  The  great- 
est feeling  was  manifested,  and  the  flags  that  had  been 
raised  to  celebrate  our  country's  national  day,  were  low- 
ered to  half  mast,  as  a  token  of  respect  for  the  memory  of 
the  deceased.  The  church  bells  were  tolled  as  the  boat 
left  the  wharf,  and  minute-guns  were  fired. 

PouGHKEEPSiE. — As  wc  passcd  the  village  of  Pough- 
keepsie,  crowds  had  assembled  on  the  adjoining  hills  and 
docks.  The  flags  were  at  half  mast,  and  the  people  stood 
with  heads  uncovered.  A  small  boat  came  out  from  the 
shore,  and  threw  on  board  a  beautiful  boquct,  to  which 
was  attached  a  note,  which  read  as  follows  : 

••  Tho  Ladies  of  Poughkccpsie  in  memory  of  IIexry  Clay." 

Hyde  Park. — Here  the  people  assembled  on  the  wharf 
in  large  numbers,  and  stood  with  heads  uncovered  as  the 
boat  pas/ed;  a  salute  was  fired  from  the  shore,  and  the 
American  flag,  trimmed  with  crape,  floated  at  half  mast. 

Kingston  and  Rhinebeck. — The  bells  were  tolling  as 
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ire  paaaed  by  these  two  plaoee,  miBate-gims  were  fira^fiA 
every  token  of  the  deepest  sympathy  manifested.        ., ,  y* 

As  we  passed  the  residenee  of  Oeneral  Ds  P0nn%  il 
Tiroli,  we  noticed  a  portiion  of  his  regiment  drawn  «p  ti 
line,  and  when  the  boat  was  directly  opposite,  fhey  flitfl 

a  ToUey,  as  if  firing  oyer  the  grave  of  a  oomrade.

The  grounds  were  tastefully  trimmed  in  mourning,  siei 

firom  the  boat  presented  a  beautiful  appearance. 

The  "  LiviKOSTON  "  places  were  also  decorated  in  moon; 
ing,  and  had  guns  stationed  on  prominent  points,  ibiiig 
salutes. 

Uppeb  and  Lower  Bed  Hook— Bristol  and  CAissiUbi 
presented  the  same  tokens  of  the  general  grief. 

Hudson. — ^The  docks  and  Bound  House  Hill  were  cosih 
pletely  crowded  with  people.    We  noticed  thirty-one  yonf 

ladies,  dressed  in  white,  with  black  scarfs  thrown  across 
their  shoulders,  and  in  their  right  hands  the  American  flag, 
trimmed  with  black  crape.  The  boat  stopped  her  engine 
as  we  went  by — minute-guns  were  fired  and  bells  tolled. 

From  Hudson  up  to  Albany,  there  was  a  constant  firing 
of  cannon  from  the  shore,  and  every  demonstration  wss 
shown  to  tell  the  grief  the  whole  country  felt. 

During  the  day  we  passed  the  steamboats  North  Amer- 
ica, Columbia,  Armenia  and  Utica,  each  one  of  which  stop- 
ped as  we  went  by,  lowered  their  colors  and  tolled  their 
bells. 

The  steamboat  Baltic,  of  Albany,  having  on  board  the 
Committee  of  Arrangements,  the  Whig  General  Committee, 
a  delegation  of  the  Democratic  Committee,  and  one  hun- 
dred of  the  Burgess  Corps  and  citizens,  came  down  the 
river  to  meet  the  Santa  Claus.    The  Baltic  remained  at 
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ted  to  drop  a  eyrapathetic  tear  over  the  body  of  this  jftfAi 
and  good  cdeld,  vho,  though  now  dead,  yet  gpeaketh  tbroi^b 
liU  glorioua  works.  Uis  memory  is  embalmed  Id  the  recol- 
lections of  a  grateful  und  devoted  people,  and  hia  preceptt 
are  iudelibly  stamped  upon  their  hearts. 

We  mourn  his  loss,  not  aa  those  who  mourn  without 
hope  ;  for  although  the  mortal  part  of  him,  whose  elo- 
quence, virtue  and  wisdom  is  the  admiration  of  the  world, 
be  dead,  still,  we  sincerely  believe  his  spirit  has  fled  to 
happy  regions  of  eternal  bliss,  and,  like  a  guardian  angel, 
watches  over  and  points  us  to  his  precepts  and  examples. 

Sirs,  this  valuable  relic  of  the  immortal  IIesky  ClaT, 
we  confide  to  yonr  care,  with  the  assurance  that  while  it 
remains  in  your  keeping,  it  will  be  treasured  and  appre- 
ciated with  as  high  consideration  as  hia  life  was  virtuoiui 
and  patriotic. 

It  is  now  upon  its  way  to  its  final  resting-place,  when 
we  hope  it  may  peacefully  rest  until  it  is  awakened  by  ^le 
thrilling  call  ftom  the  great  trump  npon  the  resurrection 
mora. 

The  remains  were  received  by  AldermanJAMEs  D.  Was- 
BON,  in  behalf  of  the  Corporate  authorities  of  Albany,  in  & 
very  touching  and  eloquent  response. 

The  body  was  taken  aehore  and  placed  in  a  splendid 
funeral  car,  when  a  procession  of  military,  firemen,  and 
citizens  generally,  speedily  formed,  notwithstanding  tlie 
lateness  of  the  hour,— eleven  o'clock.  The  public  build- 
ings and  many  of  the  stores  and  houses  on  the  line  of  the 
procession  were  draped  in  mourning,  and  brilliantly  illu- 
minated. 
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As  the  procession  passed  up  State  street,  (the  firemen 
bearing  torches)  the  scene  was  one  of  the  most  impressiye 
and  remarkable  that  had  occurred  since  the  remains  left 
Washington.  Arriving  at  the  gates  of  thecapitol,  the  mil- 
itary opened  to  the  left,  and  the  remains  were  removed 
from  the  car  and  carried  into  the  hall  of  the  capitol. 
The  closing  ceremonies  occupied  until  near  two  o'clock, 
when  the  doors  of  the  capitol  were  closed,  and  the  Burgess 
Corps  were  left  in  charge,  as  a  guard  of  honor. 

A  special  train  of  cars  were  in  readiness  to  receive  the 
corps  at  half-past  eight  o'clock.  As  they  passed  the  Man- 
sion House,  Company  D,  Washington  Greys,  Capt.  James 
Lpttle,  of  New  York  city,  to  whom  all  honor  be  given, 
in  their  devotion  to  the  remains  of  Mr.  Clay,  were  drawn 
up  in  line,  and  paid  the  usual  military  honors.  The  Bur- 
gess Corps  accompanied  the  remains  to  Buffalo.  A  large 
crowd  of  spectators  had  gathered  at  the  depot,  anxious  to 
catch  a  last  look  of  the  coffin  that  contained  the  remains  of 
the  illustrious  dead.  At  nine  o'clock,  precisely,  the  train, 
consisting  of  three  passenger  cars  and  a  locomotive,  appro- 
priately trimmed,  left  the  depot.  The  crowd  taking  off 
their  hats  as  the  cars  moved  out — the  utmost  silence  was 
preserved,  the  deepest  feeling  was  manifested. 

Your  Committee,  after  taking  leave  of  the  mourners, 
Senate  Committee,  and  others,  accompanying  the  body  to 
Kentucky,  the  authorities  and  people  of  Albany,  and  hay- 
ing, in  their  humble  judgment,  performed  their  duty  to  the 
honored  dead,  returned  to  the  boat,  which  soon  after  de- 
parted for  New  York,  where  they  arrived  early  on  the 
following  morning.

A  large  number  responded  to  the  call,  when  M.  R. 
Brewer,  Esq.,  the  President,  addressed  the  Association, 
allading,  in  a  very  pathetic  and  eloquent  manner,  to  the 
great  and  irreparable  loss  the  whole  nation  had  sustained, 
and  announced  that  the  object  of  the  present  meeting  was 
mainly  to  adopt  measures  suitable  to  the  occasion,  and  to 
render  a  fitting  tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  the 
great  Commoner,  Henry  Clay.

Kensetu  G.  White,  Esq.,  from  the  committee  appoial 
to  draft  resolutioiiB,  reported  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Hesbt  Clat,  whose  fn\ 
lie  life  was  a  coutiaued  benefil  d  bleseing  to  the  people 
of  the  United  States,  this  Aesoeiatioti  has  sDBtained  a 
calamity  awakening  the  most  poignant  feelings  of  regret, 
and  the  deepest  emotions  of  sorrow. 

Renolivd.  That  assembling  once  more  iu  the  place  wb«re 
we  have  so  often  met  to  rejoice  in  some  fresh  triumph  of 
bis  commanding  genius,  or  to  do  homage  to  some  new  dis- 
play  of  his  exalted  patriotism  ;  though  it  is  with  subdued 
and  saddened  feelings  we  stand  here,  like  bereaved  chil- 
dren around  the  grave  of  a  beloved  father;  we  still  expe- 
rience a  feeling  of  noble  exultation  in  the  recollection  that 
his  whole  life  bore  testimony  to  hia  lofty  scntimeDt,  that  he 
"  Would  rather  be  right  than  be  Peebidest." 

Resolved,  That  while  the  nation  mourns  the  loss  of  her 
purest  patriot,  her  most  gifted  statesman,  her  wisest  sagei 
and  her  first  citizen,  it  ia  ours  to  sorrow  over  a  departed 
father,  guide  and  protector.  That  while  theirs  is  the  grief 
ef  friendship,  ours  is  the  keener  sorrow  of  kindred. 

Resolved,  That  our  affection  for  the  illustrions  deceased 

•  was  not  the  blind  attachment  of  political  partizanahip,  bnt 

the  higher,  purer  and  nobler  devotion,  inspired  by  the 

spotless  integrity  of  hiB  character,  his  lofty  and  dlBiater- 
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ested  patriotism,  his  enlightened  statesmanship,  and  his 
imperishable  devotion  to  the  interests  and  the  honor  of 
the  country,  of  which  he  was  the  most  distinguished  orna- 
ment. 

Resolved^  That  while  with  sorrowipg  hearts  and  trem- 
bling hands  we  record  the  loss  sustained  by  ourselves,  by 
the  country,  and  by  mankind,  still  it  is  not  without  holy 
joy  and  consolation  that  we  look  back  to  the  sublime  ex- 
ample of  his  virtues,  and  the  unclouded  purity  of  his  fame. 
In  these,  a  priceless  inheritance  descends  to  future  ages 
from  his  life;  and  his  death  bequeaths  a  still  richer  legacy, 
as  illustrating,  in  one  of  the  greatest  of  our  race,  the  divine 
truth,  that  "  this  corruptible  shall  put  on  incorruption, 
and  this  mortal  put  on  immortality."  Down  from  the 
heights  of  heaven,  the  eloquent  voice  of  the  sainted  patriot 
and  sage  comes  thrilling  to  our  hearts  in  the  touching  lan- 
guage of  paternal  aSFection — "  May  you  too  die  the

Resolved,  That  we  tender  to  the  relations  and  family  of 
the  deceased  our  heart-felt  sympathies  in  this  heavy  af3ic- 
tion,  and  that  we  mourn  and  sorrow  with  them  in  a  com- 
mon bereavement. 

Resolved,  Thatv  the  rooms  of  our  Association  be  hung  in

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  furnished 
to  his  family,  signed  by  the  members  of  the  Association. 

The  resolutions  were  seconded  by  Erastus  Brooks,  Esq., 
as  follows : 
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"  Mr.  CnAiBiiAN  : — I  cannot  suffer  the  question  to  be  pot- 
upon  the  reeoiutions  whieli  have  been  read,  without  ihent- 
torance  of  ouo  word  from  some  menilwr  of  this  Associatiou 
iu  their  behalf.  I  know  how  idle  for  the  dead  are  our 
words  of  praise  and  our  tears  of  sorrow;  tut  among  the 
fitirvivors  of  the  dead  the  heart  Ends  relief  in  cout«mplat- 
iog  the  greatness  and  in  reciting  the  virtues  of  those  whose 
presence  ou  earth  we  arc  not  permitted  to  recall.  Our 
great  political  father,  the  friend  of  our  youth  and  of  our 
mature  years,  is  head  I  The  wise  counselor  of  the  gov- 
eminent,  through  more  than  forty  years  of  public  service, 
ia  NO  MORE !  The  constant  and  consistent  advocate  of  con- 
stitutional liberty,  the  peace-maker  of  the  country,  abroad 
and  at  homo — the  defender  of  the  freedom  of  the  oppressed 
in  the  old  world  and  the  new,  now  sleeps  the  sleep  of  death. 
He  rests  from  his  labors;  and,  at  peace  with  GoDand  man, 
his  spirit  reposes  in  the  blissful  quiet  of  that  celestial  par 
adiHe  toward  whicli  all  his  entire  heart,  and  all  his  hopes 
fiaally  aspired. 

"  The  funeral  procession  of  Henby  GlaV  is  nov  nurcb- 
ing  from  the  city  of  Washington,  where  the  great  stateemu 
died,  and  where  he  rendered  bo  many  eventful  servicsB  to 
his  country,  to  the  destined  repose  of  the  grave  ia  his  ovp 
Kentucky.  His  body,  surrounded  by  thePresident  of  tiie 
United  States,  and  cabinet  ministers,  by  statesmen  of  iJl 
parties,  by  the  representatives  of  the  army  and  navy,  bj 
senators  and  representatives  in  congress,  by  foreign  am- 
bassadors, and  by  the  most  distinguished  men  of  the  earth, 
has  been  mantled  and  coffined  in  the  Senate  chamber, 
which  he  adorned  by  his  presence  and  immortalized  by  hi* 
genius.    The  light  of  heaven  has  for  the  last  time  looked 
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down  through  the  dome  of  the  capitol,  the  corner-stone  of 
irhieh  was  laid  by  Gbobgb  Washington,  npbn  the  remains 
of  him,  who  sought,  by  word  and  deed,  through  all  his  life, 
to  illustrate  and  defend  the  principles  of  the  Father  of  his 
Oountry.  His  seat  is  vacant,  and  no  more  shall  we  there 
behold  his  majestic  form,  or  hear  the  mu^ic  Of  that  voice 
which  charmed  all  our  ears,  and  made  captive  all  our 
hflaHs.

^But,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  will  not  now  add  to  the  recital  of 
his  virtues.  I  read  with  satisfaction,  sanctified  by  the  ca- 
lamity which  we  could  not  control,  of  the  thousands  and 
tens  of  thousands  who  with  full  hearts  and  streaming  eyes 
are  this  evening  doing  homage  to  the  memory  of  the  dead. 
To  night  his  body  rests  on  its  pilgrimage  to  the  tomb,  sur- 
rounded by  guards  of  honor,  composed  of  citizens,  senators 
and  soldiers,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  within  the  Hall 
of  Independence — a  fitting  resting  place  for  the  remains  of 
the  greatest  American  of  the  nineteenth  century,  as  Wash- 
ington was  of  that  age  which  gave  freedom  to  the  people 
and  a  constitution  to  the  government. 

"  Mr.  Chairman  : — The  funeral  train,  with  all  its  sad  at- 
tendants, will  be  here  to-morrow.  We  shall  not  see 
Henbt  Clay  as  when  last  he  was  among  us,  surrounded 
by  the  beauty  and  gayety  of  the  ball-room,  the  genial  at- 
tractions of  the  festive  board,  and  with  eyes  beaming  with 
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joy  as  tliey  gazed  npon  one  alike  loved,  honored  and  ad- 
mired. We  behold,  in  oontraat  now  the  curtain  of  death, 
riaiiig  before  us.  The  long  living  idol  of  our  hearts  is 
before  us,  Toieeless  as  death,  and  inanimate  as  the  grave. 
The  gveet  sounds  of  a  past  welcome  which  thrilled  all 
heart-*,  and  the  glad  strains  of  past  raerriment  which  stirred 
the  blood  within  our  veins  to  quicker  motion,  and  a  new

I.'' iL  void  never  on  eauu  ^  ^^  filled.  But  let  us  thank 
iJoD  that  though  meii  die,  our  love,  our  affections,  and  onr 
remembrances  of  their  virtues,  live.  The  summer  shall 
pass,  and  the  fresh  green  leaves  around  us  fedc  away  with 
the  decay  of  nature,  as  the  autumn  and  winter  of  the 
year  fhall,  like  kindred  drops,  mingle  their  daya  together; 
but  in  all  seasons,  may  the  life  and  death,  the  principles 
and  the  example  of  Hexrt  Clay  bloom,  as  in  perpetual 
youth,  in  the  hearts  of  all  true  patriots  and  good  men." 

The  meeting  was  also  impressively  and  feclli^ly  ad- 
dressed by  Hon.  WiLLiB  Hall  and  others. 

The  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted,  ordered  to 
be  engrossed  on  parchment,  and  enclosed  in  a  suitable  case, 
to  be  transmitted  to  the  family  of  the  deceased. 

The  meeting,  upon  motion,  then  adjourned.

JUhxs  B.  WHiTmo,  Eaq.,  xom  and  i^dres^ed  the  court 
aa  follpws : 

^Maj  it  please  the  court,  I  rise  under  great  embar* 
rassment,  to  announce  to  the  court,  the  sad  and  mourn* 
fhl  intelligence,  which  has  just  reached  us,  that  Henry 
Olay  is  dead.  His  spirit  has  departed  Ho  that  bourn 
firom  whence  no  traveler  returns.' 

^  This  event,  though  long  expected,  has  suddenly  borne 
upon  us,  and  presents  to  our  serious  contemplation,  the 
subject  of  death.  The  public  pulse,  for  a  time,  will  almost 
oease  to  beat;  the  busy  places  of  trade  and  commerce  will 
be  hushed,  and  the  nation  will  put  on  her  habiliments  of 
mourning. 

*'  A  great  man  has  fallen — gone — gone,  full  of  years,  and 
fiill  of  honors.  His  unwearied  soul,  taxed  to  its  utmost 
powers,  was  always  for  his  country's  honor — his  country's 
glory,  and  the  benefit  of  mankind.  His  life,  his  being 
and  his  actions  have  been  woven  in  tissues  of  his  country's 
greatness,  and  the  page  of  history  will  do  him  that  justice 
which  party  strife  has  hitherto  measurably  denied  him. 
Over  his  remains,  to  the  credit  of  the  nation,  all  men  will 
meet  to  do  him  reverence. 
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"  This  IB  not  the  time,  nor  this  the  pkco,  to  esld 
Jiis  character — to  ?pcak  of  its  BtrCDgth  or  veakni 
be  was  faultlo^s  cannot  be  said;  there  ia  Done  A 
and  siuneth  not— no,  not  one.      That  Mb  motiroB 
pure,  noble,  lofty  and  putriolic,  Lut  few  will  deny. 

"  It  is  not  inappropriate  to  say,  that  he  was  ready  for  his 
departure — that  he  died  as  became  a  man  and  a  Christian, 
and  that  he  left  behind  hioi  the  evidence  of  a  good  hope  of 
an  endlesa  immortality.  It  is  hoped,  that  it  may  hereafter 
bo  said  of  him, '  Blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the  Lord, 
for  their  works  do  follow  them.'  In  respect  to  his  mem- 
ory, therefore,  I  most  respectfully  move  that  this  court 
do  now  adjourn." 

Hi*  Honor  Judge  JuDsos,  in  reply  said  : 

"The  announcement  of  these  sad  tidings  will  move everj 
American  heart  to  tlie  deepest  sorrow.  In  life,  HbnbT 
Clay  was  the  pride  and  boast  of  the  American  people,  and 
now  he  is  no  more — his  name  and  great  deeds  will  fill  thfl 
largest  page  in  our  hii^itory,  and  no  portion  of  that  liistoij 
will  ever  be  read  with  more  interest,  or  reflect  higher 
honor  on  the  country. 

*' Henry  Clay  has  been  a  participator  in  all  the  great 
events  which  have  given  character  and  glory  to  this  natiM, 
for  the  last  forty  years.  As  a  warm-hearted  patriot  ud 
lover  of  freedom,  he  had  no  superior.  Ab  a  Btatesman,  npoB 
the  broadest  scale,  be  had  but  few  equals.  Ab  an  orator, 
he  was  foremost  in  the  rank,  while  his  sympathies  reached 
the  oppressed  of  every  nation. 

"  This  is  not  an  inappropriate  place  to  entertain  tlifl 
present  motion,  for  the  early  theatre  of  his  distinction  was 
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the  Bar.  In  oar  national  affairs  he  has  left  the  deep  im- 
press of  his  great  mind,  and  especially,  when  dangers  were 
thickening  around  ns,  his  giant  intellect  devised  and  exe- 
cuted, (with  others,)  the  system  of  measures  which  has  im- 
parted new  strength  and  perpetuity  to  our  Union. 

"  As  a  tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  such  a  man, 
it  is  fit  and  proper  that  all  business  should  be  suspended  in 
this  court,  and  the  same  is  now  adjourned." 

SUPREME  COURT — CIRCUIT. 

I 

Mr.  EvARTS  addressed  his  Honor,  and  said: 

-  "  May  it  please  the  court,  since  the  last  adjournment  of 
the  court,  the  rumor  which  reached  this  city  yesterday,  of 
the  death  of  Henry  Clay,  has  been  confirmed  by  full  in- 
telligence of  that  sad  event. 

"  I  rise,  sir,  to  move  that,  as  a  mark  of  respect  to  the 
memory  of  that  eminent  lawyer  and  statesman,  this  court 
do  now  adjourn.  It  is  impossible  to  add,  by  any  expres- 
sion of  sentiment,  to  the  weight  of  sorrow  which  this  event 
has  brought  to  the  hearts  of  our  people  throughout  the 
land.  The  name,  the  character,  the  principles,  the  great 
public  services,  the  labors,  the  fame  of  Henry  Clay,  are 
known  everywhere;  and  fully  understood  and  recognized 
by  all  his  countrymen.  It  is,  sir,  as  a  just  token  of  re- 
spect for  his  eminent  character  and  position  that  I  move 
the  adjournment  of  the  court." 

His  Honor  Judge  Edwards,  in  reply,  said  : 

"  Although  the  event  which  has  been  alluded  to  has  been 
for  some  time  expected,  it  has  produced  sorrow  and  gloom 
throughout  the  community*  There  is  no  man  among  us 
who,  for  so  long  a  period,  has  acted  so  prominent  a  part  in 
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the  affairs  of  the  nation  as  Mr.  Clay.  Ai  thd  time  Irhea 
he  first  came  forward  in  pnbliclife  our  gotemmeint  was  yet 
regarded  as  an  experiment;  bat  at  that  time  the  men  who 
had  carried  ns  through  the  perils  of  the  Revolution  iBtiU  ex* 
ercised  a  controlling  influence;  and  it  was  from  the  fathers 
of  the  republic  that  he  received  his  first  lessons  of  politi- 
cal  wisdom.  He  no  sooner  appeared  in  our  national  coun- 
cils than  he  became  a  master-spirit ;  and,  at  an  age  when 
most  men  are  acquiring  their  political  education,  he  be- 
came a  leader.  Upon  all  the  greiat  questions  which  hare 
agitated  the  country  for  nearly  half  a  century,  his  influ- 
ence has  been  felt  and  acknowledged;  and  however  others 
may  have  differed  from  him  in  opinion,  no  one  doubted 
his  sincerity;  and  all  admired  his  earnestness,  boldness, 
and  ability.  He  had,  pre-eminently,  the  courage  and  the 
strength  of  will  which  inspire  confidence;  and  upon  every 
question,  involving  oyr  national  honor,  he  was  one  of  the 
noblest  of  American  patriots.  Owing  to  his  vigorous  con- 
stitution he  continued  to  participate  in  the  active  duties  of 
life  until  he  had  arrived  at  an  age  when  the  powers  of 
most  men  are  exhausted.  He  was  fortunate  in  many  of 
the  circumstances  of  his  life;  and,  if  such  an  expression 
may  be  used  on  so  melancholy  an  occasion,  he  was  fortu- 
nate in  the  time  of  his  death.  During  the  closing  period 
of  his  days  he  had  withdrawn  from  party  politics;  and  he 
bad  the  dying  consolation  that  his  last  energies  had  been 
successfully  devoted  to  the  preservation  of  peace,  harmony, 
and  union."    The  court  then  adjourned. 

SUPREME  COURT — SPECIAL  TERM. 

Mr.  Charles  P.  Kirkland  addressed  the  court,  soon 
after  its  opening,  and  said  : 
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"  A  great  national  calamity  is  just  annonnced  to  us 
Hbnby  Clay  is  dead  I  Indeed,  more  than  a  national  ca- 
lami ty,  for  his  loss  will  be  known  and  lamented  in  every 
part  of  the  globe,  where  freedom  has  a  votary,  or  the  lib- 
erty  of  man  a  friend  or  an  advocate;  and,  unless  I  greatly 
err,  a  grief  as  sincere,  and  a  regret  as  lively  and  as  deep 
will  occupy  multitudes  of  foreign  hearts  as  now  pervade 
those  of  his  millions  of  countrymen.  Greece,  South  Amer- 
ica, Mexico,  have  lost  their  earliest  friend,  the  most  fear- 
less and  eloquent  champion  of  their  efforts  for  emancipa- 
tion; and  every  man  in  those  lands,  and  in  all  other  lands, 
in  whose  bosom  beats  a  single  aspiration  for  freedom,  will 
unite  with  us  in  earnest  sympathy  on  this  occasion.  We 
are  called  to  mourn  then,  not  merely  a  loss  to  ourselves, 
but  to  Christendom;  not  merely  to  our  institutions,  but  to 
the  cause;  not  merely  of  an  American  statesman,  but  of  a 
world-renowned  and  a  world-admired  apostle  of  liberty. 
No  man  survives,  not  even  those  who  have  been  highest  in 
oflBcial  stations  or  most  distinguished  in  war,  whose  name 
is  more  known  and  more  spoken  in  all  lands,  to  which 
civilization  has  extended,  than  his  who  has  just  been  sum- 
moned from  among  us  to  immortality. 

"  In  bidding  our  last  farewell  to  Henry  Clay,  we  take 
our  leave  of  one,  who  furnished  the  most  beautiful  and 
jnost  impressive  illustration  of  the  genial  workings  of  our 
wonderful  system  of  government  in  the  bringing  out  and 
developing  the  individual  man.  With  no  advantages  of 
birth,  ed^ication  or  fortune,  on  the  contrary,  with  all  the 
depressing  influences  of  obscurity,  poverty  and  lowly  ori- 
gin, we  see  him,  under  the  beneficent  operation  of  republi- 
can institutions,  rise  rapidly  to  the  zenith  of  human  fame, 
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and  Kft^iicf  around  him,  in  rich  abuuilance.  the  glory  and 
tlio  bonors  of  the  lawyer,  tho  orator  ttn<l  the  etatesmaa. 
Wbat  a  bright  example  is  thiia  presented  to  the  young  men 
of  this  country,  and  how  are  all  taught  by  it,  that  no  oh- 
ficurity  of  birtb,  no  pressure  of  poverty,  no  ileficiency  of 
early  education,  are  here  any  ueccssary  or  legitimate  ob- 
struction in  the  pathway  that  leads  to  honor  and  renown. 

"  To  tho  lot  of  this  great  man  it  fell,  on  at  least  three  o^ 
casions,  to  bo  the  means,  under  Frovidcncc,  of  deviimig, 
and  by  his  commanding  influence,  carrying  out,  meastire* 
which  saved  our  hallowed  union  from  apparently  impendiuf 
dissolution.  It  was  at  these  times  that  the  greatness  of  his 
intellect,  the  splendor  of  his  eloquence,  and,  more  than  all, 
Uie  fervor  and  sincerity  of  his  patriotism,  ghooc  out  witi 
almost  Huperhuman  brighlness,  and  accomplished  thos«  be- 
nign reanlts,  which,  without  hyperljole,  we  may  believe 
will  cxtL'iid  their  influence  through  ngc^  of  time,  and  will 
be  regarded  with  affectionate  gratitude  by  long  snccessiiW 
of  generations. 

"  But  it  is  not  as  the  patriot,  the  statesman,  the  philan- 
thropist, that  the  immortal  deceased  would  on  this  occa- 
sion and  in  this  place,  receive  the  solemn  tribate  of  oar 
respect;  it  is  more  emphatically  in  his  character  as  onr 
professional  brother  that  we  would  now  pay  honor  to  his 
memory.  And  if  a  tribute  of  respect  and  veneration  cm 
ever  properly  be  paid  to  a  departed  member  of  the  Ameri- 
can bar  by  his  surviving  brethren,  there  surely  can  be  no 
more  appropriate  instance  than  the  present.  Pre-eminent 
as  Mr.  Clay  was  in  the  particulars  to  which  I  have  briefly 
alluded,  he  was  no  less  so  as  a  lawyer.  His  great  attain- 
ments in  legal  learning,  and  his  remarkable  powers  of  anal- 
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ysis,  of  logical  arrangement  and  deduction,  and,  indeed,  in 
the  whole  field  of  legal  argumentation,  were  often  exhib- 
ited in  the  highest  judicial  tribunal  of  our  country,  and 
obtained  for  him  a  place  among  the  first  of  the  profession. 
He  combined  with  these  qualities  what  seldom  co-exists 
with  them — the  skill  and  tact  of  the  advocate,  and  the  per- 
suasive eloquence  so  unusual  and  so  effective  in  another  de- 
partment of  our  labors.  To  all  this,  he  added  as  a  crown- 
ing glory  xhat  delicate  moral  sense  and  elevated  integrity, 
without  which  the  character  of  no  lawyer  can  be  perfect. 

"  But,  if  the  court  please,  this  is  not  the  occasion  for  a 
eulogy,  and  I  did  not  rise  to  pronounce  one.  I  am  aware 
that  the  few  remarks  I  have  made  are  quite  sufficient  as 
preliminary  to  the  motion  I  am  about  to  make.  And  now, 
as  a  fitting  though  slight  tribute  of  respect' to  the  memory 
of  Henbt  Clay,  I  move  that  this  court  do  adjourn,  and 
that  an  entry  in  the  minutes  accordingly  be  made.  This 
motion  and  the  feelings  which  dictate  it  will,  I  know,  have 
the  heart-felt  acquiescence  of  the  court  and  of  the  bar." 

The  District  Attorney,  Mr.  N.  B.  Blunt,  said,  that  he 
rose  to  second  the  motion  just  addressed  to  the  court. 

"  Certainly  sir,"  he  added,  "  on  leaving  this  court  yes- 
terday, I  did  not  imagine  that  I  should  to-day  be  called 
upon  to  participate  in  the  official  announcement  of  the  mel- 
ancholy tidings  which  have  reached  us.  Long  anticipated 
as  was  the  event,  nevertheless,  to  me  it  came  with  crushing, 
stunning  force. 

"  Familiar  for  many  years  with  his  public  character,  en. 
joying  his  friendship,  and  for  a  brief  time  connected  with 
him  in  immediate  personal  relation,  the  emotions  which 
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crOird  upon  me  almost  forliid  language.  But  yesterday,  as 
it  vera,  pre-eiainent  ainonj;  hia  compatriots,  he  stood  tho 
obsorrecl  of  all  obscr vers— to-day,  he  lies  a  cold  and  wuse- 
leas  mtas — in  empty  casket,  stripped  of  its  treasure.  The 
spirit  of  the  great  American  commoner  has  fled  from  ils 
earthl;  tabernacle — the  affections  which  centred  in  him 
are  serered,  and  we  mourn  the  loss  of  onr  Iwnefactor  and 
friend.  He  was  truly  an  impersonation  of  the  American 
republic.  Prom  earliest  infancy,  reared  under  ils  insti- 
tatioiUi.he  vas  an  emblem  of  its  progress,  its  power,  asti 
its  glory.  To  him,  as  adapted  to  the  country  which  gave 
him  birtii,  may  well  be  applied  the  eulogy  pronounced  u|)on 
CAinnilo,  "He  was  an  American  through  and  through, 
American  in  his  feelings,  American  in  his  aims,  Americaii 
ittall  hiB  policy  and  projccta."  As  Washington  was  the 
Cather  of  hia  country,  Hesry  Clay  will  go  down  to  pos- 
terity as  its  savior.  It  is  titliii™  uiid  projier  that  oiio  who 
has  so  long  been  identified  with  the  history  of  our  country, 
at  home  and  abroad,  whose  name  and  fame  are  imperiBha- 
bly  connected  with  its  welfare  and  prosperity,  should  re- 
ceive the  respect  of  a  grateful  people, 

"I  can  no  more  at  present  but  second  the  motion  of  my 
respected  friend." 

His  Honor  Judge  Roosevelt,  said,  "  The  court  very 
fully  concurs  in  the  sentiments  expressed  by  the  bar, 
which  are,  no  doubt,  the  universal  sentiments  of  the  whole 
community  respecting  the  illustrious  statesman  who  had 
just  departed  from  among  us.  He  not  only  was  a  states- 
man in  the  common  sense  of  the  term,  but  was  a  man  of 
high,  generous  impulse,  and  noble  attributes,  which,  in  his 
career,  were  more  marked  than  in  any  other  instance  in 
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modem  history.  He  was  ambitions,  it  was  true,  but  it 
was  that  ambition  w]iich,  more  than  its  own,  sought  the 
distinction  and  glory  of  his  country.  There  never  was 
a  man  who  more  enthusiastically  entered  into  the  glory  of 
the  American  nation  than  Henbt  Clay.  Whatever  may 
have  been  his  infirmities,  they  were  the  necessary  inci- 
dents of  his  virtues.  There  was  in  him  an  ardor — a  fer- 
vency of  purpose— and  a  loftiness,  which,  to  the  eyes  of  all 
generous  men,  veiled  his  infirmities.  He  was  at  once  the 
true  statesman,  and  the  statesman  of  truth.  He  despised 
fidsehood  in  all  its  shapes  and  all  its  colors;  and  though  he 
has  parted  from  us,  and  though  his  mortal  remains  have 
been  brought  low,  and  are  about  to  be  consigned  to  the 
dost,  we  may  say  with  the  American  poet, 

*  Truth  cmshed  to  earth  will  rise  again  * 

His  spirit  is  now,  we  have  reason  to  believe,  rising  on  the 
wings  of  immortality  to  that  realm  on  whose  dominion  the 
sun  that  has  risen  will  never  set."  The  Judge,  in  conclu- 
sion said,  "  that  in  honor  of  the  memory  of  Henry  Clay, 
I  direct  that  the  court  stand  adjourned  for  the  term." 

The  court  then  adjourned. 

COMMON  PLEAS — FIRST  PART. 

Mr.  Theo.  E.  Tomlinson,  Corporation  Attorney,  ad- 
dressing his  Honor,  said : 

"  May  it  please  the  court,  it  is  usual,  when  an  eminent 
lawyer  dies,  for  the  profession  and  the  court  to  mark  their 
respect  on  the  public  records.  A  distinguished  lawyer, 
and  enlightened  civilian,  a  noble  patriot  has  fallen.  Henry 
Clay  is  dead  I    It  is  true  we  have  expected  his  death,  but 
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it  was  expected  as  tho  sunset,  which  leaves  daricnem  and 
gloom  behind.  It  is  particularly  the  duty  of  the  tribunals 
of  lav,  and  the  mombera  of  our  learned  profession,  to  pay 
a  tribute  to  the  groat  commoner,  whose  triumphs  have 
been  purely  civic — hia  laurels  were  the  laurels  of  peace — 
hia  triumphs  the  triumphs  of  the  constitution  and  the  law. 
If  partisanship  marked  any  portion  of  hia  career,  it  has 
been  lost  in  the  unbounded  patriotism  tliat  marked  hia  de- 
votion to  his  wliolc  country;  so  that  we,  the  sona  of  this 
great  republic,  realize  that  ia  the  loss  of  Hesby  Clay,  we 
wo  have  lost  a  father." 

Mr.  ToMLiNSON  then  proposed  the  following  resolution: 

"  Resolved,  That  this  court,  partaking  of  the  universaJ  sor- 
row which  affects  the  nation,  under  its  bereavement  by  the 
death  of  Henrt  Clat,  and  feeling  that  no  eulogy  can  add 
to  the  glory  of  tlic  p;reat  departed,  feel  that  silence  is  mora 
cxpresBive  than  panegyric,  and  do  therefore  adjourn." 

His  Honor  Judge  WooDBUPP  responded,  with  much 
feeling,  to  the  address  of  Mr.  Tomunson,  in  support  of  the 
motion — expressing  the  profound  sensibility  with  which 
the  court  received  the  announcement;  the  sympathy  of  the 
court  with  the  sentiment  of  deep  grief  which  pervades  the 
nation;  the  propriety  of  marking,  by  appropriate  testimo- 
nials, an  event  which  forms  an  important  era  in  the  na- 
tion's history, — a  history  in  which  the  career  of  the  dis- 
tinguished senator,  now  deceased,  was  pre-eminently  a 
part;  and  especially  the  propriety  of  pausing  in  our  ordi- 
nary pursuits,  to  allow  the  indulgence  of  the  feelings 
awakened  by  the  sad  event.  With  some  further  expres- 
sions of  high  admiration  and  respect  for  the  eminent  law- 
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yer  and  statesman  whose  death  was  announced,  the  Judge 
ordered  that  the  Court  do  now  adjourn,  and  that  the  reso- 
lution be  entered  upon  the  records  of  the  court. 

COMMON  PLEAS — ^SECOND  PART. 

Mr.  Daniel  T.  Walden,  Jr.,  said  :— 

"May  it  please  the  court,  for  many  days  past  the  pub- 
public  journals  have  given  us  the  melancholy  intelligence 
that  a  great  man  was  rapidly  sinking  to  his  final  rest — 
that  he,  who  during  a  long  life,  had  fought  manfully  for 
the  rights  of  his  country  in  her  legislative  councils — ^who 
had  battled,  as  the  champion  for  the  oppressed  of  other 
climes,  was  fading  from  the  scenes  of  earth,  and  about  to 
meet  his  last  great  enemy — yet  have  we  hoped,  and  with- 
out a  ray  of  promise,  our  minds  have  been  warped  by  our 
feelings,  and  we  would  believe  that  he  would  yet  be  spared 
to  that  country  he  has  so  faithfully  served.  The  electric 
messenger  of  yesterday  proclaimed  the  dread  and  mourn- 
ful tidings  that  disease  had  dtoe  its  work — that  Henry 
Clay  was  no  more.  Yes,  in  the  federal  capital,  amid  the 
scenes  of  his  labors  and  his  triumphs,  while  still  in  the  liv- 
ery of  his  country's  service,  as  a  senator  from  the  state  of 
his  adoption,  he  has  closed  his  eyes  on  earth,  and, 

'  To  wear  a  wreath  in  glory  wrought,  his  spirit  sped  afar, 
Beyond  the  soaring  wings  of  thought,  the  light  ot  moon  or  star ; 
To  drink  immortal  waters,  free  from  every  taint  of  earth, 
To  breath  before  the  shrine  of  life,  the  source  whence  worlds  had  birth.' 

"  The  land  is  filled  with  lamentation — grief  is  in  every 
heart,  and  the  dark  drapery  of  sorrow  is  preparing  as  a 
poor  expression  of  our  inward  grief.    It  is  but  fit  that  we 
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should  pause  in  our  avocation — rest  from  oar  labor  to  re- 
Epect  the  memory  of  one,  who,  amid  his  public  life,  re- 
mained au  active,  industrious  and  illustrioas  member  of 
our  own  profession,  I  move  you,  sir,  that  this  court  do 
now  adjourn," 

His  Honor,  Judge  Ingraba.)!,  in  reply,  after  referring 
briefly  to  the  public  and  private  character  of  Mr.  Cl*t, 
e-^presBcd  the  great  regard  which  he  had  ever  entrrlaincd 
for  him  as  a  man,  a  lawyer,  and  a  statesman,  (lud  added 
that  he  was  well  deserving  of  every  mark  of  public  re- 
spect that  could  be  shown  to  his  memory.  That  ho  con- 
curred in  tho  remarks  made  by  the  gentleman  jvho  moved 
the  adjourumeut,  and  would,  in  granting  the  motion,  direct 
'  that  a  suitable  order  ehould  be  entered  upon  the  minutes 
of  the  court. 


KEETIHO   OT   TEE  BAB. 

A  meeting  of  the  meml^ers  of  the  New  York  Bar  was 
held  in  relation  to  the  death  of  the  Hon.  Henrt  Clat,  in 
the  rooms  of  the  Supreme  Court.  On  motion,  Chief  Jus- 
tice Oakley  was  called  to  the  Chair,  assisted  by  Judges 
DuER  and  Campbell,  Henry  E.  Daties  and  John  J.  , 
TowNSEXD  were  appointed  Secretaries,  The  following 
resolutions  were  then  read  and  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Henky  Clay,  we  feel,  in 
common  with  our  fellow-citizens,  the  loss  of  the  eloqnent 
orator,  the  eminent  jurist,  the  sagacious  statesman,  the  in- 
corruptible patriot,  the  ardent  advocate  of  American  in- 
terests, and  the  great  representative  of  human  freedom 
throughout  the  world. 
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Resolvedf  That  while  we  depfore  the  termination  of  his 
illustrious  career,  we  rejoice  that  he  has  been  so  long 
spared  to  fill  the  measure  of  his  country's  glory;  that  his 
eloquent  accents  in  behalf  of  freedom  struggling  against 
oppression  are  familiar  to  the  children  of  classic  Greece, 
as  well  as  to  those  of  our  sister  American  republics;  and 
that  in  both  hemispheres  it  is  a  siifiScient  passport  to  his 
fellow-citizens  to  say,  I  am  a  countryman  of  Henbt  Clat. 

Resolved,  That  a  marble  bust  of  the  departed  patriot  be 
placed  in  the  Law  Library,  as  a  durable  memorial  of  our 
esteem,  and  in  proof  of  the  entire  compatibility  of  the 
duties  of  a  statesman  and  patriot  with  those  of  the  law- 
yer; and  that  the  members  of  the  New  York  Bar  will 
wear  a  mourning  badge  for  three  months,  as  a  mark  of 
their  respect  for  his  memory  and  irreparable  loss. 

A  committee  of  three  was  appointed  to  carry  out  the 
last  resolution. 

A  committee  of  five  was  appointed  to  co-operate  with 
the  city  authorities  and  civic  societies,  in  making  arrange- 
ments to  receive  the  body,

A  meeting  of  this  Oommittee  was  held  at  their  rooms, 
in  the  Broadway  Honse,  to  take  into  consideration  the 
recent  afflicting  dispensation  which  had  removed  the  great 
leader  of  the  Whig  party  from  their  midst,  and  to  adopt 
measures  in  regard  to  his  obsequies. 

Erastus  Bbooks,  Esq.,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
Democratic  Whig  Toung  Men  for  the  City  and  County 
of  New  York,  in  announcing  the  death  of  Henbt  Clay 
to  the  members,  spoke  as  follows: 

'•  Gentlemen  of  the  Committee — You  have  been  con- 
vened at  an  unusual  time,  and  for  reasons  so  obvious  in 
all  that  meets  your  eyes  and  ears,  that  it  is  not  necessary 
for  me  to  mention  the  occasion.  Our  chieftain  is  dead. 
At  the  capital  of  our  country,  in  the  city  of  Washington, 
amidst  the  scenes  of  nearly  forty  years  of  labor,  in  the 
cabinet  and  in  the  two  houses  of  congress,  the  spirit  of 
one  whom  we  most  dearly  loved,  and  most  profoundly 
respected,  has  taken  its  flight  to  the  God  who  gave  it. 
He  died  full  of  years  and  full  of  honors.  The  sweet  music 
of  his  voice  is  hushed  in  the  silence  of  death.  His  erect 
and  commanding  form  lies  prostrate  in  the  narrow  con- 
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fines  of  the  tomb.  The  brilliancy  of  hie  genios,  the  logic 
of  his  mind,  the  grace  of  his  majiDers,  the  physical  energy 
directed  by  a  courage  that  never  faltered,  and  by  a  will 
that  never  tired,  all  hare  been  made  captive  by  death — 
the  King  of  Terrors.  But  Henby  Clay  lived  a  hero,  aod 
he  died  a  Christian.  He  rests  from  his  labors,  and  his 
works  do  follow  him.  When  he  was  born,  the  constitu- 
tion of  our  country  waa  not  adopted.  Our  independeDce 
had  not  "  He  was  ushered  into  the 

world,  I  i  -of  cannon,  the   strife  of 

revolution,  and  i  Ut  burning  struggles  for  liberty.  His 
life  was  worthy  oi  such  a  beginning,  and  the  state  of  his 
birlh  honored  by  such  a  son.  Washington  alone  was 
more  loved  as  a  patriot.  ICK  Hen'ry  was  more  elo- 

quent; Thomas  Jeffbhsos  was  more  fortunate,  and  Madi- 
son and  Monroe,  Virginians  all,  attained,  in  the  quiet  but 
golden  ago  of  the  republic,  higher  places  from  tbeir 
country.  But  the  mother  of  states  and  of  stateamea  never 
gave  birth  to  one  of  her  children  whose  life  was  more 
honored,  or  whose  death  is  more  lamented.  He  saw  in 
his  day  our  country  grow,  as  the  spreading  forest  oak  hu 
grown  from  the  acorn,  from  fonr  to  twenty-eight  millioni 
of  people.  The  Alleghaaies  were  the  boundaries  of  the 
country  in  the  days  of  his  youth;  bat  they,  too,  ezpaDded, 
Botil  our  American  domain  has  stretched  across  the  Rocky 
Mountains  to  the  golden  shores  of  the  Pacific.  Even  the 
mouth  of  the  Mississippi  was  not  then  ours.  The  sugar 
and  cotton  lands  of  Louisiana,  and  the  vine  and  orange 
groves  of  Florida  were  the  possessions  of  France  and 
Spain;  but  now.ships  from  ourown  bays  and  broad-armed 
ports  ride  upon  the  Western  Ocean,  while  those  on  board 
contemplate  and  hold  communion  with  the  Eastern  bem- 
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isphere,  and  all  their  oriental  treasures.  All  this  has 
been  in  the  life* time  of  Henbt  Clay — and  what  an  exam- 
ple has  he  left  us,  as  countrymen,  as  citizens,  and  as  friends. 

'*  We  desire,  in  such  an  hour  as  this,  not  to  rob  the  nation 
of  his  glory,  by  doing  homage  to  him  as  the  mere  man  of 
a  party.  But  here,  in  our  political  home,  where  we  have 
party  attachments,  warm  and  enduring  as  our  lives;  and 
attachments  which  were  created  by  our  devotion  to  the  prin- 
ciples of  Henbt  Clay,  we  cannot  forego  the  privilege  of 
saying  that  he  was  our  own  political  father,  as  he  was  for 
many,  many  years,  the  prophet  and  patriarch  of  the  Whigs 
of  the  whole  union.  He  was  the  father  of  that  great 
American  system  which  protects  and  honors  American 
labor.  He  was  the  defender  of  every  American  interest — 
agricultural,  commercial  and  social.  He  was  known,  all 
over  the  land,  as  the  great  pacificator  of  the  country;  and 
in  three  memorable  struggles,  when  civil  war  threatened 
the  land,  under  a  good  Providence,  he  was  the  instrument 
of  creating  harmony  from  discord,  and  changing  the  pas- 
sion of  sectional  hate,  into  a  sentiment  of  fraternal  love 
and  national  respect. 

"  Gentlemen  of  the  Committee — In  the  grave  of  Henry 
Clay  let  us  bury  all  our  personal  griefs,  and  become  once 
more,  in  the  unity  of  a  true  political  American  faith,  a 
band  of  brothers.  Like  our  honored  chief,  let  us  know 
''  no  north,  no  south,  no  east,  no  west,  nothing  but  our 
country."  By  defending  his  principles,  by  keeping  alive 
his  memory  in  our  hearts,  we  shall  learn  to  practice  that 
public  duty  and  that  heroic  virtue  which  teaches  mankind 
that  it  if  better,  in  all  our  earthly  aspirationSf  to  be  right  than  ' 
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even  to  be  tuccessfui.  We  sliall  learn,  too,  from  his  life  ftod 
his  death,  that  the  greatest  political  honor  aod  the  bigheet 
public  service  ia  not  iacousistent  with  a  true  Christiao 
faith,  but  that  one  may  prepare  himaelf  to  die  even  when 
Burronndi^d  by  all  the  tciuptatioti3  and  attractions  of 
Torldly  power  and  applause.

Mr.  N.  Cabboll  then  eubmitted  the  following  address 
and  resolutions: 

"  God  has  removed  from  earth  '  the  first  of  men,  and  tho 
first  in  our  hearts.'  Virginia,  from  whence  sprang  'the 
Father  of  his  Country,'  gave  our  leader  birth.  Migrating 
in  1797,  from  tbe  mother  of  states,  he  planted  his  feet 
upon  the  soil  of  her  eldest  daughter.  While  time  lasts 
the  names  of  Henry  Clay  and  of  Kentucky  *ill  be  known 
and  renowned;  wherever  liberty  ia  lo^ed,  honor  reverenced, 
truth  revered,  and  virtue  has  its  abode. 

"  For  fifty  years  and  upward,  he  served  bis  whole  conn- 
try,  with  a  single  eye  toward  the  interests  of  each  and 
every  section.  Bearing  through  life  a  spotless  name,  he 
outlived  detraction  and  vitaperation. 
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He  devoted  all  his  unequaled  energies,  during  the  entire 
period  of  his  career,  to  advance  the  honor,  the  glory,  and 
the  prosperity  of  his  native  land. 

Wherever  the  spirit  of  freedom  struggled  against  tyr- 
anny or  oppression,  his  soul  espoused  the  cause  of  the 
suffering;  and  that  matchless  •  eloquence,  which  has  ^wed 
senates,  and  with  resistless  force  commanded  greater 
results  than  that  of  any  other  man  known  in  our  history, 
was  ever  lifted  up  in  behalf  of  the  persecuted  of  every 
clime  and  nation.  He  never  turned  aside  from  distress, 
public  or  private. 

He  labored  to  lay,  wide  and  deep,  the  foundations  of  the 
union,  the  perpetuity  of  the  constitution,  and  the  majesty 
as  well  as  ithe  sanctity  of  the  laws.  He  toiled,  unwearied, 
through  long  years,  to  establish  the  great  and  beneficent 
American  system.  His  eagle  eye  never  slept  whenever 
peril  threatened  the  republic.  Thrice  he  warded  from 
her  breast  the  impending  danger. 

Her  honor  imperiled,  his  voice  summoned  the  country, 
and  upheld  her  during  the  second  war  of  independence. 

He  grasped,  with  gigantic  mind,  and  with  abilities  and 
genius,  that  never  succumbed  to  disaster,  the  duties  of  a 
statesman,  the  bravery  of  a  hero,  and  the  wisdom  of  a 
sage. 

While  he  lived,  his  love  of  country,  conquering  self,  and 
every  personal  aspiration,  led  him,  again  and  again,  to  sac- 
rifice himself,  without  a  wail  or  a  murmur.  He  counted 
any  service  to  his  native  land,  at  whatever  cost  to  him- 
self, as  a  proud  and  triumphant  gain.

"  **  Mr.  Chairman: — It  has  again  become  our  sad  office,*  as 
the  representatives  of  the  Democratic  Whig  party  of  this 
city,  to  give  expression  to  our  profound  sorrow  at  the  loss,  * 
not  only  of  one  of  its  most  prominent  members,  but  of  its 
cMefest  column,  which  Death,  with  the  giant  hand  of  an- 
other Samson,  has  plucked  away.    Henry  Clay  is  dead  I 

"  Not  long  ago,  Mr.  Chairman,  the  veil  of  the  temple  of 
the  great  Democratic  Whig  party,  mainly  reared  upon  the 
broad,  national  foundation  of  the  principles  successively 
and  successfully  advocated  by  Henry  Clay,  was,  by  local 
variance  and  individual  rivalry,  nearly  rent  in  twain,  and 
tottered,  even  unto  its  fall.

BY  A  DELEGATE  PROM  THE  CLAY  PESTIYAL  ASSOCIATION. 


The  funeral  cortege,  consisting  of  the  Senate  Commit- 
tee, the  delegation  of  the  Clay  Festival  Association,  and 
the  family  and  Kentucky  friends  of  the  deceased,  as  mourn- 
ers, escorted  by  the  corporate  authorities  of  Albany,  the 
officers  of  the  railroads,  a  deputation  of  citizens,  and  the 
Burgess  Corps,  left  Albany  on  Tuesday  morning,  6th  July, 
at  9  o'clock,  in  a  special  train,  by  the  western  railroad. 

The  funeral  car  was  elegantly  and  tastefully  decorated, 
bearing  befitting  and  touching  inscriptions — the  whole 
train  was  heavily  hung  in  deep  mourning. 

From  the  place  of  leaving  the  eye  met  everywhere 
mute  evidences  of  the  general  feeling.  Country  seats  and 
farm-houses  hung  out  their  sable  banners.  All  along  the 
road  were  seen  the  sad,  upturned  faces  of  all  ages,  sexes, 
and  conditions.  School-houses,  with  their  pupils  assembled 
in  front,  reverentially  and  silently  gazing  upon  "  the  last 
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of  earth''  of  the  leading  spirit,  of  the  ipunortal  line  of 
post-revolutionarj  patriots. 

Schenectady. — An  imposing  spectacle  was  presented 
to'  the  eye.  As  the  train  advanced  toward  this  old  repub- 
lican citj,  thejir  way  was  through  a  dense/  orderly  crowd, 
increasing  until  we  reached  the  depot, — and  here  the 
whole  population  seemed  to  have  congregated.  Bells 
were  tolling;  minute-guns  were  fired  from  seyeral  stations; 
the  road  hung  across  with  black  cloth;  all  the  buildings,  in 
sight,  wearing  the  same  sombre  hue;  the  national  colors  at 
half  mast,  and  bands  playing  funeral  marches.  We  were 
joined  by  the  Mayor  and  a  deputation  of  citizens.  The 
professors  and  students  of  "old  Union"  were  obsemrod 
among  the  throng — ^many  of  them,  as  well  as  the  old  and 
young  of  the  inhabitants,  seemed  deeply  affected. 

AicsTEBDAM. — The  station  was  heayily  draped,  as  well 
as  the  American  flags,  numerously  displayed.  The  sonii^ 
of  bells,  guns  firing,  and  the  gathered  people,  in  sorrowing 
silence,  gazing  at  the  sarcophagus,  as  if  they  would  pene- 
trate the  casings  and  cerements  to  behold  the  features  of 
the  beloved  dead. 

Fonda. — The  draperies  here  were  very  heavy,  and  but 
faintly  expressed  the  manifest  grief  of  the  large  crowd, — 
among  whom  were  observed  many  aged  men  and  women. 
A  requiem  from  the  band — the  bells  tolling,  and  the  boom- 
ing of  the  cannon,  echoing  and  re-echoing  through  the  hills 
and  valleys  of  that  beautiful  region. 

Ganajohabie. — ^The  uninterrupted  scenes  of  the  morn- 
ing repeated.  The  shadowy  folds  of  colors,  clothed  in 
crape,  and  the  dark  hangings  of  the  adjacent  buildings^ 
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all  tSiiss^s  clustered  in  Bilent  awe,  and  passing  regularly, 
m  deep  files,  the  funeral  car. 

Little  Falls. — The  largest  number  of  persons  that  had 
erer  been  collected  at  this  place,  awaited  the  arrival  of 
the  train.  The  ladies  and  children — most  sincere  mourners 
— ^had  deputized  an  eloquent  speaker,  in  their  behalf,  to 
present  bouquets  of  white  flowers — ^immortelles  and  ever- 
greens, draped  with  black,  while  a  wreath,  circling  pure 

white  flowers,  was  their  offering  to  the  mighty  dead.

FoBT  Plain,  St.  Johnsville,  Fultonville,  Mohawk 
and  Herkimer,  at  the  Palatine  Bridge,  all  through  the 
valley  of  the  Mohawk,  were  presented  the  noblest  tributes 
to  the  virtues,  to  the  greatness,  and  to  their  enduring  mem- 
ory of  the  illustrious  statesman.  A  large  portion  of  the 
almost  countless  masses,  gathered  at  all  the  stopping  places 
through  this  section,  had  journeyed  from  ten  to  one  hun- 
dred miles,  by  all  modes  of  conveyance,  to  testify,  by  their 
presence,  that  although  Henry  Clay  lived  no  more  on 
earth,  his  example,  his  principles,  and  his  public  services, 
were  immortal. 

Utica. — Several  thousands  were  assembled.  A  deputa- 
tion of  their  leading  citizens  waited  on  the  Senate  Com- 
mittee. From  this  city,  as  well  as  from  all  the  principal 
places  on  the  route,  the  authorities  and  special  delegatious 
joined  in  the  honored  tribute.  The  very  atmosphere  had 
become  oppressive.  It  was  laden  with  the  universal  woe  of 
a  stricken  land.  The  eye  everywhere  rested  upon  the  em- 
blems of  national  sorrow,  or  upon  the  reverential  throng 
that  had  made  one  immense  procession  from  the  bed  of  a 
Christian  hero's  death.    The  ear  heard  only  lamentations; 
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the  i^loomr  tones  of  funeral  bellji;  t^LS  dirges  M  l 
bunds;  and  stationed  cannon,  that  each  minntfl  caught  the 
other':)  echo.  It  was,  in  truth,  a  burdened  air,  but  there 
was  this  sweetnOBB  in  it,  that  if  envy  or  jealousy  had  hia- 
dorcd  his  just  living  reward,  at  the  hands  of  his  country- 
men— he  had  Bwrvived  these,  and  was  now  bearing,  to  his 
long  home,  nniversal  appreciation  and  affection.  The 
whole  land  bowed  their  heads  before  the  general  loss; 
which  would  have  been  awhile,  averted  if  prayer  could  have 
stayed  the  hand  of  time — a  calamity  as  vast  as  the  bonn- 
daries  of  the  Union  ho  had  mainly  helped  to  cement  to- 
gether, as  the  fearless  and  all-powerful  republic.  This — 
and  his  whole  life  meted  oat  in  the  service  to  his  country 
— bore  teatiniooy,  from  his  grave  to  heaven,  of  a  nation's 
lasting  gratitude  for  all  that  ho  had  done  and  suffered  in 
their  behalf. 

KouE. — Another  delegation  was  received.  Among  the 
crowd  was  a  remnant  of  the  most  powerful  tribe  of  North 
American  Indians;  their  bearing  indicated  the  deepest 
reverence.  Did  ihey  remomber,  in  him,  the  champion  who 
thrice  sacrificed  the  electoral  vote  of  a  great  southern 
state,  to  his  sense  of  duty,  in  rescuing  the  mighty  tribe  of 
Cherokees  in  that  state,  from  the  wrong  which  would  other- 
wise have  been  perpetrated  ?  ' 

Syracuse. — The  train  waited  here  an  hour.  At  th« 
hotel  the  Senate  Committee  and  the  various  deputationB 
attendant  on  them,  were  presented  to  the  anthoritiec 
and  to  numbers  of  the  citizens.  The  Albany  Burgees 
Corps  were  here  relieved.  They  are  a  gallant  and  re- 
nowned company,  who  had  bo  far  performed  most  ardn- 
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ow  dvty;  files  of  them  passing  to  either  side  df  the  fa&eral 
cap  at  each  stopping  place,  and  by  every  means  in  their 
power  preserving  the  decorum  and  solemnity  of  the  occa- 
sion. 

BocHESTER.— The  pressure  was  v^ry  great.  Not  less 
than  ten  thousand  were  in  and  around  tho'  depot — besides 
the  multitude  in  the  thronged  street  through  which  the 
train  had  to  pass.  Another  military  detachment,  the  cor* 
porate  and  other  delegated  authorities  from  this  {dace,  as 
well  as  from  all  places  beyond,  including  Buffalo,  here 
joined  the  train. 

Auburn. — The  same  array  of  upturned  faces — the  deep 
silence — the  unuttered  grief.  There  was  a  stern  solemnity 
— ^a  deep"  pondering  of  the  thoughtful,  reverential  multi- 
tude; the  tolling  of  bells — the  minute-guns— the  lowered 
flag  of  the  union — the  heavy  draperies  of  black. 

Geneva. — Another  crowd— a  rustic  band — cannon — the 
houses  dressed  in  mourning — the  honest  weeping  of  their 
inmates,  who  had  loved  him  well,— American  flags  bear- 
ing the  names  of  "  Clay  and  Frelinghuysen,"  that  had 
not  looked  upon  the  light  of  day  since  they  had  seen  ser- 
vice in  that  memorable  conflict  of  opinion  in  1844.  As 
the  train  left  the  place  a  woman  was  seen,  overpowered 
with  grief,  kneeling,  and  with  upstretched  hands  imploring 
Heaven's  blessing  upon  the  final  repose  of  her  nation's 
savior. 

Canandaigua. — Again  an  ardent  and  devoted  throng  of 
friends,  of  all  classes  and  of  all  parties.  A  deputation, 
headed  by  Francis  Granger,  waited  on  the  Senate  Com- 
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mitteOi  and  in  low  tonoi  exprowad  thob  mdbo  of  the  eon- 
try's  berearement.

Buffalo. — So  nnmeroos  had  been  the  reoeptiona,  so 
manifest  the  eager,  yet  respeetM  anxiety  of  each  plaoa 
along  the  route— not  to  be  reristed — that  the  cars  wosid 
tarry  awhile,  it  was  impossible  to  make  a  rapid  jouiMy. 
The  train  was  npward  of  thirteen  hours  in  passing  fima 
Albany  to  the  City  of  the  Lakes.  As  they  approaitel 
Bnffalo  a  thousand  fladiing  lights  were  seen.  Hqp  autfao^ 
ities  and  people,  remembering  his  inestimable  nfttioasl 
services,  and  his  unwearied  efforts  to  improre  and  make 
secure  the  nayigation  of  «11  the  great  water  highways  of 
the  country,  upon  the  success  of  which  their  general  and 
indiyidual  prosperity  mainly  depended,  had  made  extea* 
sive  preparations  for  a  general  demonstration.  Their  en- 
tire Fire  Department,  with  their  torches,  apparatus  and 
banners — all  their  citizen  soldiery,  civic  societies,  the 
orders  of  Freemasons,  Odd  Fellows,  and  United  Amer- 
icans, Joined  in  the  ceremonies.  The  long  procession 
moved  through  the  principal  streets  ;  many  of  the  hooses 
and  all  the  public  buildings  appropriately  decorated,  and 
it  was  approaching  midnight  when  the  remains  reached 
the  shore,  and  were  placed  on  a  cenotaph  on  board  the 
steamer.  Amidst  the  firing  of  guns,  the  tolling  of  the 
bells  of  the  churches  and  public  buildings,  of  all  the 
steamers  and  shipping  in  the  harbor,  and  away  from  the 
thousands  who  attended  the  remains  of  Henry  Clay  to 
her  shores,  the  "  Buckeye  State"  bore  her  holy  charge  over 
the  waters  of  Lake  Erie. 

Lake  Erib. — The  night  was  clear — the  air  and  the  wa- 
ters were  hushed,  as  those  whose  duty  it  had  been  to  bus- 
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tain  the  painful  scenes  of  that  trying  daj  of  trarel  throngh 
the  heart  of  the  Empire  State,  sought  repose  to  be  the  bet- 
ter able  to  endure  the  fatigues  yet  awaiting  them. 

But  before  these  retired  to  rest,  they  gathered  in  silence 
around  the  cenotaph,  upon  which  their  great  countryman 
was  laid.  He  slept  well  on  the  bosom  of  the  vast  lake, 
that  had  borne  him  oftentimes  in  glory  and  triumph  to  glad 
and  expectant  throngs  of  ardent  partisans.  It  was  now 
carrying  him  for  the  last  time  toward  his  far  off  home, — ^ 
nation's  wail,  echoing  from  shore  to  shore;  the  grief  of  the 
nniyersal  heart.  Upon  a  bed  of  countless  flowers,  with 
wreaths  of  laurel — of  cypress — the  ivy  and  the  oak  leaf — 
lit  up  by  an  hundred  lights — he  rested— great  in  life — 
greatest  in  death. 

OUIO. 

Cleveland. — The  wharf  was  reached  at  nine  o'clock, 
Wednesday  morning.  Then  came  his  old  friends  and 
neighbors,  the  Lexington  Committee,  and  their  silent,  tear- 
ful greeting.  Nearly  all  of  them  were  men  advanced  in 
years.  Who  can  describe  the  deep  grief,  the* agony  with 
which  they  realized,  to  quote  their  own  language,  that  **  the 
soul  of  their  city,  the  sun  and  centre  of  their  social  life, 
had  set  forever." 

These  gave  place  to  the  Governor  x)f  Ohio,  the  Cleve- 
land Committee,  with  deputations  from  Columbus,  Dayton, 
Zenia,  Cincinnati,  other  parts  of  the  sitate,  and  from  Louis- 
ville. They  were  received  in  the  main  saloon  of  the 
steamer.  The  tall  and  imposing  form  of  Gov.  Wood, 
bending  with  the  weight  of  emotion,  approached  the  Senate 
Committee,  and  paused,  and  with  broken  voices  he  ad- 
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drwaed  Judge  Uvokbwood.  The  aolemn  right  of  muj 
men  gathered  there,  who  had  long  known  the  Ammmm 
statesman— his  dear  friends  and  intimates — ^hia  ooUeagms 
in  the  Senate,  and  those  who  had  devoted  years  of  their 
lives  to  his  service — so  still  they  were  that  their  soblnng 
was  distinctly  heard.  "  Sir,"  said  the  governor,  **  in  he- 
half  of  Ohio  I  greet  this  sad  company.  The  noble  state  I 
represent  was  strongly  attached  to  the  illostrions  msBi 
whose  remains  are  now  about  to  pass  through  the  midst  of 
her  people,  and  which  she  desires  to  receive  and  ptss 
through  her  territories,  with  heart-felt  homage  and  rever 
ence.  Not  even  Kentucky,  whoso  proud  distinction  it 
will  be  to  possess  his  ashes,  entertains  for  the  memory  of 
this  patriot  and  great  American  statesman,  deeper  venera- 
tion— not  more  ardent  affection  when  living — ^than  Ohio, 
who  now,  so  full  of  sorrow,  receives  his  noble  corse." 

Judge  Underwood,  in  vain,  essayed  to  reply.  The  elo- 
quence of  manly  tears,  the  silent  pressure  of  the  hand  of 
Gov.  Wood,  who  had  affected  in  like  manner  all  his  hear- 
ers, was  the  most  fitting  response.  Marshaled  by  this 
honorable  escort,  the  body  was  placed  in  a  car,  appropri- 
ately decorated,  provided  by  the  railroad  companies,  and 
the  numerous  cortege  of  the  family,  mourners,  committees 
and  authorities,  joined  the  train.  Its  passage  was  through 
a  dense  throng  of  uncovered  heads.  Before  noon  they  had 
stopped  at  various  places,  and  at  every  one  they  met  as- 
semblages of  Ohians,  that  had  journeyed  many  miles  to 
take  a  last  look  of  one  who  had  always  received  their  sup- 
port. Thrice  had  the  vote  of  this  most  important  of  the 
western  states,  been  given  to  him. 

Columbus. — The  shadows  were  indicating  the  approach 
of  evening  as  the  train  neared  the  capital.    The  state  and 
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etty  authorities,  the  military,  fire  department,  orders  and 
-soeieties,  had  been  marshaled  to  receive  the  dead  Clay,  and 
Hieee,  in  numerous  procession,  carried  him  through  the 
principal  streets  to  the  resting  place  provided  for  him. 
At  an  early  hour,  on  Thursday  morning,  the  sad  retinue 
left  Columbus.  The  houses  throughout  the  whole  city, 
were  very  generally  dressed  in  mourning.  From  Colum- 
bitfi  to  Cincinnati,  the  assemblages  were  frequent,  besides 
the  crowds  at  the  various  stations.  A  deputation,  styled 
the  Dayton  Committee,  joined  the  company.  The  ap- 
proach to  Cincinnati  was  through  a  highly  cultivated  re- 
gion, and  everywhere  along  the  route,  was  exhibited  tokens 
of  the  general  feeling. 

Cincinnati. — The  committee  of  this  city  and  the  mar- 
shals were  presented  to  the  Senate  and  other  committees 
at  the  depot.  Here  they  received  the  body,  and  through 
miles  of  this  beautiful  city,  the  procession  moved,  passing 
on  every  side  the  elegant  decorations,  upon  which  had  been 
lavished  the  taste  of  a  munificent  people.  The  procession 
was  very  beautiful,  admirably  arranged,  and  the  crowds  of 
thousands  upon  thousands  filling  the  streets,  and  from  every 
window,  seemed  to  utter  "  God  bless  you,"  as  the  funeral  car 
passed  them.  Innumerable  busts  and  pictures,  draped 
with  wreaths  or  covered  with  crape — transparencies,  in- 
scriptions, and  mottoes,  in  every  street,  spoke  to  the  gazers 
ihe  tribute  of  the  heart  from  the  Queen  City  of  the  West  to 
her  beloved  champion.  Hundreds  of  guns  were  fired  from 
many  points,  answered  from  the  United  States  military 
depot  at  Newport— all  the  bells  of  the  city  were  tolling, 
and  thus  heralded,  the  extended  line  at  length  reached  the 
steamer  Ben.  Franklin.    Upon  a  cenotaph  in  her  bow,  ele- 
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vttted  ftloft,  open  on  all  sides  to  the  pnblic  rlew,  thej-  fl^ 
posited  the  body  of  He;<ky  Clay.  The  steamer  was  near- 
ly covered  with  mourning.  As  far  oe  the  eye  could  reach, 
there  waa  a  sea  of  heads  upon  the  levee.  Amid  these 
Bolcmn  fnneral  voices  of  chimes,  and  the  echoing  cannon, 
tlie  steamer  left  tha  shores, — tarried  for  an  instant  at  Cov- 
ington, which  had  also  poured  out  her  people,  and  whoH 
houses  were  very  generally  dressed  in  mournin;;.  When 
he  had  last  vi«ted  Cincinnati,  as  many  people  smote  the 
air  with  a  louder  noise  than  artillery,  in  their  countless 
cheers — and  now  there  came  in  the  pauses  of  the  booming 
Bound — the  deeper,  lower  tone  of  lamentation. 

The  party  that  left  Cincinnati,  consisted  of  the  Senate 
Committee,  Sergeant-at-Arms,  deputation  of  the  Clay  Fea- 
tival  Association  of  the  city  of  New  York,  joined  to  the 
Senate  Committee,  the  Dayton  Committee,  the  Young  Clay 
Guard  of  Cincinnati,  numbering  gome  one  hundred  re- 
markably fine  looking  men,  all  similarly  dressed  in  fnneral 
uniform;  the  Cleveland  and  Colnmbus  Committees;  author 
ities  of  the  states  and  cities  through  which  the  body  had 
passed;  the  Louisville  and  Frankfort  deputations,  and  Ate 
Special  Committee  of  Arrangements  from  Lexington, 

THE  OHIO  KITES. 

NoBTH  Besd. — The  neglected  and  already  dilapidated 
tomb  of  the  lamented  Habbisoh  was  eagerly  r^arded. 
For  him  the  mighty  Kentuckian  had  been  ruthlessly  thniBt 
aside,  yet  how  gallantly  and  with  what  utter  self-abneKa- 
tion  did  the  latter  forget  his  own  wrongs  in  a  patriot's 
duties.  It  was  impossible  not  to  draw  parallels — not  to 
remember  the  dissimilar  careers  of  these  two,  and  yet,  is 
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etdi  cue,  from  th6l>ed  of  a  painfal  death,  went  tip  fervent 
\1ta7er8  for  the  welfare  of  their  country,  and  the  mainte- 
nance and  preseryation  of  the  Union  and  the  Constitation. 

Lawrwcebubo. — ^The  firing  of  cannon,  colors  at  half 
mast,  and  the  nncovered  throng  upon  the  bank  of  the  river, 
these  were  the  reverential  tributes  of  her  inhabitants, 

YlVAT. — ^The  same  tokens — the  same  gathered  crowds; 
and  now  the  heavens  were  putting  on  like  demonstrations 
in  deep  clouds,  with  her  lightnings  and  her  thunders — 
the  sky  replying  to  the  earth.  The  rain  soon  poured  down 
in  torrents,  and  yet  each  place  we  neared  had  turned  out 
iheir  people,  who  silently  stood,  in  many  instances  un- 
covered, upon  either  shore,  as  the  steamer  passed  on  her 
way. 

BlsiKG  Sun. — Guns  were  heard  for  some  time  before  the 
boat  came  in  sight,  and  the  tolling  of  bells.  As  the  Ben. 
Franklin  made  the  turn,  that  brought  her  in  full  view,  the 
whole  river  front  of  the  place  was  observed  to  be  dressed 
in  deep  mourning — the  national  flags  trailing.  Near  the 
shore  were  observed,  standing  in  a  semi-circle,  thirty-one 
ladies,  dressed  in  white,  with  black  veils  upon  their  heads, 
and  one  dressed  in  deep  mourning,  each  with  bouquets 
of  flowers — "  the  sisterhood  of  the  states" — mourning  their 
loss,  and  Kentucky  clothed  in  sable,  as  the  nearest  suf- 
ferer in  the  common  calamity.  The  gentlemen  were  drawn 
up,  uncovered,  in  that  pitiless  storm,  in  deep  files  behind  this 
touching  group.  Looking  around,  the  scene  had  become 
infectious;  the  whole  escort  on  board  were  moved  to 
tears. 
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Cabboltov,  MiiiMEBOv,  Wmf  P<»r.-^Bidi«f  Aaie  pbov' 
paid  their  tribute.  •  Ab  the  stin^  mm  eettiBg,  the  ctradi^ 
broke  over  the  bow  of  fbe  boat  iheddrngeTor the  eenotqih 
a  sea  of  light,  and  resting  there  as  a  ray  of  glorious  pro- 
mise, while  in  the  rear,  spaaaing  the  Ohio,  wae  seea  a 
rainbow  of  surpassing  beaat;*i  It  waa  painfol^  stilly  aa 
all  on  boardi  gathering  either  on  the  hnrrioana  deck,  ia- 
front,  or  upon  the  guards  at  the  stem,  gazed  with  deep 
onotion  upon  these  eloquent  and  sublime  omens  of  natotfe. 

The  night  had  advanced,  but  still  the  minnte-goDa  took 
up  their  sentinel  duty,  and  their  sound  reverberated  from 
hill-side  to  hill-side,  awakening  in  each  heart  the  knowt 
edge  that  the  Friend  of  the  West  was  passing  by  their. 
homes  to  his  tomb. 

INDIANA. 

The  boat  made  the  wharf  at  New  Albany,  just  before 
daylight,  on  Friday  morning.  Thft  American  flags  flapped 
heavily  against  their  staffs,  and  dimly  seen  through  the  fog 
was  Louisville;  and  the  early  notes  of  preparation  for  the 
approaching  solemnities  were  heard  from  the  same  quarter. 

At  six  o'clock,  the  steamer  Ben.  Franklin,  having  left 
the  Indiana  side,  delivered  to  the  Louisville  authorities 
the  precious  remains,  that  now,  for  the  first  time,  touched 
Kentucky  ground. 

KENTUCKY. 

Louisville. — ^The  body  was  removed  to  the  designated 
place,  from  whence  it  was  afterward  more  formally  re- 
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ceired  Again  the  clouds  formed,  and  just  at  nine  o'clock, 
^a  flash  of  lightning,  vivid  and  glaring — was  followed  by 
one  crash  of  thunder  as  if  all  the  artillery  of  the  skies 
had  congregated  there.  The  signal  gun  for  the  starting 
of  the  procession  followed  this.  The  dense  mass  of  vapor 
gradually  broke  away,  and  the  clear  sunlight  lit  up  the 
funeral  streets,  which,  for  miles  through  which  it  passed, 
was  one  contintwfis  drapery  of  black.  Many  of  the  streets 
were  dressed  from  side  to  side,  and  from  corner  to  comer. 
The  ladies  of  Louisville  were  very  generally  robed  in 
black,  and  every  male  citizen  wore  crape  upon  the  arm. 
There  was  but  one  expression  upon  every  face — the  woe 
of  a  people  lamenting  the  death  of  their  father. 

The  cortege  filed  on  through  the  lines  of  the  procession 
to  the  cars,  which  were  prepared  by  the  railroad  com- 
pany, and  appropriately  decked  in  mourning.  It  was  with 
extreme  diflBculty,  and  then  only  by  the  exertion  of  force, 
that  the  anxious  crowd  were  induced  to  fall  back  from  the 
funeral  car,  while  many,  with  uncovered  heads  and  weep- 
ing eyes,  were  mutely  testifying  their  abiding  regard. 

Through  these  closed  thousands  the  cars  slowly  took 
their  way.  It  was  the  last  day  of  that  sad  but  yet  glorious 
journey.  He  was  being  borne  now  through  his  own  people. 
The  state  that  he  had  brought  up  from  her  obscurity  to 
the  first  rank  of  states,  whose  name,  in  connection  with 
his,  was  now  immortal,  was  summoning,  from  far  and  near, 
her  prosperous  inhabitants  to  join  with  the  multitude  then 
journeying,  from  all  parts  of  her  territory,  toward  his  final 
resting  place.  And  they  were  coming,  old,  young,  and 
middle-aged — the  women  of  Kentucky,  whose  hearts  were 
lifted  up  for  him,  because  he  always  loved  his  country  and 
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her  honor — the  children  whose  first  syllables  had  lisped^ 
his  name, — and  that  nnfortnnate  race  in  whose  behalf  had 
been  his  first  essay  in  public  life,  and  also  among  his  latest, 
to  ameliorate  and  improTe  their  condition,  felt  that  they 
too  had  suffered  in  the  bereavement  which  depriTed  fhem 
of  their  most  powerful  advocate. 

At  every  little  stopping  place  we  saw  preparations  fm 
the  journey,  and  dusters  of  all  ages,  sexes,  and  colors,  and 
invariably  the  aged  and  the  youth  in  tears. 

Fbankfobt. — The  route  was  necessarily  slow  and  te- 
dious. The  afternoon  was  advanced  when  the  train  reached 
Frankfort.  They  stopped  in  front  of  the  State  House,  cov- 
ered, from  the  basement  to  the  roof,  with  black.  The  ad- 
joiipng  houses,  and  every  point  the  eye  rested  upon,  dis- 
played similar  decorations.  Immediately  in  front  of  the 
State  House  was  drawn  up  a  line  of  remarkable  men; 
those  who  had  known  him  through  years  of  trial,  and  with 
whitened  heads  and  streaming  eyes,  they  were  there  to 
render  up  a  life  long  experience  to  his  fame,  to  his  honor 
and  to  his  inviolable  faith  and  truth.  At  their  head  was 
Governor  Powell,  and  the  state  and  civic  authorities;  and 
beside  them  the  masonic  and  other  orders,  and  the  various 
civic  societies,  with  a  multitude  from  the  adjoining  country. 

Lexixgtox. — The  cortege  reached  Lexington  at  sun-  , 
down.  As  far  as  the  sight,  dimmed  with  tears,  could  reach, 
there  was  one  sea  of  heads.  The  mission  of  the  Senate 
Committee  was  ended.  Gathered  in  their  car  were  the 
various  deputations — first  the  sons  of  Kentucky — her  dis- 
tinguished nlen — who  had  been,  to  the  great  dead,  through 
many  years  of  his  life,  as  brothers — then  that  sad  group 
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from  the  fex  off  city  of  New  York,  who  represented  thou- 
^  sands  that  bore  toward  him  the  affection  of  kindred,  the 
governor  and  the  authorities  of  the  state.  On  the  hushed 
air  broke  the  tremulous  voice  of  Judge  Underwood,  the 
surviving  colleague  of  Henry  Clay,  in  the  United  States 
Senate. 

"Mr.  Chairman,  and  gentlemen  of  the  Lexington  Com- 
mittee:— Mr.  Clay  desired  to  be  buried  in  the  ceme- 
tery of  your  city^  I  made  known  his  wish  to  the  Senate 
after  he  was  dead.  That  body,  in  consideration  of  the  re- 
spect entertained  for  him,  and  his  long*  and  eminent  public 
services,  appointed  a  committee  of  six  senators  to  attend 
his  remains  to  this  place.  My  relations  to  Mr.  Clay  as 
his  colleague,  and  as  the  mover  of  the  resolution,  induced 
the  President  of  the  Senate  to  appoint  me  the  chairman  of 
the  committee.  The  other  gentlemen  comprising  the  com- 
mittee, are  distinguished,  all  of  them,  for  eminent  civil  ser- 
vices, each  having  been  the  executive  head  of  a  state  or 
territory,  and  some  of  them  no  less  distinguished  for  bril- 
liant military  achievements.  I  cannot  permit  this  occa- 
sion to  pass  without  an  expression  of  my  gratitude  to  each 
member  of  the  Senate^s  Committee.  They  have,  to  testify 
their  personal  respect  and  appreciation  of  the  character, 
private  and  public,  of  Mr.  Clay,  left  their  seats  in  the 
senate,  for  a  time,  and  honored  his  remains  by  conducting 
them  to  their  last  resting-place.  I  am  sure  that  you,  gen- 
tlemen of  the  Lexington  Committee,  and  the  people  of  Ken- 
tucky, will  ever  bear  my  associates  in  grateful  remem- 
brance. 

"  Our  journey,  since  we  left  Washington,  has  been  a  con- 
tinued procession.    Everywhere  the  people  have  pressed 
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forward  to  manifeRt  their  fecHnjis  toward  the  illtistritras 
deud.  DiilcKutions  from  citiofl,  towns  und  viliaffes  hare 
waitfiti  on  us.  The  pure  mid  the  lovely,  the  mothers  and 
daughters  of  the  land,  an  we  pasRcd,  covered  the  coffin 
with  parlands  of  Sowers,  and  bedewed  it  with  tears.  It 
has  been  no  triumphal  proccssioa  in  honor  of  a  living  man, 
Eitimutatftd  by  hopes  of  reward.  Itbfl*  been  the  voluntary 
tributH  of  a  free  and  grateful  people  to  the  glorious  dead. 
Wo  have  brought  with  us,  to  witni-SH  llie  last  sad  ceremony, 
a  delegation  fruui  the  Clay  ABSOciation  of  tho  city  of  New 
York,  and  delegatiuns  from  the  cities  of  Ciucianati  aad 
Dayton,  in  Ohio.  Much  as  we  Iiavo  seen  on  our  way,  it  is 
^mall  compared  with  the  great  movement  of  popular  sym- 
pathy and  admirulion  which  everywhere  burst  forth  in 
honor  of  the  departed  statesman.  The  rivulets  wc  liave 
witnessed  are  concentrating;  and  in  their  unioa  will  form 
the  ocL'un  tide  that  shall  lave  the  base  of  the  pyramid  of 
Mr.  Clat's  fame  forever. 


"  Mr.  Chairman,  and  gentlemen  of  the^exington  Com- 
mittee, I  have  but  one  remaining  duty  to  perform,  and  that 
ia,  to  deliver  to  you,  the  neighbors  and  friends  of  Mr. 
Clay,  when  living,  his  dead  body  for  interment.  From 
my  acquaintance  with  your  characters,  and  especially  with 
your  chairman,  who  was  my  schoolmate  in  boyhood,  my 
associate  in  the  legislature  in  early  manhood,  and  after- 
ward a  colaborer  for  many  years  on  the  bench  of  the  Ap- 
pellate Court,  I  know  that  yon  will  do  all  that  duty  and 
propriety  require,  in  burying  him,  whose  last  great  services 
to  his  country  were  performed  from  Christian  motives, 
without  hopes  of  ofiBce  or  earthly  reward,"

As  he  closed,  the  chairman  of  the  Lexington  Committee, 
Chief  Justice  Robebtson,  sharing  the  emotions  of  all  pres- 
ent, and  himself  deeply  affected,  replied  : 

"Senator  Undebwood,  Chairman,  and  Associate  Sen- 
ators of  the  Committee  of  Conyeyance: — Here,  your 
long  and  mournful  cortege,  at  last  ends — ^your  melancholy 
mission  is  now  fulfilled — and,  this  solemn  moment,  you  dis- 
solve forever  your  oflBcial  connection  with  your  late  distin- 
guished colleague  of  Kentucky. 

"  With  mingled  emotions  of  sorrow  and  of  gratitude,  we 
receive  from  your  hands,  into  the  arms  of  his  devoted 
state  and  the  bosom  of  his  beloved  city,  all  that  now  re- 
mains on  earth  of  Henby  Clay.  Having  attained,  with 
signal  honor,  the  patriarchal  age  of  seventy-six,  and  hal- 
lowed his  setting  sun  by  the  crowning  act  of  his  eventful 
drama,  a  wise  and  benevolent  Providence  has  seen  fit  to 
close  his  pilgrimage,  and  to  allow  him  to  act — as  we  trust 
he  was  prepared  to  act — a  still  nobler  and  better  part  in 
a  purer  world,  wkere  life  is  deathless.  This  was,  doubt- 
less, best  for  him,  and,  in  the  inscrutable  dispensations  of 
a  benignant  Almighty,  best  for  his  country.  Still,  it  is 
but  natural  that  his  countrymen,  and  his  neighbors  espe- 
cially, should  feel  and  exhibit  sorrow  at  the  loss  of  a  citi- 
zen so  useful,  so  eminent,  and  so  loved.  And  not  as  his 
•  associates  only,  but  as  Kentuckians  and  Americans,  we,  of 
Lexington  and  Fayette,  feel  grateful  for  the  unexampled 
manifestations  of  respect  for  his  memory,  to  which  you 
have  so  eloquently  alluded,  as  having  everywhere  graced 
the  more  than  triumphal  procession  of  his  dead  body  home- 
ward from  the  national  capital,  where,  in  the  public  ser- 
vice, he  fell  with  his  armor  on  and  untarnished.    We  feel,

Jdr.  Chairman,  especially  grateful  to  ;oarBelf  and  yoorcot- 
leagucs  here  present,  for  the  honor  of  your  kind  accompa- 
Diment  of  your  precious  deposit  to  its  last  home.  Equally 
divided  in  your  party  names,  equally  the  personal  friends 
of  the  deceased,  equally  sympathizing  with  a  whole  nation 
in  the  rrovidentiul  bereavement,  and  all  distinguished  for 
your  public  services  and  tho  confidence  of  constituents, — 
you  were  peculiarly  Buitod  to  tho  sacred  trust  of  eacorting 
his  remains  to  the  spot  chosen  by  himself  for  their  repose. 
Having  performed  that  solemn  service  in  a  manner  credi- 
table to  yourselves  and  honorable  to  his  memory,  Ken- 
tucky thanks  you  for  your  patriotic  magnanimity.  And 
allow  me,  as  her  organ  on  this  valedictory  occasion,  to  ex- 
press for  her,  as  well  as  for  myself  and  committee,  the  hope 
that  your  last  days  may  bo  far  distant,  and  that,  come 
when  they  may,  as  tliey  certainly  must  come,  sooner  or 
later,  to  all  of  you.  the  death  of  each  of  you  may  deserve 
to  be  honored  by  the  grateful  outpourings  of  national  re- 
spect which  signalize  the  death  of  our  universally  lamented 
Clay.  ^ 

"  Unlike  Bdbke,  he  never  '  gave  np  to  party  what  was 
meant  for  mankind.'  His  intrepid  nationality,  his  lof^ 
patriotism,  and  his  comprehensive  philanthropy,  illnsb^ted 
by  his  country's  annals  for  half  a  centnry,  magnified  him 
among  statesmen,  and  endeared  him  to  all  classes,  and  ages, 
and  sexes  of  his  countrymen.  And,  therefore,  his  name, 
like  Wabhihgton's,  will  belong  to  no  party,  or  section,  or 
time. 

"  Your  kind  allanon,  Mr.  Chairman,  to  reminiscences  of 
our  personal  associations,  is  cordially  reciprocated — the 
longer  we  have  known,  the  more  wo  have  respected  each 
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ofher.  Be  assnred  that  the  duty  yon  hare  devolved  on 
our  committee  shall  be  faithfully  performed.  The  body 
yon  commit  to  ns  shall  be  properly  interred  in  a  spot  of  its 
mother  earth,  which,  as  *the  gbaye  op  Clay,'  will  be 
more  and  more  consecrated  by  time  to  the  affections  of 
mankind. 

"  How  different,  however,  would  have  been  the  feelings 
of  ns  all,  if,  instead  of  the  pulseless,  speechless,  breathless 
Clat,  now  in  cold  and  solemn  silence  before  ns,  you  had 
brought  with  you  to  his  family  and  neighbors,  the  living 
man,  in  all  the  majesty  of  his  transcendent  moral  power,  as 
we  once  knew  and  often  saw  and  heard  him?  But,  with 
becoming  resignation,  we  bow  to  a  dispensation  which  was 
doubtless  as  wise  and  beneficent  as  it  was  melancholy  and 
inevitable. 

"  To  the  accompanying  committees  from  New  York,  Day- 
ton  and  Cincinnati,  we  tender  our  profound  acknowledg- 
ments for  their  voluntary  sacrifice  of  time  and  comfort  to 
honor  the  obsequies  of  our  illustrious  countryman. 

"  In  this  sacred  and  august  presence  of  the  illustrious 
dead,  were  an  eulogistic  speech  befitting  the  occasion,  it 
could  not  be  made  by  me.  /  could  not  thus  speak  over  the 
dead  body  of  Henry  Clay.  Kentucky  expects  not  me  nor 
any  other  of  her  sons,  to  speak  his  eulogy  now,  if  ever. 
She  would  leave  that  grateful  task  to,  other  states  and  to 
other  times.  His  name  needs  not  our  panegyric.  The 
carver  of  his  own  fortune,  the  founder  of  his  own  name; 
with  his  own  hands  he  has  built  his  own  monument,  and 
with  his  own  tongue  and  his  own  pen  he  has  stereotyped 
his  autobiography.  With  hopeful  trust  his  maternal  com- 
monwealth consigns  his  fame  to  the  justice  of  history  and

to  the  judgment  of  ages  to  come.  His  ashes  he  beqaeathed 
to  her,  and  they  will  rest  in  her  bosom  until  the  judgment 
day;  his  fame  will  descend,  as  the  common  heritage  of  his 
country,  to  every  citizen  of  that  Union,  of  which  he  was 
thrice  the  triumphant  champion,  and  whose  genius  and 
value  are  so  beautifully  illustrated  by  his  model  life. 

"  But,  though  we  feel  assured  that  his  renown  will  survive 
the  ruins  of  the  capitol  he  so  long  and  so  admirably  graced, 
yet  Kentucky  will  rear  to  his  memory  a  magnificent  mau- 
soleum— a  votive  monument — ^to  mark  the  spot  where  his 
relics  shall  sleep,  and  to  testify  to  succeeding  generations, 
that  our  republic,  however  uigust  it  may  too  often  be  to 
Hiring  merit,  will  ever  cherish  a  grateful  remembrance  of 
the  dead  patriot,  who  dedicated  his  life  to  his  country,  and 
with  rare  ability,  heroic  fimmess,  and  self-sacrificing  cor- 
stancy,  devoted  his  talents  and  his  time  to  the  cause  oi 
Patbiotisx,  of  LiBEBTT,  and  of  Truth." 

At  the  close  of  this  address,  the  procession  was  formed, 
led  by  a  cavalcade  of  horsemen,  preceding  the  hearse, 
which  was  followed  by  the  Senate  Committee,  and  the  dep- 
utation from  the  Clay  Festival  Association,  in  carriages, 
as  mourners,  the  Clay  Guard,  of  Cincinnati,  the  deputa- 
tion of  fourteen,  from  Dayton,  Ohio,  the  seventy-six,  from 
Louisville,  and  the  citizens  in  the  rear — their  march  being 
under  the  funeral  arches,  and  through  the  sombre  street — 
lined  by  the  silent  multitude — toward  that  place  known 
to  every  inhabitant  of  the  republic,  and  throughout  the 
civilized  world,  as  the  home  of  the  great  commoner. 

Who  can  fittingly  speak  of  the  agonized  group  awaiting, 
at  Ashland,  the  arrival  of  the  dust  of  him,  who  had  been 
husband,  father  and  the  beloved  master  ?    That  wife,  who 
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for  fifty-three  years  and  upward,  had  been  his  faithful 
partner, — sharer  of  his  trimnphs  and  of  his  many  trials; 
whose  saint-like  virtues  had  secured  to  her  the  affection 
and  Teneration  of  all  classes,  in  the  place  where  she  was 
80  well  known;  herself  more  than  threescore  years  a  so- 
journer on  earth,  having  survived  her  parents  and  all 
her  daughters,  with  gallant  sons  moxildering  in  the  tomb, 
bending  beneath  the  weight  of  tliis,  her  speechless  sorrow; 
bowing  with  years,  and  broken  in  health,  amid  surviving 
children,  grandchildren  and  kindred,  and  gathering  around 
them,  the  old  and  young  of  their  servants,  awaited  there 
the  remains  of  her  peerless  husband. 

Guided  by  the  many  torches,  the  train  moved  through 
the  grounds,  designed  and  laid  out  under  his  supervision. 
It  was  in  truth  a  solemn — a  holy  scene.  Under  the  dark 
shadows  of  the  spreading  grove,  treading  on  a  lawn  where 
the  wild  flower,  the  myrtle  and  the  laurel  were  strangely 
mingled,  they  bore  him  towat'd  that  portal  which  had  last 
seen  him  depart  near  the  close  of  the  preceding  year,  im- 
pelled again  to  cross  the  mountains,  and  to  tread  the  Halls 
of  Council,  because  there  had  come  to  him  a  rumor  of 
threatened  resumption  of  hostilities,  against  the  peace,  the 
concord,  the  happy  prosperity  of  the  country  and  the  Union 
the  gods  of  his  earthly  idolatry.  There  the  fell  destroyer 
smote  his  lordliest  victim.  He  had  left  his  honored  home, 
the  owner  of  a  nation's  love,  and  possessed  of  the  esteem 
and  respect  of  all  Europe.  He  was  now  being  borne  life- 
less  into  those  halls,  and  on  the  air  was  heard  a  peoples' 
lamentation  as  they  mourned  the  loss  of  their  nearest 
friend  and  greatest  benefactor. 

They  gently  laid  him  beneath  his  roof  tree,  and  in  that 
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room  where  he  had  for  half  &  cflQtur}'  received  the  lumafre 
of  countless  tUouB&uds,  rcpreaonting  all  classce  luid  caJl- 
inga — th«  ffiftod  siud  Uio  great  of  either  sex — comicfifrom 
every  couutry,  and  traveling  from  all  diroctioue,  lo  Lex- 
isgton,  that  they  might  thus,  in  [leriwn,  pay  tritutc  to  thfl 
vortb,  the  goniu?,  the  patriotism,  and  EHirpaseing  excellence 
of  the  private  and  public  character  of  tbo  illustrious  IiokC 

Beside  the  bier  were  gathered  his  sons,  some  of  Iiis 
grandsons,  and  nepbewa;  behind  these  the  family  scrvantB 
— not  forgetting  old  Aaron  and  Duke— each  of  whom  were 
the  seniors,  one  by  nearly  a  Bcorc  of  years,  of  their  doceaaed 
friend  and  master. 

Slowly  and  reverentially  his  honored  bearers  departed 
&om  the  bouse  of  mourning;  Bad  and  thoughtful  facta 
peered  through  the  gathering  darkness,  as  they  sought  to 
penetrate  the  then  gloomy  looking  deEuesnc,  of  tliat  which 
was  to  cadi  beholder  sacred  ground.  The  memory  of 
Ashland  and  of  Mount  Vernon,  will  be,  to  American  minds, 
the  ilcccas  of  the  heart,  bo  long  as  this  Union  shall  endore, 
from  generation  to  generation,  to  the  latest  posterity. 
And  so  they  still  slowly  departed,  looking  back  until  even 
the  very  ehadowa  folded  themselves  into  the  night,  some 
wearied  with  deep  feeling  and  trying,  toaching  scenes 
spread  over  days  of  fatiguing  travel,  crowded  with  events, 
through  which  they  had  journeyed,  toward  this  garden  of 
"  the  dark  and  bloody  ground,"  to  lay  in  the  tomb  the 
Bayard  of  their  country's  fame  and  honor. 

The  Clay  Gnard,  of  Cincinnati,  solicited  the  honor  of 
watching  over  his  remains — this,  the  last  night  before  sep- 
ultare.  It  was  granted  to  them,  and  so  arranged  that  they 
relieved  each  other — the  alternate  hours  until  daylight. 
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.-  In  the  deep  honra  of  the  night — alone  with  him  and  her 
QoA — tlie  widow  knelt  beside  her  husband's  corse.  For 
'ftat  hour  it  was  directed  that  she  should  not  be  disturbed. 
,Ib  that  hour  what  other  heart  know  her  thronging  memo- 
•rifls  of  joya  and  sorrows,  save  the  spirit  of  the  dead  she 
Imged  to  Join.  In  1844,  when  he  wag  the  victim  of  a  thou- 
SBnd  schemes  to  track  his  way  and  prevent  his  election  to 
'tite  presidency,  sbe  had,  on  the  night  that  knew  his  defeat, 
Jnelt  beside  his  living  form,  and  inclosing  him  wituin  the 
vfltrong  arms  of  affeetion,  uttered  those  words,  never  to  be 
ibrgotten,  "My  husband,  this  ungrateful  people  can  never 
'tfuly  appreciate  you  while  living;  thank  God,  they  have  left 
jDu  in  the  bosom  of  your  family,  and  in  ttiis,  your  dear  Aah- 
lutd."  They  had  commenced  together  the  struggles  of 
'^e.  Together  they  had  planned  their  homo— together 
''^ey  had  arranged  their  grounds,  and  with  their  own  hands 
bad  planted  the  young  shoots  of  what  now  were  the  stately 
I,  that  in  the  intense  stillness  of  that  night,  were  sough- 
fsg  atid  sighing  nature's  dirge  for  thoir  dead  owner.  Life 
Itad  opened  to  them  full  of  the  bright  hope  and  promise  that 
l)along  to  youth,  energy,  and  commanding  abilities.  She 
bad  seen  him  leap  into  a  dnzzliug  greatness,  reflecting 
losor  and  dignity  upon  his  nati^'e  land,  lifting  his  young 
.state  to  the  front  rank  of  her  compeers,  and  conferring 
>|trosperity  upon  his  country  and  her  citizens,  while  he  gave 
stebiliiy  and  permanence  to  the  institutions  and  laws  of 
9  land,  anfl  cemented  together  the  Union,  as  he  ardently 
desired,  prayed  for,  and  labored  ceaselessly  to  accomplish, 
from  end  to  end — from  centre  to  circumference.  And  bo 
bore  all  these  accumulated  and  thickening  honors  with 

Kr,  and  all  his  high  offices  so  truly  great  while  in 
discharge,  and  so  meekly  when  away  from  them, 
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and  in  the  midstofhia  family  and  friends,  that  he  was  there 
always  ao  simple  and  unaffected,  these  ching  to  him  irith 
intensity  beyond  description,  and  hung  about  bis  heart,  as 
the  shield  that  ■warded  from  it  all  the  envenomed  arrows, 
that  through  so  many  years  were  showered  at  that  mark. 
There  was  born  ta  them,  in  this  happy  home,  eleven  chil- 
dren— six  daughtei'R  and  five  sons.  Where  were  they  now? 
No  daughter  survived  on  whose  breast  that  aged  head 
could  rest.  Their  eldest  born  was  worse  than  dead,  living 
for  many  years  a  confirmed  lunatic;  and  yet  another  boh, 
whose  sanity  ia  not  always  reliable;  and  how  deep  had  been 
their  joint  sorrow  when  their  accomplished  and  beautiful 
daughter-iu-Iaw,  Julia,  the  wife  of  their  son  Henry,  had 
been  prematurely  laid  in  her  grave,  and  then  found  too 
that  there  they  had  buried  that  son's  heart.  She  saw  then, 
that  son  of  promise,  named  after  his  father,  crimsoning  the 
ground  of  Eucna  Vista,  with  his  blood.  It  was  but  a  little 
while  before  that  the  aged  pair  had  wept  beside  the 
honored  tomb,  nt  the  capital  of  the  state,  where  Ken- 
tacky,  in  proud  grief,  Bnrroimded  by  thoneandfl  of  her 
gallant  men,  had  laid  him  beneath  the  sculptured  marble. 
-  That  day  her  hnsband's  corse  had  been  borne  past  that 
son's  tomb.  All  the  past,  painfully  extended,  ajid  sean- 
ingly  interminable  winter,  she  had  been  wrnng  with 
that  hopeless  grief  which  attends  loving  and  anffering  na- 
tares,  necessarily  separated  from  one  another.  Her  own 
life  was  whUing  away,  and  each  had  the  additional  pang  of 
knowing  that  other's  iUness,  and  yet  realizing  the  impossi- 
bility of  ever  being  again  together  during  life. 

"Why,"  said  she,  "shonld  I  grieve,  or  mourn,  or  weep? 
He  has  departed,  possessed  of  a  nation's  love.    He  died  as 
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lie  had  wished  to  die — ^in  the  fiill  hope  of  the  humble  but 
tnuttii^  Christian.  It  is  but  a  short  time — a  few  montibs 
— ^perhaps  a  year — -not  longer — and  we  will  be  united  for- 
ever." In  that  dread  hour,  who  shall  say  the  years  that 
lone  matron  lived  were  not  a  decade  ?  Through  her  throng- 
ed mind  passed  the  remembrances  of  a  life-time.  She  has 
the  sympathy  and  regard  of  millions,  and  in  that  watch  of 
the  dead,  she  was  companioned  by  the  thoughts  or  dreams 
of  countless  thousands,  who  remembered  what  event  the 
laorrow  was  to  commemorate  in  history.  ''  The  peace  of 
our  Lord,  which  passeth  all  understanding,  be  with  her 
and  remain  with  her  always.'' 

Saturday,  Jult  10. 

Long  before  the  day  had  fairly  broke,  every  avenue  of 
approach  to  the  city  was  crowded  by  those  who  came  up 
to  render  their  last  tribute  to  him  who  had  always,  living, 
received  their  measureless  devotion.  For  three  days  the 
current  had  set  that  way.  Each  public  and  private  house 
was  overflowing.  The  whole  city  teemed  with  their  visi- 
tants. It  was  computed  that  nearly  one  hundred  thousand 
persons,  of  all  classes  and  sexes,  had  come  together  on  that 
memorable  occasion.  The,  multitude  who  could  find  no 
other  resting-place,  slept  in  the  market,  and  in  the  court 
house.  Every  barn,  stable  and  out  house,  was  filled  with 
tired  occupants. 

At  an  early  hour,  those  appointed  to  meet  at  Ashland, 
had  gathered  together  within  the  house.  The  pall-bearers, 
his  oldest  and  most  distinguished  friends  in  Kentucky, 
the  Senate  Committee,  and  the  deputation  of  the  Clay 
Festival  Association,  with  his  family  and  kindred.    In 
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It  was  as  bright  a  day  in  1844,  toward  the  close  of  that 
year,  hut  nature  had  put  on  her  sere  and  yellow  leaf,  when 
that  same  spot,  and  that  same  lawn,  were  witnesses  of  a 
great  and  solotnn  spectacle.  The  State  of  Kentucky  came 
to  the  Sage  of  Ashland — her  electoral  college,  her  state 
authorities  and  congressional  representatives,  her  citizens 
from  the  most  distant  places  within  her  limit?,  the  daugh- 
ters of  Kentucliy  and  the  military  companies  of  Frankfort 
and  Lexington.  Then,  as  now,  that  immense  aadience 
were  bathed  in  tears.  Upon  that  green,  the  eame  Judge 
Underwood,  then  President  of  the  College  of  Electors, 
now  Chairman  of  the  Senate  Committee,  having  in  charge 
the  remains  of  Hehrt  Clat,  was  their  spokesman.  Then 
he  thus  closed  his  speech  :  "  In  the  shades  of  Ashland,  may 
yon  long  continue  to  enjoy  peace,  quiet,  and  the  posseesion 
of  those  great  faculties  which  rendered  yon  the  admiration 
of  yonr  IHends  and  the  benefactor  of  your  country.  And 
when,  at  last,  death  shall  demand  its  victim,  while  Ken< 
tacky  will  contain  your  ashes,  rest  assured,  that  old  and 
futhfol  firiends,  those  who,  knowing  you  longest,  loved 
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you  best,  will  cherish  your  memory  and  defend  your  repu- 
tation/' 

"  The  Mill  boy  of  the  Slashes;"  the  youthful  devotee  of 
the  Fathers  of  the  country;  the  eloquent  advocate  of  eman- 
cipation in  Kentucky  before  this  century  had  commenced,  or 
the  constitution  of  his  state  had  been  framed;  the  dauntless 
foe  of  oppression  and  tyranny  everywhere;  always  the  cham- 
pion of  American  interests;  the  great  commoner;  the  au- 
thor of  the  war  of  1812;  the  negotiator  of  the  peace  of 
1815,  and  the  convention  with  Great  Britain;  the  benefac- 
tor of  the  South  American  republics,  he  "had  looked 
abroad  and  called  a  new  world  into  existence;"  the  savior^ 
of  his  country  in  the  Missouri  compromise;  the  friend  of 
Greece  in  the  burning  eloquence  of  1824,  while  Speaker; 
their  able  advocate  as  Secretary  of  State,  securing  the  as- 
sistance of  Boissia,  through  which  thus  closed  their  struggle 
and  through  the  same  power  procuring  the  acknowledg- 
ment, by  Spain,  of  the  Independence  of  South  America; 
restoring  the  peace  of  the  country  by  the  compromise  of 
1833;  exposing,  by  his  own  self-sacrifice,  the  dangerous 
tendencies  of  fanaticism  aimed  at  the  lawful  institutions 
of  the  country;  preserving  peace  with  France  in  1835;  his 
almost  numberless  acts  of  public  service  during  fifty  years; 
closing  that  series  of  self-sacrifices  by  offering  up  his  own 
life  as  the  costly  price  at  which  the  country  saw  the  "  sla- 
very issues  "  finally  adjusted  and  settled,  in  1850;  and  be- 
fore that  great  drama  of  his  life  had  closed,  the  two  lead- 
ing political  divisions  had  solemnly  indorsed  those  prin- 
ciples as  their  common  chart,  by  which  the  ship  of  state 
should  be  hereafter  conducted. 

From  that  solemn  bed  of  death  to  his  own  sweet  homOi 
millions  had  attested  their  love.    Dying  on  the  29th  of 
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June,  bis  body  rested  on  that  Sabbath,  -whicti  w&a  at  oooe 
tho  Lord's  day,  and  the  anniversary  of  the  nation's  Holy- 
day  of  Independence.  Aud"^on  that  day  every  minister 
of  God  Bolemnly  attested  to  his  hearers  the  greatness 
and  the  goodness  of  the  dead;  and  every  orator,  the  neit 
day,  when  the  anniversary  was  celebrated,  paused,  and  in 
befitting  language  eulogized  the  life  and  public  services  of 
Hexry  Clay.  Through  thousands  of  miles  that  the  con- 
tinuous procession  had  journeyed,  on  every  side  the  mourn- 
ing multitude  had  passed,  and  the  eye  everywhere  rested 
upon  the  dark  draperies  of  woe;  wending  tbcir  slow  way 
between  funeral  arches,  and  inscriptions,  and  mottoes,  and 
paintings,  and  busts,  and  statues,  and  monumental  columns 
erected  on  the  instant, — all  these  decked  in  honor  of  tho 
friend  of  mankind.  Men,  women  and  children,  even  of  the 
tenderest  years,  all  bore,  in  their  saddened  features  and 
tear-stained  faces,  those  most  eloquent  testimonials  of  his 
worth.  From  Washington  to  the  tomb  was  one  votive  of. 
fering  of  wreaths  of  oak,' immortelles,  the  cypress,  the  ivy 
aiul  thrlaiirel—lioiKiucts  of  flowers  of  every  ^iiccic^.and  in 
■wondrous  profuaion.  These  alono,  if  it  had  been  possible 
to  collect  them,  would  have  piled  a  monument.  It  was  no 
nnfrequcnt  sight  to  witness  youth  and  beauty  bend  and 
press  their  lips  upon  his  Bablo  shroud.  Old  men  would 
pause  beside  his  iron  case,  and  burst  into  uncontrollable 
sobs.  Early  manhood  and  middle  age,  that  bad  banked 
their  hopes  in  him,  and  clnng  to  him  as  their  chieftain  and 
leader,  to  the  last  moment  resisting  the  assured  certfu&ty 
that  they  vere  no  more  to  listen  to  Uiat  silver  voice,  nor 
bang  upon  its  tones,  with  speechless  woe  at  length  realized, 
that  for  the  future,  bis  memory,  and  the  preserration  of  his 
patriotic  principles  were  their  fiitore  charge. 
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His  late  colleagues  in  the  s^ate — ^that  revered  band  of 
dhosen  intimates,  who  were  honored  as  his  pall-bearersi 
the  New  York  delegation,  and  his  family  and  kindred, 
grouped  near  the  porch  and  within  his  dwelling;  on  the 
porch  stood  the  minister  of  God,  at  whose  hand  he  had  re- 
ceived the  sacrament,  when  last  he  was  alive,  within  those 
halls — the  same  minister  who  had  baptized  him,  his  chil- 
dren that  were  left  to  him,  and  the  children  of  his  dead 
son,  Col.  Clay — while  all  around  the  eye  rested  on  his 
near  friends  and  neighbors,  who  were  there  assembled,  and 
yet,  without  these,  lines  of  people  from  many  states,  and  the 
far  off  counties  of  his  own. 

The  funeral  services  were  performed  by  the  Rev.  Ed- 
ward F.  Berkley,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Lexington. 
Never,  perhaps,  did  that  impressive  service  fall  upon  the 
ear  more  solemnly  than  then.  And  then  the  preacher 
lifted  up  his  voice  and  thus  addressed  the  people  : 

"  My  Friends  : — A  Nation's  griefs  are  bursting  forth  at 
the  fall  of  one  of  her  noblest  sons. 

"  A  mighty  man  in  wisdom — in  intellect — ^in  truth — ^lies 
in  our  presence  to  day,  insensible,  inanimate  and  cold. 

"  The  heart  which  once  beat  with  a  pure  and  lofty  pa- 
triotism— shall  beat  no  more. 

'*  The  renowned  Statesman,  who  was  learned  in  the  laws 
of  diplomacy  and  government,  will  never  again  give  his 
counsel  in  affairs  of  State.  And  the  voice  which  was  ever 
raised  in  behalf  of  truth  and  liberty,  is  silenced  forever  1 

"  Indulge  me  in  a  remark  or  two,  whilst  I  speak  of  him; 
and  in  consideration  of  the  personal  comfort  of  this  im- 
mense assembly,  my  words  shall  be  few.

"  We  liave  not  come  Lere  to  weave  a  garland  of  praises 
for  the  brow  of  the  fallen  statesman,  nor  to  throw  the  in- 
cense of  adulation  upon  the  urn  which  incloses  hia  ashes; 
but  we  have  come  here  to  pay  the  last  offices  of  respect 
and  affection,  to  a  neighbor  and  a  friend;  and  to  draw,' 
from  tlie  visitation  which  has  stricken  down  one  of  the 
mightiest  of  our  mighty  men,  such  lessons  as  are  calculated 
to  teach  us  '  what  shadows  we  are,  and  what  shadows  we 
pursue.' 

"  Our  venerated  friend  has  been  before  the  public  eye 
for  half  a  century ;  and  for  nearly  the  whole  of  that  period 
in  the  occupancy  of  high  public  places.  He  has  done  the 
State  great  service.  Ho  combined  in  his  character  sudi 
elements  as  could  make  him  no  other  man  than  he  was, 
except,  that  he  might  have  been  as  great  a  soldier  as  ke 
was  a  Statesman  and  Orator.  Sut  the  crowning  excellence 
of  all  his  virtnes,  was  this — ^he  was  a  Ohriatian. 

"  As  he  was  eminently  open,  candid,  and  honest,  in  his 
long  public  career,  so  was  he  deeply  sincere  in  hia  adoption, 
as  the  rule  of  his  Ii£e,  of  the  principles  ot  our  holy  religion. 

"  Although  the  suns  of  seventy  summers  had  shone  down 
upon  him  before  he  made  a  public  profession  of  Christ,  yet, 
when  he  did  make  it,  he  did  it,  not  mechanically,  and  as  a 
matter  of  coarse,  because  he  was  an  old  man — he  did  it 
heartily,  and  upon  conviction,  because  he  felt  himself  to 
be  a  sinner,  and  because  he  felt  the  need  of  a  Savior! 
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And  when  he  came  to  make  the  inquiry,  What  shall  I  do  ? 
and  it  was  told  him  what  he  ought  to  do— he  did  it  gladly 
— he  made  haste  to  fulfill  the  purposes  of  his  heart.  And 
his  great  mind  being  brought  to  the  investigation  of  the 
pure  and  simple  doctrines  of  the  Cross,  new  beauties,  in  a 
new  world  broke  in  upon  him,  of  the  existence  of  which, 
to  their  fall  extent,  he  had  never  dreamed  before.  And  I 
know,  that  in  times  when  he  lay  under  the  hand  of  disease, 
and  of  great  bodily  infirmity,  here  at  home,  he  clung  to 
those  doctrines,  by  a  lively  faith,  as  the  highest  consola- 
tions of  his  soul. 

"  Although  he  had  his  Church  preferences,  yet  the  power 
and  influence  of  the  teachings  of  Christianity,  rightly  un- 
derstood, gave  rise  to  sympathies  in  his  nature,  which  ex- 
tended to  all  Christian  people. 

"  Surrounded  as  he  was,  by  the  allurements  and  fascina- 
tions of  a  high  public  place,  nevertheless,  he  strove  to 
walk  in  the  pure  and  perfect  way;  and  by  a  steady  main- 
tenance of  the  principles  which  bound  him  to  religion  and 
to  God — like  the  eagle,  with  his  eye  fixed  upon  the  sun, 
his  course  was  onward  and  upward ! 

"  And  these  principles,  which  our  illustrious  friend  found 
80  comforting  and  consoling  in  life,  did  not  forsake  him 
when  he  had  nothing  else  on  earth  to  cling  to. 

"  In  reference  to  some  of  his  lasl  hours,  a  lady,  connected 
with  him  by  family,  who  recently  spent  several  days  at  his 
bedside,  writes  :  *  He  is  longing  to  be  gone,  and  said  some- 
thing of  this  kind  to  me,  which  caused  me  to  ask  him,  if 
he  did  not  feel  perfectly  willing  to  wait  until  the  Almighty 
called  him.    He  replied,  0,my  dear  child,  do  not  misun- 
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derstand  me—^  snpplicate  Him  contiiuiaUy  for  patiMf^qtllp 
do  BO.  I  amiready  to  go— no,  not  rady,  Imt^ptflii^  I^Nftt^ 
STQ  none  of  .u  nody.    We  oaonet  trnsk  ia  otr  own  mwifpi, 

bat  mnit  looli  to  Him  entirely.'' 

"The  writer  adds :  'He  is  the  moat  gentle,  patient,  and 
'  affectionate  sick  person  I  almost  ever  saw — thanks  yow  for 
every  &ii^,  and  is  as  little  trouble  aa  he  can  possibly  be.' 

f  And  tblB  is  the  power  of  religion  upon  a  vigorous  and 
diMriminating  mind — a  mind,  fully  capable  tff  meeting  all 
the  great  emergencies  which  have  ever  arisen  in  its  col- 
lisions Trith  other  great  minds,  at  the  bar,  in  the  senate,  and 
npoQ  the  forum. 

""And  O,  the  recollection  to  mourning  friend?,  and  to  a 
mourning  country  is  of  the  most  consoling  interest,  that, 
as  in  his  life,  by  his  genius  and  wisdom,  he  threw  light, 
and  peaoe,  and  blessing,  upon  his  countn';  so,  in  liis  death, 
the  OlorioQs  Giver  of  grace  and  wisdom,  threw  light  and 
peace  and  blessing  upon  iiim — l>orno  upward,  as  he  was, 
by  the  aspirations  to  heaven — of  a  mijlion  hearts. 

"  But  his  earthly  career  is  ran.  Fall  of  ^e  and  full  of 
honors,  he  goes  down  to  earth,  to  ashes  and  to  dust.  A 
man  of  extraordinary  genius.  A  man  of  the  highest  prac- 
tical wisdom — possessing  the  largest  powers  of  true  elo- 
quence— a  pure  patriot — a  sincere  Christian,  and  a  friend 
of  his  race. 

"His  friends  will  grieve  for  him — the  Church  has  lost 
him — his  country  will  bewail  him — and  hereafter,  when 
the  passing  traveler  shall  come  to  Ashland,  and  look  for 
the  bland,  agreeable  and  hospitable  host,  he  wiS  not  find 
him  here  !    His  aged  wife,  who,  for  more  than  fifty  years, 
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has  grieved  with  him  in  his  sorrows,  and  rejoiced  with  him 
in  his  public  success,  shall  go  down  unto  the  grave,  mourning 
— and  men,  in  every  civilized  nation  of  the  earth,  will  shed 
a  tear  at  the  fall  of  such  a  man.  But  he  is  gone  to  a 
brighter  and  a  better  world.  Whilst  this  memorial  shall 
remain  of  him  here,  that  he  was  as  simple  and  sincere  in 
his  religion,  as  he  was  great  in  wisdom  and  mighty  in 
intellect. 

"  God  is  no  respecter  of  persons.  Neither  genius,  nor 
wisdom,  nor  power,  nor  greatness  can  avert  the  fatal  darts 
which  fly  thick  and  fast  around  us.  If  public  services  of 
the  highest  value — a  fair  fame  which  reaches  to  the  utmost 
habitations  of  civilized  man,  and  an  integrity  as  stern  as 
steel,  could  have  done  this — a  nation  had  not  been  in  tears 
to-day. 

"  But  the  great  and  the  humble — the  useful  and  the  use- 
less— the  learned  and  the  ignorant — the  mighty  and  the 
mean — the  public  and  the  private  man — ^must  all,  alike,  lie 
down  in  the  cold  chambers  of  the  grave !  Death  is  the 
common  leveller  of  men  and  of  nations.  Temples  and 
monuments,  which  have  been ,  erected  to  perpetuate  the 
achievements  of  statesmen  and  of  heroes  in  past  ages,  have 
been  ruined  and  robbed  of  their  grandeur  by  the  insatiable 
tooth  of  time — ^not  a  vestige  remains  of  the  glory  that 
once  covered  the  earth,  and  not  a  stone  to  mark  the  spot 
where  the  master  of  the  world  was  laid. 

"  And  this  is  the  end  of  man  I  This,  the  obscurity  and 
oblivion  to  which  he  shall  come  at  last  I  But  his  end  may 
be  worse  than  this,  if  he  had  no  hope  in  the  blessed  Sa- 
vior's death.  For,  whoever  confides  in  the  world  for  the 
bestowment  of  true  happinesa-^whoever  trusts  to  its  gains. 
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its  plco-sures,  or  its  honore,  to  brinjEC  him  peace  at  th«  laisit, 
will  find  himself  miserably  impo^txl  upon,  and  grievoosly 
deluded,  lie  will  Hnd  that  this  mispUccd  confidence  will 
idvoItc  him  in  ruin,  as  inovitsble,  as  it  will  l)c — ctom&l ! 

■  Lam  nolon  earUiI  'tirilt  pierce  thee  to  th«  ti«art; — 
A  bruken  rco  J  at  licjt.  but  oft  a  ipenr ! 
On  iu  uliarp  paint.  peaFa  blcotU.  t,ad  tiopo  cipirei,' 

"  If  wc  a^piro  to  a  true,  a  deathless  immortality,  let  us 
not  seek  it  in  Uio  praises  of  men,  or  in  the  enrollment  of 
our  name  upon  the  page  of  history — for  these  all  shall  per- 
ish ! — but  lot  us  aeok,  by  obediciiec  to  Oor,  and  a  recogni- 
tion of  the  claims  of  religion,  to  have  our  namc^  written  in 
the  Lamb's  Book  of  Life.  This,  and  this  only,  will  guaran- 
tee an  immortality  as  imporishable  as  the  heavens,  and  as 
certain  a«  the  Life  of  God. 

"The  olHerviition  is  tilrao^iL  universal,  that  'all  men 
think  all  men  mortal  but  themselves.'  And  yet  there  is 
nothing  more  surely  reserved  for  us  in  the  future,  than 
disease  and  dissolution.  And  these  too,  may,  and  very 
often  do  come,  wheu  we  are  least  expecting  a  disturbance 
of  our  plans. 

"The  statesman  falls  with  plans  of  future  glory  yet  on- 
accomplished; — the  poet  expires  in  the  midst  of  his  song, 
and  the  magic  of  his  muse  lingers  on  his  dying  lips; — the 
sculptor  drops  his  chisel  before  he  has  taught  the  marble 
to  breathe, — aud  the  painter  his  pencil,  while  the  living 
figures  on  hia  canvass  are  yet  unfinished; — the  sword  slips 
from  the  hand  of  the  warrior,  before  the  battle  is  won, — 
aud  the  orator  is  silenced,  while  the  words  of  wisdom  are 
yet  dropping  in  sweetest  accents  from  his  lips.' 
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*' '  I  said  ye  are  Gods,  and  children  of  the  Most  High, 
bat  ye  shall  die  like  men/ 

''No  consideration  can  purchase  a  moment's  respite, 
when  the  decree  shall  go  forth,  *  this  night  thy  soul  shall 
be  required  of  thee  1'  whether  it  be  uttered  at  the  doors  of 
the  stately  mansion,  or  at  the  cot  of  the  lowly  poor.  And 
not  to  be  wisely  and  well  prepared  to  hear  this  summons, 
is  destructive  of  the  best  interests  of  the  soul.  Happy 
they  who  have  made  a  friend  in*  God.  Happy  they  who 
have  done,  and  they  who  do  this  in  early  life — the  fail- 
ing of  which,  in  his  case,  our  revered  friend  so  often 
himself  regretted — thrice  happy  they  m  whom  greatness 
and  goodness  meet  together.  Imperishable  joys  shall  be 
awarded  to  them.  They  shall  shine  as  stars  in  the  firma- 
ment foreyer  and  ever.  In  each  successive  generation 
their  *  memory  shall  be  blessed,'  and  their  *  name  be  had  in 
everlasting  remembrance;'  and,  *  their  conJBicts  o'er,  their 
labors  done,'  the  ransomed  spirit  shall  escape  from  the 
prison  that  confines  it  to  the  earth,  and  the  King  of  Kings 
shall  bind  upon  their  victorious  brow,  wreaths  of  unfading 
glory,  in  that  blest  place — 

*  Where  pain,  and  weariness,  and  sorrow  cease, 
And  cloudless  sunshine  fills  the  land  of  peace.' 

"  Our  great  friend  and  countryman  is  dead  I  He  has  no 
more  connection  with  the  living  world,  and  wc  are  about 
to  bear  his  honored  remains  to  the  beautiful  spot,  where 
our  own  dead  lay,  and  around  which  our  memories  love  to 
linger.  What  to  him,  I  ask  you,  are  now  the  policy,  or 
the  politics  of  the  country  ?  What  to  him  now,  are  the 
nice  points  upon  which  turn  the  honor  of  the  State  ?  What 
to  him  now,  is  the  extension  of  empire  ? — the  rise  or  fall 
of  nations? — the  dethronement  or  the  establishment  of 
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kings?    His  work  is  done,  and  well  done.    As  it  is  Wiik 
him,  so  shall  it  shortly  be  with  ererj  one  of  ns.    Thm^

''  One  word  more.  The  distinguished  subject  of  our 
present  attention,  has  &llen  a  marlyr  to  his  oonntry.  The 
cause  of  his  sickness  and  his  death  originated  in  hia  last 
great  efforts  in  securing  the  passage,  through  Oongreas,  of 
certain  measures,  known  as  Thb  Compbomise.  In  more 
senses  than  one,  may  he  receive  the  heavenly  welcome, 
*  Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant.'  His  love  of  coun- 
try — ^his  enthusiasm  in  any  cause  in  which  her .  interests 
were  involved — ^his  great  and  singular  powers — ^his  won- 
derful and  controlling  influence  over  even  great  minds, 
marked  him  as  the  man  of  the  age,  and  adapted  him,  in  a 
peculiar  manner,  to  act  and  to  lead  in  grave  questions  of 
government. 

''  And,  if  in  the  future,  any  one  section  of  this  great  re- 
public should  be  arrayed  in  hostility  against  another;  and 
any  cruel  hand  shall  be  uplifted  to  sever  the  bonds  which 
unite  us  together  as  a  common  people — the  Genius  of  Lib- 
erty shall  come  down  in  anguish  and  in  tears,  and  throw- 
ing herself  prostrate  before  his  tomb,  implore  the  Mighty 
Buler  of  nations — ^for  the  preservation  of  our  Institutions, 
and  the  protection  of  our  Liberty,  and  of  our  Union — to 
raise  up  from  his  ashes,  another  Glat  I " 
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At  the  close  of  this  address,  for  some  moments  the  pres- 
sure of  the  crowd  around  the  bier  was  so  great  as  to  ren- 
der it  almost  impossible  to  place  the  coffin  in  the  hearse.

[This  section  was  very  numerous,  and  presented  an  imposing  array  of 
equestrians,  besides  the  noblest  specimens  of  the  celebrated  race  of  Ken- 
tuckians.] 

From  Ashland  to  the  Cemetery,  every  house  was  clothed 
in  mourning.  At  nearly  every  crossing,  heavy  and  taste- 
ful draperies  were  transversely  stretched  from  corner  to 
corner — frequent  displays  of  the  national  colors  at  half 
mast,  and  cased  in  crape — the  large  court  house  and  public 
square  covered  with  a  sable  mantle — the  monument  erected 
to  the  memory  of  William  T.  Barry,  in  the  square,  also 
covered  with  black  cloth.    The  street,  through  which  the 
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proooBBion  passed,  was  clothed  with  black  from  end  to 
end — and  lined  with  a  dense  crowd.  Every  window  was 
filled,  and  each  roof  bore  its  burden  of  spectators.  The 
population  of  Lexington  is  some  nine  thousand,  and  when 
it  is  remembered  that  it  was  estimated  an  hundred  thou- 
sand strangers  were  there,  the  mind  can  conceive  readily 
the  sublime  spectacle  that  immense  mass,  embracing,  lit- 
erally, every  age,  sex,  condition  and  color,  presented. 
Each  male  and  all  the  children  uncovered  as  the  body 
passed,  and  every  countenance  displayed  the  deepest  sor- 
row ^nd  sympathy.  Where  else,  in  all  the  universe,  could 
such  a  scene  be  witnessed  ?  A  whole  country  mourning 
the  loss  of  their  benefactor — a  nation's  tears  bedewing  his 
grave,  and  the  grateful  memory  of  the^  republic  building 
his  immortal  monument. 

As  the  line  approached  the  cemetery,  still  other  thou- 
sands were  seen  crowding  every  slope,  hillock,  and  down 
into  the  vale  where  he  was  to  be  temporarily  entombed. 
A  gun  had  announced  the  march  of  the  procession — and 
then,  simultaneously,  the  muffled  drum — the  dirge-like 
music — the  chiming  of  the  bells,  and  continuous  discharge 
of  minute-guns,  during  the  hours  that  elapsed  between  the 
commencement  and  the  close  of  the  ceremonies,  smote  the 
hot  and  dusty  air,  which  breathed  everywhere,  the  heavy 
atmosphere  of  oppressed  hearts,  these  pulsating  with  a  com- 
mon suffering  grief,  that  pervaded  the  land,  and  hung  like  a 
pall  over  the  public  mind — the  inquiry,  passing  unanswered 
from  lip  to  lip,  "  who  shall  supply  his  place — who  now  is 
our  sure  reliance,  when  the  country  he  defended  is  in 
danger  ?" 
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Slowly  throngli  the  graveled  way,  the  maarning  train 
passing  within  the  cemetery  grounds,  the  beloved  dead  was 
carried  to  his.  tomb.  There  the  services  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  were  closed  by  the  rector.  "Ashes  to  ashes — 
dust  to  dust,"  and  the  hollow  sound  reverberated  with 
more  power  over  the  hearts  of  those  present  than  would 
the  loudest  thunder.  The  Masonic  Fraternity,  the  Family, 
the  Senators  and  the  New  York  Delegation,  alone  remain- 
ing near  the  bier;  the  Grand  Master,  assisted  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  of  Kentucky,  took  charge  of  the  corpse,  and 
performed  their  highest  masonic  ceremonies  in  honor  of 
the  illustrious  member  of  their  Order. 

Governor  Jones  laid  Ann  S.  Stephens'  wreath  of  im- 
mortelles around  the  head;  Joseph  M.  Price  placed  the 
wreath  of  oak  and  cedar,  the  oflTering  of  the  Clay  Festival 
Association  of  the  city  of  New  York,  over  his  breast, 
and  deposited,  at  the  same  time,  and  on  that  holy  spot, 
which  had  been  the  home  of  love,  and  truth,  and  patriotism, 
the  seal  ring  of  one  of  the  members  of  the  Committee,  and 
other  mementoes  of  his  comrades — and  then  the  cofiSn  was 
closed  from  mortal  sight.  By  the  generous  permission  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  who  fully  appreciated  their  sacred  mis- 
ssion,  the  Committee  of  the  Clay  Festival  Association, 
with  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  bore  the  remains  of  Henry 
Clay  to  the  vault  prepared  for  their  reception,  and  laid 
him  beside  his  mother  and  his  kindred.  Plucking  from 
within  that  tomb,  oak  leaves,  with  a  silent  prayer  that 
their  end  might  be  like  his,  at  peace  with  God  and  man, 
and  a  vow  that  while  life  remained,  they  would  cherish 
his  memory  and  seek  to  preserve  his  immortal  principles 
— devotion  to  the  honor,  welfare  and  happiness  of  the 
country,  and  the  perpetuation  of  the  Union,  that  sad  train 
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dowly  withdrew — the  iron  bound  door  closed  behind  them 
-r-the  mouth  of  the  tomb  was  sealed,  and  in  the  same  order 
the  marshaled  host  pa&sed  back  their  sad  and  thoughtful 
way— 

"  Rest  thee— there  is  no  prouder  tomD." 

The  procession  had  dispersed,  but  the  gloom  remained 
Tisible  in  every  face,  and  the  crowd  silently  dispersed  to- 
ward their  homes.  At  sundown  the  bells  were  tolled,  and 
thirty-one  minute-guns  were  fired,  and  thus  were  closed,  at 
his  own  home,  the  ever-memorable  obsequies  of  the  "  First 
Citizen  of  the  Republic  1" 

In  the  eloquent  language  of  the  Lexington  Observer : 
"  All  the  crowds  which  wo  have  seen,  sink  into  insignifi- 
cance when  compared  to  this.  Were  it  not  that  no  dis- 
play, however  grand — that  the  collection  of  no  multitude, 
however  numerous — that  the  exhibition  of  no  sorrow,  how- 
ever deep  and  general— could  have  been  commensurate 
with  the  genius,  fame  and  services  of  the  illustrious  dead 
— we  would  say  that  the  occasion  was  worthy  of  any  man. 
Other  places  paid  the  same  honors  to  the  remains  of  our 
great  statesman,  but  it  was  felt  that  here  was  the  place 
where  he  originated  his  immortal  career,  and  that,  at  least 
in  proportion  to  our  limited  population,  should  be'  the 
marks  of  respect.  And  never  did  we  have  more  cause  to 
be  proud  of  our  city,  county,  and  state. 

"  But  our  task  is  done.  The  patriot  sleeps  calmly  in 
the  *  city  of  the  dead,'  but  he  lives  in  the  hearts  of  the  peo- 
ple, and  will  live  whilst  human  liberty  has  a  votary.  He 
was  so  decided  a  partisan,  that  in  life  he  had  many  foes. 
But  now  that  death  has  closed  the  scene,  his  virtues  and 
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his  powers  will  be  acknowledged  by  all.  Perhaps,  the  his- 
tory of  human  greatness  does  not  exhibit  such  a  remarlui- 
ble  career.  We  doubt  if  in  intellectual  conflict  he  was  erer 
foiled,  if  left  to  choose  his  own  position.  And  this  too,  as 
he  said,  commdhcing  with  but  a  limited  education.  Per- 
haps no  man  has  gone  through  a  stormier  political  life. 
His  friends  always  relied  implicitly  upon  him  against  the 
most  gigantic  opponents — never  did  he  disappoint  their 
confidence.  Hence,  to  the  last,  never  was  a  man  surrounded 
by  such  devoted  friends;  and  the  sad  procession  on  Satur- 
day attested  the  hold  he  had  upon  the  whole  country.  A 
child  of  the  people — ^leaning  alone  upon  the  prayers  of  an 
humble  but  devoted  mother,  and  the  protecting  care  of  a 
beneficent  Providence,  he  made  for  himself  a  fame  more 
enduring  than  marble,  more  precious  than  the  sordid  ad- 
vantages of  power;  placed  himself  before  the  world  as  its 
master-spirit;  died  amid  a  nation's  tears,  and  has  his  name 
embalmed  in  a  nation's  memory." 

On  Sunday,  by  appointment, — some  of  them  having  to 
leave  immediately  thereafter, — Mrs.  Clay  received  the 
delegates  of  the  Clay  Festival  Association,  in  the  drawing- 
room,  at  Ashland.  There  were  portraits  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Clay;  of  their  children,  and  of  her  brother  and  father,  with 
a  very  large  original  picture  of  Gen.  Washington  and  his 
family.  Beneath  the  portrait  of  Col.  Clay,  hung  his  sword, 
worn  in  the  fatal  field  of  Buena  Vista.  There  was  the 
massive  glass  vase,  which  had  been  presented  to  him  by 
the  people  of  Pittsburg,  and  it  was  with  water  from  that 
vase  he  had  been  baptized.  There  too  were  the  splendid 
silver  vases — the  one  presented  by  the  ladies  of  Tennessee, 
and  the  other,  and  perhaps  the  most  beautiful  vase  ever 
executed  in  this  country,  from  the  Gold  and  Siver  Artisans 
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of  New  York.  Here  Mrs.  Clay  was  presented  to  the 
delegation  by  her  son,  James  B.  Clay,  now  a  resident  of 
St.'Lonis,  who  recognized  among  them  familiar  friends  of 
his  father  and  himself.  Mrs.  Clay  was  evidently  suffer- 
ing from  great  depression,  and  this  interview  aflFected  her 
still  more.  She  was  surronnded  by  devoted  friends  and 
honorable  servitors  of  her  husband  from  a  far  off  Atlantic 
city,  who  had  come  there  on  the  most  mournful  duty  of 
their  lives.  They  were  afterward  shown  through  the 
house,  and  they  especially  lingered  in  his  library  and  sit- 
ing room.  In  the  former  were  countless  tokens  of  the  af- 
fection and  regard  that  had  been  showered  upon  him  by 
his  loving  countrymen  and  countrywomen.  Among  other 
fhings  were  canes  enough  for  an  entire  community,  embrac- 
ing every  variety  that  could  be  imagined — the  costly  and 
the  massive — the  antique  and  curious,  and  the  grotesque. 
The  delegation  were  shown  through  the  grounds,  and  bore 
with  them  each  a  cane  from  those  which  had  been  presented 
to  the  illustrious  dead,  the  appreciating  and  generous  gift 
of  the :  executors.  They  gathered  sprigs  of  myrtle  and 
laurels — plucked  some  flowers  and.  tufts  of  moss  and  sod — 
and  then  "with  a  last  lingering  glance,"  reluctantly  turned 
back  upon  Lexington.  A  portion  left  at  dawn  the  next 
morning,  while  the  senators,  who  tarried  a  few  days,  and 
those  of  the  Clay  Festival  Delegation,  who  remained,  were 
invited  to  meet  "  the  Old  Guard,  of  Kentucky,"  at  the  hos- 
pitable and  princely  mansions  of  two  of  their  number. 

This  narrative  is  closed  with  a  synopsis  of  his  will. 
After  bestowing  all  his  personal  effects,  unconditionally, 
upon  his  wife,  Lucretia  Clay,  constituting  her' executrix, 
and  Judge  Thomas  A.  Marshall  and  James  0.  Harrison,

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his  executors,  deyises  Us  estate  among  the  members  of  his 
family  with  great  equity,  a^d  provides  for  the  gradual 
emancipatiou  of  his  slaves.  Those  bom  after  Jaauarj, 
1850,  to  be  free — ihe  males  at  twenty-eight,  and  the  females 
at  twenty-five — the  last  three  years'  earnings,  previous  to 
their  manumission,  to  be  reserved  as  a  fund  belonging  to 
each  in  their  new  homes  in  Liberia. 

Ashland  remains  the  property  of  his  wife,  during  her 
life,  then  to  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  disposed  of  among 
his  children. 

He  devises  to  his  friends  as  follows : 

"  I  give  to  my  friend,  Dr.  B.  W.  Dudley,  the  gold  snuff- 
box, presented  to  me  by  Dr.  Hunt,  late  of  Washington 
City. 

"  I  give  to  my  friend,  Henby  T.  Duncan,  my  ring,  con- 
taining a  piece  of  the  coflBin  of  General  Washington.     . 

"  I  give  to  my  friend,  Dr.  W.  N.  Mercer,  my  snuffbox, 
inlaid  with  gold,  said  to  have  belonged  to  Peter  the 
Great,  Emperor  of  Russia." 

The  will,  with  noble  appreciation  of  the  faith  of  those 
he  intrusted  with  the  fulfillment  of  his  wishes,  provides 
that  no  security  shall  be  rfquired  from  them.

This  day,  your  committee  held  their  first  meeting,  after 
their  return  from  the  capitol  of  the  state,  where  they  had 
placed  the  remains  of  the  honored  dead,  in  the  keeping  of 
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the  corporate  auUioritieB  of  Albany,  upon  whom  the  mourn- 
fill  and  honored  duty  devolved  of  rendering  their  testimony 
of  homage  to  the  memory  and  virtues  of  the  illustrious 
deceased. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolutions  were  unanimously 

adopted :

Resolved f  That  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  New 
York  will  solemnize  the  death  of  the  Hon.  Henbt  Clat, 
by  a  civic  and  military  procession. 

Resolved  J  That  TuesdaT,  July  20  th,  be  designated  as  the 
day  for  the  public  funeral  solemnities  in  honor  of  the 
memory  of  the  lamented  Henby  Clay. 

Resolved,  That  our  fellow-citizens  generally,  and  the  dif- 
ferent societies,  trades  and  associations,  and  Fire  Depart- 
ment of  this  city  and  adjoining  counties,  are  requested  to 
unite  in  this  testimony  of  respect  to  the  illustrious  dead; 
and  dll  societies  and  associations  intending  to  co-operate, 
are  requested  to  communicate  with  the  Committee,  at  the 
chamber,  of  the  Board  of  Assistant  Aldermen,  from  Wed- 
nesday, the  14th,  to  Saturday,  the  17th  inst.,  from  12  to  5 
o'clock,  p.  M.,  each  day,  in  order  to  make  the  necessary 
arrangements  to  carry  out  the  views  of  the  Common 
Council,  in  an  appropriate  manner.

AND  ACCBPTBD  MASONS. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  specially  convened  by  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Master,  for  the  purpose  of  adopting  suitable  mea- 
sures for  rendering  a  tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of 
our  late  illustrious  brother,  the  Hon.  and  M.  W.  Hbnby 
Clay.    The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  due  form. 

Bt.  W.  Joseph  D.  Evans,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  presid- 
ing, stated  the  object  of  the  meeting,  and  delivered  the 
following  address: 

Bbethben  : — ^We  have  met  in  sadness  I  The  principal 
object  of  this  call. for  a  special  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York,  is  to  consider  what 
course  we  ought  to  pursue  in  giving  honor  to  the  memory 
of  our  late  illustrious  brother,  the  Honorable,  the  Most

Worshipful  Henry  Olay,  one  of  the  most  distinguished 
men  and  finished  orators  the  world  ever  knew. 

We  are  called  upon  to  mourn  the  loss  of  a  great  man,  a 
finished  gentleman,  a  beloved  brother.  We  but  sympa* 
thize  with  the  whole  world  while  deploring  the  death  of 
Henry  Clay.  The  magnitude  and  efficiency  of  his  intel- 
lectual powers  were  not  confined  to  the  narrow  limits  of 
the  Western  Hemisphere;  far,  far  over  seas,  and  over  land, 
extending  to  every  clime,  penetrating  every  country,  city, 
town  and  hamlet,  the  power  of  his  mighty  intellect,  and  the 
benevolence  of  his  magnanimous  heart,  will  leave  their  in- 
fluence so  long  as  there  is  a  responsive  heart  to  beat  a 
consonant  note  for  national  freedom  and  universal  love. 

As  a  statesman,  he  has  a  place  upon  one  of  the  highest 
pinnacles  of"  Freedom's  Temple."  His  nobleness  of  charac- 
ter has  been  the  admiration  of  every  man.  His  boldness  in 
the  cause  he  deemed  just  amazed  his  friends  and  astounded 
his  opponents,  and  gave  efficiency  to  his  efi'orts. 

As  an  orator  he  was  surpassed  by  none,  upon  whatever 
rostrum  he  was  placed,  whether  in  the  senate  chamber,  at 
the  bar,  or  before  the  people;  he  held  all  who  heard  him, 
spell-bound  by  the  rich  intonations  of  his  voice.  His 
graceful  attitude,  his  faultless  gestures,  his  illumined  coun- 
tenance, and  above  all,  his  perfect  rhetoric;  no  figure  out 
of  place,  no  imaginative  thought,  but  defined  its  aptitude 
without  an  explanation.  Never,  while  indulging  in  those 
lofty  flights  of  intellectual  inspiration,  did  he  collapse  his 
wings  and  fall  fluttering  to  the  level  of  a  common  mind; 
always  maintaining  his  position,  he  soared  even  higher  and 
played  with  "  fancy^s  gems,"  and  "  stooped  to  touch  the 
loftiest  thought." 
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As  a  Mason,  he  stood  among  us  as  a^high  and  honorable 
brother — a  Mason,  good  and  true.  No  one  among  ns  could 
possess  his  heart  and  be  otherwise.  It  is  in  this  capacity 
he  has  so  entwined  himself  around  the  Mason's  heart.  As 
a  man  and  a  statesman  he  commands  our  admiration.  As 
a  philanthropist  and  Mason  he  insures  our  veneration  and 
love. 

Initiated  into  the  Order  at  twenty-two  years  of  age,  he 

• 

continued  an  active  and  zealous  Mason,  and  was  elevated 
to  the  high  position  of  Grand  Master  over  the  Ancient 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Kentucky;  since  then  he 
has  given  frequent  instances  of  his  firm  attachment  to  the 
institution.  He  was  not  only  an  honorary  member  of  one 
of  the  Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction,  but  there  are  mem- 
bers of  the  craft,  now  present,  who  have  in  their  possession 
evidences  of  his  fondness  for  Masonry. 

It  is  but  a  few  years  since,  while  on  a  visit  to  this  city, 
he  expressed  a  wish  to  see  the  Bible*  on  which  the  great 
Washington  took  the  oath  of  office  as  President  of  the 
United  States;  that  wish  was  gratified,  under  due  and 
appropriate  ceremonies.  Although  these  manifestations  of 
his  veneration  for  the  Order  may  be  brought  down  to  a 
very  recent  date,  yet  it  could  not  be  expected,  in  the  nature 
of  things,  that  he  would  continue  to  be  what  we  term  an 
active  member  of  a  Lodge. 

The  multiplicity  of  his  engagements,  public  and  private, 
which  must  necessarily  have  been  heavy,  forbade  it.  We 
were  nevertheless  bound  to  him,  and  he  to  us,  by  the  Mystic 
Tie,  and  shall  ever  revere  and  cherish  his  name  as  one  of

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the  brightest  ornaments  of  our  Order,  while  there  is  a  link 
of  that  chain  remaining,  which  binds  the  brotherhood  to- 
gether with  a  sincere  afifection.  And  then  too,  he  was  an 
old  man — this  enunciation  is  startling.  Hekby  Glat 
old!  Could  we  realize  the  factl — the  silver  cord  was 
loosening,  yet  we  saw  no  wavering  of  mind,  no  declension 
of  intellectual  vigor;  but  elastic,  clear  and  firm  to  the  last, 
the  Godlike  spirit  struggled  to  sustain  the  frail,  crumblinir 
tenement  which  inclosed  it.  It  is  true  he  was  beyond  us 
in  years,  yet  he  seemed  to  grow  with  our  growth,  and  to 
feel  as  we  felt,  so  that  we  could  not  perceive  that  his 
majestic  frame  gave  evidence  of  declining  years. 

Then,  in  speaking  of  him,  we  would  call  him  Henry 
Clay — Harry  of  the  West — Mill  Boy.  These  familiar  ex- 
pressions indicate  a  companionship  which  bring  others 
upon  a  level  with  ourselves,  and  are  used  toward  those 
who  are  younger,  or  of  our  own  age,  consequently  we 
schooled  ourselves  to  look  upon  him  as  one  of  us.  Alas  it 
is  true,  he  was  physically  an  old  man — he  was  born  in  the 
midst  of  our  revolutionary  struggle,  rocked  in  its  cradle, 
and  nurtured  into  manhood  ^by  the  Goddess  of  Liberty. 
He  was  a  brilliant  link  which  bound  the  present  genera- 
tion to  the  birth  of  our  National  Independence. 

He  has  gone !  The  crumbling  tenement  has  fallen — the 
spirit  is  released.  The  voice  which  aroused  a  nation  is 
hushed  in  death.  His  manly  form  lies  mouldering  in  the 
silent  tomb;  but  the  soul,  the  immortal  soul,  has  taken  its 
everlasting  flight  and  returned  to  the  God  who  gave  it, 
there  to  possess  its  beatific  enjoyments.  We  have  but 
his  memory  left.  It  shall  flourish — fresh  and  perennial — 
its  home,  the  heart  of  every  true  Mason. 
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At  the  close  of  the  address,  M.  W.  Wm.  H.  Milnor,  Esq., 
P.  G.  M.,  oflFered  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions, 
which  were  unanimously  adopted  : 

WhereaSy  It  has  pleased  the  Supreme  Architect,  to  call 
from  his  earthly  labors,  our  illustrious  brother  Henry 
Clay,  in  a  ripe  old  age,  full  of  honors,  and  with  mind  un- 
shaken, it  is  meet  and  proper,  that  we,  his  brethren,  should 
render  to  his  memory  the  tribute  of  our  love.  We  leave  to 
others,  who,  laying  aside  all  party  feeling,  and  forgetting 
all  sectional  difficulties,  are  clustering  around  his  bier,  to 
eulogize  him  as  a  statesman,  wise  and  enlightened,  a  pa- 
triot, pure  and  incorruptible.  We  would,  in  humble  sub- 
mission to  the  Divine  will,  approach  as  Masons,  and  cast  a 
chaplet  upon  his  tomb,  a  tribute  to  his  many  virtues,  as 
a  brother  of  the  Mystic  Tie. 

Distinguished  for  truthfulness  of  character  which  de- 
spised petty  intrigue  and  deceit,  for  gentleness  of  deport- 
ment, which  won  the  love  of  high  and  low — ^for  charity  of 
heart,  which  embraced  all  within  its  circle, — he  lived  a  pure 
minded  and  consistent  Mason,  and  leaves  us  a  bright  ex- 
ample of  what  a  true  Mason  should  be. 
• 

Resolved,  That  in  fulfillment  of  these  views,  and  as  an  ex- 
pression of  the  regard  which  this  Grand  Lodge  feels  for 
our  deceased  brother,  the  Lodges  within  this  jurisdiction 
be  clothed  in  the  emblems  of  mourning  for  ninety  days. 

Resolved,  That  we  sympathize  with  the  aged  widow  and 
family  of  our  deceased  brother,  and  trust  that  ^Aa^  strength, 
which  Cometh  only  from  above,  will  be  vouchsafed  them. 

Resolved,  That  a  carefully  engrossed  copy  of  the  address 
of  the  R!  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master,  together  with  the  pre- 
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amble  and  resolutions,  be  sent  to  the  familj  of  our  late 
brother  Henry  Clat. 

At  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  commu- 
nication was  received  from  the  Committee  on  Invitation, 
soliciting  the  Masonic  fraternity  to  unite  with  the  Com- 
mon Council  and  the  citizens  of  New  York  in  solemnizing 
the  obsequies  of  the  illustrious  deceased.  Whereupon  the 
following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  accept  the  invitation 
of  the  Committee  of  the  Common  Council,  and  will  cor- 
dially participate  in  the  obsequies  on  the  20th  inst.,  id 
testimony  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  our  distinguished 
brother  Henry  Clay,  and  that  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secreta- 
ry be  directed  to  communicate  the  same  to  the  Committee 
of  Arrangements  of  the  Common  Council. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  ten  be  appointed,  with 
power,  to  make  every  necessary  arrangement  for  carrying 

the  foregoing  resolution  into  eflfect. 

The  Grand  Lodge  again  assembled  on  the  20th,  at  one 
o'clock,  when  the  procession  was  formed,  in  Masonic  order, 
under  direction  of  the  Grand  Marshal,  R.  W.  Wm.  H. 
Underbill,  and  his  aids.  The  Grand  officers  appeared 
in  full  regalia,  enshrouded  with  the  emblems  of  mourning; 
the  Officers  of  Lodges  with  their  rich  regalia  and  jewels, 
and  the  brethren  clothed  with  white  aprons  and  gloves; 
the  whole  presenting  an  imposing  and  beautiful  appear- 
ance. The  procession  then  moved,  preceded  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  banner,  which  was  heavily  draped  in  mourn- 
ing, and  a  very  fall  and  efficient  band  of  music,  to  the  posi- 
tion assigned  them  in  the  line,  at  the  head  of  the  civic 
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bodies,  and  after  passing  through  the  whole  route,  return- 
ed to  the  Lodge  room,  when  the  Grand  Lodge  was  closed 
in  dae  form.

NEW  TOBX  HISTOBICAL   SOOIITT. 

MONTHLY    MEETING. 

The  Hon.  Luther  Bradish,  President,  in  the  chair. 

Hon.  J.  W.  Beekman,  in  sqme  brief  and  touching  re- 
marks, brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Society  the  death  of 
the  Hon.  Henry  Clay,  an  honorary  member  of  this  Soci- 
ety, and  moved  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  to  take 
suitable  measures  for  testifying  the  sense  of  the  members 
of  the  Society  in  regard  to  that  melancholy  event.  The 
Chair  appointed  the  following  gentlemen  as  such  commit- 
tee: Hon.  James  W.  Beekman,  Charles  King,  L.L.  D., 
and  J.  R.  Brodhead.  Esq. 

At  the  next  meeting,  the  Hon.  James  W.  Beekman,  from 
the  Committee,  appointed  to  prepare  resolutions  in  memo- 
ry of  Henry  Clay,  a  member  of  the  New  York  Histori- 
cal Society,  in  presenting  their  report,  said: 

Since  the  June  meeting  of  the  Society,  death  had  stricken 
down  several  of  the  chiefest  among  its  members.  During 
the  summer  recess,  Henry  Clay  has  ceased  from  among 
men,  and  a  name,  which  has  long  thrilled  every  American 
bosom  with  pride  and  love,  has  become  a  name  of  history. 

What  can  I  tell  you  of  Henry  Clay  that  is  not  already 
known  by  heart  by  us  all  ? — of  the  man  who  had  rather 
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be  right  than  be  President;  who,  everywhere  and  under 
all  eircumstances,  loved  his  country  first  and  himself  last; 
who  grappled,  at  the  very  beginning  of  his  public  actions, 
in  1797,  with  that  most  unpopular,  yet  most  important  of 
subjects,  negro  slavery — exposing  its  evils,  and,  at  every 
hazard  to  himself,  striving  to  root  it  out  of  the  soil  of  Ken- 
tucky ; — who  founded  the  Colonization  Society,  and  never 
spared  an  effort  to  mitigate  the  hugest  evil  that  threatens 
his  country. 

I  might  remind  the  Society  of  Mr.  Clay's  successful  ef- 
forts  in  the  legislature  of  Kentucky,  to  preserve  the  Com- 
mon Law  to  her  courts  of  justice.  An  attempt,  well  nigh 
successful,  was  made  to  prohibit  reference  to  any  prece- 
dents of  the  British  Reports  in  legal  proceedings.  Four 
fifths  of  the  Assembly  wished  Kentucky  removed  as  far 
from  Great  Britain  in  jurisprudence  as  in  geography. 
Mr.  Clay  saw  the  importance  of  this  outbreak  of  preju- 
dice, and  its  danger  to  the  Commonwealth,  and  turned  the 
tide  of  ignorance  and  passion  by  his  single  might.  His 
control  over  his  auditory  was  most  absolute  and  astonish- 
ing. Holding  the  rough  backwoodsmen  in  rapt  astonish- 
ment,— now  bathing  them  in  tears,  and  now  convulsing 
them  with  laughter;  and  all  about  mere  dry  disquisitions 
on  the  Common  Law.  When  he  concluded,  says  an  eye- 
witness, scarce  a  vestige  of  opposition  remained. 

The  eloquence  of  Clay  was  not  merely  the  oratory  of 
ancient  Greece,  that  **  swayed  the  fierce  democracy  at  will;" 
bat  was  as  powerful  in  debate,  as  before  a  popular  assem- 
bly. On  one  occasion  pre-eminently  he  measured  weapons 
with  Webster.  Both  were  in  their  prime.  In  1824,  the  tariff 
was  once  more  before  Congress.  Clay  advocated  amend- 
ments  which  Webster  opposed.    Then  were  wars  such  as 
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giants  wage.  The  eloquence  of  Webster  was  described 
as  the  majestic  roar  of  a  strong  and  steady  blast,  pealing 
through  the  forest;  bat  that  of  Clay  was  like  the  tones  of 
a  celestial  harp, — sometimes  thrilled  as  by  angel's  fingers, 
and  swept  anon  as  by  the  furies  of  the  storm.  Mr.  Web- 
ster was  defeated,  and  by  the  close  vote  of  107  to  102, 
Clay  vindicated  his  American  System,  and  established  it 
as  the  policy  of  the  country  for  many  years. 

Twice  Mr.  Clay,  under  Providence,  was  the  means  of 
averting  dire  calamities.  Once  in  1821,  he  accompanied 
the  Missouri  Compromise,  with  such  personal  toil  and  anx- 
iety as  well  nigh  cost  his  life.  Again,  in  1850,  when  the 
series  of  najional  measures,  which  great  men  of  all  parties 
in  'Congress  labored  to  accomplish,  were  on  the  anvil, 
Henry  Clay  was  foremost  in  the  work.  Here  he  laid 
down  his  life;  for  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  in  his  old 
age  the  night  long  labors  of  the  forum  wore  him  out. 
Striving  for  his  country,  compromising  every  thing  but 
honor  for  her  good,  he  fell; — not  the  less  glorious  because 
he  fell — not  on  the  battle  field,  but  on  that  intellectual 
arena  where  Americans  decide  the  destiny  of  their  nation 
by  the  contest  of  minds,  as  they  remedy  their  grievances 
by  the  arbitrament  of  the  ballot-box.  To  the  statesman, 
far  more  fitly  than  to  the  warrior,  apply  the  Roman  words: 

"  Dulce  et  decorum  estpropatria  mori.^^ 

On  behalf  of  the  committee  charged  with  that  duty,  I  re- 
spectfully submit  for  adoption  by  the  Society,  the  following 
resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  while  the  whole  people  of  the  United 
States  mourn  the  death  of  Henry  Clay,  as  a  national  be- 
reavement, the  New  York  Historical  Society  laments  it  as 
the  loss  of  one  of  its  most  honored  members. 
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Resohedf  That  the  life  of  Hekbt  Clay,  the  orator,  the 
advocate,  the  ambassador,  the  statesman,  oyer  deroted  to 
his  oonntry's  service,  and  shortened  by  his  ardent  labors 
in  times  of  her  extremity,  presents,  for  imitation  in  after 
days,  a  rare  pattern  of  lofty  intellect  and  a  noble  heart. 

Resolved,  That  although  the  State  of  New  York  might 
well  adopt  the  words  of  one  of  her  own  eminent  sons,  "  I 
envy  Kentucky,  for  when  he  dies  she  will  have  his  ashes;" 
the  memory  of  Clay  and  the  record  of  his  great  deeds  are 
of  the  world,  and  his  fame  finds  its  materials  in  the  ar- 
chives of  universal  history. 

Resolvedj  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions,  duly  attested 
by  the  seal  of  the  Society,  and  signed  by  the  President  and 
Secretary,  be  transmitted  to  the  family  of  the  deceased.

♦  This  Division  presented  an  imposing  appearance,  the  different  orders  marching 
with  a{^ropriato  banners,  each  member  wearing  the  insignia  of  his  order,  with  a 
rich  mourning  badge  on  the  left  arm.  The  whole  fraternity  was  escorted  by  a 
large  body  of  Knights  Templars,  mounted,  and  dressed  in  the  splendid  military 
costume,  incident  to  their  order,  and  the  days  of  chivalry  and  the  crusades.  An 
interesting  and  most  valuable  relic  was  carried  by  the  St.  Johns*  Lodge,  No.  1.

JOHN   M.   KREBS,  D.D., 
who  offered  up  the  following  impressive 
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0  OoD,  our  dwelling-place  in  all  generations.  By  Thee 
kings  reign  and  princes  decree  justice.  Thou  art  our  Lord, 
Thou  art  our  refuge.  In  grace  and  tenderness  hast  Thou 
ruled  us,  and  hast  made  th&  lines  to  fall  to  us  in  pleasant 
places.  Thanks  to  Thy  name,  for  our  goodly  heritage; 
Thanks  for  Thy  mercies  to  our  fathers — for  their  wisdom, 
integrity  and  valor,  which  achieved  for  us  our  blessings; 
and  for  all  those  whom  Thou  hast  raised  up  to  guide  our 
counsels,  to  frame  and  to  administer  our  laws,  and  to  de** 
fend  us  in  danger.  While  we,  this  day,  deplore  the  decease 
pf  the  eminent  statesman  whose  prudent  counsel,  eloquent 
speech,  and  manifold  services  of  patriotism  were  Thy  gift 
to  our  country,  we  are  both  admonished  not  to  put  our 
trust  in  man,  whose  breath  is  in  his  nostrils,  and  are  en- 
couraged to  look  unto  the  hills  from  whence  all  our  help 
cometh.  When  Thou  with  rebukes  dost  correct  man  for 
iniquity,  Thou  makest  his  beauty  to  consume  like  the  moth. 
Surely  every  man  is  vanity.  The  princes  perish;  but  Thou, 
O  God,  art  our  strong,  as  Thou  art  our  only,  confidence. 
Hear  Thou,  then,  our  prayer.  To  Thee,  and  to  the  word 
of  Thy  grace,  we  commend  her,  the  widowed  partner,  and 
the  family,  whose  honored  head  Thou  hast  taken  away. 
Comfort  them  with  Thy  mercy,  which  is  in  Jesus  Ghbist 
Thy  Son,  our  Redeemer.  We  give  thanks  to  Thee,  that 
amid  the  temptations  of  a  public  life  so  laborious  and  so 
protracted.  Thou  wert  pleased  to  imbue  the  mind  of  our 
departed  fellow-citizen  with  Thy  saving  truth,  and  to  lead 
his  faith  to  the  Lamb  of  God,  the  sacrifice  for  our  sins; 
and  for  the  open  avowal  of  that  faith  in  Thine  earthly 
courts.

Such  was  tho  startling  intelligence  which,  but  a  few  days 
Bince,  flashing  on  the  wings  of  the  lightning,  was  diffused 
fhronghont  tlie  entire  republic.  Commencing  with  a  ru- 
mor, at  whoso  faintest  whisper  Senators  and  Rcprcscnta- 
tires  abandoned  the  halls  of  legislation,  it  burst  upon  the 
ooantry  a  dread  reality.  The  statesman  heard  it  with  a 
thrill  of  awe;  the  politician  with  a  subdued  si^rit;  the 
knm  of  business  was  h^ished  in  tho  crowded  mart;  tho 
flortitan  and  laborer  ceased  from  their  toil;  the  courts  of 
justice  were  closed;  the  husbandman  watered  tlio  furrows 
with  his  tears,  and  the  sailor,  looking  to  tho  half  mast 
flag,  wluspcred  witli  white  lips,  our  defender  is  dead. 
The  tolling  bell  and  booming  minutc-giui,  proclaimed  tlie 
Jopartiirc  of  a  mighty  spirit.  The  sombre  decorations  of 
fiuucreal  show  betokened  the  darkness  and  gloom  of  the 
loud.  All  felt  that  sorrow  and  grief  which  follows  the 
death  of  tiie  cherished  and  the  loved.  The  nation  moYimed 
the  nation's  loss. 

There  is  a  fitness  in  such  manifestations.  They  give 
hope  and  encouragement  to  the  future,  for  they  teach  us 
that  however  transient  may  be  our  mortal  lingering,  men's 
deeds  live  after  them.  The  immortal  spirit  shall  not  die, 
and  the  genius,  the  eloquence,  and  the  patriotism  which 
inspired,  aroused  and  encouraged  his  compatriots,  still 
remain  in  the  fruits  of  his  efforts,  constituting  the  eternal 
monument  upon  which  is  inscribed  the  deatliless  name  of 
Heniiy  Clay. 

So  long  as  liberty  diall  endure;  so  long  as  the  history  of 
▲mericau  freedom  shall  exist;  in  every  olime,  and  wherever 
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the  English  language  shall  be  spoken  or  read,  the  name  of 
the  great  American  Commoner  will  be  joined  with  the 
orators,  statesmen  and  patriots  of  past,  present  and  future 
ages. 

"  Ne'er  to  the  ohamben,  where  the  mighty  rest, 
Binoe  their  foundation,  came  a  nobler  guest ; 
Nor  e'er  was  to  the  bowers  of  bliss  conyeyed* 
A  fairer  spirit,  or  more  welcome  shade." 

The  cardinal  feature  of  our  form  of  government  is  that 
great  and  noble  principle  which  recognizes  equality  as  the 
basis  of  civil  right.  It  forms  the  comer-stone  of  our  po- 
litical fabric.  To  the  humble  youth  it  proclaims,  that 
wealth  and  honor  are  within  the  reach  of  all;  that  the 
child  of  the  poorest  native  of  the  soil  may  in  turn  become 
the  elective  chief  of  the  state;  that  fortune  and  fiBune 
depend  not  upon  hereditary  estate,  nor  ancestorial  pride; 
that  here,  man,  under  Providence,  is  the  architect  of  his 
own  character  and  position ;  and  that,  upon  himself^  and 
the  appropriate  use  of  the  talents  wherewith  God  has 
endowed  him,  rest  his  Q^timate  among  his  countrymen, 
and  his  responsibility  hereafter.  No  more  striking  illus- 
tration of  this  peculiar  character  of  our  institutions  can 
be  found  than  he,  who,  from  the  humble  position  of  the 
"  Mill  Boy  of  the  Slashes,"  self-prompted  and  self-sustained, 
became  foremost  among  a  nation's  sons; 

"  primus  inter  pares.*' 

Well  may  his  country  cherish  his  fame,  for  he  emphati- 
cally lived  for  his  country.  The  glare  of  military  achieve- 
ments, the  red  trophies  of  conquest,  the  blood-stained 
triumphs  of  the  warrior  belonged  not  to  him.  His  was 
the  proud  independence,  the  intellectual  power,  the  elo- 
quent fire,  before  which  the  haughtiest  quailed;  but  his 
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aets  were  those  of  peaoe;  his  offerings  were  on  the  shrine 
of  liberty;  his  deeds  are  written  in  the  prosperity,  the 
priogress  and  glory  of  his  country.  Nor  were  his  efforts 
in  behalf  of  human  freedom,  limited  by  his  country's 
bounds. 

"  Where  Greece  unsheathod  her  olden  blade    - 
For  glory  in  the  haunted  shade- 
Where  Chimboraxo  stands  sablime 
A  landmark  by  the  sea  of  Time,  « 

His  name  shall,  as  a  blessing  giyen 

For  man,  Oh !  never  to  depart, 
Peal  from  the  gladdened  earth  to  heaven 
The  warm,  wild  music  of  the  heart." 

Hbnbt  Clat  is  no  morel  He  has  passed  the  fatal 
stream,  which  can  never  be  repassed  by  mortal.  The 
Tital  spark  is  ^extinguished;  the  music  of  his  voice  is 
hushed.  Cold  and  silent  he  sleeps  the  sleep  that  knows 
no  earthly  waking. 

Reverently  we  acknowledge  this  dispensation  of  Divine 
Providence,  and,  as  we  bend  with  solemn  awe,  we  feel 
within  us  that  inspir3,tion  which  teaches  us  there  is  an 
immortality  beyond  the  grave.  In  this  aefsurance  we  are 
comforted  with  the  reflection  that  he  died  in  Christian 
faith  and  with  a  Christian  hope;  and  we  involuntarily  ex- 
claim within  ourselves  "  may  our  last  end  be  like  his.'' 

Mr.  Clay,  in  his  brief  review  of  the  character  of 
Chancellor  Wythe,  has  furnished  the  key  to  his  own 
career.  Up  to  the  time  of  his  connection  with  this  illus- 
trious man,  we  know  him  only  as  the  boy,  an  epitome  of 
whose  previous  life  was  so  graphically  given  by  Mr.  Robert 
Hughes,  at  Campbell  Court  House,  Virginia  :  "  He  and 
I  were  born  close  to  the  slashes  of  old  Hanover.    He

worked  barefooted,  and  so  did  T.  He  went  to  mill,  and  bo 
did  I.  He  was  good  to  his  mamma,  and  so  was  I/'  His- 
acquaintance  with  this  venerable  man  opened  a  new  field 
to  his  view.  Before  him  spread  the  broad  extent  of  legal 
study,  which,  in  those  times  especially,  served  to  appal  the 
faint-hearted  explorer,  while  it  infused  energy  and  vigor 
into  the  ardent  and  determined  mind.  Few  were  the 
opportunities  afforded  to  the  young  men  of  that  day.  The 
republic  was  yet  in  its  infancy;  the  shock  of  the  Revolu- 
tion had  left  behind  its  ravages,  and  the  country  was  slowly 
recovering  from  the  effects  of  the  mighty  throes  which 
had  given  birth  to  a  free  and  independent  nation.  Pnblic 
libraries  were  comparatively  unknown,  and  the  student 
was  left  to  depend  mainly  upon  his  own  efforts,  aided  bf 
the  private  libraries  and  instruction  of  his  teacher.  The 
common  law  of  England,  previously  recognized  as  the  law 
of  the  colonies,  was  undergoing  a  process  of  modificatton 
adapted  to  the  changed  relations  of  the  countries,  and  the 
peculiar  character  of  our  government.  International  law 
was  more  especially  the  subject  of  close  and  searching 
investigation.  The  French  revolution,  with  its  results 
upon  the  peace  of  Europe;  the  clashing  of  hostile  commer- 
cial interests;  the  claims  of  belligerent  powers  upon  the 
one  side,  and  the  rights  of  neutrals  on  the  other,  were 
topics  of  discussion  among  the  statesmen  of  both  worlds. 

It  was  under  these  circumstances,  that  the  attention  of 
Chancellor  Wythe  was  called  to  the  humble  boy,  who  was 
then  commencing  a  career  destined  to  become  so  glorious, 
lie  saw  the  germ  of  that  intellect,  which  in  its  develop- 
ment, was  afterward  to  sway  the  minds  of  juries,  to  charm 
and  convince  listening  senates,  to  arouse  public  enthu- 
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fiiasm,  to  direct  the  course  of  legislation,  and  to  control 
the  energies  of  a  mighty  people.  The  Chancellor  and  the 
boy  became  friends.  The  youth  has  left  the  impression  of 
his  matured  greatness  upon  the  records  of  his  country's 
history,  and  the  character  of  the  patron  has  been  well 
portrayed  by  the  touching  testimonial  of  Mr.  Clay  himself 
in  a  letter  to  a  friend. 

Shortly  after  Mr.  Clay's  admission  to  the  bar,  in  179Y, 
he  rpmoYcd  to  Kentucky,  and  at  once  assumed  a  high 
position  at  the  bar  of  his  adopted  state.  At  this  period 
of  his  life,  he  was  remarkable  for  a  fearless  independence, 
undaunted  courage,  keen  sarcasm,  and  brilliant  rhetoric, 
which,  united  to  a  tall  and  graceful  person,  an  eye  that 
never  quailed,  and  a  Yoice  whose  tones  now  ringing  like 
a  trumpet,  and  again  pleading  with  the  softness  of  a 
woman,  intimidated  the  turbulent,  commanded  the  re- 
spect of  his  compeers,  and  captivated  the  rude  spirits  of 
his  hearers.    These  attributes  continued  to  his  death. 

The  soil  itself  was  congenial  to  his  mind.  The  native 
forests  were  yet  unsubdued.  Here  and  there  a  clearing,  a 
settlement,  and  a  community  indicated  the  inroads  of  civ- 
ilization upon  the  fastnesses  of  the  savaire.  The  Indian 
still  claimed  his  birth-right,  and  the  tales  of  savage  war- 
fare, and  the  horrors  of  border  life  are  chronicled  in  the 
traditions  which  designate  the  state  as  the  "  dark  and 
bloody  ground.''  Amid  scenes  like  these,  aloof  from  the 
luxuries  of  polished  life,  surrounded  by  primeval  forests, 
where  nature  alone  reigned  supreme,  the  future  statesman 
and  legislator  was  trained  and  matured.  They  furnished ' 
nutriment  to  his  fancy,  vigor  to  his  mind,  and,  above  all, 
encouraged  and  strengthened  that  self-reliant  spirit  which 
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in  after  years  sustained  him  amid  the  turmoil  of  politics, 
the  struggles  of  faction,  the  assaults  of  calumny,  the  en- 
counters of  political  debate,  and  the  forensic  disputations 
of  the  bar. 

Three-fourths  of  a  century  have  passed  since  that  memo- 
rable declaration  which  declared  to  the  world  our  emanci- 
pation from  colonial  thraldom,  and  demanded  our  separation 
from  our  British  brethren, ''  holding  them,  as  we  hold  the 
rest  of  mankind,  enemies  in  war;  in  peace,  friends."  The 
year  succeeding  to  that  which  gave  birth  to  the  nation, 
hailed  the  birth  of  him  who  was  destined  to  leave  the 
impress  of  his  spirit  upon  the  age.  In  the  language  of  a 
biographer,  ''  bom  and  cradled  in  the  agonies  of  a  revo- 
lution, Henry  Clay  seems  to  have  been  destined  by  Provi- 
dence to  sympathize  with  its  great  principles  of  freedom, 
and  to  be  the  leading  champion  of  human  rights  for  the 
age  in  which  he  has  lived.'' 

His  career  as  a  legislator  commenced  in  the  General 
Assembly  of  Kentucky,  in  1803,  from  which  he  was  speedily 
elevated  to  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  in  1806,  for 
the  unexpired  term  of  Hon.  John  Adair.  In  1809,  he 
was  again  returned  to  the  Senate;  and  in  1811,  foregoing 
the  higher  dignity,  he  became  a  candidate  for  the  House  of 
Representatives,  and  at  the  Special  Session,  Nov.  4,  1811, 
was  elected  Speaker  of  the  House,  to  which  post  he  was 
subsequently  re-elected  six  times;  occupying  that  position 
in  all  about  thirteen  years.  In  1814,  he  resigned,  upon 
being  appointed  one  of  the  Commissioners  to  negotiate 
peace  with  England.  In  1825,  he  became  Secretary  of 
State,  under  Mr.  Adams;  and  in  1831,  was  returned  to  the 
Senate,  where,  with  a  brief  interval,  consequent  upon  his 
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Toluntar  J  retirement,  in  1842,  he  continued  until  his  death, 
being  a  period  of  nearly  fifty  years'  public  serrice  from 
his  first  entrance  into  public  life.  It  was  in  these  various 
capacities  of  legislator,  diplomatist,  and  Minister  of  State, 
that  Mr.  Clay  dereloped  those  views  and  principles  of 
public  policy  which  have  given  to  him  the  designation  of 
*'  The  Father  of  the  American  System."  By  this  I  do  not 
mean  that  single,  isolated  measure  known  as  the  Tariff ; 
but  that  great  expansive  system  of  public  policy  which, 
based  upon  the  laws  of  nature  and  the  rights  of  nations, 
has  commanded  the  respect  of  the  world,  while  it  has 
advanced  the  true  prosperity  of  the  country.  Part  of  this 
system  was  the  enforcement  of  our  rights  as  a  neutral 
power,  and  the  protection  of  our  seamen  against  the  arro- 
gant pretensions  of  the  imperious  self-styled  *'  Mistress  of 
the  Seas." 

It  is  not  too  much  to  say,  that  no  person  occupied  a 
more  prominent  position  in  the  origin  and  support  of  the 
war  of  1812,  than  Mr.  Clay.  "  The  war  was  declared 
because  Great  Britain  arrogated  to  herself  the  pretension 
of  regulating  our  foreign  trade,  under  the  delusive  name 
of  retaliatory  Orders  in  Council — ^because  she  persisted  in 
the  practice  of  impressing  American  seamen;  because  she 
had  instigated  the  Indians  to  commit  hostilities  against 
us,  and  because  she  had  refused  indemnity  for  her  past 
iiguries  upon  our  commerce."  The  results  of  the  struggle 
are  known,  and  in  the  termination  so  honorable  to  our- 
selves, and  so  beneficial  to  American  interests,  Mr.  Clay 
was  again,  as  one  of  the  Commissioners  at  Qhent,  mainly 
instrumental. 

The  recognition  of  South  American  Independence,  and 
{he  fearless  and  determined  stand  assumed  by  Mr.  Monroe, 
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counseled  and  sastamed  by  Mr.  Clay,  against  foreign 
intervention  in  the  affairs  of  the  South  American  States; 
his  instructions,  as  Secretary  of  State,  to  the  ministers  to 
the  proposed  Congress  at  Panama;  his  correspondence, 
growing  out  of  the  difficulties  in  relation  to  the  Colonial 
trade  and  the  navigation  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  the 
commercial  treaties  negotiated  by  him,  constitute  the 
international  feature  of  his  American  policy.  Internal 
improvements,  the  protection  and  encouragement  of  Amer- 
ican industry,  and  the  complete  development  of  Amer- 
ican resources,  and  their  independence  of  foreign  control, 
formed  the  domestic  portion  of  his  scheme,  and  though 
others  have  honestly  differed  as  to  the  expediency  of  some 
of  his  proposed  measures,  no  one  will  question  the  motives 
of  patriotism  which  prompted  their  advocate. 

More  than  all,  and  above  all,  he  cherished  the  int^rity 
of  the  Union.  For  this  he  labored;  to  this  end  he  strove. 
Placing  himself  upon  the  Constitution,  he  stood  before 
the  country  the  advocate  of  concord  and  fraternal  harmo- 
ny— the  stern,  unyielding  opponent  of  discord  and  dis- 
union. Amid  the  clashing  of  sectional  jealousies  and 
discordant  interests;  the  denunciations  of  heated  zealots, 
and  the  threats  of  vindictive  partisans,  his  eye  quailed 
not;  his  voice  was  not  hushed.  His  eagle  glance  surveyed 
the  scene;  ana  anon,  amid  the  whirl  of  conflict  and  polit- 
ical strife,  above  the  howlings  of  the  storm,  rung  out  his 
clarion  tones  of  comfort  for  the  faint-hearted,  and  encour- 
agement to  the  despairing.  Born  to  command  the  human 
passions,  and  skilled  to  rule  the  infirmities  of  our  nature, 
he  now  threatened  the  defiant,  now  persuaded  the  self- 
willed.  The  tempest  was  stayed.  At  the  sound  of  his 
voice,  ringing  out  the  notes  of  warning  and  alarm,  millions 
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qnrang  to  the  rescue — the  war  of  pasdons  ceased,  discord 
fled,  and  the  elements  of  peace  and  happiness  again  shone 
forth. 

In  1821,  when  the  storm  of  dissolution  threatened  the 
country  upon  the  Missouri  question,  the  almost  superhuman 
efforts  of  Mr.  Clay  alone  averted  the  results  Again,  in 
1883,  when  nullification  reared  its  hideous  head,  he  inter- 
posed, and  the  spectre  was  exorcised.  And  when,  at  last, 
disunion  showed  its  horrid  front, 

"  And  o'er  our  fathers*  yet  green  grayes. 
The  sons  of  those  who  side  by  side 
Struck  down  the  lion  banner's  pride. 
Were  arming  for  fraternal  strife,  ' 

For  blow  for  blow,  and  life  for  life—" 

again  stood  forth  that  Old  Man  Eloquent.  He  had  seen 
most  of  his  children  fall  around  him,  one  upon  the  battle- 
field, others  by  the  hand  of  disease  and  unexpected  death. 
He  had  felt  the  anguish  and  sorrow  of  the  sudden  rupture 
of  the  holiest  of  ties;  he  had  wept  over  the  %jc2iyes  of  his 
own  loved  offspring,  but  his  country  remained.  *  There  she 
stood  a  beacon  of  liberty  to  the  enthralled  of  other  shores. 
The  ever-burning  altars  of  freedom  were  on  her  hilltops, 
ud  the  smoke  of  their  incense  was  diffusing  itself  through- 
out the  world.  The  sails  of  her  commerce  whitened 
every  sea,  and  her  flag  proudly  floated,  a  sure  token  of 
protection  to  all  beneath  its  folds.  The  oppressed  of 
Burope  looked  to  her  and  her  example  as  their  refuge  and 
hope.  Tjrrants  and  traitors  alone  hated  and  feared  her. 
All  this  he  saw  and  knew.  Again  he  donned  his  armor, 
and  battling  in  the  foremost  rank  with  the  noble  spirits 
who  yet  survive,  and  who,  forgetful  of  party  and  party 
ties  stood  side  by  side  in  defence  of  our  ancient  bond  of 
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brotherhood,  his  last  blows  were  in  the  cause  of  his  coaa- 
trj,  constitational  liberty  and  union. 

Glorious  termination  of  a  well-spent  life !  Children  of 
America !  revere  his  memor  j — ^imitate  his  example— emu- 
late his  virtue ! 

«  Be  JQBt  and  ftar  not ; 
Let  all  the  ends  thou  aims't  at  be  thy  Conntrjr  s» 
Thj  God's,  and  Truth's." 

Thus  shall  you  acquire  "  the  high,  the  exalted,  the  sub* 
lime  emotions  of  a  patriotism  which,  soaring  toward 
heaven,  rises  above  all  mean,  low  or  selfish  things,  and  is 
absorbed  by  one  soul-transporting  thought  of  the  good  and 
the  glory  of  one's  country.  That  patriotism  which,  catch- 
ing its  inspiration  from  the  immortal  God,  and  leaving,  at 
an  immeasurable  distance  below,  all  lesser  groveling  per- 
sonal interests  and  feelings,  animates  and  prompts  to  deeds 
of  self-sacrifice,  of  valor,  of  devotion,  and  of  death  itself. 
That,  is  public  vibtub;  that  is  thb  noblest,  the  sub- 
LiMEST  OP  PUBLIC  VIRTUES."  That  wBs  the  public  virtue 
OP  Henry  Clay. 

Women  of  America!  ye  around  whom  our  affections 
cluster  and  upon  whom  they  depend — cherish  in  your 
heart  of  hearts  the  memory  of  the  departed  patriot,  and 
to  the  lisping  infant  chant  the  story  of  his  greatness  and 
his  honest  fame.  Tell  your  children  of  his  filial  rever- 
ence and  devotion;  of  his  untiring  energy,  his  lofty  aims, 
his  noble  bearing,  and  his  self-sacrificing  spirit;  and  teach 
them — be  ye,  too,  the  guardians  and  defenders  of  that 
Union  which  he  struggled  to  preserve. 

Men  of  America !  be  steadfast  in  your  country's  cause. 
Falter  not !  Here,  over  the  grave  of  the  departed  sage, 
by  that  courage  which  failed  him  not,  by  the  memorials  of 
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liiB  greafaiess,  bj  the  records  of  his  patriotism,  bj  his  un- 
fjEdtering  devotion  to  the  cause  of  freedom,  by  his  undying 
fiume,  and  by  that  diyine  faith  and  resignation  which 
cheered,  consoled  and  comforted  his  glorious  death,  swear 
ye  that  ye  will  transmit  unimpaired,  to  your  posterity,  the 
inheritance  ye  possess — ''  Our  glorious  Union,  now  and 
forever,  one  and  indivisible,"

ooncluded  the  beautiful  obituary  ceremonies  with  the  fol- 
lowing

may  He  make  His  voice  to  shine  upon  you,  and  be  gra- 
cious unto  you.  May  the  light  of  His  countenance  be 
upon  you,  and  give  you  peace,  now  and  evermore.

The  funeral  solemnities  in  honor  of  the  universally  be- 
loved and  honored  American  statesman,  the  illustrious  and 
lamented  Henry  Clay,  having  been  accomplished,  your 
Committee  have  great  reason  to  congratulate  themselves 
upon  the  very  general  assistance  cheerfully  rendered  by 
the  inhabitants  of  this  and  the  adjacent  cities,  in  the  dis- 
charge of  the  melancholy,  though  grateful,  duties  assigned 
them.  Sensible  of  the  high  responsibilities  resting  on 
them,  they  feel  that  they  would  be  wanting  in  their  duty, 
did  they  fail  to  acknowledge,  with  sentiments  of  gratitude, 
the  promptness  and  alacrity,  as  well  as  the  deep  feelings 
of  sympathy  manifested  by  their  fellow-citizens  in  carrying 
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out  tiie  yarious  duttes  of  the  oeremonialf  in  the  diodiargat 
of  which  they  seemed  to  feel  themeelvea  highly  honored* 
Party  spirit  was  comidetely  forgotten ;  political  differ*, 
encea  entirely  laid  aside,  and  men  of  every  class  and 
station  Tied  with  each  other  in  rendering  appropriate 
honors  to  the  "  mighty  dead/'  All  parties  claimed  him — 
for  he  was  of  his  whole  country.  The  citizens  of  the  Re- 
public acted  and  felt  as  one  people — with  a  common 
interest  in  cherishing  the  memory  of  the  great  and  g^od. 
His  was  one  of  the  few  instances  in  which  a  great  man, 
passing  through  a  long  and  active  life,  closely  identified 
with  the  exciting  political  questions  of  the  dajr,  and 
placed  in  the  front  rank  in  the  discussion  of  subjects  of 
vital  importance  to  the  interests  of  the  country — ^lived 
through  and outUvedall  sectional  prejudice;  every  party 
vituperation,  and  ambitious  sordid  hypocrisy.  His  honest, 
his  intense,  his  devoted  love  of  country,  endeared  him  to 
the  whole  nation.  *'He  was  American  through  and 
through;  American  in  his  feelings,  American  in  his  aims, 
American  iti  his  policy  and  projects.  The  influence,  the 
grandeur,  the  dominion  of  America  were  the  dreams  of 
Lis  boyhood,  and  the  intense  effort  of  his  riper  years. 
For  this  he  valued  power,  and  for  this  he  used  it."  Of 
him  every  citizen  in  the  country  could  justly  say — 

*'  Uis  life  was  gentlo;  and  the  elemonta 
So  mix'd  in  him,  that  Nature  might  stand  up, 
And  say  to  all  the  world,— 2%w  was  a  man  P* 

Your  Committee  would  dwell,  for  a  few  moments,  upon 
the  ensemble  of  the  pageant.  From  an  early  part  of  the 
day  set  apart  for  the  purpose,  the  city  was  given  up  to 
preparation  for  the  imposing  solemnities  about  to  take 
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place.  Preoisely  at  the  hour  doeignated  in  the  programme 
the  various  military  companies,  public  bodies,  assooiaiioiis, 
societies  and  citizens,  having  arrived  in  detachments  at 
their  several  places  of  rendessvoua,  were  formed  into  ool* 
ttmn  by  the  respective  Aids  to  the  Grand  Marshal,  who, 
upon  the  signal  by  the  tolling  bell,  placed  himself  at  the 
head  of  the  procession,  which  then  commenced  its  march. 
A,  common  sentiment  of  vteneration  pervaded  the  entire 
line  of  the  procession,  and  the  sympathy  between  it  and 
the  throng  that  embordered  its  entire  route,  was  made 
manifest  in  many  exhibitions  of  tenderness.  Thousands 
of  buildings  in  all  parts  of  the  city  bore,  upon  their  neatly 
decorated  fronts,  undeniable  evidences  of ,  the  love  which 
was  feU  for  Henet  Clay.  Devices  of  imique  and  classic 
conception,  and  recorded  sentiments,  setting  forth  the 
exalted  character  and  virtues  of  the  deceased — ^his  event- 
ful life  and  tranquil  death — were  suspended  from  eaves, 
balconies,  stagings,  and  windows.  Funereal  draperies, 
streaming  from  house-top  to  the  street;  flags,  heavily 
shrouded,  at  half  mast,  among  the  shipping  in  the  harbor, 
tokd  upon  every  flagstaff  in  the  city;  the  booming  minute- 
gun,  consecutively  fired  from  the  Battery,  and  answered 
again  from  the  forts  in  the  harbor,  at  the  Navy  Yard, 
from  Brooklyn  and  Bergen  Heights,  from  Governor's, 
Ellis',  Bedlow's  and  Staten  Islands,  reverberating  mourn- 
fully through  the  city,  and  echoing  along  the  bay,  until 
their  deafening  sounds  were  lost  in  the  distance;  the 
tolling  bells,  ringing  their  sad  knell  in  notes  that  betoken 
the  dissolution  of  man's  earthly  career — the  same  mourn- 
ful sounds  distinctly  heard  from  the  bells  in  Brooklyn, 
Jersey  City,  and  Williamsburgh,  chiming  in  doleful  con- 
cert with  those  of  this  city;  the  sol^om  dirge;  the  muffled 
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drum;  the  heavy  tramp  of  the  mournful  procession,  as 
it  wended  in  its  slow  and  measured  length  along  the 
streets;  all  gave  the  strongest  tokens  of  the  deep  sym- 
pathy pervading  the  hearts  of  the  thousands  that  had 
come  from  their  business  and  homes  to  render  their  last 
tribute  of  love  and  homage  to  the  memory  of  a  Nation's 
departed  son.  Though  during  the  early  part  of  the  day, 
the  sun  >  shone  forth  with  its  ^highest  splendor,  darting 
its  torrid  rays  with  unusual  vigor,  yet  toward  the  after- 
noon, *the  heavens,  like  the  earth,  put  on  Iheir  sable 

mantling;  a  cooling  and  shadowy  cloud  intervened  between 
the  burning  rays  of  the  sun  and  the  earth,  and  threw  a 
singularly  gloomy  aspect  over  the  whole  city — appropriate 
to  the  mournful  solemnities  of  the  day.  All  business  was 
suspended,  and  at  an  early  hour,  every  part  of  the  city, 
save  on  the  line  of  the  procession,  was  deserted.  Perfect 
order  reigned  everywhere;  thousands  of  strangers  from 
the  adjacent  cities  thronged  our  streets  as  participators  in 
the  mournful  obsequies.  The  entire  route  of  the  proces- 
sion, on  every  side,  was  lined  with  inscriptions,  busts, 
monuments,  and  other  imposing  reminiscences  of  respect 
to  the  great  man's  memory.  Many  of  the  devices  and 
inscriptions  exhibited  a  refined  taste,  with  great  appro- 
priateness, and  very  frequently,  as  some  thrilling  tribute 
of  afiTection  was  met,  the  civic  portion  of  the  procession 
uncovered  and  remained  so  until  they  passed  it. 

The  procession  was  probably  the  longest  ever  seen  in 
this  city,  and  one  general  feeling  marked  every  section 
of  its  immense  numbers,  illustrative  of  the  beautiful  senti- 
ment of  the  occasion — its  sincerity.  It  was  no  unmeaning 
mockery  of  woe;  no  mere  seeming  of  regret,  but  the  true 
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and  real  mourning  of  an  appreciating,  a  grateful  and  a 
bereaved  people.  To  no  man,  living  or  dead,  has  America 
ever  paid  a  higher  tribute  of  respect  than  that  which  she 
rendered  to  the  memory  of  Henry  Clay.  The  subject 
is  full  of  material  for  reflection — an  encouragement  for 
others  to  walk  with  uprightness,  and  in  the  paths  of  virtue 
and  integrity,  following  him  as  an  example,  worthy  of  all 
imitation. 

'*  Liyes  of  great  men  all  remind  ns. 
We  can  make  our  liyes  sublime ; 
And  departing,  leaye  behind  as, 
#  Footprints  in  the  sands  of  time. 

Footprints,  that  perhaps  another. 

Sailing  o*er  life's  troubled  main, 
Some  forlorn  and  shipwrecked  brother. 
Seeing,  may  take  heart  again." 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  beg  leave  to  express 
their  sincere  thanks  to  the  Grand  Marshal  and  his  Aids; 
the  military,  political  and  civic  bodies;  the  clergy,  citizens 
of  this  and  adjacent  cities,  and  all  others  who  united  with 
them  upon  this  melancholy  occasion,  for  their  valuable 
and  essential  services  in  carrying  into  effect  the  detailed 
arrangements  of  the  day;  and  most  especially  for  the 
cheerful,  prompt  and  efficient  manner  with  which  they  all 
responded,  in  every  instance,  to  the  wishes  of  the  Com- 
mittee in  giving  effect  to  this  solemn  and  well  merited 
pageant.

of  the  city  of  Jfevo  York: 

The   Croton  Aqueduct   Department,  in  submitting  its 
working  plan  for  the  year  1853,  respectfully 

REPRESENTS : 

That  the  time  has  arrived  when  it  has  become  absolutely 
necessary  to  take  measures  to  increase  the  daily  delivery  of 
water  in  the  city,  before  laying  down  any  large  amount  of 
distributing  pipes  in  new  districts. 
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The  DepKrUneot  hat  heretofer?,  in  Tsriotis  commuDiei 
tiont,  called  ^.fttteqlkn4tf,tb%Commoii  Council,  to  tlM 
Iket  that  the  Mpplj  of  valsr  ia  naw  limited  lo  the  capacilf  J 
of  the  two  pipea,  tlHve  feat.  ijt.d»mctcr  each,  placed  upoM 
ibe  H^h  Bridge,  orer  the  Htrietn  river,  cnpablc  ol  deliveriM 
ingoalf^bMtllBKtl^qnatitywIiirli  tlie  atpiednclpioper  ' 
iteoM^ew!  tb'cmTitiftorinttiKrim.  At  Mnnhntmn  Vnl- 
lejr,  where  an  IqtctM  v^ptioq  9f  more  Ilinn  three- fourth 9 
of  a  mileoecart,  twopipeaof  lilnBize  ore  ngain  found.

Id  a  commuDicatipa,  made  to  Ihe  Common  Council  oa 
t'^e  ia&V'i^Brei  W^'i[tnt  bot'Had  till  the  15lI)  of  April  I 
fellowiii^)  It  WBsi'stal^  tjnt  *\t!^e  Drpaninenl  desirt-s  to  i 
commence  this  work  during  the  current  season,  and  lo 
proceed  nt  least  so  far  a*  to  procure  and  prove  these  pipes, 
and  possibly  to  get  down  a  pan  of  them."  The  same 
commuoicaiion  pointed  out  the  source  provided  by  the 
Legislature,  from  which  funds  lo  do  the  work  were  to  be 
obtained.  The  subject  took  tbe  appropriate  reference  to 
ihc  Committee  on  Finance  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  from 
wliicb,  in  August  following,  a  favorable  report  was  had, 
and  tbe  accompanying  ordinance  sent  to  the  Board  of  As- 
sistant Aldermen,  where  it  still  remains,  without  further 
action.  This  unexpected,  and  indeed  unaccountable  de- 
lay, involves  not  only  great  disappointment  and  inconve- 
nience to  numerous  families  occupying  houses  in  the 
suburbs  of  the  city,  who  have  expected  to  receive  the 
benefits  of  a  supply  of  Cioloa  water  at  an  early  day, 
but  also  a  large  pecuniary  loss  to  the  city  treasury.     For 
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some  months  after  the  date  of  the  communication  referred 
to,  a  contract  for  the  required  pipes  could  have  been  made 
for  a  price  not  far  from  forty  dollars  a  ton  ;  within  the  last 
few  weeks  an  advance  in  the  rates  for  pig-iron,  of  about 
fifty  per  cent.,  has  taken  place,  with  a  prospect  of  a 
further  advance  during  the  winter;  making  in  the  aggre- 
gate, for  the  large  pipes  and  branches  wanted  under  the 
head  of  "  Croton  Water  Works  Extension,"  an  increased 
expenditure  of  not  less  than  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

With  these  preliminary  remarks,  the  following  estimate, 
distributed  under  appropriate  heads,  for  the  service  of  the 
ensuing  year,  is  submitted* 

AQUEDUCT    CONSTRUCTION    ACCOUNT. 

Under  this  head,  will  fall  whatever  of  damages  may  be 
recovered  against  the  city,  in  the  suit  of  Stephen  R.  Clark 
and  others,  growing  out  of  the  construction  of  the  Receiving 
reservoir,  should  a  final  result  be  reached  during  the  year. 
The  referees  in  the  case  have  had,  the  past  year,  many 
meetings  at  Albany,  and  in  this  city,  and  the  testimony, 
documentary  and  otherwise,  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiflfs,  is 
all  in  ;    the  case  is  now  with  the  defendants.     It  is  not 
thought  to  be  necessary,  at  this  time,  to  ask  an  appropria- 
tion to  meet  the  award  to  be  made  in  the  case — whatever 
that  award  may  be — but  to  leave  it  as  the  subject  of  a 
special  communication  whenever  it  shall  have  been  ren- 
dered.    But  as  there  have  been,  and  will  continue  to  be, 
incidental  charges  falling  in,  during  the  progress  cf  this 
litigation,  for  room  hire,  traveling  expenses,  and  other  mat- 
ters, the  Department  should  not  be  left  without  means  to 
meet  them  as  presented.     For  this  purpose,  and  for  counsel 
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fees,  should  either  of  the  gentlemen  employed  on  the  pari 
of  the  city  (Messrs.  O'Conor,  Brady  and  Sweeny)  require 
money,  it  is  proper  to  ask  for  an  appropriation,  under  the 
head  of  Aqueduct  Construction  Account,  of  three  thousand 
dollars. 

AQUEDUCT   REPAIRS    AND    IMPROTEMENTS. 

Under  this  head,  there  will  remain  of  the  appropriation 
for  1852,  an  unexpended  balance  of  some  thousands  of 
dollars — probably  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars.  The 
work  contemplated,  of  '^  building  sustaining  or  protection 
walls  to  the  great  embankment  over  Saw-mill  river  at 
Yonkers,"  and  to  meet  the  cost  of  which  this  surplus 
would  have  been  required,  has  not  been  commenced ;  the 
necessity  for  constructing  it  at  no  remote  period  remains, 
but  as  it  does  not  appear  to  be  of  so  pressing  a  character  as 
the  work  hereinafter  detailed,  under  the  head  of  ^^  Croton 
Water  Works  Extension,''  and  as  the  latter  will  require 
all  the  industry  of  the  Department  to  be  concentrated  upon 
it  for  the  next  year,  nothing  is  now  inserted  for  this  pro- 
tection wall ;  the  general  annual  repairs,  fencing  and  other 
improvements,  it  is  thought,  will  require  fifteen  thousand 
dollars. 

CROTON    WATER    WORKS    EXTENSION. 

In  its  annual  reports,  as  well  as  in  various  special  com- 
munications, this  Board  has  endeavored  to  impress  upon  the 
Common  Council  the  fact  that  the  present  supply  of  water, 
wastefuUy  used  as  it  is,  is  insufficient  for  public,  as  well  as 
private  purposes.  Neither  of  the  reservoirs  has  been  full, 
or  nearly  so,  since  the  first  of  June  last,  and  consequently 
the  head  of  water  has  not  been  such  as  would  enable  the 
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Fire  Department  to  control,  with  its  usual  promptness  and 
efficiency,  the  ravages  of  a  fire';  and  individual  consumers, 
hotel  keepers  particularly,  have  suffered  much  inconve- 
nience from  a  want  of  water  in  the  upper  stories  of  their 
buildings.  The  causes  of  this  insufficient  supply  have 
been  shown,  the  means  of  increasing  it  pointed  out,  and 
the  source  provided  by  the  legislature,  in  the  creation  of  a 
public  stock  for  this  special  purpose,  to  meet  the  expendi- 
ture, often  placed  before  the  Common  Council.  Reference 
is  now  made  to  these  facts  for  the  purpose  of  showing  that 
this  Board  has  not  been  neglectful  of  its  duty,  nor  unaware 
of  the  necessity  for  prompt  action  in  increasing  the  daily 
delivery  of  water.  Its  regret  that  the  season  has  been  lost 
is  the  greater,  because,  if  the  pipes  had  been  procured  and 
proven,  and  placed  on  the  ground,  the  change  upon  the 
High  Bridge  could  have  been  effected  early  in  the  spring, 
in  time  to  meet  the  increased  consumption  of  water  which 
the  summer  months  is  sure  to  bring.  Extraordinary  efforts 
must  be  made  to  get  this  work  done  (if  possible,)  during 
1853. 

The  line  of  thirty  inch  pipe  from  the  Receiving  reservoir 
through  Seventy-ninth  street  and  the  Third  avenue  to 
Fourteenth  street,  put  down  in  1849,  has  met  all  the  re- 
quirements of  the  easterly  part  of  the  city,  and  furnished 
to  its  numerous  extensive  manufacturing  establishments 
a  sufficient  supply  of  water:  not  so,  however,  in  the  west- 
erly  parts  of  the  city,  that  portion  of  it  north  of  Thirty- third 
street,  and  between  the  Seventh  avenue  and  the  North 
river.  Here  the  supply  has  always  been  greatly  short,  and 
the  rapid  extension  of  the  distributing  pipes  through  its 
streets  has,  in  a  considerable  degree,  neutralized  the  advan- 
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tage  gained  by  the  Iweoly  inch  line,  laid  through  Thirty- 
eighih  street,  from  the  Fifth  to  the  Eighth  avenue.  At 
this  time  there  is  scarcely  a  sufficient  head  of  water  in  the 
upper  part  of  the  built  portions  of  the  Eighth  and  Ninth 
avenues,  and  the  intersecting  streets  in  their  vicinity,  to 
make  it  a  safe  reliance  for  extinguishing  fires.  A  line  of 
thirty  inch  pipe  from  the  Distributing  reservoir  through 
Forty -second  street  to  the  Eleventh  avenue,  would  produce 
some  present  relief,  and  is  herein  inserted  as  a  part  of  the 
work  for  next  year,  but  to  make  this  effectual  and  perma- 
nent, as  a  means  of  future  supply,  it  must  be  connected 
with  the  Receiving  reservoir  by  a  line  of  similar  pipe 
through  the  Seventh  avenue. 

The  future  necessity  for  this  h'ne  of  large  pipes  through 
the  Seventh  avenue  was  foreseen  by  the  late  Chief  Engi- 
neer, (Mr.  Jervis,)  when  the  Receiving  reservoir  was  con- 
structed, and  provision  made  for  it  by  the  erection  of  a 
gate  house  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  reservoir. 

With  the  amount  of  work  before  the  Department  for  the 
next  season  it  is  not  deemed  advisable  to  insert  an  estimate 
of  the  cost  of  this  Seventh  avenue  line,  the  more  especially 
as  the  avenue  is  not  yet  so  nearly  graded  as  to  warrant  the 
laying  down  of  these  large  mains.  There  is  no  doubt, 
however,  that  the  public  necessities  will  compel  the  execu- 
tion of  this  extension  of  the  works  in  1854. 

The  whole  service  required  under  the  head  last  specified, 
in  the  year  1853,  will  then  stand  thus  :

W^ATER   PIPES   AND    LAYING. 

Previous  communicatious  made  to  your  Honorable  Body, 
have  shown,  that  with  the  distributing  pipes  now  laid,  the 
daily  consumption  of  water  in  the  warm  months  is  greater 
than  the  pipes  on  the  High  Bridge,  and  through  Manhat- 
tan Valley  can  furnish,  and  that  the  difference  is  taken 
from  the  Receiving  reservoir,  the  entire  surface  of  which, 
more  than  thirty  acres,  has  been  drawn  down  during  the 
past  summer  more  than  five  feet.

It  will  be  seen  that  nearly  all  the  lines  of  pipes,  above 
enumerated,  fall  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  city,  and  m 
that  part  of  it  where  the  supply  is  most  limited,  to  be  in- 
creased only  by  the  addition  to  the  works  hereinbefore 
suggested  •  Till  these  additions  be  made,  great  caution 
mfist  be  used  in  granting  these  and  other  petitions  hereaftef 
presented. 

The  annual  report,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  will  present 
some  suggestions  intended  to  prevent  the  waste  of  watery 
which,  if  adopted  by  the  Common  Council,  will  permit 
the  extension  of  the  distributing  pipes,  during  the  next 
year,  to  a  moderate  degree. 

It  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  designate,  in  advance,  the 
precise  point  where  street  mains  will  be  most  required. 
The  spirit  of  improvement,  and  the  rapidity  with  which 
buildings  are  erected,  will,  no  doubt,  during  the  next  som- 
mer,  cover  many  blocks  with  houses,  where,  at  this  mo* 
ment,  all  is  waste  and  apparently  lifeless* 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  preceding  table  is  made 
up,  without  intending  to  commit  the  Department  to  lay 
pipes  in  all  the  streets  contained  in  it ;  but,  leaving  each

The  enterprise  of  these  stage  proprietors  has  been  of  vast 
poriance  nnd  benefit  Co  this  portion  of  the  city  and  in 
Lbiianis,  and  in  ihe  opiniort  of  your  Coinmiltcc,  should 
amend  ihcir  npplicnlion  lo  the  favorable  consideration  of 
ConitnoD  Council  over  all  other  applicants, 
cxaininiitg  the  several  pciiliofls  for  a  ruilroad  on  this 
me,  wbicli  ure  herewith  accompanied,  it  will  be  observed

REPORT : 

That  they  have  examined  the  subject  and  the  several  peti- 
tions relating  thereto,  and  have  placed  their  decision  in 
favor  of  that  application,  which,  in  their  opinion,  ought  to 
be  granted  on  those  grounds  of  public  utility  and  private 
justice,  which  in  this  case,  are  entirely  clear  and  satisfac- 
tory to  their  own  minds. 

The  proprietors  of  the  lines  of  stages  on  that  avenue 
being  necessarily  acquainted  with  the  business  of  convey- 
ing passengers  traveling  on  that  route,  will  be  most  likely 
to  serve  them  to  their  satisfaction. 

It  appears  satisfactorily  to  your  Committee,  that  two  of 
those  lines  have  suffered  very  heavy  losses  by  and  in  con- 
sequence of  the  obstructions  on  the  Third  avenue,  caused 
by  the  Corporation  works,  which  continued  for  the  most 
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pan  of  three  yenra,  at  seasons  wlien  the  bnsineM  of  rus- 
RJtig  stages  is  llie  most  prodiiclive.

hnve  an  iinporrant  share  in  the  granls  made  by  (he  Com- 
mon Council,  lo  lay  grooved  tracks  through  the  various 
sireeis  and  avenues  of  the  ciiy. 

Thai  this  system  of  easy,  rapid  and  cheap  transit  of  pas- 
sengers from  one  section  of  our  city  to  another,  and  more 
particularly  when  the  peculiar  longitudinal  form  of  our 
island  ts  considered,  must  of  necessity  prevail,  and  at  a 
period  not  very  disiaRi. 


The  Third  avenue  presents  claims  for  accommodations 
in  traveling,  in  consequence  of  its  being  more  built  upon 
than  many  of  Ihe  others ;  and  also  in  consequence  of  its 
being  the  great  highway,  the  main  traveling  road,  con- 
necting a  town  of  growing  importance  with  this,  the  city 
of  New  York. 

For  these  reasons,  and  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out 
what  is  conceived  to  be  a  great  public  improvement,  so 
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recenlly  and  successfully  commenced  ia  our  ciiy,  your

Such  track  or  tracks  to  be  laid  under  the  direction  of  the 
Street  Commissioner,  and  on  such  grades  as  are  now  estab- 
lished, or  may  hereafter  be  established  by  the  Common 
Council ;  the  said  parties  lo  become  bound  in  a  sufficient 
penally  to  keep  in  good  repair  the  space  inside  the  tracks, 
and  a  space  two  feel  each  side  of  the  same,  of  each  street 
ill  which  the  rails  are  laid  ;  and  also  that  no  steam  power 
be  used  on  any  part  of  the  road  for  propelling  cars,  and 
upon  the  further  condition  that  said  parlies  shall  placf  new 
cars  on  said  railroad,  with  all  the  modern  improvements 
for  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  passengers,  and  that

Provided  also,  That  the  said  parties  sliall,  before  this 
pcrmissioQ  takes  effect,  enter  into  a  good  and  sufficient, 
agreement  with  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty 
of  the  city  of  New  York,  lo  be  drawn  and  approved  of  by 
the  Counsel  lo  the  Corporation,  binding  themselves  to 
abide  by  and  perform  the  siipiilaiions  and  provisions  herein 
contained  ;  and  also  all  such  other  resolutions  or  ordinances 
as  may  be  passed  by  the  Common  Council,  relating  to  the

Further,  That  they  run  a  car  thereon,  each  and  every 
day,  both  ways,  as  often  as  every  fifteen  minutes,  from  5 
to  6  o'clock,  A.  M. ;  every  four  minutes,  from  6  o'clock,  A. 
M.,  10  8,  p.  M. ;  every  fifteen  minutes,  from  8,  p.  m.,  to  12, 
M.,  and  as  much  oftener  as  public  convenience  may  require, 
under  such  directions  as  the  Common  Council  may,  from 
time  to  time,  prescribe  ;  also. 

That  the  said  passage  on  said  railroad  shall  not  exceed  a 
greater  sum  than  five  cents  for  any  distance,  between  the 
southern  point  of  said  railroad,  and  Sixty-first  street ;  and 
six  cents  for  the  entire  length  of  said  railroad  ;  and  also, 

That  said  track,  or  tracks,  shall  be  laid  upon  a  good 
foundation,  with  a  grooved  rail,  or  such  other  rail  as  may 
be  approved  of  by  the  Common  Council  and  the  Street 
Commissioner,  even  with  the  surface  of  the  gireett  through 
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which  they  may  pass,  and  shall  be  commenced  within  six 
months,  and  completed  to  Forty-second  street  within  one 
year  from  the  passage  of  this  resolution ;  and  from  Forty- 
second  street,  toward  and  to  the  Harlem  river,  as  fast  as 
the  Third  avenue  shall  be  gradecf,  and  in  a  proper  condi- 
tion to  lay  rails  thereon. 

2.  Resolvedy  That  said  parties  have  the  consent  of  the 
Common  Council,  and  permission  is  hereby  given  to  them

REPORT 

« 

That,  in  its  opinion,  the  adoption  of  the  said  resolution, 
would  materially  tend  to  advance  the  project  of  a  public 
park  in  this  city,  so  greatly  needed  by  the  general  interest. 
To  take  the  burden  from  th^  shoulders  of  adjacent  wards, 
which  wards  would  not  be  solely  benefited  by  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  park — and  place  it  upon  the  city  at  large, 
where  it  properly  belongs,  and  to  the  honor  and  health  of 
which,  the  project  would  so  greatly  coniribiUe,  would,  it 
is  believed  by  your  Comtniltee,  at  the  same  time  remove  a 
vigorous  opposition,  and  accomplish  an  act  of  justice. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  enterprise  of  a  piilplic  park  must 
be  soon  carried  out,  or  nut  at  all.  It  is  becoming,  every  day, 
more  and  more  difiicult.  Every  week's  delay  will  but  add 
to  the  expense.  A  few  years  since  the  ^thing  might  have 
been  done  at  a  comparatively  nominal  cost.  The  increas- 
ing value  of  land,  and  the  wonderful  rapidity  with  which 
large  structures  of  masonry  are  arising  and  pushing  them- 
selves toward  the  contcmplaU'd  spot,  admonish  us  that  now 
is  the  time,  and  if  we  longer  delay,  I  he  probabilities  thai 
New  York  will  ever  be  blessed  with  so  desirable  a  posses- 
sion, will    be  sadly  diminished,  if  not  entirely  destroyed. 
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The  great  metropolis  of  this  continent,  priding*  herself  on 
her  wealth  and  commerce,  and  on  the  bright  auguries  that 
beckon  her  in  the  future*  ought  not  to  remain,  in  thift 
particular,  so  lamentably  behind  the  great  cities  of  the  Old 
World,  which,  in  so  many  respects,  she  so  vigorously 
rivals,  and  confidently  hopes  to  surpass. 

There  are  many  considerations  that  crowd  upon  your 
Committee,  as  arguments  in  aid  of  such  legislation  as  will 
give  to  our  citizens  the  blowings  of  so  valuable  a  possession. 
But  your  Committee  cannot  think  it  necessary  here  to  enu- 
merate them,  as  ihey  have,  in  other  forms,  been  frequent- 
ly reiterated. 

They  cannot  refrain  from  saying,  however,  that  such  a 
park,  to  give  its  required  assistance  to  the  salubrity  of  the 
city,  should  be  of  ample  dimensions.  Our  small  parks, 
now  the  only  pride  of  our  city,  in  that  respect,  are  but 
mere  patches — glimpses  of  green  amidst  the  surrounding 
walls,  partaking  of  the  dusts,  the  gases,  and  the  depreciated 
air  that  circulate  around  them.  The  Committee  hope  and 
trust  that  the  Common  Council  will  have  the  satisfaction 
of  knowing  that  they  have,  by  the  addition  of  a  park  of 
magnificent  proportions,  contributed  so  much  to  the 
health  of  the  accumulating  masses  of  men,  crowded  and 
crowding  upon  our  narrow  island. 

The  said  law  of  1851,  which  it  is  proposed  by  this  reso. 
lution  to  ask  the  Legislature  for  an  amendment  of,  con* 
tains  the  obnoxious  feature  of  taxing  a  part  of  the  city 
for  a  larger  proportion  of  the  expense  of  cost  of  the  park 
Chan  the  rest,  which,  as  the  park  would  be  for  the  city  at 
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targe,  would  be  iaequilabte  nnd  unjiisl,  dpd  should  be  pttM) 
for  by  llie  ciiy  at  large  ;  the  amendment,  tiiererori?,  your 
Committee  think  a  proper  oiih.  In  the  confident  hope 
1  belief  that  this  muastire  will  meet  the  wishes  nnd  ap- 
probation, or  the  great  inau  of  otir  citizens,  your  Commit- 
tee recommed  that  the  said  annexed  resolutioi)  be  adopted.

That  upon  a  thorough  consideration  of  the  subject,  they 
find  that  great  necessity  exists  for  the  immediate  com- 
mencement and  completion  of  the  work ;  the  unhealthy 
condition,  and  the  intolerable  nuisance  of  these  lots,  makes 
aay  further  delay  dangerous,  and  unjust  to  the  inhabitants 
in  the  neighborhood.

REPORT : 

Timt  upon  a.  cont) deration  of  the  subject,  llicro  appears  (o 
be  great  necessity  Tor  the  immediate  atieniion  of  the  City 
Inspector  to  the  removal  of  the  nbovc-namcd  nuisance. 

Tlic  facts  of  the  case  are  very  plain:  the  lot  No.  200 
First  avenue  is  used  for  ihc  fattening  of  swine,  and  conse- 
quently is  covered  with  hog-styea  imbedded  in  mud,  garbage 
and  filih,  which  is  d&ily  brougiit  upon  the  premises  from 
streets  and  alley-ways  of  the  city,  and  upon  the  same  pre- 
mises, when  the  hogs  are  considered  to  be  in  a  fit  condition, 
are  slaughtered. 

Your  Committee  would  further  state,  that  the  front  of 
this  same  lot  is  occupied  by  a  groggery,  or  drinking  shop  ; 
and  also,  that  the  filili  and  monure  from  the  stys,  together 
with  the  ofTuI  and  garbage  brought  to  fatten  these  animals, 
is  allowed  to  remain,  and  thereby  fill  the  air  with  a  stench 
unpleasant,  unwholesome,  and  dangerous  to  the  health  of 
those  living  in  the  vicinity. 
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It  also  appears  that  the  lot,  for  want  of  filing  in,  is  some 
six  or  eight  feet  below  the  general  surface  of  the  neighbor- 
hood  ;  that,  in  this  case,  the  rains  wash  in  upon  (his  sun* 
ken  lot,  and  cause  it  always  to  be  in  a  swampy  condition, 
covered  with  a  constant  decomposing  mass  of  matter,  and 
rendering  the  whofe  neighborhood  unhealthy. 

The  lot  of  Caplain  Levy  is  filled  in  and  built  upon, 
having  a  wall  upon  the  side  of  the  sunken  lot  standing  by 
it;  the  said  wall  is  now  beginning  to  give  way,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  miry  stale  of  the  adjoining  lot ;  that  the  cess- 
pool, which  is  on  (he  line  of  Captain  Levy's  lot,  and  is  in 
very  improper  condition,  has  a  tendency  to  injure  the  wall, 
separating  the  same  from  Captain  Levy's  cellar. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  deem  it  necessary  to  have 
said  sunken  lot,  No.  200  First  avenue,  filled  in  even  with 
the  surface  of  the  street ;  and  also,  that  the  adjoining  lots, 
now  low  and  sunken,  be  filled  in  ;  and,  as  a  general  rule, 
your  Committee  would  recommend  that  the  various  lots 
throughout  the  city,  that  are  nuisances  to  the  locality, 
should  be  filled  :  lots  on  Thirty-seventh  street — also  some 
lots  on  Forty-seventh  street,  and^others — your  Committee 
would  advise  being  immediately  attended  to.  The  follow- 
ing resolution  is  accordingly  submitted  : 

Resolvedj  That  the  City  Inspector  be,  and  is  hereby  di- 
rected to  have  the  low  and  sunken  lots,  enumerated  and 
described  in  the  accompanying  ordinances,  filled  in  wilh 
good  and  wholesome  earth,  forthwith,  without  the  usual 
forms  of  advertising  for  proposals.
